say. But the duchess spoke first, saying : Now 
we are alone^ and that nobodj hear& us, I would 
wíllingly be satisfiéd by sigtíor gowmor, as to soírre 
doubts I have, arísing from the printed history of 
the great Don Quíxqte í pne of which is, that, 
since honest Sancho never sanv Dulcinea, I mean 
the lady Dúldnea del Toboso, nor carried her Doít 
Quixote's letter, ít being left in the pocket-book 
in the sáble motíntain, how durst he feign the 
atiswer, and the story of his findñig her winnowing 
wheat, it being all a sham, and a lie, and so much 
to the prejudice of the good charactep of the peei^» 
less Dulcinea, and the whole so unbecoming the 
quality and fidelíty of a trusty squire? 

At these tvords, withoüt ínakíng any reply, 
Sancho got up from his stool, and stepping softly, 
with his body bent, and his finger on his lips, he 
érept round the room, lífting up the hangings; 
and, this being done, he presently sat h^self dowrí 
flgain, and ^d: Now, madam, that I atn sure 
nobody but the company hears us, I will answer, 
Mithout fear or emotion, to all you have asked, and 
to all you shall ask me ; and the first tMng I tell 
you, is, that I take my master Don Qliixote for a 
downright madman, though sometimes he comeÉ 
out with thiñgs, which, to my thinking, and in 
the opinion of all that hear him, aíe so discreet, 
and so well put together, that Sátan himself could 
iiot speak better : and yet^ for all thát^ in good

waded he is mad. Now, having «ettled this in 
niy úiind, I dare undertake to make him believe 
mj thing that has neither head nor tail, Uke the 
business of the answer to the letter, and another 
aífair of some six or eight days standing, which is 
not yet in print : I mean the enthantment of my 
mistress Donna Dulcinea ; for you must know, I 
made him believe she was enchauted, though there 
is no more truth in it than in a story qf a cock and 
B bull *; The duchess desired him to tell her the 
partic^ullirs of that enchantment or jest : and San* 
cho recoutited the whole, exactly as it had passedi 
at \yhich the hearers were not a little pleased, and 
the duchess» proceeding in her discourse, said: 
Fíom what honest Sancho has told me, a certain 
scruple has started into my head, and somethitíg 
whispers me in the ear, saying to me : Since Doü 
Quixote de la Mancha is a fool, an ideot, and a 
madman» and Sancho Panza his squire knows it» 
and yet Serves and foilows him, and relies on his 
vain promises, without doubt> he must be more 
mad, and more stupid than his master : and, this 
being reaUr the case, it wiU tum to bad account,

ktdy duchess, if to such a Sancho Panza j^du 
give an island to govérn ; for he who lcnows not 
how to govérn himself, how shóuld hé kno^ 
how to govern others ? By my ísáthy madam^ ({xicKh 
Sancho^ this same áCruplé comes in the nick of 
time : please your ladyship to bíd it spedk out 
plsÁn, or as it lists ; for 1 ktiow it s&ys true, and^ 
had I been wiáe, I shotild have teft my master 
long ere now ; biít such wás my lot, áhA sucíh tny 
évü-errantry. I cafi do no more ; fóBbw hátíi I 
Inust ; we ai'e both (tf the safiie towh ; Í'have^áSeft 
his bread ; I love him ; he returtii; my kind^oss ;

room than the sexton's, though the one be higheir 
^han the other ; for, when we come to the grave, 
we must all shiink and Ue ctoae, or be made' to 
i^hrink and lie close in spite of us : .and so goo4 
night : and therefore \ say again, that, if yous 
ladysbip will not give me the isktnd, because I am 
a fool» I wiU be so wise as npt to care a fíg for it; 
^nd I bave heard say, The devil hirks behÍBd th^ 
cro^s ; an4f AH is not goM that glitters ; an4 
Ba^ba the hnsbaodma^ w^ taken írom amoqg 
his^ ploughü, his yokes, and oxen, to be kíng of

the fiimplicity of her duenna, nor admiring to hear 
the reasoning» and proverbs of Sancho, to whom 
she said: Honest Sancho kno\rs full well, that, 
whatever a knight once promises, he endeavours to 
perfbrm it, though it cost him his life. The duke, 
my lord and husband, though he is not of the érranj/ 
ordér, is, nevertheless, a knight, and therefore will 
make good his word, as to the promised island, in , 
spite of the envy and the wickedness of the world. 
Let Sancho be of good cheer ; for when he least 
thinks of it, he shall find himself seated in the chair 
of state of his island and of his territory, and shall 
so handle his government, as to despise for it one 
of brocade three story high. What I charge him 
is, to take heed how he govems his vassals, remem- 
bering that they are all loyal and well bom. As to 
goveming them well, answered Sancho, there is no 
need of giving it me in chai^e ; for I am naturally 
charitable and compassionate to the poor, and, 
None will dare the loaf to steal from him that sifts 
and kneads the meal 5 and, by my beads, they shall 
put no false dice upon me : I am an old dog, and 
understand tu^t tus% and know how to snuff my 
eyes in proper time, and will not suffer cobwebs to 
get into my eyes; for I know where the shoe 
pinches. All this I say, that thc good may be sure 
to have of me both.heart and hand, and the bad

Máther foot nor üyoíingx and, in my opinion, ^s to 
the business of goveming, the whole lies in the be- 
ginning; iand perhaps, when I have been fiíleen 
days a govemor, my £ngers may itch after the 
office» and I may know more of it than of the labour 
of the £eld, to which I was bred. You are in the 
right, Sancho» quoth the duchess; for nobody is 
l3om leamed, and bishops are made of men^ and not 
of stones. But, to f esume the discourse we were 
just now upon> concemiog the enqhantment of the 
Jady Dulainea ; I am very certain, that Sancho's 
4esign of putting a trick upon his master, and 
making him believe that the country-wench was 
Dulcínea, and that, if his master did not know her, 
it must proceed from her being enchanted, was all 
a contrivance of some one or otherof the enchant- 
jers, who persecute Don Quixote : for really, and in 
trath, I know from good hands, that the wench, 
who jumped upon the ass, wa§, apd is, Dulcinea del 
Toboso, and that honest Sancho, in thinking be 
was the deceiver, was himself deceived ; and there 
is no more doubt of this tmth than of things we 
never saw : for signor Sancho Panza must know 
that here jalso we have our enchanters, who love us, 
and tell us plainly and sincerely, and without any 
tricks or devices, all that passes in the woiid: and 
believe me, Sancho, the jumping-wénch was, and 
is, Dulcinea del Toboso, who isi^enchanted just as 
inudi as the mother that bore her ; and, when we 
feasjt thiflk of it, we sball see ber in Ijer own prope?

íbrm; and tbea Saaclio wiU be convinceá oi the 
Itnistake he now lives ¡n> 

AU thifí máy very well be, quóth Sancho Panza» 
ánd how I begin to bdieve what nfiy master told of 
Montesinos' cave, ivime he pretends he saw the 
lady Duldnea del' Toboso in the very same dress 
and gárb I said I had seen het in, when I enehanted 
lier for my own pleasure alóne ; whereas, as your 
fadyship says, aH this must have been quite other- 
wise : fbr it canoot, and must not be presumed, thatf 
píiy poor invéntion should, in an instant, start só 
icunning a device, nor do I believe my master h 
tfuoh a madmian, as to credit so extravagant a thiñg, 
upon no better a voucher than mysdf. But, ma- 
dam, your goodness ought not, therefore, to look 
npon me as án illHdeBÍgniñg persoti; for a dunce, 
like mc, is not obliged to peiietrate into the thoughts 
and ctafty intentions of .wicked enchanters. Í in-r 
vénted that story to escape the chidings of my 
ipaster, and not with design to oflFend him : and, íf 
it has fallen out otherwise, God is ín heaven, who 
judges the heart. That is true^ quotb the duchess : 
but teU me, Sancho, what is it you wére saying of 
Montesinos' cave? I shoüld be glad to know it. 
Then Sancho related, with all its circumstancei;, 
what has been said concerning Ihat adventure, 
Which the duch^ he^ring, sfee isaid : Fl^om ttiís 
áccidfent it may be inferred, that, since Ihe greát 
DoB Quixote says he s^iW thfe very same teowntry- 
WMéh, tehotti Saiidio «a^ tbúiing out of ^obbso.

good account : so that there is no reason why any 
bódy «houid fall lipon meV sihce I hafe a gmá name ; 
^nd^ as I haVe heard tñy maÁef say, a good namé 
is béltér thaín greal richest case me but in this 
simie govemment, and you will see wonders ; fox a 
'good squire wiil make a good govemor. 

Áll that honest Sancho has now said, quoth the 
4uchess, are Catonian. sentences, or at least ex- 
tracted from the very maxrow of Michael Verino*

a good drinker. Truly, madam, answered Sancho, 
I never in my life drank for any bad purpose : for 
thírst it may be I have ; for I am no hypocrite : 
I drink when I have a mind, and when I have no 
mind, and when it is given me, not to be thought shy 
01* iU-bred ; for, when a friend drinks to one, who 
can be so hard-hearted as not to pkdge him? But 
though I put on the shoes, I do not dirty them. 
Besides, the squires of knights-errant most com^ 
monly drink water ; fbr they are always wandering 
aííout woods, forests, meadows, mountains, and 
craggy rocks, without meeting the poorest pittance 
of wine, though they would give an eye for it, 
I believe so too, answered the duchess : but, for the 
present, Sancho, go and repose yourself, and we 
wiU hereafter talk more at large, and order shall 
speedily be given about casing you, as you call it, 
in the govemment. 

Sancho agaín kissed the duchess's hand, and 
Ijegged of her, as a favour, that good care might be 
taken of his Dapple, for he was the light of hÍ5 

time. His fables ^nd distichs, in icnitatipn of Cíito's, ar^ 
pvcsei-yed and esteemed. He died at seventecn, rathcr than 
lake his physician's advice, which Nvas— -a wife. Pohtiao 
inade the fóüowing epitaph on bim, in allusion to this (31-? 
cumstance : — 

" Sola Venus poteratlcnto succurrere moirbo | 
Nc se poUu^ret, m^luit ille mori.'^ 
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ifiyes. What Dapple ? quoth the duchess, My 
ass, replied Sancho ; for, to avoid calling him hy 
that name> I commonly cidl him Dapple : and I 
desired this nustress duenna here» when I first came 
into the castle, to take care of him, and she wasas 
angry, as if I had said she was ugly or old ; though 
it ^ould be more proper and natural for duennas^ 
to dress asses than to set oíT drawing-rooms. God 
be my help 1 how ill a^gentleman of our toWn agreed 
with these madams ! He was some country clown 
to he sure, quoth Donna Rodriguez ; for, had he 
been a gentkman, and well bom, he would h^ve 
placed them above the homs of the moon. Enough,. 
quoth the duehess ; kt us have no more of this ; 
peace, Donna Rodriguez, and you, signor Panza, be 
quiet ; and kave the care of making much of your 
Dapple to me ; for, he being a jewel o£ Sancho's, I 
will lay him upon the apple of my eye. It • will be 
siífficient for him to lie in the stable, answeyed 
Sancho ; for upon the apple of your grandeur's eye, 
neither he nor I are worthy to lie one single mo- 
ment, and I would no móre consent to it, than I 
wou|d poniard myse|f : for, though my master says, 
that, in complaisance we should rather lose the 
gfme by a card too much than too little, yet, when 
the business is asses and eyes, we ghould go with

Céxry him, Sailcho, quoth the ducheeifi^ ta yoi»* 
gcnreimineBtyaiid there jou may regale him as yov 
pleaae» and set him free íh»n fiirther labour^, 
Thlptk Bót, mj kdy ducfaess, you have aaid mu^ 
quoth Sancho; fbr I have seen more than twQ 
asses go to goTeraments, and, if I should Garry 
Inine, ijt would be no sucfa new thing. Sapicho'i» 
teawttings reneWed tfae duchess's laughter and sa- 
tisfaetion ; and, dismia^ng him to, his repose» sbe 
weiit togive the duke an account of what had pa$sed 
between tiiem, and they two agreed to contrive and 
give order to have a jest put upton Don Quixote, 
whieh should be famous, and consmiant to the style 
of kn¡ght*errairtry ; in wfaicfa they play ed faim maiiyi 
80 {M*op€^, and such ingenious opes» tfa^t they on 
90Hie of the be^ adv^^itutes oovitaiiied in this grand 
histcíy.

And so, having 
jntraeted^their «erv^tsihow they were to béfaovre, 
ÜK iÍAyi^ afteor, tfaey carried Don Quixote a fanntingy 
miik a*(Braki¿of líuiitevs and kuntsmen, not iñferiar 
éo iSiat df n <$rowned head. They gave Don 
QüiStote Whanting ^it, and Sandio another, of ifae 
^tfeift gi'een dóth : but Don Quixote w<>uld not put 
4iis <ni»%aying, he mwstshai?tly*rétum to tfae severe 
^élíÉe!táÁ¿ of árms, (Euid ihat fae could not carry ward- 
febes atiü sumpters about him. But Sancho took 
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What wás given hiin, with design to séll it the íirst 
opportunity he shoiulcí háve. 

The expected day being ootne^ Dotii Quixote 
lurmed himself, and Sancho put on his new suit> and 
Inountéd Dftpple, Whom he would not qoit, though 
they ofiered him a hoise ; and so he thrust himself' 
amidfit the troc^ of hunters. The duchess issoed 
forth magnificently dressed» ánd Don Quixote, out 
of pure politeness and dvility, held the reins of her 
pálñ^, though the duke would not coúsent tof itw 
At last thejr came to a wood, between two very 
faigh mountains, where posting themselves, in places 
where the toik were to be pitched, and all the com* 
pany having taÍBen theír different stands, the hunt 
began with a great hallooing and nóise, insomuck 
that they could ncít hear oné another, as well for 
the cry of the faounds, as the winding of thé homs^ 
The duchess alighted^ and, with a boar^spear in her 
faand, took her stand ia a placé where she kaex^ 
wild boars used to pass. The dufcé and Don Quix- 
ote aüghted also, and placed themselves by hef side^ 
Sancho planted himself in the rear of them alt^ 
without alighting £rom Dapple, whom he durst not 
quit, lést some mischance should befal him. And 
scarcdy ware they on foot, and ranged in order, 
with several of their servants round them, when 
they perceíved an enormous boar, pürsued by the 
dogs, and foUowed by the hunters, making towank 
them, grinding his teeth and tusks, and tossing £9am 
fixim his mouth. Don Quíxote^ seeing himj braced 
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his shield» and, laying his haiid to his^swoní, step{)ed 
before the rest to receive him. The duke did the 
like, with his javelin in his hand. Buf the duchesi^ 
would have advanced before them, if the duke had 
tiot préVented her. Only Sancho, at sight tíf the 
fierce áiiimál, quitted Dapple, and ran the best hé 
eould, and endeavoured to climb up into a tall oak^ 
but could not : and, being got about half way up, 
holding by a bough, and striving to mount to the 
top, he was so uiifortunate and unlucky, that the 
bough broke, and, in tumUing down, he rem^ned 
in the air, suspended by a snag of the tree, without 
coming to the ground : and, finding himself in tííÍÉ 
situatíon, and that the green loose coat was tearing, 
atíd cohsidering that, if thé furious animal came 
that ^ay, he should be within his reach, he began 
to cry out so loud, and to call for hdp so violently, 
that all who heard him, and did not see faim, 
thought verily he was between the teeth of áome 
wild beast. In short, the tusked boar was laid at 
his lei^h by the points of the many boar-spears 
levelled at him ; and Don Quixote, tuming his head 
about at Sancho's cries, by which he knew him, 
saw him hanging from the oak with his head down- 
ward, and close by him Dapple, who deserted him 
not in his calamity. And Cid Hamete Ben Engeli 
jsays, he seldom saw Sancho Panza without Dapple, 
or Dap|Ae without Sancho ; suchwas the ami^ and 
cordial love maintained between them. Don Quix- 
ote went and disengaged Sancho, who, finding 
3 . ^ ■ 
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hinuielf freed and upon the gi^ouBd» fetí a viewii^ 
thc rent in the hunting suk, mA it gzieved \Aefi Uf 
the sool ; for he fanded he paflsessed in that •suí^ 
aa inhmtaace in fee*simple. 

They laid the migbty faqar umm á aump^^ 
mule, andj» covering it *mth braachas of ^NxmÉ^fof 
and myrtle, they cfir^ed i};, ^ 4he^ip(^ oS^iciiOFy^ 
to a large ñeld tent, ateoted in the middle of |¿b6 
wood ; where .they found tbe tablesraqgbd in^iffder, 
and dinner aet out so sumptuaÜ3 andgrimd, tbat it 
easily discovered the ^reiitness $,vd ms^íáñcefOfíe of 
the dónor. Sancho, «hewiüg tbe wounds of hi| 
tom garment to the dudhess, said : Had tbás h^ g 
hare-hunting, or a fow)ii^ for smaU báürds, my^aít 
had been safe from the eiLtretmt^ it ^ now in : | 
do not understand what ple9(sure therp can he kt 
waiting for a beast, who^ if he rem^s yeu witíbi a 
tu£dc, it may cost you- yoiHr liíe. í dTj^meinber t0 
bave haard an old ballad supg tp tbispMs^pose :-^ 

" May Fabik^s Md doom be thine, 
And hungry beaw upoii thee dine/* 

He was a Gothic king, quoth Don Quixote, wbó, 
going to hunt wild beasts^ w^ devoured by a ^bear. 
What I say> answered Sancho^ is» that I^woukLnot 
have prinees and kings run themselves into such 
dangers^ merdy for their pleasure ; whidi methink^ 
ought not to be so» since it consí^ts in kUUng .0, 
creature that has not committed aay fiiult« Yaa^ 
mÍBtaken, Sadcho ; it is quite otberwis^ ^swered 
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ttie duke i for thc exercise of hunting wild l)eastsi 
is the most proper and necessary for kings and 
princes of any whatever, liunting is an iniage of 
war : in it there are stratagems, artifice^ aftd aiA? 
buscodes, to overcome your enemy without ha^ard 
to jour person : in it you endure pinching cold, 
ánd intolerahle heat ; idleness and sleep are cou- 
temned; natural vigour is corroborated» and the 
members of the body made active : in short, it is an 
exercisé, which may be used without prejudice to 
any body, and with pleasure to many ; and the 
best of it is, that it is not for all peopie, as are all 
other country sports, excepting hawking, which is 
also peculiar to kings and great persons. And there* 
fóre, Sancho, change your opinion, and, when you 
are a gOTOmor, exercise yourself in hunting, and 
you wiU iind your account in it. Not so, answered 
Sancho; the good governor, and the broken leg, 
should keep at home. It would be fine indeed for 
people to come fatigued about business, to seek 
him, while he is in the mountains following his re- 
creations : at that rate the govemment might go to 
.wreck. In good tmth, Sir, hunting and pastimes 
are rather for your idle companions, than forgover- 
ncwrs*. What I design to divert myself with, shall

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be plajdng at brag at Easter, and at bowls oil Sun^ 
^ays and holídays : as for your huntings, they beíit 
not ijiy condition, nor agree with my conscience. 
God grant ypu prove as good as you say •, but saying' . 
and doing are at a wide distance^ tjuoth tbe duke. 
Be it so, replied Sancho : The good pay-máster is 
in pain for no pawh ; and, God's help is better thatt 
rising early ; and, The belly carríes the legs, and 
not the legs the telly : I mean, that, with the hel|y 
of God, and a good intention, I shaQ doubtless go- 
vem better than a goss-hawk. Ay, ay, let theirt 
put their finger in my mouth, and they shall see 
whether I can bite or no. The curse of God and 
of all hís saints light on thee, accúrsed Sancho, 
quóth Don Qüixóte : when will the day eome, as 
I have often said, that I shall hear thee utter one 
current and coherent sentence without proverbs ? 
I beseech your grandéurs, let this blockhead alone : 
he will grind your souls to death, not between two, 
but between two thousan^ prpverbs, introduced als 
much to the purpose and a& weD timed, as I wish 
God may grant him health, or me, íf I desire to 
hear them. Sancho Panza's proverbs, quoth the 
duchess, though they exceed in number thóse of the 
Greek commentatór*, yet they are not to be less 
valued for the brevity of the sentences. For jny 
owtt part, I must own, they |pve me more pleasupe

With theáe ánd the like entertaining díscourseá, 

they left the tent, and went into the wóod, to visit 

the toíls and nets. The day was soon spent, and 

Higlit came on not so clear nor so calm as the sea«- 

son of the year, which was the midst of summeí, 

reqtrired, but a kind of dair óbscur^ which con*- 

tributed very much to help forward the düke and 

duchess's design. Now, night coming on, sooíi 

nfter the twilight, on a sudden the wood seemed 

<m fire from all the four quarters ; and presently 

were heard, on all sides, an infinite number of cor'- 

nets and other instruments of war, as if a great 

body of horse was passing through the wood.

Trumpets and clarions 

sounded, dtums beat, fifes played, almost all at 

onc^ so ñist arid without any intermission, that hé 

must Bave hád no sense, who had not lost it at thé 

confiised din of so many instruments. The duké 

Wí* in dStoñ^hment, the duchess in a fright, Don

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Quixote in amaze, and Sancho Pan'za m a fit af 
trembling : in short, even they, who were in the 
secret, were terrified, and consternation held them 
all in silence. A post-boy, habited like a devü, 
passed before them, wiñding, instead of a comet, a 
monstrous hollow hom, which yielded a hoarse and 
homble sound. So ho, brother courier, quoth the 
duke, who are you ? whither gb you ? and what 
soldiers are those, who séem to be crossing this 
wood? To which the courier answered in a 
hoarse and dreadful voice : I am the devU, and am 
going kk qjuest of Don Quixote de la M ancha : the 
peopk you inquire about are six troops of en- 
chanters, who are conducting the peerless Dulcinea 
del Tpboso in a triumphal chariot; she comes 
enchanted, with the gallant Frenchman Mente^ 
sinos, to infórm Don Quixote how that same lady 
is %o be disenchanted.. If you were the devil, m 
you say, and as your fígure denotes you td be, 
quoth Don Quixote, you would before now have 
known that same knight Don Quixote de la Maoi- 
cha, who stands here before ybu. Before God, 
And upon my conscience, replied thc^ devU^ I did 
not see him ; for my thoughts are distracted ábout 
so many things, that I forgot the principaL busí- 
ness I came about. Doubtless, quoth Sancho, this 
devil must needs be a very honest feUow, and a 
good christian ; else he would not have swom by 
God and his conscience : now, for my part, I verily 
believe there are some good folks n hell itseUt 
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Then Íhe devil, withoüt alighting, directing his 
€yes to Don Quixote, saíd: To you, knight of the 
Kons (and may I see you between their paws) the 
unfortunate, but valiánt knight Montesinos sends 
me, commatiding me to tell you írom him to wait 
ÍOT hím in theTery place I raeet you in; for he 
bríngs with him her, whom they call Dulcinea del 
Tdboso, in order to instruct you how you may dis- 
ehchant her : and this being all I came for, I must 
stay no longer. Devib like me be with you, and 
good angels with this lord and lady. And so 
saying, he blew his monstrous hom, and tumed 
his back, «aad away he weiit without «taying for an 
answer from any body. Every one admirÍBd afresh, 
especíally Sancho and Don Quixote ; Sancho, tó - 
see how, in spite of trath, Dulcinea must be 
enchanted ; and Don Quixote, for not being sure 
of the truth of what had happened to him ÍH 
Montesinos' cave. While he stood wxapped up in 
these Mgitations, the duke- said t© him :• Does your 
woFship, signor Don Quixoíte, designto wait here? 
Why not? answered'he : here wili I wait intrepid 
and courágeous, though all hell sfaould come to 
assauit roe. Now, for my part, qnoth Sancho, I 
wül no more stay liere, to see another devil, and 
hear apother such hom, than I would in Flanders. 
Now the night grew darker, and numberless 
Jights bégan to ran about the wood, like those dry 
exhaiations from the earth, which glancing along 
^ sky, seem, to our sight, iis shpotíng stary. 
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3?here was heard likewise a dreadñd naise» likU 
th^t caused by tiie ponderous wheels of an ox-^ 
w^ggon, ÍTom whose harsh and continued creakingj^ 
\t is said, wolves and bears fly away, if there chatiq^ 
to be any within hearing. To all this combustion, 
was added another, which augmented the whole } 
which was, that it seemed, as if there were four 
^ngagements, or battles^ at the four quarters of th¿ 
wood, all at one time : for here soundedthe dreadn 
ful noise of artiUery ; there were discharged infínite 
volUes of small shot ; the shouts of the combatants 
iHeefned to be near at h^nd; the Moorish Lieliliea 
were heard at a distance, In short, the comets, 
^oms, clarions, trumpets, drums, cannon, muskets, 
^pd, aboye all, the fiíghtfid creaking of the wag^ 
gons, formed all together, so confused and harrid a 
diu, that Don Quixote had need of all his courage 
to be abl^ to bear it, But Sancho's quite failed 
^m^ and he fell down in a swoon upon the train 
pf the duchess's robe ; who présently ordered cold 
water to be thrówn in his face. Which bein^ done, 
he recovered his senses at the instant one of the 
cre^king waggons airived at that stand, It was 
(Irawn by four laiy oxen, aU covered with black 
paJls, and a.lal^e buming torch of wax fastened to 
each ho;rn. At the top of the waggon was fixed 
m exalted seat, on which sat a venerable old man, 
with a beard whiter thaft snow itself, and so long, 
that it reached below his girdle. His vestment 
«as a long gown of bk^ck buckrfiw : £ar the wags- 
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cem and distinguish whatever was in it. The 
drivers were two ugly devils, habited in the saihe 
buckram, and of such hideous aspect» that SanCho, 
hétving once seen them, shut his éyes close, that he 
might not see them a second time. Now the 
wa^on being come close up to the place; ther 
venerable sire raised himself from his loíly seat,. 
and, standiñg upon his feet» wíth a loud voice, he 
tiaid: I am the sage Lirgandeo: and the waggbi^ 
Went forward without his speaking another worda 
After thiá there passed another waggon in the 
«ame manner, with another old man enthroned; 
who, making the waggon stop, with a voice as 
soiemn as the other's, said : I am the sage Alquife, 
'tfae great íriend to Urganda thé unkíiown; atíJ^ 
passéd on. Then advanced anothet wa^on with 
the same pace: but he, who was seated on the 
tbrone, was not an old man, like the two former, 
fcut a robust and iU-favoured fellow, who, when he 
came near, standing up, as the rest had done, said, 
with a voice more hoarse and more diaboUcal : I 
am Arcalaus the enchanter, mortal enemy of Amaf- 
dis de Gaul and all his kindred; and on hé went. 
These three waggons halted at a üttle distance, 
and the irksomé jarring noise of thehr wheels 
ceased; and presently was heard another (not 
jQOÍse, but) sound, composed of sweet and regular 
music ; at wliich Sancho was much rejoiced, and 
took it fpr a good sign ; and therefore he mú to 
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the duchess, from whom he had not stÚTed an Inchr 
Where there is music, madam, there can be no 
harm. Nor where there are lights and bríghtnessy 
answered the duchess. To which Sancho replied ) 
The íire may give light, and bonfíres may be bright, 
as we see by those that surround us, and yet we 
may very easily be bumt by them : but music is 
always a sign of feasting and merriment. That w© 
shall see presently, quoth Don Quixote, who lisn 
tened to áll that was said ; and he said rjght, as i% 
shewn in the following chapter,

iVIieretn is continued tke accaunt qf the metkocf 
prescribed to Don Quixote, Jbr the disemJiantr 
ing Dulcinea ; with other wonderful events. 

JVEEPING exact time with the agreeable music, 
they pierceived advancing towards them, one of 
those cars they call triumphal, drawn by six grey 
H)ules, covered with white linen ; and mounte^

in his hand. The car was thrice as big as any of 
the former, and the sides and top were occupied 
by twelve other penitents, as white as" snow, and 
all carrying lighted torches ; a sight, which at once 
caused admiration and aíTright. Upon an elevated 
throne sat a nymph, clad in a thousand veils of 
silver tissue, be^p^ngled with numberless leaves of 
gold tinsel ; which made her appe^r, if not v«ry 
rich, yet very gorgeous. Her face was eovered 
with a transparent delicate tifTany ; so that, with-» 
out any impediment from its threads or plaits, you 
might discover through it the face of a veiy beau- 
tiful damsel ; and the multitude of lights gave an 
opportunity of distinguishing her beauty, and her 
age, which seemed not to reach twenty years, nor 
to be under seventeen. Close by her sat a figiire, 
arrayed in a gown of those they call robes of state, 
down to the feet, and his head covered with a 
black veil. The moment the car came up, jüst

ágiighted at it, and tbe düke and duchesg lAade á^ 
shew of some timorous concem. This livíng Déath, 
raised and standing up, with a voice somewhat 
drowsy, and a tongue not quite awake, began ia

From bigb-born beauty in a palace ^racedji 
To the loatlVd features of a cottage wencb, 
Witb sympathising grief I straight revolv'd 
Th^ numerous toraes of my detested art,

Tp tell the cure of ^uch uBCommon üls* 

O gJory tbou pf all that case their limbs 
In polish'd steel, and fenceful adamant, 
Íigbti beacon, polar stai^, and gbrious gulde 
Of all, wbo, startirig from the lazy down. 
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. , )3anish ignoble sleep, for the rude toil, ... 

And hardy exercise of errant arms; 
Spain's boasted pride, La Mancha's matchless knight, 

' Whose valiant de^ds outstrip pursuing fame ! 
Woiild'st thou to beaoty's pristine state restoré 
Th' encbanted dame, Sancho, thy faitbful sqtiircí, 
Must to his brawny buttocks, bare expos'd, 
TThree thousand and three hundred stripes apply, 
Such as may sting, and give him smarting paio. 
The authors of hcr change have thus decreed, 
And this Í8 Merlin's errand (rom the shades. 

I vow to God, quoth SanGho 9,t this period, I 
jMiy Bot three thougand, but I will as soon g^ve 
p^yself three stabs, as three lashes : the devil take 
this way of disenchanting : I cannot see what my 
buttocks haye to do with enchantments, Before 
God, if signor Merlin can find out no other way 
to disenchant the lady Dulcinea del Toboso, en- 
chanted she m.ay go to her grave for me. I shall 
take you, Don peasant stuft with garlic, quoth 
Don Quixote, and tie yoü to a tree, naked as your 
mother bore you, and I say not three thousand 
and three hundred, but six thousand six hundred 
lashes will I give you, and those so well laid on» 
that you shall not be able to let them oíF at thre^ 
three thousand three hundred hard tugs : so answet 
me not a word ; for I wUl tear out your very soul. 
Which Merlin hearingí he said : It must not bp 
so; for the lashes, that honest Sancho is to receive, 
Inust be with his good-wül, and not by force, and 
at what time he pleases; for there is no term setj 
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lut he ís allowed, if he pleases, to save himself 
tiie pgin of one half of this flogging, by suffering 
the other half to be laid on by anoth^F hand, 
although it be somewhat weighty. Neither an- 
other*s hand, nor my own, nor one we^hty, nor 
to be weighed, shall touch me, quoth Sancho : did 
I bring forth tbe lady Dulcinea del Toboso, t^at 
my posteriors must pay for the transgressions of 
her eyes? My master, indeed, who is part of her, 
$ínce at ev^ry step he is calling her, his life, his 
soul, his support, and stay, he can, and ought to 
la^h himself for her, and take all the necessary 
roeasures fbr her disenchantment : but for me to 
whíp myself, I pronounce * it. 

Scarcely had Sancho said this, when the silvered 
nymph, who sat close by the shade of Merlin, 
^tandíng up, and throwing aside her thin veil, dis- 
covered a face, in every oue's opinion, more than 
excessively beautiftil : and with a manly assurance, 
and no very amiable yoice, addressing herself di* 
jrectly to Sancho Panza, she said: O unlucky 
squirf , soul of a pítcher, heart of a cork-tree, and 
of bowels fuU of gravel and flints ! had you been 
bid* nose-slitting thief, to throw yourself headlong 
fi-om some high tower; had you been desired, 
enemy of human kind, to eat a dozen of toads, 
fwo of Uzards, and three pf snakes ; had any body

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endeavoured to persuade you to kill your wife and 
children with some bloody and sharp scimitar ; Ba 
woiider if you had betrayed an unwiUingness and 
áversíon : but to make a stir about three thousand 
three hundred lashes, whích every puny schp<d-boj 
receives every month, it amazes, stupiíies, and 
afrrights the tender bowels of all who hear it, and 
even of all who shall hereaíler be told ít. Cast, 
miserable and hard-hearted animal, cast, I say» 
those huge goggle * eyes of thine upon the balls of 
mine, compared to glittering stars, and you will see 
them weep, drop after drop, and stream after 
stream \, inaking furrows^ tracks, and paths dowB 
the beauteous fields of my cheeks. Relent^ subtíle 
and ill-intentioned monster» at my blooming youlii» 
still in its teens (for I am past nineteen, and not 
quíte twenty) pining and withering under the barit 
of a coarse country-wench : and, if at this time I 
appear otherwise, it is by the particular favour of 
signor Merlin here present, merely that my charnis 
may soften you ; for the tears of aí&icted beautj 
tum rocks into cotton, and tigersintolambg. Lash» 
untamed beast, lash that brawny fle^ of thiney aná 
rouse from base sloth that courage, which only in- 
clines you to eat, and eat again ; and set at libertj 
the sleekness of my skin, thegentleness of my tem- 
per, and the beauty of my face : and if, for mj

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sake, you will not be mollified, nor come to áíi^ 
t^asonable terms, be so for the sake of that poor 
knight there by your side ; your master, I meañ, 
whose soul I see sticking crosswise in hís throaf, 
not ten inches from his Kps, expecting nothing but 
yonr rigid or mild answer, either to jump otit of 
his mouth, or to retum to his stomach. 

Don Quixote, hearing this, put his finger to íiis 

throat, to feel, and, tuming to the duke, said : Be- 

fi)re God, Sir, Dulcinea has said the tmth; fói" 

here I feel my soul sticking in my throat like the 

stoj^er of a cross-bow. What say yóu to this, San- 

eho ? quoth the duchess. I say, madam, answered 

Sancho, what I have abéady said, that, as to the 

lashes, I pronounce them. Renounce, you should 

say, Sancho, quoth the duke, and not pronouncé. 

Please your grandeur to let me alone, a:nswered 

Sancho; for, at present, I cannot stand to ñiind 

HÍceties, nor a tetter more or less ; fot these lashes, 

Which are to be giren me, or I must give myself, 

keep me so disturbed, that I know not what I say, 

or what I do. But one thing I would fain know 

firdm the lady Dulcinea del Toboso, where íhe 

leamed the way of entreaty she uses. She comes 

to desire me to tear my flesh with stripes, and at 

the same time caUs me soul of a pitcher, and un- 

tamed beast; with sueh a bead-róll of íll-names 

that the devil may bear them for me. What ! does 

she think my flesh is madé of brass? or is it any 

thing'to me whether sbe be disenchanted, or no? 
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Instead of bringing a basket of íine linen, shirts, 
night-caps, and socks (though I wear none) to 
mollify me, here is nothing but reproach upon re- 
^ach, when she might have known the common 
proverb, that An ass loaden witííi gold mounts nim- 
Hy up the hiH ; and, Presents break rocks ; and^ 
Pray to (Jod devoutly, and hammer on stoutly ; 
and, One take ís worth two Fll ^ve thee's. Then 
my master, instead of wheédling and coaxing m^ 
to make myself of wool and carded cotton, says, if 
he takes me in hand, he will tie me naked with a 
rope to a tree, and double me the dose of stripes. 
Besides, these compassionate gentlefolks ought to 
^onsider, 'that they do not oniy desire to have n 
squire whipped, but a govemor, as if it were like 
drínking after cherries, a thing of course. Let them 
leam, let them learn, in an illhour, how toask and 
éntreat, and to have breeding; for all times are not 
idike, nor are men always in a good humour. I 
am at this time just ready to burst with grief tb 
see my green jacket tom ; and people come to d«- 
sire me to whip mysel£ of my own good-will, I 
having as little mind to it as to tum Indian princ^. 
In trath, friend Sancho, quoth the düke, if you do 
not relent, and become softer than a ripe fig, you 
finger no govemment. It were good indeed, that 
I should send my isianders a crael flinty-hearted 
govemor ; one wlio relents not- at the tears of aíflict- 
ed damsek, nor at the entreaties of wise, awfui, 
^and ancientenchanters, and si^es. In fine, Sanch^, 
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either you tnust whip yourself, or let others wbip 
you, or be no gdvemor. My lord, answered San- 
cho, may I not be allowed two days to considér 
what is best for me to do ? No, in no wise, quoth 
Merlin : here, at this instant, and upon this spot, 
the business must be settled ; or Dulcinea must re- 
turn to Montesinos' cave, and to her former con- 
dition of a country-wenchs or el^e in her present 
form becarried to the Elysian fíelds, where she must 
wait till the number of the lashes be fulfíUed. Come, 
honest Sancho, quoth the duchess, be of good cheer> 
and shew gratitude for the bread you have eaten 
of your master Don Quixote's, whom «we are aU 
bound to serve for his good qualities, and his high 
chivakies. Say, yes, son, to this whipping-bout, 
and the devil take the devil, and let the wretched 
fear ; for, A good heart breaks bad fortune, as you 
well kfaow. 

To these words Sancho answered with these ex- 
travagancies ; for, speaking to Merlin, he said : 
Pray tell me, signor Merlin, the court-devil, wha 
came hither, delivered my master a message from 
signor Moutesinos, bidding him wait for hini here, 
for he was coming to give directions about the 
disenchantment of the lady Dulcjnea del Toboso ; 
and to this hour we have neither seen Montesinos» 
nor any likeness of his : pray, where is he? To which 
Merlin answered : The devil, friend Sancho, is a 
blockhead, and a very great rascal : I sent him in 
quest of your master, with a message, not from 
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Motítesinos, but from me ; for Montesixioi is stíll 
jn his carei plotting, Cfr, to s&y, better, expecting 
his <fiseticiiafttment ; fot the worsi is stiK bciiind* : 
if he owes you ought, or you huive any businesar 
witb him> I wül fetch faim hither» snd set hini 
wherever you think fit : and therefim come to a 
conchisk>n> and say yes to this discifdine; and, be* 
Here me» it wili do you much good, as wi^ for 
your soül, as your body ; for your soul, in r^^ard of 
the charity, with which you will pedbrm it ; &ir 
your body, because I know you to be of a sanguiiie 
complexion^ and letting out a little blood can áú 
you naharm« Wbatanumber of doctors fliere 
is in the world ! tíie veiy enchanters are doctmrsr 
re[¿Led SasiGho. Butaince every body teUs me so, 
though I see no reason íbr it mysdf, I say, I ain 
contented to give myself the three thousand three 
hundred ÍBsbéBt upon conditiott that I may lay 
them on whenever I pk&se, without beíng tied to 
áays M timesr and I wiU endeavour to get o^t of 
débt the soraest that I posriUy oan^ that the world 
may enjoy the b^uty -of thelady Duldnea del 
ToBoso, nnce, contrary to what I thougfat^ it seems 
shé is in reality beantiflü. I article likewisé, that 
I wiH not be bound to dmw Mood witfa the whip, 
andif aomcí lásheB h^pen only to fly-flap, they

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sháU be takén mtó the aecoutit. Item» if I shoultí 
ÍDÍstakein the redconing» s^or Merlin, who kñowaí: 
every thing, shall keep the acco^nt, and giyie me 
notice how manj I wanty or have exceeded. As^ 
for the exceedings, there is ño úeed of keepHg ac^ 
count» answered Merlin ; for, as soon as you arrive 
at the complete immber, the ladj Dulcinea del 
Toboso wiU be insfontly disenchanted» and will 
come, in a most grateful manner, to seek honest 
Sancho, to thank, and even reward Idm for the good 
deed done; So that there need be no scruple about 
Ihe sürplussés or deíiciencies ; and heaven forbid I 
lAoukl cheat any body of so much as a hair of their 
faead; Go to, then, in God's name^ qüoth Sancbo ; 
I submit to my ill fortune ; I say» I accept of the 
penance upon the conditions stipulatedw 

Scarcely had Sancho uttered these words, when 
the music of the waits struck up, and a world of 
muskets were again discharged ; and Don Quixote 
durig about Sancho's neck, givitig him a thousand 
kisses on the forehead and cheeks. The duke and 
duchess, and all thé by-standers, gave signs of bdng 
mightily pleased, and the car began to move on ; 
and, in passing by, the fair Dulcinefe bowed her 
head to the duke and duchesi^, and made a low 
courtesy to Sancho. By this time the cfaeerfifl ánd 
joyous dawn came apace : the ílowrets of the field

happfly, returtíed to their castíe, with an infeñtión 
of secondirig their jest ; sihce nothing real cotild 
have affbrded them more pleasure.

í HE düke had á steward, of a very pleasant and 
facetious wit, who represented Merlin, and con- 
trived the whole apparatüs of the late adventure, 
composed tbe verses, and made a page act Dulci-^ 
nea. And now, with the duke and duchess's leave, 
he prepared another scené, of the pleásañtest and 
strangest contrivance imáginable.

To which Sancho answered : GiVe me, then, ma- 

dam, some rod, or convenient bough, and I wiU 

whip myself with % previded it do not smart too 

moch ; for I wouldhave your ladyship know, that, 

thQugh I am a down» my flesh has more of the 

cottoa tfaan of the rush^ and there is no reason I 

shóiAd hurt myself for other folks good. You say 

well, answered the duchess : to-monrow I will give 

you a whip which shall suit you exactly, and agree 

with the tendemess of your flesh, ás if it were its 

qwn brother. To which Smicho said : Your high- 

BQSS must know; dear lady df my soul, that I have 

written a letter to my wife T^sa Panza, giving 

her an account of all that hás^ befaUen me, since I 

parted firom hér : here I faave it in my bosom, and 

it wants nothing btat the superscription. I wíah 

your discretion ifrould n^ad it : fiir metíiínks it runs 

as beoemes a g<>véÉDor,I meaii^ iñ the n^máer that 
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govemors ought to write. And ^iKÍio inditedit? 
demanded the duchess. Who should indite it, hut 
I mjsdf, sinner as I am ? amw^ed Sancho. And 
did you write it ? said the ducheai. No, indeed, 
answared Sancho; for I can neither read nor write» 
though I CM set mj mark. Let us see it, taid the 
duchess ; for no doubt jou Aew in it the qualitj 
and $uí]$ciency of jnour genius. Saacho pidied an 
open letter out of his bosom, and the duchess^ taking 
it in her hmd, saw the contents were as foUow :— ^ 

Sancho Pamuis letter tg his wife Teresa Pa^ixa. 

'' If I have been finely lashed« I have fac^en fiaelj 
mounted : if I have got a good govemment, it faatí 
cost me manj good lashes. This» my dear Teresa; 
you will not understand at present ; another time 
ypu w^ You must knaw» Te^sa, that I am de^- 
teisnined you ^háll ride in your coach, wfaich is 
somewfaat to tfae purpo^ ; for all other ways of 
g^g are creeping upcm ali foux like a cat. You 
shall be agovemor's wife: see then whether any 
body wiU tread on your heebi. I here send you a 
green faunting*suit, whicfa xay lady ducfaest gave 
me : fit it up^ to that it inay swrrit cm daughtei^ 
for a jacket apd petticoat. They lay, in this jcoun*^ 
try, my master Don Quixote is a sensiUe madman, 
and a pleasant fool» and I am not a wfait short of 
him* We have been in Montesinos' cave, and the 
sage Meriin faas pitched upon me fi^r tfae disen* 
chanting of Dulcinea del Toboáo, who, among you, 
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Í3 cajled Aldonza Lorenzo. With thrce thousan^ 
md three hundred lashes, lacking fíve, that I am 
to give myself/she will be as much disenchanted as 
the mother that bore her. Say nothing of this to 
any body ; for, go to give counsel about what is 
your own, and one will cry, it is white, another, 
it is black. A few days hence I shall go to the 
govemment, whither I go with an eager desire to 
make money ; for, I am told, all new govemor§í 
go with the self-jsame intention. I will feel its 
pulse, and send you word, whether you shall conje 
and be with me, or no. Dapple is well, and sends 
his hearty service to you : I do not intend to leave 
him, though I were to be made the great Turk. 
The duchess, my mistress, kisses your hands a 
thousand times : retum her two thousand ; for 
nothing costs less, nor is cheaper, as my master 
says, than compliments of dvility. God has not 
been pleased to bless me with another portmanteau, 
and another hundred crowns, as once before : but 
be in no pain, my dear Teresa ; for he that has the 
repique in hand * is safe, and all will out iñ the 
bucking of the government. Only one thing trou^

The duchess, having read the letter, said to San-; 
cho : In two things the good governor is a little

And, wi&ae 
fliey W€íre tlaw iti suspense, they perceived twá 
íncn cnter the garden, clad iñ inoum&ig rdbes^ so 
long and extended, that they trailed upon t^ 
grornid, íbey caJBae beátíng two great cbruiñs, 
icotrfered sftse with btack. Ry their síde came tbe 
fife, Kbck and fr%htM Bke the reát. Tbese threé 
n<^e foHow^ by a parsoimge ^ ffgeúfiiiic ^ature, 
libt 'dad^ but miantled sbmt, with a robe of the 
l)la)¿kest dye, the trmi wherec^ was of a jnMstrous 
fength. ThÍB robe was girt about with a broad 
4)lack bélt, at which there hung an unmeasnrable 
«dmittír in a blaek scabbard. His face was cov^d 
wifh a tr^nsparent black veil, through whicfa ap*^ 
peared a prodigious long beard as white as snow. 
Hé marclied to the sounft of the drums, with nmch

hroad and aiapfe fareast, a roioe gnve and sonoBmm; 
amd^ fixing his ejres on the duke, ise aaid : Mosfc 
migM^ and ipmfisaait Sir, I am called Trif^^ 
«Siite besod: I«m dquire to the oouotess Trifiddi 
otherwise cailed the AíBicted Matron, firoin whooi 
J. farii^ your igrmdBvr a mesaage ; whidb ÍB, tibat 
jjow HiagnMcence would be pieaaed to give her 
permission and leare to enter, and teli faer distm»» 
wliidi is one of the newest and most wanderful^ tiiat 
tiie most distnessed tfaought in the world coidd 
€iner faave iaaagined : but, ^tst, she desires to know, 
whether the valorous and invincilde Don Quixotc 
de la MBacha pesides in this your castíe ; in quest 
of wJiom s^e is come on ibot» and withoyt faseidL- 
ing ker fast» fcom the kingdom of Candaya to tfais 
foiir territory; a thing, wfakh may and ought tó 
fae oonádecod as a mirade, or ascribed to the force 
cf entihaotmont. She waits at the door of this &r-^ 
tmss, »at comitry-faoiHHe, and only stays for y«ur 
gaod pleasure to come in. Havii^ sdui tl¿s» he 
hsiMaed, aild atroked Iiis beard firom top ia bottom 
wttb both l|is haHds, asd with mudi tranquQlity 
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stood expecting the doke's answer, which was: li 
is now many days, honest squire Trifaklin. of the 
white beard, since we have had notice of themifr' 
Íbrtiiné of niy lady the cpuntess Trifaldi, whom the. 
enchanters have occasíoned to be called the afflicted 
matron. TeU her, stupendous squh^e, she maj 
entér, and that the valiant knight Dún Quixote 
de la Mancha is here, fí*om whose generous dispo* 
^tion she may safely psomise hersdf all kind of 
aid and assistance. Tell her also £rom me» that if 
my favour be necessary, it shall not be wanting» 
WKe I am bound to it by being a knight; for to 
»ich it particularly belongs to protect all sorts of 
womcfn, especially injured and afflicted matrons» 
such as her ladyship. Trifaldin, hearing this» 
bent a knee to the ground, and, making a sign to 
the fife and drums to play, he walked out of the 
garden to the same tune, and with the same solemr- 
nity as he came in, leaving every one in aiimiratioR 
at his figure and deportment. 

The dtike then, tuming to Don Quixote, said : 
ín short, renowned knight, neither the clouds of 
.malicé, nor those of ignorance, can hide or obscure 
the light of valour and virtue. This I say, because 
:it is hárdly six days that your goodness has been in 
this castlej» when, behold, the sorrowful and afflicted 
are ab*eady come in quest of you, iñ^gsfx far distimt

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iremedy for their troubles and distresses : thanks tq 
your ^and exploits, which run and spread them^ 
selves over the whole face of the earth« I wishf 
my lord dúke, answered Doñ Quixote» that the 
s^me ecclesiastic, who the other day expressed so 
much ill-will and so great a grudge to knights- 
errant» were now heré, that he might see with his 
ejes^ whether or no such kmghts^as those are ne"^ 
cessiary in the world : at least he would be madis 
sen^le, tha^ the extraordinarily afilicted and dish 
^consolate, in gre^t cases, and in enormous mishaps» 
do not fly for a remedy to the houses of schalais, 
nor to those of country parish-priests, nor to the 
cavalier, who never thinks of stirring from his own 
town^ nor to the lazy courtier, who rather inquiies 
^ei* news to tell again, than endeavours to per- 
isxm ac|ions and expk)its for others to relate or 
write of him. «Remedy for distress, relief in necesr 
sitiesi» protection of damsels, and consolation of 
widows, are no where so readily to be found, as 
among knights*errant ; and that I am one, I give 
infinite thank^ to heaven, and shall not repine at 
any hardship or trouble that can befal me in so 
jbonourable an exercise* Let this matron cpme, 
^^nd make wl^at request she pleases: for I wilj 
ccanmit her redress to the force of my arm, and the 
intrepid res(dution of my courageous spirit,

Tq this Donna Rodri^ez, wh^ 
was presentj answered : My lady duchess has dur 
eAnas in her service^ who niight have been coun- 
tesses^ if fortune had pleased; but, Laws go on 
king*s errands : maá let no one speak ill of duennaf^ 
espeoially of the ancient maíden ones ; for thou|[h 
I am not of that number, yet I weU know, and 
clearlj perceive, the advantage a maiden duenna. 
has over a widow duenna ; ti^ugli a pair of sheers 
cut us all out of the same piece* Fcur ali that, 
refdied Saacho» there is still so much to be sh^ered 
about your duennas^ as my barber tells me, that it 
is better not to stir the rice, though it burii to thfi 
pot* These squites, quoth Donna Rodriguez» are 
always our enemies; and» as th^ sate a kind ctf 
fairies that haunt the anti-chambers, and spy us at 
evesry tum, the hours they are not at their beads^ 
whkh are not a few, they employ in speaking ill 
of us, unburying our bones, and burying our repu* 
tations^ But let me tell tl^se moying blocks, that» 
in^^te of théir teeth, we shaU live in the worId> 
and in the best families too, thou^ we statve fcH* 
it, and co ver our ddicate or not delicate bódies 
witfa a black weed, as people cover a dunghill with 
a píece of tapestry on a proéession day. In faitbt 
if I might, and if I had time^ I would make.^ 
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here present» and bXL the woFld besideis, kñow'> tíiát 
there is no virtue, but is contained in a duenná^ 
I am of opinion, quoth the duchess^ that my good 
JDonna Rodriguee h in the right^ ánd vérj fnuch 
so: but shé must waxt for a fit opportúmty to staiMÍ 
up for heíf éíP^ and the rest Of the duénnas, to' con- 
founüá the iil tí^inión of tíiát wicked apothecarj» 
árid rdbfr out that, which the great Sanchd hás ia 
hís breast. Td which Sancho ánswered: Ever 
sínce the fumes óf govemínent have got into my 
head, I have lost thé megrims of squireship, and 
dare not a fig for éill the duennás in the worldL 

TNis dialogue about duennas had coñtinued, had 
they not heard the drum and fife strike up again { 
by which they understood, the afflíctéd mátron was 
just enteríng. The duchess ásked the duke» whe- 
tSier H was nót propei' tó go áad ñneet her, since she^ 
was a countess, and á persón of ((aéSiy. As she iar 
á countess, quoth Satt(5ho^ before the dúke could 
ánswer, it is véry fit-your grándeurs shoüld go tó 
recdive her ; but, as she is a dueuna, I ám ófopinion 
you should riot stir a step. Whó bid you inter- 
meddlé in this matter, Sancho ? said Don Quixote. 
Who, Sir ? answered Sancbo : I myself, who havé 
a right to interméddíe as a squire, who has leámed 
the fulefe of courtesy in the schooí of youF worship,; 
who is the best bred knight courtesy ever produéed : 
and in these matters, as I have heard your worship' 
say, one may as well lose the game by a card ioa 
vmch as a csurd tooKttle ; and a word to the wJBieir

sjbatt SGm see what kind óf a countess tlás is, .and 
by that wésfaall judge what courtesy is due to her. 
Aiid now the drumá and fífe éYitered, as they did 
the fírst tism* * And heré the aüthor ended this 
short chapter, atíd began another with the conti^ 
nuation of the same adventure, beipg one of thef^ 
most notable in the history.

ralsing h^r by the hax^ he led her to a cíhair close 
bj the duchessi who ^lso received her with much 
civility. Don Quixote held his peaoe, and Sancho 
wan.dying with impalíence to see the face of the 
Trijíaldi, or of some qne of her many dueñnas : but 
it was nót possible, till they of their own accord 
unveiled themselves, 

Now all keeping sileúee, an,d inespectation who 
should break it» tím afflicted matron began in these

on whose steps the whole remedy of my miéfmtufle 
hangs and depends, O vatorous errant^ whose true 
exploits out-«trip and obscure the'fabulous ones o€ 
the Amadises, Esplandians, and BéüaniseSi Attd, 
leaving Don Quixote, she tumed to Sancho Panza, 
and, t^ng him by the hand, said : O thou thé 
most trusty squire that evér served knight-ei*rant, 
in thfe present or past ages, whose goodness is pf 
greater eirtent than the beard of my companioñ 
Tn&ldñi heiie^pFesent, well'nmy'st thou boast, that 
in serving Doa Quixote, thou dost serve in minia- 
türe the whole tribe of knights that ever hañdled 
arms in the world: I conjure thee, by whatthou 
owest to tby own fideUty ánd goodnesa, torbeoome 
an úi^pwtunate intercessor for me 'willi' thy loicd^ 
that he wpuW instantly' fávour the humblest and 
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unhappiest of couiitesses. To which Sancho an- 
swered : Whether mj goodness, madam, be» oi' be 
not as long and as brbad as your squire's beard, sig- 
nifies little to mé : so that my soul be bearded and 
whiskered, when it departsthislife,! caré little or 
nothing for beards here below : but witfaout these 
wheedlings and beseedhings, I wiU desire mj mas- 
ter, who I know has a kindtiess for me, especiallj 
now that he wants me for a certain businéss, to 
favour and assist your ladysfaip in wfaatever fae 
can. Unbundle your griefs, madam, and let us 
into tfae particulars : and leave us alonetó manage, 
for we sfaall understand one anotherr The^duke 
and ducfaess were ready to burst with laughing at 
all this, as knowing tfae dríft pf tfais adventure ; 
and commended in tfadr tfaoughts» the smartness 
and dissimulation of ^fae Tri&ldi^ wfao, retunúng 
to faer seat, said : — 

Of tfae famous kingdom of Candaya, wfakfa lies 
between tfae great Taprobana and thc Soutfa Sea, 
two leagues írom Cape Camorin, was queen Donna 
Magunda, widow of king Arcfaipiela faer lord and 
husband ; írom whicfa marriage sprung tfae^Infanta 
Antonomasia, faeiress of tfae kingdom ; imch In- 
fanta Antonomasia was educated under my care 
aad instructioii, as being tfae most ancient duenna, 
and of the bést quaUty, among those that waited 
upoit faer motfaen Now> in process of time» tfae 
young Antonomasm arñved to the age of fourteen, 
witfa sucfa perfection of beauty, Ifaat. nature cmüd 
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pot raise it a pitch- higher : and, what is more, 
dís^tion itself was but a child to her; íbr she 
was as discreet as fair, and she was the fairest 
creature in the world, and Ls so stiU, if envious 
fates and hard-hearted destinies have not cut short 
her thread of life. But, sure, they have not done 
it ; for heaven would never permit, that so much 
injury should be done to the earth, as to tear oíT 
such an unripe cluster from the fairest vine of the 
earth. Of this beauty, never sufficiently extoUed 
by my feeble tongue, an infinite number of princes, 
as weU natives as foreigners, grew enamoured. 
Among whom, a private gentleman of the court 
4^ed to raise his thoughts to the heaven of só 
piuch JiíiEíauty, confiding in his youth, his genteel 
finery, his many abiUiies and graces, and the faci- 
lity and felicity of his wit : for I müst teU your 
grandeurs, if it be tio offence, that he touched a 
guitar so as to make it speak. He was, besides, a 
poet, and a fine dancer, and could make bird-cages 
so weU, as to get his living by it, in case of extreme 
necessitj. So many quaUfications and endowments 
were sufficient to overset a ^iountain, and much 
more a tender virgin. TBut aU hís gentíUty, grace- 
ful behaviour, and fine accompUshments, would 
have signífied Uttle or nothing towards the con- 
quest of my girFs fortress, if the robber and ruffian 
had not artfuUy contrived to reduce me first. The 
assassin and barbarous vagabond began with en- 
deavouring lo obtain my good-wUl, and subom my 
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inclitiation, that Imight, iik» a trefBcho'Ous ÍBeeper 
as I was, deHver up to him the keys of the fortréss 
I guarded* In short, he imposed tipon my under- 
stánding, and got frt)m me^my consent, by means 
of I know.not what toys and trínkéts hé presented 
me with* But that, whích chiefly brought me 
down, and levelled me with the ground, was á 
gtanza, which I heard him síng one nigbt, through 
a grate that looked into an aUey whére he stood ; 
and, if I remember right, the verses were these :— ^ 

The tyrant fair, whose beauty sent 
The throbbingmischief tomy heart, 

The morc my anguish to angment, 
Forbids me to revcal íhe smart. 

The. stanza seemed to me to be of pearls, and 
his voice of barley-sugar ; and many a time since 
have I thought, considering the mishap I fell into, 
that poets, at least the lascivious, ought, as Plato 
advised, to be banished from all ^Qod and well- 
regulated commonwealths ; because they write 
couplets, not like 'those of the marquess of Mantua, 
which dívert^ and make children and women weep, 
but such pointed things as, like smooth thorns, 
pierce the ?k)u1, and wound like Kghtning, leavin^ 
the gayment whole and unsinged. Another tim§ 
\íe sung, •: — 

Come, Death, with gently-stealing pace, 

And take niie, unperceiv'd, awáy ; 
Nor let me seelhy wish'd-for 'facc, 
^ Xcst joy my fl^eting hfe sbpuld stay. 
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witb «itber suoh cawqpleta aad ditties as;enehant 
when song, aod surprise whexif iwritten. Now, whe« 
thej condescend to opmposea kind of v^ises, a^ 
that time in fashion m Candaya, which they caU 
roundelays/ they preaently oecasion a dancing of 
the soul, a tidding of the fancy, a perpetual agita- 
tion of the body, and, lastly^ a kind of quicksilver 
of all the sén^es. And therefore I say» most nohle 
auditors, that such versifíers.deserve to be banis^ed 
to the isle of Lizards : though in truth they are not 
to bhime, but the simpletons who commend them, 
and the ideots who bebeve them : and» had I been 
the honest duenna I ought, his nightly serenades 
had not moved me, nor had I believed those poetical 
texpressions : Dying I live ; in ice I bum ; I shiver 
in flames ; in despair I hope ; I go, yet stay ; with 
otíier ' impossibilities of the like stamp, of which 
theír writings are fuU. And when they pronúse 
us the phcenix of Arabia, the crown of Ariadne, the 
hairs of the sun, the pearls of the South Sea, the 
gold of Tiber, and the balsam of Pancaya ; they 
tben give their pen the greatest scope, as it costs 
them little to promise what they never intend, nor 
can perform.r But, wo is me, unhappy wretchí 
whither do I stray? whát foUy or what madnes» 
hurri08 meto recount thefaults ofothers,.having80 
many of my own to relate ? Wo is me again, un- 
happy creature ! fbr not his verses, but my owa 
simplicity^ Yanqujshed npte : not the musio, but my 
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iQvit^, m; great íguocaQ^e» laxid my little oatitióny 
in^lted me down^ opened the way, aiul smootlied 
tfa^ passage for Don Clav^o ; for that is éhe name 
of the afbresaid cavalier* And^sp, I beiag the go* 
between, he was often in tb&xhraaber of the, not 
by him but me, betrayed Antonomasia, under the 
títle of her lawful husl^nd : for, though a sinner^ I 
would never have consented» without his being her 
husband, that he should have come within the 
shadow of her shoe-string. No, no, maniage mu«t 
be the forerunner of any business of this kind uur 
dertaken by me : only there was one mischief in it, 
which was, the disparity between them ; Don Cla*- 
vijo being but a private gentleman, and the Infánta 
Antonomasiaheiress, as I have fEihready saíd, of the 
kingdom. Ttís intrigue lay concealed and wrapped 
up in the sagacity of my cautious man^emént £br 
some time, till I perceived it began to shew itself in 
;I know not what kind of swelling in Antonomasia';^ 
belly ; tbe apprehension wfaereof made us three lay 
our heads together ; and the result was, that,before 
the unhappy slip should coine.to light, Don Clavya 
should demand Antonpmasia in marriage hefore the 
ñcar, in virtue of a wntract, sign^d by the lojfanta 
and given him, to be his wife, worded by my wit, 
and in such strong terms, that the force pf Samipson 
W9S not able to toeak through it The busmess 
was put in exequtíon ; the vicav saw the contract,

CHAR VII. 



WJierein Trlfdldi continues her stupendous mnd 
memorable history. 

At every word Sancho spoke, the duchess was 
in as high délight as Bon Quixote was at his wit's 
end *; Whó 'commanding him to hold his peace, the 
AfBictéd weiit on, láaying : In short, after many 
pro^ áhd cons, the Infanta standing stií&y to her 
engagement, without varying or departing from her 
first declaratSon, the vicár proiiounced seiitence in 
favoui? of Don Clavijo, aiid gave her to him to wife : 
at wtóch tíhe queen, Donn^ M^nda, mother to 
tbe Tn&ntá Añtonomasia, wás so much disturbed, 
tfeálí weburiéd her itt three days time. She died 
ihen, I supi^ose, qnoth Sáilcho. Most assuredly, 
dnsWered Tri&ldin ; for in Candaya they donot

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bury iKe living, but the dead. Master squire, fft- 
plied Sancho, it has happened ere now» that a pecscni 
ín a swoon has been buried for dead ; and» in my 
opipion, queen Maguncia ought to hare swooned 
away rather thán haye díed ; for, while theré is üfe 
tbere is hopc ; and the Infanta's tninsgFesaíon w'as 
pot so great, that she should lay it so much to 
heart. Had the lady marríed one of her pages» or 
any other servant of the family, as many others 
have done, as I have been told, the mischief ha(t 
been without remedy ; but, she, having made choícQ 
pf a cavalier, so much a gentleman, and of sudi 
parts, as he is here painted to us, verily, verUy» 
though perhaps it was forfish^ it was not so very 
much so as some people think : for, according to 
the rules of my master, who is here present and will 
j\pt let me lie, as bishops are made out of leamed 
.men, so kings and emperors may be ma4e out of 
^valiers^ especially if they are errant* You are in

oars tobeing the greatest lord in the world. But 
let madam AfíUcted proceed ; for I fancy ^e b^tter 
part of this hitherto sweet story is still behínd. The 
faitter behÍAd l answered the countess : ay» mi so 
foitter, that^ in pompar^n, wprmwpo4 is sweet, an^ 
ruesavoury. 

The queen faeing npw dlead» and not swodned 
away, we buried her ; and scarcely had we corewed 
her wlth earth» and pvpnounoed. the la^t iareweU^

. upon the queen's sepulchre appeared, mounted on 

a wooden horse, the gi^nt Malambrunoy her cou»n- 

german, who, besides being cruel, i^ an enchantar 

also. This giant, in revénge of his cousin's death, 

and,in chastisement of tbe boidnqss of Don Clavijo, 

and the folly of Antonomasia, left them both en- 

cáianted, by his art, upon the very sepulchre; her 

converted iiíto a monkey of brass, and him into a 

fearful crocodile, of an unknown metal ; and be- 

tween them lies a plate of metal likewise, with 

letters engraved upon it in the Syriac language, 

which, being r^ndered into the Candayan, and now 

into the Castüian, contain this seqtence : " These 

. two presumptuous lovers shall not recover their 

. pristine fornL, till the valorous Mandiegan sbáll 

enter into single combat with me : for the destinies 

reserve this unheard-of adva:)ture for his great 

valouT alone." This done, he drew out of thescab- 

bard a broad and unmeasurable i^imitar, and, 

taking me by the hair of my bead, he made she\v^ 

as if he would cut my throat, or whip off my head 

at a blow. I was frighted to death, and my voice 

stuck in my throat; nevertheless, recovering myaelf 

as well as I could, with a trembling and dokfnl 

vaice> I used such entreaises ^s prevailed with him 

to suspend the execution of so rigorous a^puiiísh- 

ment.

or what mother will bewail her ? who wiH succour 
her? tor, even when her grain is the stnoothest, 
and her face tortured with a thpusand sorts of 
washes and ointments, scarcelj can she find any 
hody to shew kindness to her ; what must she do 
then» when her face is become a wood? O ye 
duennas» mjr dear companions, in an vtnluckj hour 
were we bom» and in an evil mittute dkl our fethérs 
begetus: and, so sayin^^sheseemed tofaintaway.

iíow the story sáys, that, when Sancho sáw the 
Afflicted fmnt away, hésaid: Üpón the faith of 
an hisnest man, and by the blood of all my ances- 
tors^ the Panzas, I' swear, I never heard or sáw, nop 
has my master ever told me, rior did süch an ad- 
ventore as this ever enter into his thoñghts. A 
thoússoid devils take thee (I would not curse any 
body) fbr an enfehanter, and a giant, Malatnbrtmo ! 
coüldest thou find no other kind of punishment to 
infiict upon these sinners, but that of bearding 
them ? Had it not been better (I am sure it had 
been better for them) to bave whipt off half their 
noses, thoagh they had snuífled for it, than to havcí 
d^pp<^ them on beards? I will lay a wager, they 
hav« not Wherewith to pay for shaving.

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been hitherto named. Truer answered the beflx4ed 
countess, but still it suits him well: for hei^:

Body of me! did the 
historíans but say, sucb a knight achieved such 
and such án adventure, with thé help of such an one, 
his squire, without whom it had been impossible 
for him to fínish it, it were something ; but you 
«hall have thelm drily write thus; Don Paralipomer 
non of the three stars, achieved the adventure of 
the six goblins ; without naming his squire, who 
was present all thé while, as if there had been no 
such person in the world¿ I say again, good my 
lord and lady^ my master may go by himself, and 
much good may do him; for I will stay here by 
mj lady düchess : and, perhaps, when he comes 
/back, he may find madam Dulcinea's business 
pretty forward*; for I intend, at idle and leisyre 
whiles, to give myself such a whipping-bout, that 
nót a hair shaU interpose. 

Eoí all that, honest Sancho^ quoth the duchess, 
y<m must bear him compány, if need be, and that at 
ithe request of good people ; for it would be a great 
pity the faces of these kdies should remain thusi

O giant 

Malambmno, who, though thou art an enchanter, 

art very punctual in thy promises, send us now tte 

incomparable Clavüeno, that our misfortune may 

have aQ end ; for, if the heats come on» and these 

beards of om^ contínu^, wo be to us, The Trir 

faldi uttered this with so deep a concem, that she 

árew tears from the eyes of áU the by-standers, and 

even made Sancho's overflow ; and he purposed in 

his heart to accompany his master to the farthest

As soon as tiie Afflieted espied the horse, almost 
with tears, she said to Don Quixote: Yalorous 
knighty Malambruno has kept his word ; here íi 
th^ horse ; our beards are increasing, and every one 
of us, with every hair of them, beseech you to shave 
and sheer us, since there is no more for you to do, 
but to mount, with your squire behind you, and so 
give a happy beginníng to your new joumey.

that it cannot be plucked up, nor.stirred frqm the 
plaoe where it is, at three pulls: and since you

deceiving those who confide in him : but, &rup|)09e. 
the very reverse of what we imagine should happen^ 
no maliee can obscure tlie glory of bí^ving ^ttanp^. 
thé éxploit. Let us be gone, Sir, quoth Sftncbo ;: 
for the beards and tears of these ladies have pierced 
my heart, and I shall not eat a tót to do mé good, 
till I sce them restored to thcir former smoothncss; 
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Mwíit yoü, Sir, and hood-wink fírtt; Ibr, tf I am 
%ú lide behind, it is plain» he, who is to De ip th# 
saddk, must get up first. Thnt is tme, repUed 
Don Quixote ; and» puUing a handkerchief out of 
bis pocket» he desorod the Afflicted to cover his eyes 
dose.: which being done, he unooveFed them again; 
snd ^d : If I remember fight, I have read in 
Virgil that story <rf the Palladium <rf Troy, which 
was a wooden horse, dedicate^ by the Greeks to 
the goddess Pallas, and filled with armed knighti, 
who afterwards [m>yed the final destructíon of 
Tixjy ; aiid therefore it wiU not be amiss to see 
^rst what Claviieno has in his belly. There is no 
need of that, said the Afflicted ; for I am copftdent 
that Malambnino has nothing of the trickster or 
traibMr irjL him : your worship, signor Don Quixote, 
may móunt without fear, and upon me be it, if any 
liarm happens to you. Don Quixote c(msídered» 
that to tall^ any more (tf his security would be a 
iréflec^tion upon his courage ; and so, without far^ 
ther contest» he mounted ClavUeno, and tried the 
^n, which screwed about very easily : mHÍ having 
no stirrup^ and his legs dangling down, he looked 
üke a fi^re in a Roman triumph, painted ot* 
woven ín «ome ántique páece €i Flenñsh tapestry/ 
By little and Uttle» and much against his wiU, 
*SaBchagot up behiñd» adjwting himself the best 
hecould upon the crupper; which he found not 
4)V€ir s^y a&d begged the duke, if it were possibie, 
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to ciccaininodat^ bim with «ome pillow ot cushioiij 
thoii^h it were from the duches^'s state sopha^ or 
from one o£ thc page's beds ; the horse's crupper 
seenling rather to be of marble than of wood. To 
this the Trifaldi replied, that Clavileno would not 
^ndure any kind of furnjiture upon him ; but that 
he might sit sidewajs like a woman» and tben he 
would not be so sensible of the hardness. Sancho 
did so, and, bidding adieu, he suffered his eyes to 
be blindfolded. But, soon putting by the bandage, 
and loQking sorrowfully and with tears upon all the 
folks in the garden» he begged them to assist him» 
in that danger^ with two pater-nosters, and as 
mmy ave-maries, as they wished God might pro- 
vide somebody to do the like good office for th$m 
ín the like extremity. To which Don Qiiixot^ 
said : Thief, are you upon th^ gallows» pr at the 
jUist gasp» that you bave r^course to such dolefíd 
prayers ? Aec you not, poor-spirited and dastai^dly 
creature, in the same place which the fair Magalona 
<)Ccupied, and from which she descended, not to 
the grave, hut to be queen of France, if histoiies 
lie not ? And I ! who sit by you, may I npt vie 
with the valorous Peter, who pressed this very seat 
that I now press ? Cover, cover your feyes, heart- 
Jess animal, and suffer not your fear to espape out 
of your mouth, at least in my presence. Hood«- 
wink me then, answa^ Sanchc^ and, sinoe you 
have no mind I should commend mygelf to God, 
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nor that others do it fivr me, what wond^ if I am 
á&aid Íest some legion of devils maj be lurking 
hereaboüts, ió hailg us first^ and try us añet- 
wards ♦. 

Thef were üów hood-winked, and Don Quix-^ 
^Ae^ perceiving he was íixéd as he should be, hegsAí 
to tom the peg; and scaree had he pui his fingers 
^o it, when sUI the duexlnas and the standers-bjr 
lifted up their yoices, saying ; God be yotír guide, 
valorous knight ; God be with you, intrepid squirej^ 
now, now, yoU mount iñto the air, breaking it 
with mote swiftness thán an arrow ; náW you begin 
to surpríse and astonish all who behold you üpon 
the earth : sit fast, valoróus Sandio; for you totter: 
beware lest jóu fall ; for your fall wiU be wor«e 
thán that of ttié daring júaúx, who aspired to riile 
the chanot of his father the sun. Sancho heard 
lííe vc&ces, and, nestíing' dosier to his master, ánd 
embhkcíng him with his arms, said : How can they 
say, Sír, we are gót so high, when their voices 
reach ús, and they seem to be taBdng here hard by 
us ? Never mind that, Sancho, quoth Don Quixote^ 
for, as these tnatters, and these í%hts, are out of 
the ordinary course, you máy see and heaí any

¿with severál huge pair óf bellows ; ánd so well was 

tbis adventure cofncerted by the duke^ the duches^ 

and the steward, that nothing waES wanting to make 

At completé. Don Quixote now, feéling the win^ 

swd : Witíiout all doübt, Sancho, we must by tM& 

. tiine have reached the second region of the air, 

- where the hÉÚl arid snows are.formed : thunder and 

lightning are engenderéd in the third region ; and^ 

df we go on moünting at this rate, we shaU soom 

reacb the region: of fif^ { and I know not howto 

fñanage this peg, so as not to mount where we shaH 

be scoiched. • 

WhUe they were thiís discoursing, soméfláx, set 
on fire at the énd óf á long carie^ at sot/ít distaiíce^ 
began to wárm their 'fáces. Sancho/ feelirig the 
heat, said : May I be hanged, if we are noi already 
at that same fire-place, or very iiear il ; for it has 
singed a great part óf my beard ; andy Sir^ I atx^

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Jttfi^^oÍQg to peep out, and^séé whéréabóutsi weareV 
By no means, answered Don Quixote : remember 
the.true story of tbe licentiate Torralva/ whom the 
devils carried through the áir, riding on a canei 
witíi bis eyes shut ; and in twelve hours be amved 
at Rome, and atighted on the tower of Nouái 
wbich is a street of that city, and saw all the 
iuínult, assault, and death of the constaíble of 
Bdurbolfi ; and the next moming he retumed to 
Madríd, where he gave an account of all, he had 
seen. He said likewise, that, duríng his passage 
jthrQugh the air, the devil bid him open his eyes; 
and so he did, mid fousid himself to his thinking^ 
so nie^ikr the hoc^ of the moon, that he could hav^ 
4aíd hold. of it with his hand; and that he durs| 
not lopk domx towards the e$irth for fear of. being 
gíddy. So that^ Ss^njpho, we must not uncover our 
i^s; fpr he, wbo has taken ^pon him the chai^e 
jpf U3, will give an aecpunt of us ; and perhap^ we 
ajre now making a point, and soaring atoít to a 
f^rtain height, to come sowsedown upon the king^ 
dom of Candaya, like a hawk upon a heron. And 
though to us it does not seem more than half. an 
hour since we left the garden, believe me, we must 
have made a great deal of way. I know nothing 
As to that, answer^d Sancho Panza ; I can only 
fay, tbat, if madam Magallanes or Mi^alona was 
^CQiitented to ride upon thjis crupperi her flesh must 
fííot h^ve been of the tenderest. 
fj . All this ctíscpuirse of-the two heroes was overr 
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hetrd hy tfae duke a»d dnohess^ j^kndiall thBA were 
in the glirden; witíi which thi^wi^ extoemely 
delighted : and being mm wilUng to put an end tú 
tUs stratige and weU-eoticerted adventuie, they 
¿lapped soine ligbted flax to GIIivilfaEio'i^ t«U; an<l 
thikt instaat» he» bdiiig fyi of i^uibs and cradcens^ 
blew up with B strai^ noise, and threw to th0 
ground Don Quixote and Sancho, half singed. By 
this time the Tri&tdi^ with the whole beavded 
sqiHttiton of d^naas W4^e vaiiished, aod all that 
vmmn^ vol the galden, cowterféitÍBg ^ tranean 
iay íiat upon. tíie gnmnd. Doti QÚKote añd San-*^ 
Ifho got up^ in bat indi^ffi^?^t pl^t^ im4 looking 
about them on aU 9idé^t were imiazed to .fitiá 
themselyes ih the same gaixien» from whence th^ 
tet out, and to see sudi a Bumber <^ fidks stretched 
upon the ground. But their wonder Was inciheased; 
whén, oh one side of the gardtín» they perceived a 
great lance sticking iñ the earth» and a smootb 
piece of white párchment haifging' to it bj twtf 
gré&n silkén strings ; upon which was written, iii 
latge letters of goW, what foUows : — 

** ^he renowned kn^ht Don Quixdte de í^ 
Manchá has finished and achieved the advéntuse 
(>f the Countess Trifiddi, otherwise called the Af* 
flicted Matron, and comp^y, only by attemptingf 
it Malambruno isí entirelj satisfied/ and desir^ 
iid tiiore; the chins of the duennas are smooth and 
cle&n^ and Don Clav^o and Antonomasiii faave 
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recovéred théir prátíne e^ate: and when flie 
sq^riri»bf ^viiippii^ éhall be accompüshed» the white 
doird Bhdli he delÍKeveá frdni ' d»e crudi pounce» of 
tbe teiwks that púrsúe i^r» and síhall find herself 
in the stms of her bdoved tnrtle: tor só it is

Don Quixote, having read the inscription an thef 
parchmettt, miderfitood plainty, tjbat it spdce óf tlie 
(Üsenchantment óf Dnlcinea, and, gfving abond- 
ance of Idiaiiks to heaven for his haying achieved 
80 great an exploit» wiHl so little dangér, redtidng 
tfaerebf thé veñerable fhces of the «duennas to tbeir 
ferm^ oom^leKlóiT, he went where the duke amd 
dochesB laj% hemg tiút yet come to themselves; 
and, pidÜRg ^ duke by Ihe* arm, hé said: Cou- 
rage^ «otu'áge^ üty good lord; the adventúre is over 
wit^ocit damáge tó thé bars, ás yen register plaihly 
shewi. *I%e duke» by Mtúe and Mttle, Bke one 
aweddag eiit dt a sdund deep, came to himself» and 
in Jike manner the dudhéss, áTid ail that were in 
tfae ^arden, wkh such shew of wonder and affright, 
ih«% Iñ^liat Hiey 'bad' so we8 acted in jést, seemed 
almcNSt (tó tfiem«elfés to haVe happenéd in eamest. 
Thé ^A^Tédd thé atírdll' with his eyes hálf shut, 
flná ptt^áfently, vMi Qpm arms; embraced Bon 
Qufk^, dJBSüringliim he Wájs thfe bíarest k^ight 
thát #vík**ívcd. ÍSaiidio loókfed üp aíid down for 
ihé' AÉüdéÍ', to «éé what kiííd of face she had now

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she was beardless, and whether she was as haxid- 
some without it, as her gallatit presence seemed to 
promise : but he was told, that as Clavüeno came 
fláming down through the air, and tumbled upon 
the ground, the whóle squadron of duennas, with 
the Trifaldi, disappeared, and their beards vanished, 
rdots and all. 

The duchess. inquired of Sancho, how it fared 
with him in that loiig voyage? To which Sancho 
answered: I perceived, madam, as my master told 
me, that we were passing by the region of fire, and 
I had a mighty mind to peep a little ; and, though 
my master, whose leave I asked, wóuld not consent 
to it, I, who have I know not what spice of curi^ 
osity, and a desire of knowing what is forbidden 
and denied me, softly, and wlthout being perceived 
by any body, shoved up the handkerchief near 
my nostrilsj and theiice looked down toward$ the 
earth ; and methought it was no bigger than a 
grain of mustard-seed, and the men that walked. 
upon it little bigger than hazel-mits : judge you, 
madam, how high we must have been then. Ta 
this quoth the duchess: Take care, friend Sancho, 
what you say ; for it is plain yoü saw not the earth, 
but the men only that walked upon it; for, if the 
eárth appeared but like a grain of mustard-seed, 
and each man like a hazel-nut, one man alone. 
must needs cover the whole earth. That is true, 
answered Sancho, but, for all that, I had a side 
yjew of it, and saw it all, Take heed, SaHcbo^ 
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said the duchess; for, by a side view, one does not 
see the whole of what one looks at. I do not. 
understand these kind of views, replied Sancho: I 
only know, it is fit your ladyship should under- 
stand, that, since we flew by enchantment, by en- 
chantment I might see the whole earth, and all the 
men, whichever way I looked: and, if you do not 
belieye this, neither will your ladyship believe me, 
when I tell you, that, thrusting up the kerqhief 
close to my eyebrows, I found myself so near to 
heaven, that from me to it was not above. a span 
and half ; and I can take my path, madam, that it. 
is hugeous big: and it so fell out, that we passed 
by where the seven little she-goats are*; and, upon 
my conscience and soul, having been in my chiid- 
hood a goatherd in my own country, I no sooner 
saw them, but I hád ^ longing desire to divert 
myself with them a whüe, and, had I not done it, 
I verily think I should have burst. Well, then, 
what does me I? why, without saying a word to 
any body, not even tó my master, fair and softly, I 
slipped down from Clavileno, and played with^ 
those she-goats, which are hke so many violets, 
about the space of three quarters of an hour ; and 
all the while Clavileno moved not from the place 
nor stirred a footf . And, whüe honest Sancho

was divertÍTig himself "^dth the goats, quoth the 
duke, Íiow did signor Don Quixote amuse himself ? 
Tó which Don Qiíixote aiiswered: As these and 
the like accideuts, are out ci the order of nature, no 
wotider Satlcho says what he does: for my own 
part^ I éaxí say, I ndther looked up nor down^ and 
saw n^ther liedven nor earth, nor.sea, nor sands: 
it i9 v&ry true, I was sensible that I passed through 
th^ r^on of the áir, and even teuched upon that 
of flre; büt that we passed beyond it, I eaíinot 
believé: fúT the flery region being between the 
sphere of the moon, and the utmost region of the 
air> we could íiot reach that heaven, where the 
seven goats, Sancho speaks of, are, without being 
bümt; and, since we weite not burht, either San^- 
cho lie^ or Sancho dreanis. I neither lie, nor 
dream, answered Sancho: do but ask me the 
máiÍES of those same goats^ and by them you may 
guess whether I speak the truth or not. Tdl us 
tfaem» Sanchó, quoth the duchess. They are, re^ 
jdied Saucho, two of them green, two camation, 
tVro blue, and one motley-coloured. A new kind 
of goats those same, quoth the duke : In our region 
of the earth we havé no sUch colours, I mean, 
goate of sUeh colours. The üeason is plaín, quoth 
Sañcho: there must be a difference between the 
goats of heaven, and those of earth. Pr^ythee, 

conscious of the wondere be had related> and toucfaed to haTé 
seen in Montesinos' cave. 
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Sancho, said the duke, was there ever a he-goat* 
among them? No, Sir, answered Sancho; for, 
they told me, ifcne pass beyond the horns of the 
moon.^ They would not ask Sancho any inore 
questions about his joumey, perceiving he was in a 
humour of rambling all over the heavens, and giv- 
ing an account of what passed there, without stir- 
ítng from the gardeof . 

In fin^, thís was tHe coBclusion of the adv^sptiws 
of the Mflieted matroB, which Aimisbed the 4ukp 
and ductess with matter <tf ÍA^ghtm, not only at 
that time, but for their whole lives, and Sancbp 
sometfaiog to rdbte fm.e^, had he livod so iong: 
mA Don Qui^e, comiiig tp Sao^faOji whjisp^red 
hka ÍQ the ear, sayiag: Sanchp, sÍQoe you woidd 
have U8 be&ve all yoU hair/e seen m heaven, I ex- 
pect you ^ould belieye what I saw m M^Qtesinoe' 
cave ; — I say no mone»

0/ the instructions Don Quixote guve Sancho 
Panm, hefore he went to govern the island; with 
other matters well considered. 

X HE duke and duchess were so sátiáfied with 
'the happy and glorious success of the adventure 
of the Afflicted, that they resolved to carry the 
jest stül farther, seeing how fit a subject they had 
to pass it on for eamest : and so, háving projected 
the scheme and given the necessary orders to their 
servants and vassals, how they were to behave to 
Sancho in his govemment of the promised island» 
the day following Clavüeno*s flight, the duke bid 
Sancho prepare, and get hlmself in readiness to go 
to be a govemor ; for his islanders ah^ady wished 
for him, as for rain in May. Sancho made his 
bow, and said : Ever since my descent from heaven, 
and since from its lofty summit I beheld the earth, 
and observed it to bé so small, the great desire I 
had of being a govemor is, in part, cooled : for 
• what grandeur is it to command on a grain of mus- 
tard-seed, or what dignity or dominion is there in 
goveming half a dozen men no bigger than hazel- 
nuts, for methought the whole earth was nothing 
more* ? If your lordship would be pleased to give 

* An admirable moral instruction drawn from thc vcry 
lies Sancho had told 
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me but some small portion of heaven though it 
were no. more than half a leagae, I would accept 
it with a better wiU, than the biggest island in the 
world. Look you, friend Saneho, answered the 
duke, I can give away no part of heaven, though no 
bigger than one's nail ; for God has reserved the 
disposal of those favours and graces in his power; 
But what I can give you, I give you ; and that is an 
Island ready made, round and sound, and wellpro- 
portioned, and above measure íruitíul and abundant, 
where, if you manage dextrously, you may, with 
the riches of the earth, purchase the treasures of 
heaven. Well then, answered Sancho, let this 
isiánd come ; for it shall go hard but I will be such 
a govemor, that, in spite of rc^ues, I shall go to 
heaven : and think not it is out of covetousñess, 
that I forsake my humbíe cottage, and aspire to 
greater things, but for the desire I have to taste 
how it relishes to be a govemor. If once you 
taste it, Sancho, quoth the duke, you wiU eat your 
fingers after it, so very sweet a thing it is to 
command, and be obeyed. Sure I am, when your 
master comes to be an emperor (for doubtless he 
•wiU be one, in the way his afiairs are) no one 
will be able to wrest it from him, and it will 
grieve and vex him to the heart, to have been so 
long a time without being one. Sir, repUed San- 
cho, I am of opinion, it is good to command, 
though it be but a flock of sheep. Let me be 
buried with you, Sancho, for you know soipething 
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c^ every thÍQ^ answered the duke ; and I doubt 
not, you wíU prove such a goyemor, aa. your wit 
seemá to prómise. Let tfais suffice for the present; 
ajid take notice^ that» to*morrow, without fail, you 
shall depart for the goYemment of the island, 
aúd this evening you shall be fitted with a 
convenient garb» and witfa all things necessary 
for your departure. Let them dress me» quotb 
Sancho, how they will ; fór, howsoever I go dad, I 
shaH still be Saiicho Panza. Thal; is trueyfiaid 
the duke ; but oür dress must be ^table to the 
ien^oyment or dignity we are in : for it woukl be 
{^nepostíerous for a kwyer to be hal^íted like a 
doldier, or a sqldier lifce a príest. You» Siuicfao» 
laust go dressed psutly like a schdar, and partly 
Hke a captain ; for» in the ioland I give you, annls^ 
are lus necessary as tettefs, abd ibtters bé atsns. 
Lettm, answered Sancho, I know bot little tí£; 
&r I can se&rce say tfae A» B, C; butitis.suffiGÍBDt 
to have the Cfanstiis^ to be a góod gQBeni0r: 
and, 9M to lurms^ I shall faandle such as are |;iven 
nie tifl I fstll» andGodbemyguideL WithsogocKÍ 
a m^nory, qupth the duke, Sancho can never exr. 

By tfais iime Don Quixote came up^ and> leani- 
ÍBg Ythal faad passed» afid hdW suddenly Sancho wais 
to «dqiart to his govemmebt^ wkfa tbe duke's feave» 
4Kto(ft:liim by tfaefaan^ andCfiiiiedfaimwith jkiim

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to hb ch&mber, purpiodiig to gívte him adyice how 
to behare himself in his employment. Béing come 
into the ftpartment, he sfaut tfaé door aiter him, anc^ 
almost by force, made Sancho sit down by him, 
and» witfa a composed voice, said to him : Infinite 
thanks giye I to heaTen, friend Sancho, that^ first, 
and before I hare met with any good luck myselí, 
good fortune has gone forth to meet and receive 
you« I, who faád madé over my future góod success 
for tfae payment of your pást services, find myself 
iitíH st the beginning of my advBncement, whilst 
you, b^re the due time, áñd ágainst aH rule of 
«asonable expectatión, find youiself in full pos^ 
«ession of your wishes. Others bribe, imjportune» 
ai^licü^ attend carly, práy, persist, and yet do not 
•cbtflin what tfaey aim at: anotha* comes/ and, 
wkhOttt knówing htfw or which way, carries tfaat 
tm^^lksiyment ot office agáinst all other pretenders. 
And tfaSs mákes good tfae saying ; In preténsions, 
\mSí is aH. Ycni, who, in respect to me, witfaoüt 
ddubt are a bloctíiead, witíiout riiáng early, or sit- 
tíag np late, and witíhout taMng any pains at all, 
by the air aloné of knight-errantry breatfaing on 
you, see yoursel^ without more ado, govemor of an 
iáxñd^ ás if it were a matter of nothing. AU tfais 
I say, O Sancfao, that yfau may not ascribe tfae fa- 
voür done you to your own merit, but give tfaanks, 
first to faeaven, wfaicfa disposes tfaings so sweetly, 
«id» in Úm mxt place^ to tiie grandeur inherent in 
tfae profession of kni^t*enrantry. Now, your faeart 
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being^disposed to belíeVe what I have been sayíng, 
be attentÍTC, són, to me your Cato, who wiil be yóur 
icounsellor, your niorth star and guide, to conduct 
and steer you safe into port, out of that tempes- 
tuous sea, wherein you are going to be engulphed* ; 
for offices and great employinents áre ñothing else 
but aprofourid gulph of confusions. 

First, My són, fear God; for, To fear him is 
wisdom, and, being wise, you cannot err. 

Secoñdly, Consider who you were, and endeavour 
to know yourself, which is the most difficult point 
of knowledge imaginable. The knowledge of your- 
self will keep you from puffing y ourself up, Kke the 
frog^ who strove to equal herself to the ox ; for the 
consideration of your having been a swine-herd in 
your own country will be, to the wheel of your 
fortune, like the peacock's ugly feetf. True, an- 
swered Sancho ; when I was a boy, I kept swine ; 
but afterwards, when I grew towards man, I looked 
after geese, and not after hogs. But this, méthinks, 
is nothing to the purpose ; for all govemors are not

|>Ued Don Qnixote ; and therefore those, who are 
not of noble descent, should accompany the grayity 
of the office they bear with a kind of gentle sweet^ 
ness, which, guided by prudence, exempts them 
from that ill-natured murmuring, which no state of 
life can well escape. 

Yalue yourself, SaJicho, upon the meanness of 
your famiiy, and be not ashamed to own you de- 
scend from peasants ; for when people see, that you 
yburself are not ashamed, nobody else wiU endea- 
vour to make you so ; and think it greater merit to 
foe a virtuous mean man, than a proud sinner : infí- 
nite is the number of those, who, bom of low 
^xtraction, haVe risen tothe highest dignities, both 
papál and imperiat ; and of this truth I couM pro- 
duce examples eliough to tiré you. 
- Ldok you; Sancho, if you take virtue for a mean, 
und valueyouwelf upon doing virtuousactions, you 
need not envy lords and princes ; for blood is in- 
heríted, but virtue acquired ; and virtue has an 
intrinsic worth, which blood has not. 

This being so, as it reaUy is, if peradventure one 
of your kindred comes to see you, when you are in 
your island, do not despise nor aífront him, but 
receive, cherisb, and make much of him ; for, in so 
doing, you wiU please God, who wiU have nobody 
despise his workmanship; and you wUl^ct agreeably 
to nature weU disposed. 

If you take your wífe along with you (and it is 
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not proper for those» who goverD» to be long withoiU; 
one) teAch, instruct, and polish herfiromter natural 
rudeness ; for» many times, all tfaat a disereet go^' 
veino]: can acquire, is dissipated and lost bf an Ul 
bred and foolish woman. 

If you chance to become a widower (a thing 
which may happen), and your statíon entitles jou 
to a better match, seek not such an one as may 
serve you for m hook and an^ng-rod, or a fiiar's 
hood to receive ahxis in* : for, believe me, whatever 
the judge's wife receives, the busfaand must aceoimt 
for at the general judgment, a&d diall pay fburfidd 
after death for what he mede no reduming of 1» 
fais life. 

Be not govemed by tbe l«w of ywr owh wíiL 
which is wont to bear much sw^y with the igííWaB^ 
who presume upon being díseeniing. 

Let tfae tears of the poor find more eraipas^on, 
faut not inpre justice, fcom yoii« l&an the inform&^ 
tions of the rich. 

Endeavour to sift out the tnith amid^t tb^ prer 
sentsand promises of tbe rich, a$ wett aumnoogthc 
sigfas and importunities of tíie poor. 

Wfaen equity can, and ou^ to take place, lay

If perchance the rod of justioe be warped a Uttle» 
let it not be by ihé weight ctf a gift, but that c£ 
mercy. 

If it happenS) that the cause of jrour enemy comes 
brf€»-é you, ftx not ymv mind on the injury done 
you> btít üpoü the meiits of the ca^. 

Let iiot priVáté Affection blind you in another 
máa's cause; íot thé errors you shall commit 
thereby are often without remedy, and, if there 
fitióuld bé otíes it wiU be at the expelise both of your 
^eputatioti and fortune. 

If a beautiM woman comes to demand justice, 
tum away your eyes from her tears, and your ears 
from her sighs, and consider at leisure the substance 
of her request, unless you have a mind your reason 
should be drowned in her tears, and your integrity 
in her sighs. 

Him you are to punish with deeds, do not evil 
entreat with words ; for the pain of the punishment 
is enough for the wretch to bear, without the addir 
tíoA of 4]i Íai^uage. 

Itt tbé oritídilftl, Whé fflák under ydur jurisdiction, 
^sídér the nHsetable mañ, subject to thé condi- 
tión <^ our depraVed nature ; and, as much as in 
yo*i lieé, without mjurii^ the conttary party, shew 
pity and demency ; for, though the attributes of 
God are all equal^ that of his mercy is moré

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pleasÍDg and attractive in our eyes, than that qí* 
his justice. 

If, Sancho, you observe these precepts and these 
rules, your days wiU be long, and your fame eternal, 
your recompence full, and your felicity unspeakable. 
You shall match your children as you please ; they 
and your grand-children, shall inherit titles ; you 
&hall live in peace, and in favour with all men ; and, 
at the end of your lífe, death shall find you in a 
sweet and mature old age, and your eyes shall be 
plosed by the tender and pious hajids of your grand-r 
chüdren's children. 

What I have hitherto taught you, Sancho, ara 
documents for the adorning your mind : listen now 
to those, which concem the adomments of the 
.}x)dy. 



CHAP. XI, 



Of tJie second instructions Don Qídxot^ gave 
Sancho Pan%a, 

W HO that had heard the for^ing discourse of 
Don Quixote's, but woidd have taken him for a 
prudent and intelligent person ? But, as it has been 
pften said in the progress of thÍB grand history, he 
talked foolishly only when chivalry was the subject, 
and in the rest of his couversation shewed himself 
m^^ster of a clear wd agre^able underst^nding ; in-» 
2 
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somuch that his actions perpetuálly bewrayed his 
judgment, and his judgment his actions. But, in 
these second instructions given to Sancho, he 
shewed a great deal of pleasantry, and pushed his 
discretion and his madness to a high pitch. 

Sancho listened to him most attentively, endea- 
vouring to preserve his instructions ín memory, like 
one that intended to observe them, and, by their 
means, hoped to be safely delivered of the pi«g- 
nancy of his government. Don Quixote proceeded 
saying, — 

As to what concerns the gqvemment of your own- 
person and famüy, Sancho, in the first place, I en- 
joín you to be cleanly, and to pare your nails, and 
not let them grow, as some do, whose ignorance 
has made them believe, that long nails beautify the 
hands ; as if that excrement and excrescence were a 
nail, whereas it is rather the talon of a lizard-hunt- 
ing kestrel ; a swinish and monstrous abuse ! 

Go not loose and unbuttoned, Sañcho ; for a 
slovenly dress betokens a careless mind, unless the 
discomposure and negligence. fall under the article 
of cunning and design, as was judged to be the c^e 
of Julius Caesar. 

Feel, with discretion, the pulse of what your 
ofBce may be worth, and, if it will aíford yoür giving 
liveries to j^our servants, give them such ás ar^ 
decent and useful, rather than showy and modish : 
and divide between your servants and the poor ; I 
mean, if you can keep six pages^ clothe but three, 
and three of the poor ; and thus you will have pages 
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for heaven and for ea^li tpo ; aoew ^ajr^ of givii^ 
liverieSy which the vain-gloidQua fie^er thoughft of« 

Eat neither garlic nor oaion^ lest peofde gueBS» 
bj the smell, at your «peasanUy^ Walk leidilrely, 
and speak deliberately ; bnt not sp as to seem to be 
hearkening to yourself ; for all affieetatÍDnL is bad. 

Eat little at dinner, and leae at supper ; for tíie 
health of the wh(de body ig tempered íb the £drge 
of the stwuu)h. 

Be temperatein drinking>a)n»(teriing, ilMitexi^ 
of wine neitber ke^ps $ecrets« nor performs promÍBeSi 

Take heed» 3ancho> notto chew on botb sides of 
your moutíi at onca, nair. to eruct before oompanf. 
I do not understaad yMremctíng, qüoih Sanobo. 
To '' enict," said Don Quíxoleb meaas, »to ^* beWi,'^ 
a filthy, though veiy agnifícant w^ ; aná tfaáeu 
&re joxa nice people have recourse to the Lat»/ 
and, instead o^ to '' bdeh;' sajr, to '' truct»' - flüd^ 
instead of '' belchingSr eructations i"^ éné ihmfgtk 
some do not undezitand these terms, it is »o gteat 
matter ; for» by «usoge, they wiM oome hereafter *» 
be un^erstood; and thia is tP eorith ianguage*)

Likewisey Sancho, intermix not in jour discourse 
that multkttde of proverbs 70U are wont: for, 
thov^ proverbs are short sentences, you oflen drag 
liiem in so bf the head and ahoiilder&» that they 
«€N»i t9Üm cress purposea» tíban laentences. God 
alone can iMtedy tiiat, quoth Sancho ; for I toiow 
imre proreifaa than wfll fiH a faaok, and, when I 
talk, they croud so thick into my mouüi, tfaat the^ 
jiiitie wiikb ahaü get out fiad;: faiit my tongue 
lossea onttibefirstit meetS) tho^gbitbepotalways 
irery pat* Bút» ftor the fij^ure, I witt take hoed to 
uHer auch as bccome Üe grasiiy of my place : for, 
}lla pleutiful houae supperis soon dressed; rni^ 
He titat cnts does not deid ; and, He that has the 
aepique ia safe; and^ To tfeoá and tospare, tequice 
Jadgmrat. So, so» Sancha^ qi^oth Don C^wtate ; 
thEuatin, irank, a^d string on yaiir proverfas, no- 
body is going about to hinder you. My motfaer 
wfaips me» and I tear on. I am waming you to 
abstain from proverbs, and in an instant you pour 
forth a litany of them, vftíék square wjth what 
we are upon as much as Over the hMls and far

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away *. Look you, Sancho, I do not say a proYerb 
Í3 fflniss, when skiMuUy appUed ; but to accumulate, 
and string them at random^ renders a <]^course flat 
and low. 

Whe|jyoii are on horseback, sit not leatiing your 
body backwards over your ^addle, nor carry your 
legs stiíF, stretfched, ahd straddlihg from the horse's 
belly : íior yet dangle them so, as if you Wére still 
upon Dapple ; for sitting a horse makes^ ¿ome look 
Hke genttemen, others like grooms. 

Let your steep be modérate ; for he, who is not 
up with the sun, does not enjqy tíie day : anditake 
notice, O Saucho, that di%ence is the motfaer of 
good fortune, ánd sloth her oppoáte nev^ reached 
the etká of a good wish. 

The last article óf advice I shali at this tíme^ve 
you, thóugh it concerlis not the adoming of the 
4)ody, yet I would haTe yoú bear it caréfuSy in 
mind ; for I believe it will be of no less use ta yoü 
jthan those I have already given you. It is tíiis : 
Never sét yourself to decide contests^ about &mi- 
Més, at least by comparing them, siúce perforce one 
müst haVe the advantage ; and he who ispostponed 
will hate you, andhe who is preferred witt not 
rewardyou. ^ 

Your habit shaH be breeches and stockings, a

This is aü that ódcurs tó me at present^ by way 
of advice to you : as time goes on, and according 
to the occasions^ such shall my instructions be» prio^ 
vided you take care to inform me of the state of your 
afieirs. Sir, answered Sancho, I see very well, that 
all your worship has been sáying is good» holy, má 
profitable : but what good will it do me, if I re-^ 
tnember nothing of it ? It is true, I ftball not for*' 
get what you have sáid about not letting my nails 
garow, and about manyiiig ^ain if I may : but for 
your other gaUunawfiies» quirks^ and qiiillets» I 
neitílier doi nor ever shall refliember any mote of 
them, tibltn. of last year^ ckmds ; and thelnefQre it 
'WÍU be necessáry to give me than in writing ; for^ 
though I can neither readncHr wiite, I wiU give them 
to my confessor/that he may incülcate them into 
me, whenever there shaU be need. Ah ! sinner 
that I am ! answered T>m Qmxote ; how ill does 
it look in a govómor not (o be áUe tQ read or 
write ! for you must know, O Sandio, that for a

he was so tintoward and perverse, that no gcúá 
could be beaten into him. It is a very great de- 
fect you caity with you, and therrfOTe l would by 
aü means háve you leBtn to wiite yoor name, if 
posñUe. I can sign my náme very wdüi» an«wered 
j^mcho ; fbr, wben I was steward of tíie brotfa^^ 
hood in our viOage, I leaitied to make c^tadn 
ch^racters, like the marks upbn a wool^ack, which^ 
I was told, spelt my name : but, at the worst, I 
can pretend my right band i« lame, and make 
another sjgn for me : fbr thére is a remedy fbr 
every thing but death ; and I^ itttving tfae comnumd 
of the staff, witt dd what I pfease. Beádes» he 
wbose íktber h mayot, &;c. you know*, and I^ 
béing a govtsmory «m imrdy something more than 
mayor. Let them Odmü; and piay a bo*-peep. Ay^ 
ay, tet ihem sÜght and backbtte me : tfaey may 
eome for wool, and be sent back shom ; and, whom 
God loves, hfe house smells savoury to him ; and^ 
The xich man's Munders pass for maxims in the 
W(H4d ; and I, being a govemor, and comequentitjr 
rich, and bountiful to boot, as I intend to be, nobody 
will see my defects. No, no, Get yourself honéy, 
and clowns will have ílies. As much as you have,

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io much yaa are wovih^ said my grapnam ; and 
Theyre U no revenging youFself upon a rich man. 
P ! God'á curse light on yoii, cried out Don Quix- 
ote as this instant ; sixty thousand devils take you, 
and your proverbs ! you have been strínging of 
them this fiiU hour, and putting me to the rack * 
with every one of them. Take my word for it, 
these proverbs wiU one day bring you to the gal- 
Iqws : upon their account, your subjects wiU strip 
you of your govemmenty or at least conspire against 
you. TeU me, where find you them igqorant ? or 
how apply you them, dunce ? For my own part, 
to utter but one, and apply it properly, I sweat 
and labour as if I were digging. 
. Before God, master of mine, repUed Sancho, 
your worship complains of very trifles. Why the 
ctevü are you angry, that I make use of my own 
goods; for I have no other, nor any stock, but 
proverbs upon proverbs : and just now I have four 
that present themselves pat to the purpose, and sit 
Uke pears in a pannierf: but I wiU not produce 
them ; for, To keep silence weU is caUed Sancho $•

Í übe proverb jls, " To keep sikoce well is called ' santo/ ^* 
holy ; but Sancbo changes it out of arcbaest or igQorance. 
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That you will never do, Saítcho, quoth Don Qfxbt^ 
ote ; for yoü are so far from keeping sflence well, 
that you are an errant prate-ápace, and an eternal 
babbler. But, for all that, I would fain know 
what fbur proverbs occurred to you just now, so 
pat to the purpose ; for I have been running over 
my own memory, which is a pretty good one, and 
I can think of none. Can there be better, quoth 
Sancho, than : Never venture your fingers between 
two eye-teeth ; and, To get out of my house ; what 
would you have with my wife ? there is no reply ; 
and, Whether the pitcher hits the stone, or the 
stone hits the pitcher, it is bad for the pitcher : all 
which fit to a hair. Let no one contest with his 
govemor or his govemor^s substítutes ; for he will 
come ofF by the worst, like him who claps his finger 
between two eye-teeth : but though they be not 
eye-teeth, so they be teeth, it matters not. Tq 
what a govemor says, there is no replying; for it 
is like, Get you out of my house, what business 
have you with my wife ? Then, as to the stone 
and the pitcher, a bKnd man may see into it. So 
that he, who sees a moat in another man's eye, 
should first look to the beam in his own ; that it; 
may not be said of him, The dead woman was 
afraid of ber that was flayed : and your worship 
knows well, that, The fool knows more in his own 
house, than the wise in another man's, Not so, 
Sancho, answered Don Quixote : the fool knows 
nothing either in his own house, or another's ; for 
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kliQwIedgeis nat a structure.to be erectedupon so 
^haUow a íauud^tioiii as folly. And so much for 
that, Sancho; forifyou govem ill, yours wiUbe 
iJau^. fa.uh^ but tbe shame will be mine. But I com- 
fOTt myself, that I have.done my duty in advising 
you as seriou^Iy and as discreetly as I possibly 
could : and so I am acquitted both of my obligation 
and my prpmise. Gk)d speed you, Sancho, and 
goyern you in your govemment, and deliver me 
from a suspicion I have, that you will turn the 
whole island topsy-turvy : which I might prevent, 
by letting the duke know what you are, and telling 
him, that ali that paunch<^ut and, little carcase of 
thine i& nothing but a sackful of proverbs and sly 
remarks. Sir, replied Sancho, if your worship 
thinks I am not fit for this govemment, I renounce 
it from this moment ; fór l love the little black of 
the nail of my soul better than my whole body, 
and plain Sancho can live as well upon bread and 
onion, as governor Sancho upon capon and par- 
tridge, Besides, while we are asleep, the great 
and the small, the poor and the rich, are all equal. 
And if your worship reflects, you will find, it was 
yoür worship that put me upon the scent of go- 
verning ; for I know no more of the govemmeñ't 
of islands than a bustard : and, rf you fancy the 
devil wiU have me, if I am a governor, I had rathér 
go Sancho to heaven, than a govemor to hefl. 
Before God, Sancho, quoth Don Qiuixote, for those 
last words of yours, I think you deserve to be 
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goyiQfDor pfn^, t^^us^nd islaRd^i* Ypü areggod^ 
fidtuíed, witbout wlmh no kiHi^ledgé ¿a oS mj 
váltíe^ Pray tó God, and.endeavpii^ n^ to etr in 
you^ intention ; I mem^ dways ,^B¡fe cáre to hare 
a fijrm p^rpose and design, of doing xi^t in what- 
ever business occurs ; for heaven oonstantíy faypuys 
a gpod intentton. And so let us ga to dinner ; for 
I believe tbe lord iaád lady . stay for us; .

V? E are told, that in the original of this history» 
it is said, Cid Hamete coming to write this chap- 
ter, the interpreter did not translate it> as he had 
written it: which was a kind of complaint the 
Moor made of himself, for having undertaken a 
history so dry, and so confíned, as that of Don 
Quixote, thinking he must be always talkii^ of 
him and Sancho, without daring to launch into 
digressions and episodes of more weight and enterf 
tainment And he said, that to have his inven* 
tion, his hand, and his pen, alway? tied down to 
write upon ope subject only, and to speak by the 
mouths of few characters, was an insupportaUe 
^il^ and of no advanlage to tbe author ; and tliat| 
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to árroid this iáamvetítence^ lie taad» io the fi^st 
párt,- iiiá«teufié¿bf itbe artiftte of introdadng iiovdis, 
sueh a^ that of tbe ^*^ Gurimis Impertinent," amd 
tbat df the *♦ Captfvef ^(* are in a manner cte- 
tached from the tdstory; thongh most of \v^hat » 
i*dteited in that páit ate aeddentil, which happenéd 
to Don Qttistot^ him^lf, and eo«ld tiot be omitted. 
He also thought^ as he teU» ná^ t^t manj'reaifers, 
caiTied away by their attention to Don Quixote's 
expbíts, could atfimi none to the novels, and would 
either ran them over in haste» Or with disgust, not 
coñsiderlng how fine and artificiat they were in 
theRiMives, as woald have beeti vei^ évident, had 
tbey been pubüshed separátdiy, witfamit béing 
tacked to the extravagancies of I>on Qmxote and 
the simplidties 01" Sancho. And therefin^, in thif 
second part, he wouldintrodiicé no loose n<^ uncon* 
nected tiovels ; but onlj some episodes, resemUing 
them, and sucfa as flow naturaUy fiDm such events 
as the trtttii ofiers; and even these, with great 
liniítatkMfi, and in no mtMre words than are ^uffident 
to ei^ress them : and, dnce fae restrains and con^- 
' fines himself within thé narrow fimits of the narra- 
tioh, though with alnlky» geñiu^, and understand- 
ing, sttffident td treat of the whole universe, he 
desÉ^s Ms patns may not be undervalued, but that 
he may recdve ^pkuse, iiot fer what he writes, 
but what he faas ondtted to write : and then he 
goes (m with his histo^, saying: — 
Ddn QuÍKC^, in tíie e^ening of the day he gave 
5 
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the instructions to Sancho^ gave them liim in 
writíng, that he might gét somebody to read them 
tohim: but scarce had he deKvered them to San- 
cho, when he dropped them^ and they fell into the 
duke's hands, who communicated them to the 
duchess; and they both admired afresh at the 
madness and capacity of Don Quixote; and so, 
going on with their jest, that evening they dis- 
patched S^ncho with a large retinue to the place, 
which^ to him, was to be an island. The person, 
who had the management of the business, was a 
steward of the duke's, a person of pleasantry and 
discretion (for there can be no true pleasantry 
without discretion) and who had already person- 
ated the countíess Trifaldi, with the humour akeady 
related; and witfa these quaüfications, and the 
instructions of his lord 'and lady how to behave to 
Sanchq, he performed his part to admiration. 
Now it fell out, that Sancho no sooner cast his 
eyes on tbis same steward, but he fanded he saw 
in his face the very features of the Trifaldi ; and, 
tuming to his master, he said: Sir, either the 
devil shall run away with me from the place where 
I stand for an honest man and a believer, or your 
worship shall confess to me, that the countenance 
of this same steward of the duke's is the very same 
with that of the Aíilicted. Dón Quixote beheld 
him attentively, and, having viewed him, said to 
Sancho: There^is no need of the devil's running 
away with you, Sancho, eitheir fts an honest man. 
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orabelieirer; for, ihough I know not what you 
mean, I see plaiiüy the steward's face is the fiame 
with the AíBicted's, and yet the steward is not the 
Afflicted; for that wonld imply a palpable contra» 
diction. But this is no time to enter into these 
inquiries, which would involve us in an intiicate 
labyxmth. Believe me, friend, we ought earaestly 
to pmy to ouff Lord to deliver us from wicked 
wizards and enehaniters. It is no jesting matter^ 
Sir, repUed Sancho; foc I heard him spea^ before^ 
and methought the Trifaldi's voice sounded in my 
ean. Well, I aay no more; but I wiU not fail to 
be up<Hi the watch henceforward, to see whether I 
can discoi^er any other sign, to confirm or remove 
my 9Usi»eion. Do so, Sancho, quoth Pon Quixote, 
and give me advice of all you discover in this affair, 
aad all that happens to you in your govemment 

At length Sancho set out with a great number 
of foilowers. He was habited üke one of the 
gown, faaving on a wide surtout of muny*Coloured 
camblet, with á cap of .the same, and mounted 
^^ ala gineta *" upon a xnule. And behind him, 
by the duke*s order, was led his Dappie^ with ass- 
like iumiture, aü of flaming íine silk. Sancho 
tumed back his head ev^y now and then to look 
at his ass, with whose company he was so de« 
lighted, that he would not have changed conditions 
with the Emperor of Germany. 

* Witi) short stirrups. 
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At taking leave of the duke and duchess» he 
kissed theír hands, and b^ed his maater's bless» 
ÍDg9 which be gave with tears, aiMl Sancho received 
blubberíng. Now, loving reader, let honest Sancbo 
depart in peace, and in a good hour, and €xpect 
two bushels of laughter írom the accounts how he 
demeaned himself in his emplojment; and» in the 
mean time^ attend to what befel his master that 
night ; which^ if it does not make you laugh, you 
wül at least open your lipe with the grin of a 
monkey: for the adventures of Don Quixote 
must be celebrated either with admiration or 
laughter. 

It is related then» that, scarce was Sancho á^ 
parted, when Don Quixote began to regret hái 
own sditary condition^ and, had it been poBsible 
for him to have recaUed the commission, and takeii 
the govemment from him, he would certainly.have 
done it» The ducfaess soon pevceived hii mdan<^ 
choly, and asked him why he was so sad : if &xt 
the absence of Sancho, there were squires, dueiinas» 
and damsels enough ia her house, ready to serve 
him to his heart's desire. It is true, madam, an« 
swered Don Quixote, that I am conoemed foar 
Sancho's absence: but that is not the príncipei 
cause that makes me appear sad ; and, of all your 
exceliency's kind offers, I accept and choose that 
only of the good-wiU wíth which they are tendered; 
and for the rest I hi^mbly beseech your excellency, 
that you would be pleased to conaent and permit. 
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that I alone tnay wtdt upon mygdf tn my chaml^er*, 
Traly, signor Don Qdbcote» quoth tiie duchesS; it 
must not be so ; but you shall be served by four of 
my damsels^ all beautiiul as floweís, To me, an- 
swered Don Q^xote, they will not be flowers, but 
Y«y thoras» prícking xs^ to the soul : they shall no 
more came into my chamber, nor any thing like it» 
thán they shafl fly. K your grandeur would eon- 
tinue your favtMirs to me, without my deserirÍB^ 
them, svífSéT me to be idcñie, and let me serve myself 
within my own doors, thal; I may keep a wall be- 
twixt my passions and my modesty ; a practtce I 
wouid not forego for all your highness's libemMtjr 
towaids me. In short/ I will sooner Üe in my 
dothes!, than consent to let any body help to undress 
tñe. £noi^h, enough, ságnor Don Qmxote, repHed 
the duchess : I promise you, that I will gire order 
th^t not so much ás a fly shall enter your chand^^ 
HittGh less a damsel. I would fey no means be ác-^ 
cessary to the vicdation ef signor Don Quixote*s 
decency; for, by what I can perceive, the mo^ 
coni^icuouB of his m&ñy virtues is his modesty. 
Your worsÉiip, Sir, may undress and dress by your- 
seif your owB way, when, aad how you {dease; fi)r 
üobody shall hkider you, and in your chamber yoa

not unlike that of Amadis, who^ baving given his squire 
Gandalin the Fírm Island, makes a moving speech to him at 
parting, and retires to a forest by night^ there to bewaií his^

úeep with the door locked, and no natotal want ne^ 
obllge you to open them. A thóndsand ages live the 
grand Dulcinea del Toboéo, and be her name éx-» 
tended over the tvhole globe of the earth, for merít-' 
ing the love of so valiant and so chaste a knight; 
arid may indulgent heaven infuse into the heart of 
Sancho Panza, our govemor, a di^poisitibn td filiish 
bis whipping speedily^ tbat the world may again 
enjoy the beauty of so great a lady. To which 
Don Quixote said : Ydur highness has spbkeii 
yourself, and firom the mouth of such good kdié^ 
nothing that i» baá can proi^eed: and DüÍd!ófea 
will be more happy, aüd more known in the world^ 
by the praises your grandéur bestows on her, thra 
by those of the most eloquent on earth. Signor 
Don Quixote, replied the duchess, the hour of 
supper draws near, and the duke may be stayitíg 
fbr us : Cottie, Sií*, let us, sup, and to bed betimeB í 
for your yesterday*s joumey from Candaya wfts not 
Éo shoít, but it must have somewhat fatigtied you- 
Not at all, madam, an^ered Don Quixote ; fbr I 
catt sa:tóy swear to your excellencyi that ín all my 
life I never bestrid a soberer beast, nor of an 
easier pace, than Clávileno ; and I ciannot imagíne 
what possessed Malambruno to part with so swift 
and só gentle a steed, and bura him so, wlthout 
more ado. We may suppose, answered the duchess» 
that, repenting of the mischief he had done to the 
Trífaldi, and her comptfnions, and to otfaer persóns» 
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wd iif ihe íüiquitíi^ \m hid üommitted as á wiz&rd 
«nd an encbanta*, he had a mind to destroj all 
the ÍBStnimenta of hi$ art, and, as the principal, 
and that which gave him the most dbquiet^ hy 
havifig camed him up and down from countrj to 
country» he bumt Clavileno ; and thus, with his 
asihesi and the trophy of the parchment, has eter* 
nalized'the valour of'the grand Don Quixote de 
ÍÁ Mancha. Don Qui^ote gave thanks afresh to 
the duchess, and^ when he had supped, he retired 
to his chamber alone^ not consenting lo let «nj 
bodj come in to wait upon him ; so afmd was be 
of neeting with temptations to move ar farce him 
to tmnsgress that modest decencj he had praserved 
j^owaodi his ladj Dukinea, bearing always in tmd 
tfce <Aastity of Amadis, tiie flower And mijrror «f 
ki^ghts-errant, He shut his door aftar him, and 
bj the Ught of two wax^andlesi pisUad off his 
clotl^es; and, at Btrij^aig off his stockÍQgs (O mis- 
bap ufiworthj óf , 3uch a personago!) forth burst, 
wt s^^, nor an j tbing dse that might disctedit 
his cleaiplÍQess, but aome two dozent stttches of a 
itooking, which made it resemble a lattíoe-window. 
llie good gentleman was txtxemtííy afflieted, and 
would hav^ given an ounce of sUver to have had 
there a draohm of green ailk ; I s^y, green« because 
his stwkings were gi^en.

That same day the duchess dispatched one of her 
pages, being he, who, in the wood, had personated 
the figure of the enchaatéd Dulcinea, to Teresa 
Panza, with her husband Sancho Panza's letter, 
and a bundle he had left to be sent, chargjing him 
to bring back an exact account of all tíiat should 
pass. This being doB^> and ^leven o'clo^k at night 
being come, Don Quixojbe fouxui in hds chamber a 
lute. He touched it ; he opened Ms casement, and 
perceived that the peojplle were walking ín the gar- 
den : and having again run over the stríngs of the 
instrument, and tuned it as well as he could, he 
hemmed, and cleared fais pipes, and then, with a 
hoarse though nót unmusical voice, he sung the 
following song, which he himself had composed 
that day.

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Thus far Don Quixote had proceeded in his song, 
to which stood attentive the duke and duchess, 
Altisidora, and almost all the folks of the castle, 
when, on a sudden, from án open gallery directly 
over Don Quixote's window, a rope was let down, 
to wHich above a hundred bells were fastened; 
and immediately after them was emptied a great 
sackful of cats, which had smaller bells tied to their 
tails. The noise of the jangling of the bells, and 
the mewing of the cats, was so great, that the duke 
and duchess, though the inventors of the jest, were 
firighted thereat, and Don Quixote himself was in 
a panic : and fortune so ordered it, that two or 
three of the cats got in at the casement of his 
chamber, and scouring about from side to side, one 
wpuld have thought a legion of devils was broke 
loose in it. Thejrextinguished the lights that were 
buming in the chamber, and endeavoured to make 
their escape. The cord, to which the bells were 
fastened, was let down and pulled up incessantly. 
Most of the folks of the castle, who were not in 
the secret, were in suspense and admiration. Don 
Quixote got upon his feet ; and, laying hold on his 
sword, he began to make thrusts at the casement, 
and cried out aloud : Avaunt, ye malicious enchant- 
ers, avaunt, ye rabble of wizards ! for I am Don 
Quixote de la Mancha, against whom your wicked 
arts are of no force nor effect.

Which the duke and duchess hear- 
ing, and guessing the occasion, they ran in all hast0 
np to hi^ chamber, snd opening it with a master-^ 
key, they found the poor gentleman strivii^ witii 
tli his might to disengage the cat frcMDa his face. 
They eñtered with lights, ai^ beheld the unequal 
combat, The duke ran to part the fray, and Don 
Quixote criod aloud : Let no one take him off ; 
ieave me tó battle it with this demon, Üás wizard^ 
this enchanter ; for I will make him know the dt& 
ference betwixt him and me^ and wbo Don Quidt«» 
ote de la Mancha is. But the cat, not regardmg 
these menaces, growled on, and kept her hold. At 
leíigth the duke forced open her claws, and threw 
her out at the window. 

Don Quixote remained with his face Kke a sieve, 
and his nose not over whole, though greatly dissa* 
tisfied that they wouM not let him finish the com* 
bat he had so toughly ma;intained against that caitiff 
enchanterv They fetched some oil of Apárício^ 
and Altisidora herself, with her lily-white hands, 
bound up his wounds ; and, while she was so em« 
ployéd, «he said to him in a low voice ; All these 
BQÍsadventmres befal yóu, hard-hearted knight, for 
the sin bf your ^ubborn disdain : and God grant 
that Sancho your squire may forget to whip him* 
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self, that this Same beloved Dulcinea of yoürs may 
never be releásed from her enchantment, nor yoú 
ever enjoy her, or approach her nuptial bed, at 
least while I Kve, who adore you. To all this Doñ 
Quixote retumed no other answer, than a profound 
sigh, and then stretched himself at full length upoú 
his bed, humbly thanking the duke and duchesá 
for their assistance, not as being afraid of that 
cattísh, bell-ringíng, necromantíc crew, but as he 
>ivas sensible of their good intention by their readi- 
ness to succour him. The duke and duchéss left 
him to his rest, and went away, not ú little con- 
cemed at the ill success of their joke ; for they did 
not thínk this ádventure would have proved s6 
heavy and so hard upon Don Quixote ; for it cost 
him five days conñnement to his bed ; where aíio- 
ther adventure befel him, more relishing than 
the former, which his historian wiU not relate at 
present, that he may attend Sancho Panza, whó 
went on very busily and very pleasantly with hili 
govemment. 



CHAP. XV. 

Giving afartker account qfSanch&s bekaviour in 
his government 

X HE history relates^ tbat they cotiducted Sanchó 
Panzafnim the court bf judieature to a sumptumis 
palace, where, in a grcat hall, was spreadan ele- 
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gant and splendid table ; and as soon as Sancho 
enlered the hall, the waits struck up, and in came 
four pages with water to wash his hands, which 
Sancho received with great gravity. Tte music 
ceased» and Sancho sat down at the upper end of 
the table : for there was but that one chair^ and np 
other napkin or plate. A personage, who aiterr 
Wards proved to be a physician, placed himself, 
standing, on one side of him, with a whalebone rod 
in his hand. They removed a v^ fine white doth, 
which covered several fruits, (tnd a great variety 
qf eatables. One, who looked Uke a student, said 
grace, and a page put a laced bib under Sancfao's 
chin. Another, wfao {dayed the sewer^s part, set a 
plate of fruit before faim^: but scarce faadfae eaten 
a bit, wfaen, he of the wand toucfaing the dish with 
it, the waiters snatcfaed it away £rom before faim 
witfa great faaste. But tfae sewer set anotfaer dia^ 
of meat in its place. Sancfao was going to tiy it, 
but before fae could reacfa or taste it, tfaewand faad 
been afa*eady at it, and a page wfaipped tfaat away 
also witfa as mucfa speed as fae faad done tfae firuit. 
Sancho, seeing it, was surprised, aüd, looking about 
him, asked, if tfais repast was to be eaten like a 
sfaew of sligfat of faand ? To wfaicfa fae of tfae wand 
replied : My lord govemor, faere must be no otfaer 
kind of eating but sucfa as is usual and customary

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ÍQ pther islands» where there are govemors. I, Sir, 
am a physician, and have aa appointed salarj in 
this island, for serving the govemors of it in that 
capacity ; and I consult their healths much more 
thap my own^ studying night and day, and sound** 
ing the governor's constitution, the better to know 
}iow to cure him wh^ he is sick : and my principal 
tmsiness is, to attend ^t his meals^ to let him eat 
pf what I think is npst proper for him, and tp 
remove from him whatever I imagine will do him 
harm, and be hurtfiil to his stomach. And there* 
fore I prdered the dish of fmit to be takei^ away» 
as being too moist ; aud that other dish of meat I 
also ordered away, as being too hot, and haying in 
it too much spice, which increase^ thirst : for he, 
who drinks much» destroys o^nd consumes the radical 
moisture in which life consists. Well then, quoth 
Sancho; yon plate of roasted partridges, which 
seem to me to be very well seasoned» will they do 
me any harm ? To which the doctor answered : 
My lord govemor shall not eat a bit of them while 
I have Mfe, Pray, why not ? quoth Sancho. The 
physidan answered: Because oiur master Hippor 
crates, the north-star, and luminary of medicine, 
says, in one of his aphorisms, ** Omnis saturatio 
mala, perdricis autem pessima ;'' that is to say, All 
repletion is bad, but that of partridges the worst of 
of all. If it be so, quoth Sancho, pray see^ signor 
doctor, of all the dishes upon this table, which will 
do me most good, and which least harm, and let 
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me eat of it withaut canjuring it awñj with your 
wand : for, hf tbe life of the governor, «ná as God 
shall give me leave to use it, I am dying with hun* 
ger ; and to deny me my victuals, though it bé 
against the grain of signor doctor, and though he 
should say as much more against it, I say, is rather 
the way to shorten my life, than to lengthen it* 
Your worship is in the right, my lord góvemor^ 
answered the physician, and therefore 1 am of 
opinion, you should not eat of yon stewed coneys, 
because they are a sharp-haired food : of that veal, 
perhaps, you might pick a bit, were it not a-la* 
\dobed; but as it is, not a morsel. Said Sancho í 
That great dish smoking yonder, I take to be an 
oUa-podrída *, and, amidst the diversity of things 
contained in it, surely I may light upon something 
both wholesomé and toothsome. Absit, quoth thé 
doctor ; far be such a thought from us : there is 
not worse nutriment in the world than your oHa* 
podridas : leave them to prebends, and rectorí of 
colleges, or for country-weddings ; but let the tables 
of governors be free from them, where nothing 
but neatness and deücacy ought to preside ; and 
the reason is, because simple medicines are more 
csteemed, than compound, by all persons, and in 
all places ; for in simples there can be no mistake, 
but in compounds there may, by altering the quan^ 
tities of the ingredients, Therefore what I would

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advise at present {at slgnor govemoi^s eating to 
coTToboTate and preserve his Kealth, is, about a 
huadred of roUed up wafers, and some thin slices 
of marmalade, that may sit easy upon the «tomach, 
and help digestion. Sancho, hearing this, threw 
himself backwaid in his chair, and, surveying the 
doctor from héad to foot, with a grave voice, asked 
him hi6 name, and where he had studied. To 
which he answered ; My lord govemor, I am called 
doctor Pe^o Rezio de Aguero : I am a native of a 
place caUed Tirteafuera, lying between Caraquel 
and Almoddobar dd Campo, on the right hand, 
and have taken my doctor*s degree in the university 
of Ossuna *• To which Sancho, buming with rage, 
answered : Why then, signor doctor Pedro Rezio . 
de Aguero t* natíve of Tirteafuera, lying on the 
right hand as we go £rom Caraquel to Almoddobar 
del Campo^ graduate in Ossuna, get out of my sight 
this instant^ or, by the sun, I wiH take a cudgel, 
and, beginning with you, mtíU so lay about me, 
that there shall not be left one physidan in the 
whole island, at least of those I íind to be ígnorant: 
as for those that are leamed, prudent, and discreét, 
I shall respeet and honour them as divine persons. 

* Thc doctor's name and birth-place arc fictitious : " Rezio 
de Aguero,'* signifies " Positive of the omen ;" and " Tirtea- 
fuera/* " take yourself away," /

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And I say agaii>, iet Pedro Rezáo quit my pi*esénte, 
or I shall take this chair I sit upon,iiiaid lling it at 
his head ; and^ if I am called to aii accoimt for it 
before the judge, when I am out of office, I will 
justify myself by saying, I did God service in kiU- 
ing a bad physician, the hangm^ of the publie» 
And give me to eat, or take back your goremment; 
for an office, that wiU not find a man m victuals, 
is not worth two beaiis. 

The doctor was frighted at seeing the govemor 
BO choleric, and would have taken himself * out of 
the hall, had not the sound of a post-hom been 
heard that instant in the street. The sewer going 
to the window, and lóoking out, came back, and 
said : A courier is arrived from my lord duke, and 
miust certainly have brou^ht some disppktches of im* 
portance. The courier entered sweating and in a 
burry, and, pulling a packet out of his bosom, he 
delivered it ihto the govemor's hands, and Sancho 
gave it tothe steward, bidding him read the supei^ 
scription, which was this : " To Don Sancho Panza, 
governor of the island of Barataria,^ to te delivered 
into his own hands, or into his secretary's." Which 
Sancho hearing, he said: Which is my secretary 
here ? One of those present answered : I am he, 
Sir ; for I can read and write, ,and am a Biscainer.

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With that addition, quoth Sancho, you may very 
well be sécretory to the emperor himself : open the 
packet, and see what it contains. The new-bom 
secretary did iso, and, having cast his eye over the 
contents, he said, it was a busiñess which required 
privacy. Sancho commanded the hall to be 
cleared, and that none should stay but the steward 
and the sewer; and all the rest, with the phy- 
sician, being withdrawn, the secretary read the 
fbllowing letter : — 

** It i^ come t^ my knowledge, signor Don San- 
cho Panza, that certain enemies of nüne, and of 
the island, intend one of these nights, to a3sault it 
furiously. You must be watchful and diligent, that 
ihey may not attack you unprepared. I am in- 
formed also, by trusty spies, that four persons ia 
disgnise are got into the island, to.take away your 
life, because they are in fear of your abilíties. 
Have your eyes about you, and be careful who is 
admitted to speak to you, and be sure eat nothing 
sent you as a present. I will take care to send you 
assistance, if you are in any want of it. And, upon 
the whole, I do not doubt but you will act as is 
expected from your judgment. 

Your friend, the DüKE." 

Froin this place, the l6th of August, 
at fpur in the morning;. 
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Sendio vtB& astonished^ and the rest seemed t0 
he so too ; and, tunilBg to the steward, he saíd i 
The first thing to be doile, is, to clap doctor Rezicí 
ínto prison ; foí if any body has a desígn to kíli me, 
k ÍB he, and that by á lingering and the worst of 
deiaths, by hunger. Said the steward: It is my 
ojnnion, yxnir honour would do well to eat nothíng 
ót all this meat here upon the table; fbr it was? 
presented by some nuns', and it ís a sayíng, The 
d^vil lurks behind the cross. I grant it, quotht 
Sancho, and, for the present, gíve me only a piece 
of bread, and some four pounds w 'grapes : no poi- 
son can be conveyed ín them ; for, ín short, I cannot 
Kve without eating : and, if we must hoW ourselyesf 
ín readiness for these wars that threaten ús, it wilí 
be necessary we should be well victuaUed; for the 
guts uphold the heart, and not fhe heart the guts. 
And you, secretary, answer my lord duke, and tett 
him, hís commands shall be punctually obeyed, just 
as he gives them ; and present my humble service 
to my lady duchess, and beg her not to forget send- 
ing my letter and the bundle by a specíaj messenger 
to my wife Teresa Panza, which I shali look upon as 
a particular favour, and wiH be lier humble servant 
to the utmost of my pówer. And,by theway,you may 
put in a «ervice to my master Don Quíxote de la 
Mancha, that he may see I am grateful bread*; 

* " Pan agradecido." VVhen the countrj-^people would 
defíne an honest/ good-natured man, thcy say, *' He is as 
good as breád itsdf.'' 
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má, like a good secretmy, and a ttauach Bis« 
caiiier, you raey add what you please, or what will 
tum to best account; and, pray, take away the 
cloth, and give me something to eat ; for I will deal 
well enough with all the spies, murderers, and en- 
chanters, that shall attack me, or my island. 

Now a page came in, and said : Here is a coun^ 
trymas about business, who woidd speak with 
your lordshíp concemifig an aifair, as he says^ 
<^great importance. A strange case this, quoth 
Sancho, that these men of business should be so 
siUy, as not to see, that such hours as these are 
tkúL ptopet for business! wbat! belike, we, who 
govextk, AHd are judges, are not made of üeA «nd 
boxiefij like other men ? Are we made of marble 
$t<me, tíxsA we must not refresfa^ at times, when 
neeessifcy r^quires it ? Before Cod, and upoa my 
orascieBee, i£ my goverBment iasts, as I have m 
l^ymfimeriiig it wiU iu)t, I ámll hamper more tha» 
€«e ef these mea of business. Bid this honest 
ma» come 19, for tiú$ once^, but first see that he 
be Bot ene of the spies» ogt one of my nmrderers. 
No» my lord, answered the page ; he looks líke a 
pitehesr-souled feUow ; and I know little, or he 
as faarmless as a píece of bread. Yoa need uot 
fear, qwtfa the steward, whüe we are present. Is 
it not pfissíUe» sewer, (pioth Sancho, now that the 
doctar BedjTo Rezio is not here, for me to eat 
fiomeÉlúng of substaace and weight, though it were 
liut a iwcheon of bread, and an onion ? Tó-night 
at stiffieri quoth the sewei'j amcnds shall be made 
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fbr the defects of dinner, and yotit lordshíp sháDÍ 
have no cause to complain. God grant it, answered 
Sancho. 

Then came iii the countryman, who was of a 
goodly presence ; ánd oúe might see, a thousand 
leagues off, that he was an honest, good souL 
The first thing he said, was : Which is the lord 
governor here? Who should,! answered th^ secre- 
tary, but he, who is seated in the chair ? I humble 
mjrself in his presence, quoth the countryman, 
kneeling down, and bégging his hand to kiss. 
Sancho refused it, and commanded him to rise, 
and to tell his business. The countryman did so, 
and then said : My lord, I am a countryman, á 
líative of Miguel Turra, two leagues from Ciudad 
Keal, What ! another Tirteafuera? quoth Sancho: 
say on, brother ; for let me tell you, I know Miguel 
Turira very well : it is not so far from our town. 
The business is this, Sír, proceeded the peasant. 
By the mercy of God I was married in peace, and 
iil the face of the holy catholic Roínan church, 
I have two sons, bred scholars : the younger studies 
for bachelor, and the elder for licentiate. I am a 
widower; for my wife died, or rather a wicked 
physician killed her, by purging her when she was 
with child; and, if it had been God's will the 
child had been bom, and had proved a son, I 
would have put him to study for doctor, that he 
might not envy his two brothers, the bacjielor and 
Bcentiate. So that, quoth Sancho, if your wife 
had not died, or had not been kílled, you had nót 
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Bíow bécn a widower! No, certainly, . iny lordj' 
answ^red the peasant We are much the nearér»: 
replied Sancho : go on brother ; for this is an hour. 
rather for bed than.büsiness. I say theni qtioth. 
the countryman, that this son of ;mjné» who is to: 
be the bachelor, fell in love, in the same yiUage^ 
with a damsel ealled Clara Perlerina, daüghtér of 
Andres Perlerino» a very rich farmer; and this name 
c^ Perlerino came not to tbem by lineal, or any 
ot^her descenti but because aU of that race are sub- 
ject to the palsy* ; and, to mend the name, they 
call them Perlerínos ; though to say the truth, the 
damsel is like any oríental peapl, and, looked at on 
the right úde, seems a very flower of the field : 
but, on the left, she is not quite so fair ; fór, on that 
side, she wants an eye, which she lost by the small- 
pox : and, though the pittf in her face are many 
and deep, her admirers say, they are not pits, but 
sepulchres, wherein the hj^arts of her lovers are 
buríed. She is so cleanly, that to prevent defíling 
her face, 3he candes her nose so crookedup, that 
i^ seems to be flying from her mouth : and, for all 
tiiat shé looks extremely well ; for she has a large 
mouth : and, did she not lack hatf a score or a 
dozen teeth aud^nders, i^e might pass, and make 
a figiGre,ranK)ng ladies of the best fashion. I say 
notbÍQg of her lips; &r they are so thin and slen- 
der, tfaat, were it the &$hitm to reel lips, as they

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do yám, one 'mig^ make ú, skem of tfaem : but^ 
being of a dififerent cdbur &om what is usoaliy 
&Amd in Iips> tiiej bave a marvellaus appeairaAoe ; 
for they are marbledwith blue, greeb» and orange^ 
tawney. And, pray, my lord govemor, pardon me, 
if I paint so minutely the paits of her, who, aile^ 
áll, is to be my daughter ; for I lóve her, and like 
her mightíly. Paint what you will, quóth Sancho; 
ibr I am mightily taken with the picture ; aild, hád 
I but dined, I would not desire a better dessesrt thim 
yoiír portrait. It shaJI be always at your service^ 
anstwered the peasant ; añd the time may catñe 
when we may be acquamted, though we are niot 
so now ; and, I ássure you, my lord, if I could 
but paint her genteelness, and the tallness of het 
person, you would admire : but that caimot be, bé* 
cause she is crooked, and crunqiled up together» 
and her knees touch her mouth ; though, tot all 
that, you may see plainly, that, cótdd she but stand 
uprigfat, sfae would touch the ceiling with her head. 
And she would ere now have given her hand ü> 
my bachdbr, to be his wife, but that she cannofc 
stretch it out, it is so shrunk : nevertheless her loi^ 
guttered nails shew the goodneists of its make. 

So £ar, so good, qüoth Sancho ; and now, brother» 
make account that you have painted her ii^om héad 
to foot : what is it you would be at ? come tó tbe 
{M>int, without so many windings and tuming^ s» 
many fetches and digr^ssions. What I desire, my 
lord, answered the countryman, is, that your lord- 
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úÁp would áo me tbe fyvimrio give me a letter of 
recommendation to her father, begging fais cQosent 
to the match| since we are pretty equal in our for^ 
tunes and natural endowments: for, to say the 
truth, my lord govemor, my son is posses^ed, and 
there is scarce a day, in whioh the evil spiñts do 
l^Qt torment him three or four times ; and, by hav^ 
iug failien once into the fire, his face is as shriyelled 
9& a' piece of acorcbed parchment, and his eyes are 
scmewhat Ueared and running ; but te is as good^ 
ccinditioned as m angel ; and, did he not bufiet, 
m^ give himself frequent cuffs, he would be a very 
saint. Would you have any thing else, honest 
Iriepd ? replied Sancho. One tfaing more I would 
9ak, quoth the peasanty bnt that I dare not: yet 
out it i^all ; for, in short, it shaU not rot in my 
breast, come of it what will. I say then^ my lord, 
I could be glad your worship would give me three 
or síx hundred d^cats towards the fortune of my 
bacfaelor; I mean» towards the fumishing his 
hou^e ; for, in short, tfaey are to üve by then^selves, 
witiiout being subject to the impertínencies of iheir 
fiithers4n«law. W?]l, quoth Sancbo, see if you 
would have any thing else, and be not ashained to 
tell iU N05 for certain, answered the pfeasant : 
and scarce had he said this, when the govemarj^ 
getting upy.and, laying hold of the diair h^ sat on» 
said : I vow to God, Doa lubberly, saucy bumpkin» 
if you do not get you gone, and instantly avoid my 
presence, Mrith this cfaair will I crack your skull : 
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son of a whore, ra^cal, paínter for the devil hím- 
self ! at this time of day to come and ask me for 
six hundred ducats ! Wheíe should I have them, 
írtiiíkard ? and, if I had them, why should I give 
them to thee, jibing fool ? What care I for M%uel 
Turra, or for the whole race of the Perlerinos? Be 
gone, I say, or, by the life of my lord duke, I wítt 
bé as good as my word. You are no native of 
Miguel Turra, but some scoíFéi' sent from hell tó 
tempt me. Impudent scoundrel ! I have not yet 
had the govemment a day and half, and you would 
have me have six hundred ducats ? The sewer 
made signs to the countryman to go out of tiie 
han, which he did, hangmg do^m his head, and 
séemingly afraid, fest the govemor should execute 
his threat ; for the knave very well knew how ta 
play his part. 

But let us leave Sancho in his passion, and 
peace ,be with him and company : and let us tum 
to Don Quixote, whom we feft with his fkce 
bound up, and under cure of his cattish wouiíds, of 
which he was not quite healed ín eight days, in one 
of which there befel him what Cid ' Hámete pro- 
mises to relate, with that punctuiality and tratfe,. 
with which he relates every thing belonging to the 
history, be it never so minute. 
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; CHAP. XVI. 

Df what hefel Don Quixote with Donna Rodri- 
gue%, the duchéss^s duenna ; together with other 

^^ aecidents worthy to %e writteny and had in 
€(e?*nal remembrance. 

IAbOVE measure discontented and melancholy 
was the sore-wounded Don Quixote, having his» 
íáce boand up, and marked, not by the hand of 
(yoá^ but by the daws of a cat; misfortünes inci- 
dent to knight-érrantrj. Dimng six days he ap- 
peared nót in pubHc; on one night of which, lying 
áwake and restléss, meditating on his misfortunes, 
and the persecution he suíFered from Altisidorá, he 
pérceived sómébody was opéning his chamber-door 
with a bey, and presently imagined, that the ena- 
moured damsel was coming to ássault his chastity, 
ánd expose him to the temptation of failing in the 
fidelity he owed to his lady Dulcinea del Toboso. 
Noi said he (believing whát he fancied» and so 
loud as to be overheárd) not the greatest beauty 
ipon éarth shall prev^il with me to cease adoring 
her, who is engraven and imprinted in the bottom 
óf my heart, and in the inmost recesses of my en- 
trails ; whether, n)y dearest lady, you be now trans- 
formed into a garlic-eating cpuntry wench, or into 
a nymph of the golden Tagus, weaving tissue-webs. 
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with gold and silken twist ; or whether you are in 
the power of Merlin or.Montesinos : wherever you 
are, mine you are, and wherever I am, yours I have 
been, and yours I will remain. The conclusion of 
these words, and the opening the door, were at the 
same instant. Up be stood upoivthe bed, wrapped 
from top to toe in a quilt of yellow satin, a 
woollen cap on his head, and his face and mus- 
tachios bound up ; his face, because of its scratches, 
añd his tnustachiós, to keep them ñ*am flagging and 
falling down. In which guise he appeared the most 
extraordinaiy phantasm imaginahle. He naiIedM^ 
eyes to the dooop, and, wl^ he exped;ed to seé thé 
poor captivated íind sorrowful Altisidora entet, he 
perceivéd appronching a most reverend düennai 
in a long white veil, that covered her from head 
to foot*. She carried between the fingers of hcr 
, left hand half a lighted candle, and held her ri^ 
hand over it, to shade her face, and keep the glare 
from her eyes, which were hidden behind a huge 
pair of spectacles. She advanced very slowly, apd 
trod very softly. Don Quixote observed her from 
his watch-tower, and perceiving her figure, atíd 
noting her süence, he fancied some witch or sorce* 
ress wad eome in that disguise to do him some ^hrewd

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^fD, and b^an ta cross himself apace. The appa- 
rition kept moying forward, anfl, when it came to 
tbe Epiddle of the room, it lífted up its eyes, and 
«8iw irt what a hurry Don Quixote was crossklg him- 
»clf : ánd, if he wna afraid at seeing such a figure, 
^W^ no less dismayed at sight of his, and, seeing 
bi»»: j[0 jiank and yellow, with the quUt, and the 
hmi»^Sf which disfigured him,. she cried out, say- 
mg: Jms ! what do I see ? With the fright, thi^ 
í^ndte feU oiit g£ her h^nd, and, finding herself in 
the dark, she tuméd ahout to be gone, and, witíi the 
fear, treadiug op her skirts, jshe tumbled, and fell 
^onna. Don Quixote, trembling with afíright, be- 
gan to $fty : I conjure thee, phantom, or whatever 
#wiu art, teU me who thou art, and what thou 
wouldest have withme : if thou art a soul in toTT 
ment, teU íne, and I wiU do all I can for thee ; for 
I am a caüholic chrístian, and love to do good to aU 
íhe world : for that purpose I took upon me -the 
profession of kníght-errantry, an employment which 
esctendfi to the doing good even to souls in purgar 
tory. The brufaed duenna, hearíng herseU' thus 
-exoríSsed, gueseed at Dm Quixote's fear by her 
own, and, in a low and doleful voice, answered.: 
Sú^or.Doñ Quixote, (if peradventure your wor- 
^íp be Don Quixote) I am no phantom, nor appa- 
rítíon, nor sDul in purgatory, m your worahqp seéms 
to think, but Donpa Rodríguez, duetma of honour 
to my lady du(¿ess, and am come to your worship 
with one of those cases of necessity^ your worship 
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is wont to remédyi Teli me then, signora Donna 
Rodríguez, quoth í>ón Qiiixote, does yonr ladyship, 
peradtenture, corae in quality of procuress ? If yoü 
do, I give you to understand I am fit for nobody's 
tum, thanks to the peerless beauty of my mistress 
Dulcinea del Tobbso. In short, signora Ddntíít 
Rodríguez, on condition you wave all amorc^^ 
messages, you may go and light your candle, má 
retum hither, and we wiU discourse of whatev^ 
you please to command, with exception, as I told 
you, to all kind of amorous excitements. I hang 
messages, good Sir! answered the duenna: your 
worship mistakes me very much : I am not yet sb 
;advanced in years^ to be forced* to betalte niy«elf 
to so low an etnployment ; for, God be praised, my 
60ul is stiU in my body, and all ifty teeth in my 
head, exc^ting a&w u^irped fróm me by cátarrhs, 
so common ia Hm countvy <tf 'Arragoñ^ But stay a 
iittle, Sir, tífl I gp and light n^y candie, and I wíll 
retum instantIy,.*to rdate my griefs to your wor- 
•ship, as to the redresser of áll the grievances in the 
world. And, without staying for an answer, she 
went out of the room, leaving Don Quixote in e&- 
pectation of her return. 

Straight a thousand thoughts crouded into his 
mind, touching this new adventiu*e, and he was of 
opinion, he had done iU, and judged worse, to ex- 
pose himself to the hazard of breaking his plighted 
troth to his lady, and he 'said to himself : Who 
^knows but the devilj, who is subtle and dengn|ng, 
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means to deceive me now with a duenna, thongh he 
has not been able to effect itj with empresses, queens, 
duchesses, marchioriesses, or countesses ? For I have 
often heard ingeníous people say, The devU, if he 
ean, wiil sooner tempt a man with a flat-nosed, than 
a hawk-nosed, woman*; and who can tell, but this 
splitude, this opportunity, and thií silence, may 
awake my desires, which are now asleep, and, in 
my decliniñg years, make me fall where I never yet 
^umbled ? In such cases, it is better to fly, than 
stand the battle. But sure I am not in my ri^t 
sensés, to talk so idiy : fc»: it is impossible that a. 
white-veiled, lánk, and bespectacled duenna should 
move, or excite a wanton thought in the lewdest 
breast in the world. Is there a duenna upon earth, 
that has tolerable flesh and blood ? Is there a 
d\ienna upon the globe, that is not impertinent, 
wrínkled, and squeamish ? Avaunt then, ye rabble 
of düeHiias, usidess to any human pleasure ! O how 
rígfatly did that lady act, of wlH)m it is said, that 
shé had, at 1;he foot bf her state sópha, a couple o£ 
«tatues of duennas, with their spectacles and bobbinr 
cushions, as if they were at woik; which statues 
served every whit as well for the diguity of her 
state-róom, as real duennas ? And, só saying, he 
jumpéd off the bed, designing to loek his door, and 
not let signora Rodriguez enter. But, before h^ 
could shut it, signora Rodríguez was just returned, 

* That is, * with a foul, thap a fair objtct " 
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with a lighted taper of white wax ; and, seeing 
Pon Quixote so much ipearer, wrapped up in hi» 
qtiilt, with his bapdages^.aii4 night-cap, she was 
again ñighted, and, retreating two or three steps^ 
she said : Sir knight, am I safe ? for I take it to be 
no very good sign of modesty, that your worship h 
get out of bed* I should rather ask you that qvt^ 
tibn, madam, answered Don Quixote, and therefore 
I do ask» if I am safe from being assaulted and ra^ 
vi^ed ? By whom, atíd from whom, Sir knight, do 
yóu expect this security? answered the duenna. 
By you, aüd frotn yoU, replied D<m Quixote : foj? 
I am not made of marble, nor yúu, I suppose, pf 
brass ; nor is it teh o'clock ii) the morning, but mid« 
ni^t, and somewhat more, a^I imagine, and we 
are in a room closer and more secret than the cave^ 
in which the bold and traitorous Mne^s enjoyed th^ 
beautíful and tender-hearted Dido, But, madami 
gíre me jmr hand ; for I desire no greater secu» 
rity than my ofwn continence and reserve, besldéts 
what that most reverend veíl injBpíres. And sq 
saying, he kissed his right hand, and with it took 
faold of hers, which she gave him with the swie 
c^remony. 

Here Cid Hamete makes a parenthe^s, and 
swears by Mahomet, he would have given the bet- 
ter of his two vests, to have seen these two walking 
irom the. door to the bed side, handing and handed 
so ceremoniously. 

In short, Don^Quixote got into bed, and Donna 
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Rodríguez sat down in a chair at some fittle éá»* 
tance from it, without taking oíf her spectacles, or 
setting down her candle. Don Quixote covered 
himself up close, all but his face^ and» they bc^h 
having paused a while, the first, who broke silence^ 
was Don Quixote, saying : Now signora Donnsi 
Rodriguez, you may unrip and unbosem all that is 
in your careful heart and piteous bowds: for you 
shall be heard by me with chaste ears, and assisted 
by compassionate deeds. I beliere it, answered 
the duenna ; for none but so christian an an9wer 
could be expected from your worship's gentle and 
pleaBxng presence. 

The business then ís, signor Don Quixote, that» 
fhough your worship sees me sitting in this chair, 
^nd in the midst of the kingdom of Arragon» andin 
the garb of a poor persecuted duenna, I was bom 
kí the Astnrias of Oviedo, and of a fámily allied to 
some of the best of that province. But my haxá 
fórtune, and the negligence of my parents, wlnch 
reduced them, I know not which wey, to untimely 
jpoverty, carried me to the courtof Madríd, where» 
for peace sake, and to prevent greater inconvet. 
tüencies, my parentd placed me in the service of a 
great lady : and I woidd have ybur worship know, 
that, in making needle-rcases ánd {dain-work^ I wan 
néver out-done by any bódy in all my life. My 
parents left me in service, and retumed to their 
own country ; and, in a fcw years after, I believe, 
they went to heaven ; for they were very good and 
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catholic chiístiaii8« I remained án orphan^ and 
stinted to the miserable wages, and short commons^ 
üsually given in great houses to such kind of ser- 
vants. About that time, without my gíving any 
encoüragement for it, a gentleman-usher of the 
fiunily fell in love with me ; a man in years, with 
afine beard, and of a comely pérson, and above all, 
as goód a gentleman as the king himsdf ; for he 
wds a highlander. We did not carry on our amour 
so secretly, but it came to the notice of my lady, 
wlio, without mbre adó, had us marñed in peacé^ 
and in the face of our holy mother the cáthcdÍQ 
Roman church : from which marriage sprung a 
daughtér, to finish my good fortune, if I had any ; 
not that I died in child-bed (for I went my fuli 
iime, and was safely delivered) but becausé my 
husband died soon after of a certain fright he took; 
and ha4 I but time to tell the manrier how,youi? 
^ wórship, I am sure, woíuld wonder. 

Here she began to weep moát tenderly, and s^id: 
Pardon me, good sigrifar Don Quisote ; for I cánr 
)»>t command myself ; but as often as I call to mind 
my unhappy spouse, my eyes áre brimful. God be 
;my aid ! with what stateUness did he use to'caríy 
my lady behind him, on a puissarit mide, black ás 
the very jet ; for in those times coaohes and sidé- 
saddles were not in fashion, as it is sáid they are 
now, and the ladies rode behind their squire3« Ne- 
vertheless I cannot Jielp telling you the foUowing 
story, that you may see how well-bred, and how 
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punctilióus my gdod husband was. At the entrance 

into saint James's street in Madríd, which is very 

narrow, a judge of one of the coiu'ts haj^pened.to 

be coming out with two of his officers bdR3re him, 

and, as soon as my good squire saw him, he tumed 

his mule about» as if he designed to wait upon him» 

M y liady, who was behind him, said to him in a low 

voice : What are you doing, blockhead ? am not 

I here ? The judge civiliy stopped his horse, and 

said : Keep on your way, Sir ; for it is my business 

rather to wait upon my lady Donná Casilda ; that 

was my mistress's name. My huaband persisted^ 

cap in hand, in his intention to wait upon the judge. 

Which my lady perceiving, fiill of choler and in- 

dignation, she puUed out a great pih, or rather^ 1 

belíeve, a bodkin, and stuck it into his back : where- 

upon my husband bawled out, and, writhing his 

body, down he came with his lady to the ground. 

Two pf her footmen ran to help hér up, as did the 

judge and his officers. The gate of Guadalajara, 

I mean the idle people that stood there, were all irt 

uproar. My mistress was forced to walk home on 

foot, and my husband went to a barber-surgeon's, 

telling him he was run quite through and through 

the bowek. The courteousness and breeding of my 

spouse was rumoured abroad, insomuch that the 

boys got it, and teased him with it in the streets ; 

and, upon this account, and because he was a little 

short-sighted, my lady tumed him away ; the grief 

whereof, I verily believe, was the death of him. I 
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was left a widow, and faelpless» Witli a daughter 
upcm mj hands, who went ún inereasing in beauty 
like the foam oí the sea. Finally, as I had the 
reputation of k good work-woman at my needle^ my 
lady duchess, who was tfaeh newly married to my 
lord duke, would needs have me with her to this 
kingdom of Arragon, tc^ether with my daughter» 
where, in process of time, she grew up, and wíth 
Her áll the accomplishments ín the world. She 
sings like any lark, dances quick as thought, capers 
as if she would break her neck, reads and wríies 
líke a school-master, and casts accounts like any 
qsurer. I say nothing of her cleanüness ; for the 
running brook is not cleaner : and she is now, if I 
remember right, sixteen years of age, five months, 
and three days, one more or less. In a word, the 
aon of a very rich faímer, who lives not far oíT in a ' 
village of my lord duke's, grew enamóured of this 
giilof mine ; and, to be short, I know not how it 
came about, but they got together, and, under pro* 
mise of being her husband, he has fooled my daugh- 
ter^ and now refuses to perform it. And, thougb 
my lord duke knows tfae affair, and I have com- 
plained again and again to him, and begged him to 
Gommand this same young &rmer to marry my 
daughter, yet he tums the deaf ear, and wiU hardly 
vouchsafe to hear mé : and the reáson is, tíecaüse 
the coEening knave's &ther is rícfa» and fends him 
money, and is bound for him on all occasiions; 
therefore he will not disoblige nor offend him in any 
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wise. Now, good Sir, my desire i$, that your 
worship take upon you the redressing this wroDg^ 
either by entreaty, or by force of arms; since all 
the world says, your worship was bom in it to re- 
dress grievances, to right the iiy ured, and succour 
the miserable, And be pleased, Sir, to consider my 
daughter's fatheiiess condition, her genteelness, her 
youth, and oll the good qualities I have already 
mentioned: for, on my soul and consciénce, of all 
the damsels my lady has, there is not one that 
comes up to the sole of her shoe : and one of themw 
called Altisidora, whais i'eckoned tobe the Uvdíest 
^nd gracefuUest of them all, faUs above two leagues 
^ort, m comparison with my daughter: for, you 
must know, dear Sir, that all is not gold that glit- 
ters, and thÍ3 same Uttle Altisidora has more self- 
conceit than beauty, and more assiirance than 
«aodesty : besides, she is none of the souudest ; for 
her breath is so strong, there is no enduring to bc a 
'moment near her. Nay, even my lady duchesss 

herseif ^but mum for that ; for they say waüs 

hare ears. 

What of my lady duchess ? quoth Don Quixote. 
TeU me, madam Rodriguez, by my Ufe. Thus con- 
Jured, repUed the duenna, I cannot but answer to 
whafcever is asked me, with áU truth. Yonr wor- 
$hip, signor Tkm Quixote, must have ohserv^ the 
peaigiij of my lady duchess ; that compkxKm Uke 
any bright and poUshed sword; those cheeks of 
mUfc and crimsoB, with the sun in the one, and the 
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ntoon in the other ; and that stateliness with whích 
she trea^$9 or rather disdains the very ground she 
walks OQ, that one would think she went dispensing 
health wherever she passes. Let me tell you, Sir, 
she may thank GU)d for it, in the fírst place, and 
next» two issiies she has, oñe in each leg, which 
dischai^ all the bad humours, of which the phy^ 
sicians say she is fuU. Holy Mary ! quoth Doli 
Quixote, is it possible my lady duchess has such 
drains : I should never have believed it, had the 
ibare-footed friars themselves told it me ; but, since 
madam Donna Rodriguez says it, it must needs be 
so. But such issues, and in such places, must distil 
nothing but liquid amber : verily I am now con- 
vinced, that this making of issues is a matter of 
great consequence in respect to health. 

Scarcely had Don Quixote said this, when, with 
a great bounce, the chamber door flew open ; the 
sorprise at which made Donna Rodriguez let fall 
her candle out of her hand, and the room remained 
as dark as a wolTs mouth*, as the sayingis ; and 
presentiy the poor duenna found herself griped so 
fast by the throat with two hands, that she could 
not squall, and anothe/ person, very nimbly, without 
speaking a word, whipped up her petticoats, and 
with a slipper, as it seemed, gave her so many 
slaps, that it would have moved one's pity : and 
though it did that of Don Quixote, he stirred noi

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from tiie bed, and, not knowingthe meaning of aH 
thisj he lay still and silent, fearing lest that round 
and sound flogging should come iiext ta kís tum. 
And his fear proved not in vain; for the^silent 
executioners, leaving the duenna, who durst not 
cry out, well curried, came to Don Quixote ; and, 
tuming down the bed-clothes, they pinched him so 
often and so hard, that he could not forbear going 
to fisty-cuffs in his own defence, and all this in 
marvellous sileñce. The battle lasted some half 
anhour : the phantoms went off: Donna Rodriguez 
adjjasted her petticoats, and, bewailing her misfor- 
tune, marched out at the door, without saying a 
word to Don Quixpte, who, sad and sorely be- 
pÍHched, confused and pensive, remained alone: 
where we will leave him, impatient to leam who 
that perverse enchanter was, that had handled him 
so roughly. But that shall be told in its proper 
place : for Sancho Panza calls upon us, and the 
method of the history requires iU 



. CHAP. XVII. 

Ofwhat hefél Sancho Pan%a €is he wasgoing the 
round qf his iskmd. 

▼ t E left the grand goverñor. moody and out of 
humour at thé knavish picture-drawmg peasant, 
who, instructed by the steward, and he by the

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duke, played oflf Sancho; who, maugre his ígno- 
rance, rudeness, and insufficiency, held them áU 
tack, apd said to those aboüt him, and to doctor 
Pedro Rezio, who, wben the secret of the düke'^ 
letter was over, came back into the hall : I now 
plainly perceive, that judges and govemors must or 
ought to be made of to'ass, if they woüld be insen-^ 
sible of importunities of your men of busiíiess, who, 
being inient upon théir own affairs álone, comé 
what wiU of it, at all hours, and at aU times, wiÚ 
needs be heard and dispatched ; and if the poor 
ju(%e does not hear and dispatch them, either be« 
cause he cannot, or because it is nót the proper 
time for giving them audience, presently they 
murmur and traduce him, gnawing Iñs very bones, 
find calumniating him andhis famfly^ ^ooUsh mait 
of business, impertinent man of business, be not m 
such haste ; wfát fpr the pf oper season and coU'^ 
juncture foi^ n^otíation : come not at dinner time, 
nor at bed tithe ; fcrr judges are niade óf flesh and 
blood, and must give to their nature what their 
nature requires ; except only poor I, who do not 
so by mine,^ thanks to signor Pedro Rezío Tirtea- 
fuera here preseñt, t^rho would have me die of 
hunger, and affirms that this kind of dying is in 
order tó Kve : God graait the same Jife to him aná 
aU those of hís tríbe ; I mean, bad physicijains ; for 
good ónes deserve palms and laurels. ÁU, who 
knew Sandio Panza, wére iñ admiration to heaí* 
bim talk so elegatttly,. aad could not teU what ta 
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ascribe it to, unless that offices and wtíght j employ- 
ments quicken and enliven sqme understandings, 
as they confound ánd stupify others. In short; 
¿octor Pedro Bezio Agueío de Tirteafiiera promised 
he should sup that night, though it were contrary 
to all the aphorísms of Hippocrates. With this the 
govemor rested satísfied, and expected with gre^ 
impatience the coming of the night, and the hou»r 
of supper ; and though time, to his thinking, stood 
stock-stül, yet at length the wished-for hour came, 
and they gsve him some éow-beef, háshed witli 
onions and calves feet, spmewhat of the stalest; 
boiled. Hdwever, he laid about him¿ with more 
relish, than if they haü given him Müan godwit§> 
Roman pheiasants^ veal pf Sorento, partridgee of 
Moron, or geese of Lavajos ; and^ in the ^ddst of 
supper, tuming to the doctor, he said : Look yoii^ 
master doctor, henceforward take no care to provide 
me your nice things to eat, nor your tit-hits ; for 
it wiU Í3e throwing my stpmach quite oíF the hinge^j, 
Which is accustomed to goats-flesh^ cow-beef, ah^ 
bacon, with tumips and pnions ; and if perchance 
you give it court kickshaws, it receives them with 
squeamishness, and sometimes with loathing. What 
master seWer here may.do, is, tp get me some pf 
ihose eatables you ca^ your oUa-podridas, and the 
^tronger they are the better * : and you may insert 

♦ An ollft-podrida.is a dish conftisting of a great numbet of 
ingrcdieiits, a» flcsb, foWl, &c. all stewcd togethcr. Podrida is 
tisually interpretcd rotten, as if the ptíeiVing thein together 
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and stuff in them whatever you will : for so it íie 
an eatable, I shall take it kindly, and will olíé day 
make you amends : and let nohody play upon me'; 
for either we are, or we are not : and let us all 
live and eat together in peace and good friendship ; 
for when God sends day-light, it is day for every 
Body. I wiH govem this island, without loáííg my 
own right, or takíng arway ailother man's, and let 
every one keep a good look-oüt, and mind eacti 
mamhis own busínesis : for I wouM have them íky 
know, the devil is in the wínd*, and, if they put 
me upon it; they shall see wonders. Ay, ay, makt 
yoürselveis honey, and the wasps will devoür you.^ 
Certaínly, my lord govémor, quoth the seweí, there 
is reason ia all yout woi^hip says, and I dare en- 
gage in tbe name of all the islánders of this island, 
that they wíD: serve your worshij) with álí pünctu- 
ality, love, and góod-will ; for your sweet way of 
govéming from the very first leavés üs ño room 
to do, or ta think any thing, that may redound tó 
the disservice of your worship. I beUeve it, an- 
swered Sancha, and they would be fools, if they 

was supposed to have the same eíFect, as to making tbem 
tender, as rottenness would have. But Covarruvias, in his 
etymologies, derives it frotn '* poderoso, powerful," becau|e 
all tbe ingredients are substantial anti nourishing. And tbis rs 
confírmed by Sancho's adding, ** tbc stronger they arc thc 
bettcr." 

* Literally, '* the devil isln CatttiUana.'* Cantillana is a 
town iu the province of Andalusíai in Spain, on- the banks ef 
thc river GuadalquivÍFr . ; 
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did, or tfaóught otherwise. Arid I tell yóu again 
to take care for my sustenance, and for my Dapple's^ 
whichis what is most important in this business : 
and when the hour comes, we wiU go the round ; 
for it. is my intention to clear this island of all man- 
ner of íilth, of vagabonds, idiers, and sharpers. For 
yóu must understand, íriends, that idle and lazy 
people in a commonwealth are the same as drones 
in a bee-hive, which eat the honey that the indus- 
trious bees lay up in store. My design is to protect 
the peasants, preserve to the geñtry their privüeges, 
reward ingenious artists, and above all to have 
í'^gard to religion, and to the honour of the religious. 
What think ye of this, my fiiends ? Do I say some- 
íthing, or do I cráck my brain to no purpose ? My 
lord govemor, quoth the steward, speaks so well, 
Ihat I wonder to hear a man, so void of leaming 
as your worship, who, I believe, cannot so much as 
read, say such and so many things» and all so sen- 
tentious and instructive, and so fiar beyond all that 
£ould be expected from your worship's former 
understanding by those who sent us, and by us, 
who are come hither. But every day produces 
new things ; jests tura into eamest, and jokers are 
joked upon. 

The night came, and, the govemor having sup- 
ped with the licence of signor doctor Rezio, they 
prepared for going the round, and he set out with 
the secretary, the steward, the sewer, and the his- 
toriographer, who had the care of recording his 
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actioiis, togétheí witK serjeánts aípd riolaries, enough 
tó have formed á iniddliiigbattalion. In the midst 
of them marchéd Sancho, with his white rod of 
pffice ; and hating traversed a few streets, they 
^eard the dashing of swords* They hasted to the 
place, and found two riien fighting ; who, seeing th^ 
officei-s coming, desisted, and one of theítt said; 
Helpj in the namé of God and the king ! Is it per- 
mifted in this town to rob folks, and set upon thena 
in the streets ? Hold, honest mau, quoth SanchOj 
and tell mé what is the occasion of this fray ; for 
I am the govemor. The other, bis antagptiist, said : 
My lórd govemor, I wül briefly relate the matter ; 
Your hondur must understand, that this gentleman 
is ju^t come from wirining, ín that'gaming-housé 
yonder over the way, ábove a thousand r^als, and 
Gód knows how ; and I, beíng present, gave judg-i 
jnerit in his favour, in many a doubtful point, against 
the dictates of my conscience. Up he got with the 
wiriníngs, and, when I expected he would hav^ 
given mé á crown at least, by way pf present, as is 
the uSoge and ctrstom ámong gentlemen pf distinc^ 
tion, such as I fim, who stand by, ready ^.t aU ádz 
yentures to back unreaéoriable demands, ^íid to 
prevent quarrels, he pocketed up his mpney, an<| 
went otit of the house, I fóllowed him in dudgeon, 
^ndi with gpoji words, and civil expressions, desire4 
Íiim td gire m* though it weré but eight reals, since 
be knows I am a man of honoür, arid have neithér 
pffice nor benefiee, my párents having brought m^ 
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itip to nething, and left me nothing : and this knave, 
M gr^at a thief as Cacus, and as arrapt a sharper as 
Andra^iUa, wpuld give me but four reals. Judge, 
my lord gov«iior, how little sfaame, and how little 
conscience he has. But, in faith, had it not been 
for your honour's coming,' I would have made him 
disgorge his winnings, and have taught him haw 
many ounces go to the pound. What say you to 
this, fiiend, quoth Sancho ? The other answered, 
that ali his adversary had said was true, and he did 
not intend to give him any more than four reals ; 
f or he was often givíng him something, and they, 
•who expect the benevolence*, should he mannerly, 
and take with a cheerful countenance whatever is 
given them, and not stand upon terms with the 
winners, unless they know them for certain tó be 
sharpers, and that their winnings were unfairly 
gotten ; and, for demonstratíon of Jiis being a|i 
honest man, and no cheat, as the other alleged, 
there could be no stronger proof than his refiisal tp 
jcomply with his demand ; for cheats are always 
tributaries to the lóokers on, wko know them. 
That Í5 true, quoth the steward: be pleased» Hiy 
lord gpvemor, to adjudge what shall be done with

courtesey* or in return fbr dcciding in his favour, gires somc- 
thing to a stander-by. And this, in Spain, is a common

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these meñ. What shall be done, is this, answered 
Sancho : You, master winner, good, bad, ór indiffe- 
rerit, give your hackster here immediately a hun- 
dred reals^ and pay dqwn thirty more for the poor 
prisoñers : and you, Sir, who have neither oflSce nor 
bénefice, and live without any employment in this 
island, take these hundred reals instantly, and, 
sometime to-morrow, get out of this island for ten 
years, on pain, if you transgress, of finishing your 
bánishment in the next life : for I will hang yoii on 
a gallows, or at least the hangman shall do ít foi* 
me; and let no man reply, l^st I pünish him 
severely, The one disbursed ; the other received : 
the one went out of the island; the other went 
Jioané to hís house ; and the govemor said : It shall 
c0st mé a fall, or I will demolish these gaming- 
hoUses; for I have a suspicion that they are very 
'prejudicial, This, at least, quoth one of the scri- 
yeners, your honour cp,nnot put down ; for á great 
^person keepfe it, má what he loses in the year is 
.beyoi\d c^>mparison moré than what he gets by the 
c^ds. yourwíorshipmayexértyourauthorityagaimt 
^p^tty gaming-houses, which do inore hjEarm,and cover 
ppiQre ^buses : for in those, which belong to p^rsoDs 
of quaUty, notprious cheats dare not put their trícks 
iii prafctice ; and, since the vice of play is become a 
^common practice, it is better it should go forward 
'in the houses of péople of distinction, than in those 
pf mean qúality,'where they take in unfortunate 
bubbles after midnight, and strip off their very skin.

own eyes; and, lest the gaoler should put his in-r 
terested generosity in practice» I wiU sconce him 
in the penialty of two thpusand duqats, if he «ufíers 
you to stir a step from the prison. AU this is 
matter pf laughter, answered the youth : the busi:^ 
aess is» I defy all the worid to make me sleep tbis 
night in prison.

I YÍsit the markets, a¿ jom wprship advifies me ;

geodness, character, and true value ; and that who- 
ever dashed it with water, or changed its name» 
should b^ put to death for it. He moderated the 
prices of all sorts of hose aiid shoes, espedally tbe 
latter, the current price of whidi he thought exor- 
bitant. He limited the wages of servants, whidi 
before wer^ verjr extravagant^, He laíd most se- 
vere penalties upon those, who should sing lasdvious 
and iudecent songs by day or by night. He decreed» 
-tiiat no blizid man should sing his niiracles in verse^ 
unless he produced an authentic testimony of the 
truth of them^ esteeming most of those sung |>y tbat 
sort of peoide to be false^ in. pvqjudice ta tbe true 
ones. He created an overseer of the poor^not to 
pa*8ecute them, but to examine whether they were 
such or no ; for^ under cdour of feigned maimness, 
gpd cQunterfeit sores, they are often sturdy thieves, 
and hale drunkards. In short, he made such 
whotepotna ordinances, that they are observ^ in

Great was the pleasure all reeeived «t hearing 
Teresa Panza's letter, espec^aQy the duke and 
duchess, who asked Don Quixote» whethcr he 
thought it proper to open the letter fyr the go vemor, 
which must needs be most excellent. Doa Quxxote 
sfád, to pleáse them, he wouid open it ; which he 
did„ añd'found thecontents as foUows:-*- 

J^eresa Paimís htt^r to her hushand Sancho 
Panm. 

• ^ I received your letter, dear Sancho ^f ipy wx¡U 
bAA I vow land sirear to yot», upon th^ word of a 
cathoKc "christian, that I was withiij twp fingers* 
hiíeadth i5f Tuniling makl<with satisfaction. Look 
you, te^hei*;' when I came to hear that you was 
^rgOTemor, methougbt I ahould bave dropped 
down dead for mere joy; for, you know, it is 
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usuaSj sdíd, that tsaiddéu joy kills as éffecttially 'as 
excessáre gríef. Your daughter SancMca could liot'* 
contain her water, for pure ecstasy. I had béfore 
my eyes the suit you sent me, and the corals scnt 
by my lady duchiess about/ my nec^^ and the lette» 
in my hands, and the bearer of ihem presOTt; and,- 
for aJll that, I believed and thought aU I saw ánd 
touched was a dream : for who could ímagine that 
a goatherd should come to be a govemor of islands ?, 
You know, friend, my mother used to say, that 
One must live long to see much. I say this, because 
1 think to see more, if I live longer : for I never 
expect to stop till I see you a farmer-general, or a 
coUectér of the customs ; offices, in which, thoiigh 
the devil carries away him that abuses' them, in 
short, one is always taMng and fingerfaigof money* 
My lady duchess will tell you hbw I loñg tó go to 
eourt : consAder of it, and lct me know your mind í 
fúr I wiH strive to do you credit **ere by ri^ng ití 
a coach. Thé priest, the barber, the bachélor, aaid 
even the sexton, cannot beKeve you are a govemor, 
and say, that it is all delusion, or matter oF 
enchantment, like all the rest of your master Don 
Q;m9tote^s affairs : and Sampson $ays, he wfll' find 
you ottt, and take this govemment out óf youi* 
Jiead, and Bon Quixote^s madness out cf his dLvUlL 
I tmfy laugh at them, and lock upon n^y stiing of 
corals, and am contiiving how to mákeour daugh^t 
ter a gown of tlie suit you sent mc. I sertt iny 
fedy (kichéss a parcel of acoras : I wisJFi they haá 
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lüeen of gold. Piythée) send me some stríngs of 
pearl, if thej are in fasfaion in that same island. 
Thé news of this town is, that the BemieGa is 
ahout marrying hér daughter to a sorry painter; 
who is come to this town to paint whatever sAiould 
oller. The magistrates ordered him to paint the 
king's arms dver the gate of the town-house ; he 
demanded two ducats : tbey paid him before^iandc 
he worked eight days, at the end of which he had 
made nothing of it» aad said, he could not hit 
upon paintuig such trumpery. He retumed the 
money, and, for afl that, he inarries under the title 
o£ a good workman. It is true, he has ahready 
quitted the pf^ncil, and taken the spade, and goee; 
to the^ field Uke a gentleman« Pedro de Lobo^s son 
has t^en orders, and shaven his crown, in order^ó 
be a priest. Minguilla, Mingo Silvato's niece, has 
fieard of it, and is suing him upon a promise of 
mamage : evU tongues do not ^tick to say she is 
with 'cfaild l^ him; but he denies it with both 
hands. We have had no Sives this year, nor i|; 
there a drop of vinegar to be had In ali this town, 
. A oompany of foot-soldiers passed through here, 
and, by the way, camed off three girls. Í wi^ not 
tdl you who they are : perhaps, they wül rétum, 
and Bomebody or oth^r wiU not íail to marry them 
with all their £sujlts. Sanchica makes boiie4ace; 
and gets e%ht maravedis a day, which she drops 
into a tiUrbox, to help towards household stuff : 
iMit now that she is a govemor's daughter, you wiU 
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give her a fortune, and ^he need not work fop it, 
The pump in our market-place is dried up. A 
thunderbolt fell upon the pillory, and ther^ may 
they aH light.

The letters caused much laughter, applause^ 
esteem, and admiration ; and, to put the seal to the 
.whole, arrived the courier, whp brought that, which 
Sancho sent to Don Quixote ; whidi was also pub» 
licly read, and occasáoned the govemor's simplicity 
to be matter of doubt. The duchess retired, tp 
leam of the page wh^t had be^en him in Sancho^ 
viUitge j who related the whole yefy particularly, 
without le^ying a oircumstancq unrepited* He 
gave her the acoras, as also a cheese, which Teresa 
gave him for a veiy good one, and better than 
those of Tronchon. The duchess recdved it Fith 
great sotÍHfacticm ; and so we will kave them^ tQ 
relate how ended the govemment of the great Sant- 
cho Panza, the flower and mirror of all insuUarj 
KOveryuNrs.

CHAP. L 

Qf the ímüame end and eondtmon qf Sancko 
JPanza's govemfuent, 

J. O think, that in this Ufe the thÍDg3 thereof wili 
contiiiuQ sXwajs in the same state, is a vain expec- 
tation : the whole seems rather to be going romid^ 
I mean in a circle. The spring is succeeded bjv the 
summer, the summer by the autumn^ the autumn 
b^ the winter. and the winter by the spring agaín ; 
and thus time roUs round with a continual wheeL 
Human Üfe onty posts it to its end» swifter than 
time itself, without hope of r^ewal^ unless in tbe 
next, which is limited by no bounds. This is the 
reflection of Cid Hamete, the Mahometan philoso- 
pher, For mapy, without the light of faith, and 
merely by natural instinct, have discovered the trah- 
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sitory and unstabie condition pf the present life, 
and the et^nal duration of that which is to comer 
But here our author speaks with respect to the 
fwíftness, with which Sancho^s govemmeQt ej^eá, 
perished, dissolved, and vanished into smoke and 
ashadow. 

Who being in bed the seventh night of the dayy 
of his govemment, not satiated with bread nof 
wine, but with nttíng in judgment, deciding causes^ 
and making statutes and- proclamations ; and sleep» 
maugre aiid in deqnte of hunger, b^inning to close 
his eje-lids ; he 4ieard so great a noise of bells and 
voices, that he veriif thought the whole island had 
been sinking. He sat up in his bed, and listened 
attentivdif, to see if he could guess at the cause óf 
so great an uproar. But so far was he from 
guessíng, that, the din of an infinite number of 
trümpets and drums joimng the noise of the bcBs 
and voices, he was in greater confusion, and in moite 
fear and dread tíhan at first. And, getting upon fats 
íeet, he put on ^ppérs, because of the dampness of 
the floor ; and, without putting on his n^ht-gowii, 
or any thing like it, he went out at his chamber 
door, and instantly perceived more thaií twenty 
persons coming along a gallery, wíth ligfated torches 
in their hands, and their swords drawn, all crying 
aloud : Arm; arm, my lord govemor, atm ; for ah 
infinite number of enemies are entered the island, 
and we lare undone, íf your conduct and valóur do 
not succour us. With this noise and uproar, théy 
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ekíñt where Sancho stood, astonished and stupified 
iritii what he heard and ww. And when thejr 
wete come np to him, one of them said : Arm your^ 
seif straight,^ mj lord, nnless you would be nDned; 
andthe wholeisland with you. Whathare I to do 
with arming, repliedSancho,who know nothing oif 
ams or succours ? It were better to leave these 
matta*s to my master Don QuixotC) who will dis- 
patch them and sécure us in a trice ; for, as I am á 
sinner toGod, I understand nothing at all of these 
hurly-burlies. Alack, signor govemor, said another, 
what faint-heartednessis tMs? Arm yoursel^ Srí 
fbr herp we bring you weapons oflTensive and defbi-^ 
áve; and come fiwth to the market-place, andbe 
üur leader and our capt^n, since you ought to be 
so, as being our govemor. Arm me, then, in (Sod's 
name, repKed Sancho : and instantly they brought 
him a couple of old targets, which they had pur- 
jposely provided, and dapped them over his shirt 
(not suffering him to put on any oUier garment) thé 
VDt before, and the other behind. They thnist hi» 
arms through certain hdes they had made in tfaem, 
imdtied them wtíiwith some cord; insomuch that he 
remsánedwalled and boarded up strait like a spin^ 
tHcj withoufcbeing able to bend his knees, or walk 
one «ingle step. They put a lance into his handi 
lipon which he leaned, to keep himself upon his 
feet* Thüs acooutred, ihej desired him to marclH 
má "to lead and encourage them afl ; for, he being 
ühcirTiortli-polei tíieirlanth0rnj and their momifl^^

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aitaf^ their affairs would faare ^proqieroia i 
How 9hould I'march, wretch that I am, amwered 
Síancho, when I cannot stir iiij knee*pans ? for { 
am hindered by these boardS| which press sp close 
and hard upon my flesh. Your pnly way is, to 
carry me in your arms, and lay me athwart, or set 
me upright sat some postem, which I wiU maintain, 
either with my lance or my body. Fie, signo|r 
govemor, quoth anoth^, it is more fear, than the 
targets, that hinders your marching. Have done/ 
for shame, and bpstir yourself ; for it is late, the 
enemy ii^creases^ the cry grows louder, and th^ 
danger pnesses. 

At which persua»ons and reproaches the poor 
goTernor tried to stír, and down he feU with such 
yiolence, that he thought he had dashed himself to 
pieces, He lay like a tortoise enclosed and covered 
with iÚB sheU, or like a flitch of baeon between two 
trays, or like a boat with the l^ed upw^ds upon 
the sands, And though they saw him faU, those 
jestíng rqgues had not the least compassion onjiim; 
on the eontrary, putting otit their torches, tbey re< 
inforced the damour, and reiterated the alarm, witl^ 
such hurry and bustle, trampUng ovHsr poor Safincho, 
and giving him a hundred thwacks upon 'tíie taiv 
gets, that, if he had not gathered himsejif up» an4 
shrunk in his head between the buckkaM^ it ha4 
gope hard with the poor govemor ; wlio^ maopieá 
up in that narrow eompass, sweated and-swi^<e4 
agaín^ and recommended hknself to God ftom tht 
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bóttom of his heatt^ tb deMver him firom thát dangefi 
Some sÍumUecl, others fell orer hiúi ; and one thece 
Wakt who, geiting a-top of him^ stood there for a 
goó^ while, ánd from thence, as fróm a watofaHí 
tower^ commanded the troops, and, with a loud 
voice, críed: This wáy, brave boys ; here the enemf 
charges thickest ; guard that postem ; shut yoit 
gáte; down with those scalÍBg-ladders ; this wáy 
with your cauldrons of roán, pitch, and buming 
oil ; barricado the streets with wool-packs. In shfurt^ 
he named, in the utmost hurry» all the necessary 
implements and engines of war, used in defence e£ 
a city assaulted. The poor battered Santiiot^ who 
heard» aiíd bove all/said to himselbf : Oh, if it were 
heaven*8 gdod pleasíire» that this island were oncé 
lost, ánd I coiild see ihysélf, either dead, or out o£ 
this great strdit ! Heáven heard tfais peiition, andi» 
whai he least expected it, fae heard voices cryihg^* 
Victory, viotory, the eaaemy is routed : rise signor 
l^overtior» énjoy tfae conquest, htA divide the i^ib 
takea firoiü &e.fi)é l^ tHe vakmr óf that invindble 
arm. Let me he fifted up» qütíth the dolorousSaa^ 
chn with aif^fid v(»ce. They hdped him tarise i 
and, whsén he wa» got upon his legs, he said : May 
átt.theff^ftii^ 1 havfi vañquished be nailedto my 
farc^e^d 3 , Z itm divjde no apoik. of enemi^ ; but I 
entoíat a^dJieMe^h scnneinend» if Ihave any» io

And^ 
as to the. eating part^ I give you my word I wiB 
amend that, and let you eat abundantly oif whalk 
éver you have a mind to. It colnes too late, an*^ 
swered Sancho : I wiU as soon sti^ as tum Turk«r 
These áre not tricks to be played twice Before 
God, I wiU no more continue in this, iióp aecept o^ 
any other govemment» though it were seiVed üp t^ 
me in a covered dish, than I wiU fly to heavea: 
without wings. I am of thé race of the Pamsaa» 
who are aU headstrong ; aád if they oiice cry, OddSt* 
odds it shaU be, though it be even, in spite of aU 
the world. In this staUe let the pismice'S wings; 
reínain, that raised me up in the air to be exposed. 
a prey to martlets and other smaU l»rds : and wtura 
we to walk upon plain ground,, with a phdn £bot^ 
for» if it be not adomed with piiikéd Cordovan shoei^; 
it witt Aot watit for hempen sandals *. Every sheep; 
with its Itke ; and, Stretch not jrour ftet beyood 
your sheet : and so let me be gone; for it grow»

an account of his administration. When your lord- 
ship has done so f or the ten days * you have held 
the govemment, you shaíi depart, and God's peace 
be wifti ybü. Nobody can requu'e thfít of me, an^ 
swered Sancho, but whom hiy lord duke shall 
appoint. To him I am going, and to him it ñiaXL 
be gíven exacüy : besides, dq>arting nakéd ás I do, 
there needs siírely no othér proof of my having* 
govemed like an an^eL BdFore 'Gbd, the great 
Sancho is in the right, quoth doctor Pedro Resáo, 
and I am of opinion we should let him go ; for ihé 
duke wiU be infínitely glad to see him. They all 
consented, and suflfei:^ him to depart, offering first 
to bear faim company, áftd to fumish evéry ihing 
hedeáired, for the üíe of his person, and the con-i 
venitocy o( }iSs journey. Sancho said, he désired 
onfy a httle barley for Dapple, ánd half a cheese

CHAP. II. 

fFkiek irtiUU qfntatters relating ío this ktgfary^ 
and io no other. 

XhE duke and duchess riesolired, that Dotf 
^íuiaDOíte's chalkfnge of tiieir vassal, for the cause 
ábove-mentioned, should gd forward ; ánd» though 
the young rató was ift Flatíders, whither he was 
&d to avoid having Donna Rodrigues for íds mo^ 
thsp-in-law, they gave orders for potting in his 
fflace a GascoOn lacquey called Tosilos, instructing 
íám pr^iously in every thing he was to do, About 
two dftjns after, the d:uke said to Don QuixotCr 
that his opponent would be there ift four daysy 
and present himseif in thé lists, anned as a knight^ 
and would maintain, that the damsel lyed by half 
the beard, and even by thé whole ()eard, if she said 
he had given her a promise of marríage. Don 
Quixote was highly delighted with the news» and 
promised himself to do wonders upon the occasion, 
esteeming it a special happinesÉ;i that an opportu-» 
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iiit^ offered of demonstratíng to their grandeur^ 
how far the vafeur of his puissant arm extended.; 
and so, with pkaBure and satis&ction, he waital 
the four days, which, in the account of his impB^ 
tience, were four hundii^ ttges. 

Let -us let them pass, as we let pass manj' other 
things, and attend upon Sanchó, who, between glaé 
ánd sorrjr, was making the best of his way upoii 
Dapple toward his master, whose company he waa 
fonder of, than of being govemor of all the islands 
in the world. Now he had not gone far froin the 
island of his govemment (for he never gave himself 
the trouble to determine whethér it was an island, 
dty, i¡aWn, or village, liiat fae govemed) when he 
saw coíñing along the road six pilgrtms, with theír 
staves^ bcing foreigners, such as ask alms siaging ; 
ahd, aa they drew near to him, they plaoed them^ 
adves in a fow, and, raisbg their voices aU toger 
ther, b^an to sing, in theír language, what Sancho 
éould not understand, excepting óne word, which 
they distinctly pronounced, signifying Afans; 
lirhence he coneluded, that alms was what tfaey 
b^ed ín their canting way. Añd he being, as 
Cid Hámete says, extíremely charitaUe, he tock 
tbe half Imf ftnd half cheese out of his Wallet, and 
gttve it them, making signs to them, that he had 
Botfaing ebe to give tfaem. They recelved it very 
WiliÍB^y, and cried, Gueite» guelte*. I do nqt un-

iiot fk penny of money : and» spurriag his Dap{de,F 
fae broke through them ; and, as he passed by, one 
of them, who had viewed him with much attention^ 
caught hold of him, and, throwing his áníis about 
his waist, With a loud voice, ánd in very good Cas-* 
tilian, said : 6od be my aid ! what is it I see? Is 
it posabk X havé in my amús my deiú* friend and 
góoá neigUbour Sancho Panza? Yesr» certainly I 
hja.vé'; for I am néithtír ásleep nor drúnk. Sancba 
was swíprised to hew himself called by his name^- 
and to find himsdf embraced by the stránger pil^* 
grim ; and, though he viewed hím eamestíy a good 
while, without speaking a word» hé could not caD 
him to mind; But the pilgrim, percéiving his sus- 
pmÉei sáid : How ! is it posáble» brother Sancha 
Paíiza; you do not know ydur hdghbour RicoCe^ 
the Müñscb shof^eeper of your town? Then 
Sancho obáervéd him mpre attentiveiy^ and b^ant 
to recoUect him, and at last remembeí^ him per- 
fecüj ; and, without aUghting írom his beast, he 
threw his arms about his neck, and said : Wfao ihe 
devil» Ricote» should know you iñ this di8|^ise ? 
TelÍ me, how came you thus frenchified ? and how 
iiare you venture to retum to Spain, wh^, if you 
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weloiown and caught» it wül fare but ill with you. 
If you do not discover me, Sancho, answeredltie 
pjlgriin, I am safe enough ; for, in this garb, notKN^ 
jcan know me. A,nd let us go out of the road to 
yonder poplar grove, where my comrades have a 
laind to dine and repose themselves, and you shall 
eat wWi tfaem ; for they are a very good sort of 
peopje ; and there I shall have an opportunity to 
tell'you what has befallen me since I departed 
from our yillage, in obedience' to his majesty's pro- 
clamation» wMch so rigorously threat^ned the mi* 
fi^rable people of our nation/ as you must have 
heárd. 

Sancho consented, and Ricote speaking to the 
rest of the pilgrims, they tumed aside toward the 
p(^lar grove, which they saw at a distance, far 
enough out of the high road. They flung down 
their staves, and, putting off their pilgrim's weeds» 
remained in their ja^k^s. They were all genteel 
young fellows, excepting Bicote, who was pretty 
well^advanced in years. They all carried wallets, 
which, as appeared aíterwards, were well provided 
with incitatives, and such as provoke to thirst at 
two leagues distance. They laid themselves along 
on the ground, and, making the gcass their table* 
doth, they spread their bread, salt, khives, nnts,

carried the palm in the fidd of this banquet, was, 

pix hdttles of wine» each producing one out of his 

wallet. Even honest RÍGote, who had transfonned 

himself &om a Moor into a German, or Dutchman» 

{HiHed out his, which for bigness might vie with the 

other five. Now they b^an to eat with the highest 

xe]ish, and much at their leisure» dwelling upon the 

^aste of every bit they took upon the point of a 

knife, and very little of each thing ; and straight aU 

together lifted up their arms and their bottles into 

ih$ air, mouth apjdied to mouth, and their eye^ 

nailéd to the heavens» as if they were taking áim 

at it, and» in thia posturer'waving their heads from 

eáde to side, in token of the pleasure they received, 

they cbntiriued a good while, transñising the entraüs 

c^ the vessels into their own stomachs. Sancho 

beheld all this, and was nothing grieved thereat ; 

but rather, in compKance with the proverb he véry 

well knew, When you are at Rome, do as they 

do at Rome, he demanded of Ricote the botüe, 

and took his aim, as the others had done, and i:iot 

with less relish. Four times the bottles bore being 

tUted ; but, for the fifth, it was not to be done ; for 

they were now as empty and as dry as a lush, 

which strúck a damp upon the mirth they faad 

hitherto shewn. One or other of them, ftom tittie 

U) time, would take Sancho by the right hand, and 
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say : Sp^niacd ^nd Dutchman, all one, goot cpm-^ 
panion; and Sancho would answer: Góot com* 
panion» I vow to gad. And then he burst out intd 
a fit of laugtóng, whkh held him an hour, without 
his remembering at that time any thing of what 
had befallén hím in his govemment : for cares have 
cdmmonly but very little jurisdiction over the tíjttie 
tbat is spent in eating and drinking. FinaUy, the 
making an end of the wine was the begiiming of ^ 
sound sleep^ which seized them all, upon their very 
board and table-cloth, Only Ricote and Sancho 
remained awake, having drank less, though eaten 
more, than the rest. And they two, going aside, 
sat them down $t the foot of a heech, leaving the 
pilgrims buried in a sweet sleep ; and Bicote, lay- 
ing aside his J^orisco, said what follows in pure 
CastiUan. ^ 

You well know, O Sancho, my neighbour and 
friend, how the proclamation and edict, which his 
majesty commanded to be published against thosc 
of my nation, struck a dread and terror into us all : 
at least into me it did, in such sort, thatmethought 
the rigour of the penalty was akeady executed 
upQu rae and my children, befoie the time limited 
fgap our departure from Spain. I piüvided therefore, 
as I thought, like a wise man, who, knowing, at 
such a time, the house he livcs in wilj be táken 
from him, secures anotíier to remove to : I say, I 
left our town, alone, and withmit my faii^}y, to find 
out a place, wbither I migfat cmv^mmüj carry 
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them, without that hürry the rest went away in. 
For I well saw, as did all the wigest among us» 
that those prodamatioiis were not bare threaten» 
ings, as some pretended they were, but effectual 
kws, and sueh as would be put in execution at the 
appointed time. And what coníirmed me in the 
belief of this, was» my knowing the mischievous^' 
extraragant designs of our people; which were 
such, that, in my opinion» it wa^ a divine inspira- 
tion thfit moved his majesty to put so brave a reso- 
lution in practice. Not that we were all culpable ; 
for some of us were steady and true christiañs : 
but these were so few, they could not be coiníipared 
with those that were other^^'ise ; and it is not pru-r 
dent to nourísh a serpent in one's bosom, by ke^-; 
ing pne's enemies within doors. In short, we wéte 
justly punished with the sentence of banishment ; 
a soft and mild oncvin the opinion of some, but to 
us thé most tenible that can be inflicted. Where-» 
ever we áre, we weep fonSpain ; for, in sho^t, here 
were we born, and this is our natlve country. We 
no where find the reception our raisfortune requires, 
Even in Barbary, and all other parts of Afiica, 
where we expected to be recdved, cherished, and 
made much of, there it is we áre most n^lected 
and inisused. We knew not our happiness, tífl 
we lost it; and sogreat is the desire almost all o£ 
m have of retuming to Spain, that most of those 
(and they are not a few) who can speak the lan- 
gu8ge like myself^/orsake their wives and chikbfen. 
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aiid Gomo back again ; so vident is the love iJiey 
i)ear it. And it is now I know, and fínd bj m^ 
perience, the truth of that common saying, Sweet 
is the love of one's country. 

^* I went away, as I said, from our town: I entered 
into France ; and, though thei^ I met with a good 
reception, I had a deáre to see other eountries. I 
went into Italy, and then into Germany, and tha^e 
I thought we might live more at liberty, the na- 
tives not standing much upoñ níeeties, and every 
one living as he pleases ; for, in most parts of it, 
there is liberty of conscience. I took á house ín 
a viUage near Augsburgh, but soon left it, and 
joined company with these pilgríms, who come in 
great numbers, every year, into Spain, to visit its 
holy jdaces, which they look upon as their Indies, 
and a certain gaín, and sure profitw They trQvd 
almost the kingdom over, and there is not a vil- 
lage; but they are sure of getting meat and dnnk 
in it, and a real at least in money ; and, at the end 
of tbeir jouwiey, they gb off with abóve ahundred 
crowns dear, which, being changed into gold, they 
carry out of the kingdom, either in the hollow of 
their staves^ or in the patches of their weeds, or by 
some other slight they are masters of, and get safe 
into their own country, in spite of all the officers 
and searchers of the passes and ports, where money 
is registered. Now, my design, Sancho, is, to 
CBTry off the treasure I left buried (for, it being 
ivíthotít the town, I cari do it with the less danger) 
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and to write» or go over to my wife and daughter» 
wbo, I know, are in Algiers, and contrive how to 
bring them to some port of France, and from thence 
carry them into Germany, where we will wait, and 
see how God will be pleased to dispose of us. For, 
in sh<»»t, Sanoho, I know for certain, that Ricota» 
my daughter, and Francisca Ricote, my -wife, arc 
catholic christians, ^nd, though I am not aitoge- 
ther such, yet I am more of the christian than the 
Moor ; and I constantly pray to God to open the 
eyes of my uñderstanding, and make me know in 
what manner J ought to serve him. But w}»t I 
wonder at, is, that my wife and daughter should 
rather go into Barbary, than into France, where 
they might have lived as christians. 

Look you, Ricote, answered Sancho, that per^ 
haps was not at their choice, because John Tiopeyo» 
your wife's brother, whp carríed them away, bdudg 
a rank Moor, would c^ainly go where he ^ought 
it best to stay : and I can tell you another thing, 
which is, that I bdieve it is in vain fin' you to look 
for the money you left buried, becimse we bad 
news, that your brother-in-iaw, and your wife, had 
ábundance of pearls, and a great deal of ímmy in 
gold, taken from tíiem, as Qot having been regis- 
l^ed. That may be^ repUed Ricote: but I tm 
6ure, Sancho» tbey did not touch my hoftrd i for J 
never discovered it to thepi, a^ií^aring mw W»- 
chance : and therefore^ SanchOj if you will go ^i^ 
with me, and help me io carry it off ^jpd OQpceM 
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it, I wiHgive yoü two hunflredcrowns, witib whidi 
you may relieye ymur wants; for you know I am 
not ignorant they are many. I would do it, an«» 
üwered Sancho, but that I am not at aU covetous ; 
ioT, had I been so^ I quitted an empjioyment this 
very moming, out of which I could have made the 
walls of my house of gdd, and, before six months 
had been at an en4» have eaten in plate t áo tha^, 
íbr this reason, and because I think I shoidd betray 
my king by íavauring his enemies, I wiU not go 
with you, thougb» instead of two hundred crownSt 
yott should lay me down four hundred upon the 
Bj^ And what employment is it you have (j¡mU 
^ed, Sancho ? demanded Bioote. I left bemg go^ 
vernor of an island, answered Sanchó, and sueh ^ 
one, as, in &ith, you wiU scarce, at tfaree puUs, 
loeet with its feUow, And where is this island ? 
demandted Rkote. Where? answered Sancho; 
why, two leagues from hence, and it is called the 
island Barataría. Peace, Sancho, quoth Bicote; 
jbr islands are out at sea : thare are no isiands on 
the main land. No ? replied Sancho : I tell you, 
fríend Bicote, that I left it this very moñiing ; and 
yesterdáy I was in it^ goveming at my pleasure, 
iike any Sagittárius : but, for ali tbat, I quitted it, 
iooking upon the offtee of a govemor to be a very 
dangerous thing. And what have you got by the 
govemment ? demanded Ricote. I have got, «n*^ 
swered Sancho, this expexience, to know I am fit 
ip gévem juíüúiig but a herd of cattk» and thftt 
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the riches got in such governments are got at thé 
expense of one's ease and sle^, yea, and of oné*s 
sustenance ; for, in islands, govemors eat but Uttle» 
espedally if they have physidans to look after 
their health. I understand you not» Sracho, 
quoth Ricote ; and all you say seans to me extT$^ 
ragant : for who should give you idands to govérn? 
Are there wanting men in the world, abler than 
yoü are, to be govemors ? Hold your peace, San«- 
cho ; recal your senses, and consider whether you 
will go along with me, as I said, and help me to 
take up the treasure I leít buried ; for, in truth* it 
may very well be 'called a treasure ; and I will give 
you wherewithal to live, as I have already told you. 
And I have told yoú, Rtcote, replied Sancho, that 
I vnül not : be satisfied ; I will not discover you, 
and go your way, in God's name, and let me go 
inine: for I know, that What is well got may 
meet witfa disaster, and What is ill got déstroys 
both it and its master. 

I will not ui^ you &rther, Sancho, quoth Ri- 
x;ote : but, tell me, were you in our town, when 
my wife and daughter, and my brothér-in-law, 
went away ? Was I ? ay, answered Sancho ; and 
I can tell you, that your daughter went away so 
bemitíful, tfaat all tfae town went out to s^e faer, 
and every body said, sfae was tfae fínest cceature iu 
ifae world. Sfae went away weeping, and emr 
t^raoed all faer friends and acquaintance, and all 
that came to see fa^, and desired th^ all to re- 
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eomiiiend her to God, aad to our lady his mother : 
aild this so feelingly, that she made me weep, who 
am no great whimperer: and, in faith, manj had 
a desire to conceal her, and io go and take her 
awaj uppn the road: butthe fear of transgressÍBg 
the king's command restrained them. Don Pedro 
Gregorio, the rich heir you know, shewed himself 
the most aíTected ; for, they say, he was mightüy 
in love with her ; and, since she went away, he has 
never been seen in our towñ, and we a]| think he 
followed to steal her away ; but hitherta lic^hing 
farther is known. I ever had a jealousy, quoth 
Bicote, that this genüeman was smitten with my 
daughter : but, trusting to the virtüe of my Ricota, 
it gave me no trouUe to find he was in love with 
her : for you must have heard» Sandio, that ihe 
Moorish women seidom or never mingle in lovie 
with old christíans ; and my daughter, who, as I 
believe, minded rehgion more than love, little 
rq^arded this ricfa heir*s courtship. God grant it, 
reidied Sancho ; for it would be very ill for them 
both : and let me be gone, friend Ricote ; for I in- 
tend to be to^night with my master, Don Quixote* 
God be with you, brother Sancho, said Ricote ; for 
my comrades are stirring, and it is time for us also 
to be on our way. And then they embraced each 
other: Sancho mounted his Dapple, and Ricote 
leaaed on his pilgrim's staff ; and so they parted 
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ty fchat héfel Sancko in the way^ and oiher mát^ 
ters, which y<m have only to'see. 

S ANCHO staid so long with Ricote, thrt te had 
not time to reach the duke's castle that 'daj; 
thongh he was amved wíthin half a league cf it, 
when the night, somewhc^ dark and doae, orertook 
him : but, it being summer time, it gave íiim nor 
greai conoem ; and so he strudk: ottt of the toády 
¡miposiiig to wait for tfae moniii^. Buthisfllluck 
trúidd Imve lU that^ in seeking a place, wheR íié 
lnight best accommodate faimseU; he and Daqppié 
felí together iato a deep and Tnry dart: pit» amongf 
some niínsof old biQldmg»; and, «s fae was fidling; 
fae reconniiended bimself to God witíi his wfaote 
heart, not expecting to stop tUl he came to the éeftíkk 
of the dbyss. But it feB out otherwiiSé; for, a littfe 
beyond three fathom» Dapple felt ground, and 8aii*¿ 
cho found himself on his back» witfaout haviag re^ 
ceived toy damage or kurt át alL He feU to feefing 
hÍB body alí over^ tod heM his breath» to see if he 
was sound, or bored through in anj part : and find'^ 
iog hima^ well, wfaole, and in eatfaoHc liealth, fae 
thoug^t he Gould never give suffident thanks to 
God for the mercy extended to him ; for he verily 
thought he had l^een beaten into a thousand pieces^

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He fÜt also with Ms hands about the sides of tbtí 
|¿t, to seé if it wás pos^ble to gét out of it without 
húp ; but he found t)iem all smooth, and without 
ány hdd or footíng : at which Sancho was mudt 
griered, and espedaUy when he héard Dapple groan 
most tenderiy and sa4iy : and no wonder ; nor did 
he lament out of Wftntonness, being, In truth, not 
óver w^U situated. Aias ! said Sancho Panza then, 
what tinexpectcd accidents perpetuaUy befel those^ 
who Hve in this misf rable world ! Who could have 
thought, that he, who yesterdáy saw himself en- 
^oroned a govemor of ati island, commanditig hi^ 
ftervants and his vasisals, should to-day find himself 
feuiied in a pit^ wül^ut any body to help him, and 
ivithout servaht or yusÉÚ to eome to his assástance? 
Here must I and mv ass perish with hünger, unles» 
We die first, he by pruises and contusions, and I by 
gridTand concem. As least, I shall not be so happy 
Hs ~my master Dop Quixote de la Máncha wa$f 
when he descended aild went down into the cave 
ót the enchanted Montesinos, where he met with 
better entertainm^nt thán in his own house) aiid 
tirhere, it seems, he found the doth ready laid, and 
the bed ready made. There saw he beautiful «ná 
^asaíit visions; find here I shall see, I suppose^ 
fóads and snakes. Unfiirtlinate thát I am f Wha^ 
áfe my foUies and imaginations come to? Hence 
shall my bones be taken up, when it sháU please 
God that I am found, clean, white, and bare, and 
those of my trasty Dapple with them; whence^ 
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pmAremtixtef it yfül hp cwjectured who we weté^ 
at kart bj those» who háre been infonned, thftt^ 
Sttacho Paii2;a iiey« pwted firom his ass^ nor h]a.a8s^ 
ftom Sandio Paii¿a. And I say^ miserable wei- 
that our ill ludc would not süfier us tó die m ohr 
own countrj^ and among our friends, where, though 
our mirfortunes had Jbund no remedy» th»e would; 
not be wantÍBg some to gríeve for them, and» rt our 
hist gasp, to dose our eyes. O my companion aüd 
my friend ! how ill have I repaid thy goed serviees \ 
íbigÍYe me, and b^ of fortune^ in the bé9t mimiier 
thou att able» to bring' us out of this miseráUe ea^ 
lamity» ia which we are both involved; and I pro^ 
mjfle to pút a crowñ of laurel upon thy head, that 
thou mayest look like any poet-laureat» and to 
double thy allowance* Thus kmented Saocho 
Panzfi» and bis beast listeBed to him withottt' 
aiisw^qg;Oi|e word» sudi w^ the disti^ aftd' 
9iiguish the pckHT creature was iii. 

Finidly» haviag passed aU that night in sad U-^ 
mentaiioiis and complainings» the day caíne odí^ by 
the light and splendour wbereof Saiicho soon 
perceived» it was^ of all imposábilitíes, the taoBt 
impo$síble to get out of that pit without he^* 
Then he b^n to lamei^ and to eiy out akmd^ ti> 
tty if any body could hear him : but aU bis cries^ 
were in the desert*; fortbere wap íifft a creaturoin 

* Thftt 1*0 were thrown away. The phnue ift> I rappote^ 
an alluildn to the terípture character of John Baptist, that ht 
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aU those parts wilMii hearhig ; and then he gave 
himself over for dead. Dapple laj with his mouth 
upwaards, aud Saucho contrived to get him upon Ms 
legs, thougfa he could scait» síand : and pullhig out 
of his wallet, which had also shared the fortune of 
the iall» a piece of bread, he gave it his beast, who 
did not take it amiss ; and Sancho, as if the ass 
understood hím, said to hám : Bread is relief for all 
kind of grief. At length he discovered a hole in 
onc side of the pit, wide enough fbr a man to creep 
througfa stooping. Sancho, squattii^ down, crept 
through upon all four, and found it was ^acious 
and laige within ; and he could see about him, for 
a ray of the sun, glandng in through what might 
be called the roof, discovered it all. He saw also» 
that it enlarged and extended itself into another 
spácious concavity. Which having observed, he 
came badt to where his ass w^as, and with a stone 
began to break away the earth of the hole, and soon 
made room for his ass to pass easily tfarough, which 
he did : then, taking him bj the halter, he advanced 
forward along the cavem^to see if he could find a 
way to get out on the other side. He went on, 
some<pne& darkling, and sometimes without light, 
but never without fear. The almighty God be my 
aid» qupth he to himself ; this, whicfa to me is a 
misfaap, to my master Don Quixote had been au 
adventure : he woidd^ no doubt, have taken these

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dqpth». ánd jdungeons for floweíy gardens and pa* 
laces of Galiána^, and would have expected to issue 
«ut of this ohscuiity by some pleasant meadow. 
But unhappy I,.devoid of counsei, and dejected in 
mind, at everj step, expect some other pit» deeper 
tlian this» to open on a sudden under my feet, aad 
sivaUow me downríght: Wdcome tfaat ül that 
comes alone. In' this mantier, and with these 
thoughts, he fancied he ha4 gone somewhat moie 
than half a league, wben he discoTered a gUmmer- 
íng light, like that of the day, breakáng in, and 
dpening an entrance into what seemed to tím the 
ioad to the other world. Here Cid Hamete Bes 
£ngeli leaves him, and retums to treat of Don 
Quixote, who, with joy and transport, was waíting 
for the appointed day of combat with the ravish^ 
of Donna Rodríguez's daughter's honour, resolving 
to see justice done her, and to take satisfaction for 
the añront and injury oflrered her. 

It happenéd, then, that, riding out <Hie moming, 
to exercise and assay himself for the business of the 
combat, he was to be engaged in within a day or 
two, as he was now reining, now running Rosi- 
nante, he chañced to pitch his feet so near a pit, 
that, had he not drawn the reins in very strongly, 
he must iñevitably have fallen into k. At last 
he stopped him, and fell not ; and, getting a Httle 
nearer, withont a]%hting, he viewed the chasm ;

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and» as fae was looking at it, he heard a l6ud voice 
within, and, listening attentively, he could distin*^ 
guish and understand, that he, who spoke fironi 
below, said : Ho, above there ; is there any chris- 
tian that hears me, or any charitable gentlemaxi to 
take pity of ^ sinner buried alive, an unfprtunate, 
disgovemed govemor? Don Quixote thought he 
heard Sancho Panza's voice; atwhichhe was sur- 
prised and amazed ; and, 'raising his voice as high 
as he cbuld, he cried : Who is below there ? who 
is it complains? Who should be here, or who 
should complain, repKed the voice, but the forlom 
Sancho Panza, govemor, for his sins, and for his 
evil-etrantrf, of the island of Barataria, and late 
squire of the famous knight Don Quixote de la 
Mancha ? Which Don Quizote heoring, his asto- 
nishment was doubled, and his amazement ín- 
creased; íbr it came into his imagination, that 
Sancho Panza was dead, and that his soul was there 
doing penánce; and, being carried away by this 
thought, he said : I conjure tjiee, by all that can 
conjure thee, ás a catholic christí^n, to tell me who 
thou art ; and, if thou art a soul in purgatory, let 
me know what Í can do for thee ; for, sii^ce It is 
my profession to be aiding and assisting to the 
fteedy of this world, I shall also be ready to aid 
aná assist the distressed in the other, who cannot 
help^ themselves. So then, answered the voice, you 
who s^ak to me are my master Don Quixote de 
la Mancha, and by the tone of the voiee it ean be. 
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Mhody else fór certain. Eton Quixote I am, replied 
Doíi Quixote, he; who professes to succour aud 
assiét the living and the.dead in their necessities.. 
Tdl'me, then, who thou art, for thou amazest me:, 
if you are ray squire Sancho Panza, and chance to^ 
be dea^y since the devils have not got you, büt 
through the mercy of God you are in purgatory,. 
our holy mother the Roman Catholic church has 
supplications sufficient to deliver you from - the 
pains you are in ; and I, for my part, wül solicit 
her in your behalf, as far as my estate wiU reach : 
therefore explain, and without more ado tell me 
who you are. I vow to God, said the voice, and I 
swdar by the birth qf whom your worship pleases» 
signOr Don Quixote de la Mancha, that I am your. 
squire Sancho Pamza, and that I never was dead 
ÍH all the days ef my Kfe, but, that, having left my 
goTernment,'f€a* causes and considerations that re- 
quire more leisure to relate them, this night I fell 
into this cavem, where I now am, and Dapple 
with me, who will nat let me ly e, by the same tokeu 
hq stands here by ine : and would you have any. 
more ? One woutd think the ass had understood 
what SanclK) said ; for at that instant he began to 
bray, and that so lustily, that the whole cave re-- 
sounded with it. A credible Vídtness, quoth Don 
Quixote : I know that bray, as well as if I had 
brought it forth ; and I know yeur TcÉce, my dear 
&inclib : slay a Uttle, and I will go to tíbie duke'» 
castle hard by, and will fetch people to get you^ 
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Dut of this pit, into which your sins have certainly 
■cast you. Pray, go, for the lord's áake, quoth 
San(;j[io, and retum speedily ; for I cannot ioiiger 
-endure being btiried alive here, atid am d)dng with 
fear. 

Don Quixote left him, and werit to the castle, 
to tdl the duke and duchess what had be&lien San- 
cho Panza ; at which they wiond^red not a little, 
thoügh they easíly concéived how he might fajl, by 
the correspdndii^ circumstance of the pit, which 
'had been tíiére time out of mind : but they could 
not imagine how he had left the govemment with- 
out their having advice of his coming. Bioally, 
they sent rbpes and pulEés, and, by dint of a great 
miaíny hands, and a great deal of labour, Ds^plé 
iand Sancho Panzá were drawn out of those^oomy 
shades to thq %ht of the sun. A certaza scholar, 
seeiiig him, said : Thus should, all bad govemors 
eóme out of their govemients, as this sinner comes 
out of the depth of this abyss, starved witíi huíiger, 
wan» and, I suppose, penñyless« Sancho, hearing 
him, said-: It is «ibout é%ht or ten days, ln*other 
murmurer, sincé I entered upon the govemment of 
the idand that was bestowed upon me, in all which 
time I had not my beHy full one hour ; I was 'per- 
secuted by physidans,axid had my bones brokén by 
enemies; ncnr had I leisure to make perquisites, or 
receive my dués; and this beúig so, as it really 
% methinks I dederved not to be' packed off in 
ihis manner : but, JMan proposes, and God dis-

pbsés ; and h^ kAows whlat is best and fittest for 
everyhoáy ; and, As i% the reason, such is the sea» 
«on ; ánd, Let nobody say, I will not drÍBk qf this 
water ; for, Where one expects to meet with gami- 
mons of bacon, there are no pins to hang them on. 
God knows my mind, and that iú enough : I say no 
more, though I could. Be not angry, Sancho, nor 
co^emed at what you hear, quoth Don Quixote ; 
for thcn you will never have done : come but you 
with a safe conscience, and let people say what they 
will ; for you may as well think to barrkado the 
highway, as to tie up the tongue of slander. If a 
govemor comes rich from hís govemment, they say 
fae has plundered it, and, if he leaves it poor, that 
he faas been a good-for-nothii^ fooL I warrant, 
answered Sancho, that, for this bout, they wiB 
rather take me fiir a fool tiian a thief. 

In 5uch talk, and surrounded by a multitude of 
boys and other people, they arrived at the castle, 
where the duke and duchess were afa^ady in a gaK 
lery waitingfor Don Quixote, and for Sancho, who 
would not go up to see the duke, till he had first 
taken the necessary care of Dapple in the stablé, 
saying, the pocn* thing had had but an indiffereat 
night's lodging : and, that done, up he went to see 
the duke and duchess, hekare whom kneeling, he 
saíd : I, my lord and lady, because your grandeurs 
woüld have it so, without any desert of náne, wcnt 
to govem your island of Barataria, into whích naked 
J ^nteM^ ánd naked 1 have kft it; I ndther wíil 
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11« lose: whether I have governe^J well or ill, there 
B^e witnesses, who may say what they pl^ase* I 
haye resolved doubts, and pronounc&d. sentences» 
and all the while ready to die with hunga*, be- 
cause doctor Pedro Rezio, native of Tirteafuera, 
and physician in qrdinary to the island and its go- 
vernors, would have it so. Enemies attadced us 
by night, and though they put us in great dangeil 
the people of the island say^ they were delivered, * 
and got th^ victory, by the valour of my arm ; and, 
according as they say true, so help them God. In 
«hort, in this time I have sutiimed üp the cares and 
^rdens that governing brings with it, and find, by 
my account, that my shoulders cannot bear them^ 
neither are they a proper weight for my ribs, or 
arrows for my quiver; and therefore, lest the go- 
vemment should forsake me, I resolved to fSoíHvíke 
the govemment ; and yesterday morning I left the 
iiriand as I found it, with the same streets, houses, 
imd rqofs it had b^fore I went into it, I borrowed 
nothingof any body, nqr set about jnaking a purse; 
imá though I thought to have made some whole- 
soroe laws, I made none, fearing they would not 
bé obs^*ved, which is aü one as if they were not 
mad^. l quitted, I say, the island, accompanied 
by irdbody but Dapple : í fell into a pit, and went 
along under ground, till this morning by the tíght 
of the sun I discovered a way out, though not so 
easy a one, but that, if heaven had not sent my 
master, Don Quixote, there I had staid till the 
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end of the world. So that, my lord duke, ánd lády 
duchess, behold here your governor Sancho Panza, 
who, in ten days only that he held the govemment, 
has gained the experience to know, that he would 
not givé a farthing to be govemór, not of an Mand 
only, but even of the whole world. This then 
being'the case, kissing your honour's feet, and imi. 
tating the boys at play, who cry, leap you, and then 
lét me leap, I give a l^p out of the govemment, 
ánd again pass ov^r to the service óf my master, 
Don Quixote: for, aftér all, thdugfa with him I eat 
my breád in bodily fear, at least I have my bfelly 
ftiH : ánd, for my part, so that be well fílled, dl is 
one to me, whether it be with carrots or par- 
tridges. 

• Heré Sancho ended his loñg speech, Don Quix- 
ote ffearing all the while he wouid utter a thousand 
, extravagancies, and, seeing he had ended with so 
few, he gave thanks to heaven in his heart. The 
duke enibraced Sancho, and assuréd him, that it 
gf ieved him to tHe soul he had left the government 
so soon ; but that he woüld t^e care he should 
htíve some other employment, in his territorfes, of 
less trouble and more profít. The duchess ako 
embraced him, and ordered he should be made 
much of ; for be seemed to be sorely bruised, amd 
ín ivretched plight.

J I{£) duke and duchess repented not of the jest 
put upoQ Sancho Panza» in relation to the goyem- 
ment they had given him; especiaUy since^their 
$teward came home that very day, and gave them 
a punctual relation of almost all the words and ac-* 
}¿o|is Sancho had said and done during that tüne. 
In fine, he exa^rated the assaiilt of the idand, 
with Sanchp's fíígfat, and departuns ; at which i^y 
iDvere not a little pleased. 

After this, the history tells us, the appointedday 
of comh^tcame» and the duke having over and over 
agam instructed his lacquey Tosilos, how be sh^uld 
behave towards Don Quixpte, so as to overcome 
him without kiUing or wounding him, commanded 
that the iron heads should he takeu pff th/eir lancas» 
txSimg Don Quixojte» that christianity» upon wbich 
he valued Mmself, 4id not aUow» that this battle 
^hauld be fought with so much perilapd hazard of 
theo* Uves^ and that he should cont^nt himself with 
givÍBg them free field-roqm in his territories, though 
ín opposítion to the.decree of the hqly council» 
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which prohibits such challenges ; and therefore he 
would not push the aíTair to the utmost extremity. 
Don Quixote replied, that his excellency might 
dispose matters relating to this business as he liked 
best, foí he wouid obey him in eveiy thing. Thé 
dreadful day being now come, and the duke having 
commanded a spacíous scaffold to be erected before 
the court of the castle for the judges of the field, 
and the two duennas, mother and daughter, appel- 
knts ; an iu&dte nomber of peóple, from aU the , 
neighbouring towns and villE^es, flocked to see the 
novdty of tMs combat, the like having never been 
heaa-d of in that country, neither by the living nor 
the dead. 

Thefirstiwho entered the field and tbe pale, 
wü» the master of the ceremonies, who examined 
th« growDd, aiid walked it all over, that there might 
be no foul play, nor any other tfaing covered to 
oec^áon stumMing or falling. Then entéred the 
duennas, and took their seats, covered with veiis to 
their eyes and even to their breasts, with tcdtens <rf 
no smafl concem. Don Quixote presented himself 
in the Msts. A while after appeared on one side of 
the place, accompanied by many trumpets, and 
mounted upon a puissant steed, making the earA 
shake «^ar him, the great lacquey Toeñoú, his 
vizor 4own, and qnite stiffened with strong «nd 
sMmng armottr. The horse seemed to be a Frise- 
taiider, well-spread, aiid flea^^itten, with a qiiarter 
of a hundred weíght oi woól about ^adb üHlóck» 
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The vaiorotid combatailt came well imtniottíi hj 
the dcike lus lard how to bekave towards the 
valorous Dob Qid&ote de la Mancfaa, and can^ 
tif^ned in no wise to huri faim, Init to endeayour to 
&him the fijist onset, to avoid the daagor of fais 
own death» which miist be inevitalife, ahould he 
>encounter him full-butt. He traversed the lista^ 
and, coming where the diu^maB were, he set liim^ 
self to view awhile her wfao demanded him for her 
husband. The marshal of the field called Don 
Quixote, who had presented himseif in the lists» 
and, together witfa Tosilos» asked the duenna^ 
whetfaer tfaey consented, tfaat Don Quixote de la 
Mancha should maintain their ríght. Tfae j an^ 
swered tfaat they did^and that» whatever he should 
do in tfae case> they aUowed it for weD done, firm» 
and valid. B7 this time the duke and ducfaess 
were seated in a bakony, over the barriers, wfaich 
were crowded with an infinite number of people^ 
ali expectíng to behold this dangerous and unheard 
of battle. It was articled faetween the oombataatflr^ 
that, if Úm Quixote shoxdd conquer his adversary, 
tfae lattar ahould be ohliged to marry donna Ro- 
driguez's daughter ; and, if he should be overcome, 
fais adversary sfaould be at his liberty, and firee 
from the promise the women insisted upon, witii^ 
out giving any other satisfaction. Tfae master of 
the ceremonies divided tfae sun equaUy between 
them, and fixed eacfa in the post he was to stand 
in. The drums beat ; the sound of the trumpets 
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Hñed the air; the earth trémbled beneath their 
feet ; the hearts of the gazing nmltitude were ín 
•suspense, some fearing, others hopin^, the good or 
ill success of this business. Finally» Don Q,uixote, 
xecommending himself with all his heart to God 
«ur Lord, and to the lady Dulcinea dd Toboso, 
^tood waiting wheñ the precise ágnal for the onset 
«hould be given. But our lacquey*s thoughts were 
very differently employed; for he thougfat of no- 
lhmg;but of what I am going to relate. 

It seems, while he stood looking at his female 
/enemy, he fancied her the most beautüul woman 
he had .ever seen in his life, and the little blind boy, 
called up and'down the streets, Love, would not lose 
Ihe opportunity oíFered him of triumphing over a 
lacqueian ^ heart, and pladng it in tfae catalogue 
of his tD^hies ; and so, approaching him fair ánd 
fioftly, without any faody's seemg him, he shot the 
|)Oor lacquey in at the left side with an arrow two 
yards long, and pierced his heart throi%h and 
through : and he might safely do it ; for love is 
invincihle, and goes in and out where he lists, 
Ji¥Íthout be^ng accountable to any body for hí« 
^Eictions. 

I say then, that, when the signal was gíven for 
the onset, our iacquey stood transported, thinldng 
on her he had now made the mistress of his liberty, 
^nd, therefore, regarded not the trumpet's sound» as

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cKd Dop Qpixote, who had scarce heard it, when^ 
bending forward, he ran against his enemy, at Ro- 
sinante's best speed ; and his trusty squire Sancho, 
seeing him'set forward, cried aloud: God guide 
ypu, cream and flower of knights-errant ; God give 
you victory, since you have right on your side. 
And though Tosilos saw Don Quixote making to- 
wards him, he stirred not a step from his post, but 
called as loud as he could to the marshal pf the 
field ; who coming up. to see what he wanted, To- 
silos said : Sir, is not this combat to decide, whether 
I shall marry, or not marry, yonder young lady ? 
It is, answered the marshal. Then, quoth the lac- 
quey, my conscience wiU not let me proceed any 
farther; and I declare, that I yield myself van* 
quished, and am ready to marry that gentlewoman 
immediately. The marshal was surprised at what 
Tosilos said, and, as he was iñ the secret of the 
contrivance, he could not tell what answer to make 
him. Don Quixote, perceiving that his adversary 
did not come on to meet hhn, stopped short in the 
midst of his career. The duke could not guess the 
reason why the combat did not go forward : but 
the marshal went and told him what Tosilos had 
^d: at which he was surprised and extremely 
angry. In the mean time, Tosilos went up to the 
place where Donna Rodriguez was, and said aloud : 
I am willing, madam, to marry yoür daughter, and 
wpuid not obtain that by strife and contention, 
which I may have by peace, and without dauger of 
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death. The valorous Don Quixote, hearíng all 
this, said : Since it is so, I am absolved from my 
promise.: let them be married in God's name, aiid> 
since God has given her, saint Peter bless her. 
The duke was now come down to the eourt of the 
castle, and, going up to Tosflos, he said : Is it true, 
knight, that you yield yourself vanquished, and 
that, instigated by your timorous conscience, you 
wiU marry this damsel? Yes, my l(wd, answered 
Tosilos. He does very well,.quoth Sancho Panza 
at this juncture ; for, What you would give to the 
mouse, give it the cat, and you wiU have no trouble. 
Tosilos was all this whüe unlacing his helmet, and 
desired them to help him quickly, for his spirits 
and breath were just failing him, and he could not 
éndure to be so long pent up in the straitness of 
that lodging. They presently unarmed him, and 
the face of the lacquey was exposed to view. 
Which Donna Rodriguez and her daugfater seeing» 
they cried aloud : A cheat, a cheat ; Tosilos, my 
lord duke's lacquey, is put upon us instead of our 
tnie spouse ; justice f5pom God and the king^ against 
so much deceit, not to say villainy. AfBict not 
yourselves, ladies, quoth Don Quixote ; for this i& 
neither deceit nor viUainy, and, if it be, the duke is 
not to blame, but the wicked enchanters, wbó per- 
secute me, añd who, envying me the glory of thia 
conquest, have transformed the countenance of your 
husband into that of this persón, who, you say, is 
a lacquey of the duke*s. Take my advice, and, in 
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¿pite of the malice of my enemies, many him ; for 
withóxit doubt he is the very mafa you desire to 
take for your husband. The duke, hearing this, 
was ready to vent his anger in laughter, and said : 
The things, which befal signor Don Quixote, are 
so extraordinary, that I am incKned to believe this 
is not my lacquey : but let us make use of this 
stratagem and device ; let us postpone the weddíng 
for fifteen days, if you please, and, in the mean time, 
keep this person, who holds us in doübt, in safe 
custody : perhaps, during that time, he may retum 
to his pristine figure ; for the gnidge the enchanters 
bear to signor Don Quixote cannot surely last so 
long, and especially sirice these tricks and transfor- 
mations avail them so little. O Sir, quoth S&ncho, 
those wicked wretches make it their practice and 
custom to change things relaíing to my master from 
one shape to another. A knight whom he van- 
quished a few days .ago, called The knight of the 
looking-glasses, was changed by them into the shape. 
and figure of the bachelor Sampson Carrasco, a 
native of our town, and a great friend of ours ; and 
Ihey have tumed my lady Dulcinea del Toboso ihto 
a downright country-wench : therefore I imagine 
this lacquey will live and die a lacquey all the days 
of his life. To which Rodriguez's daughter said : 
Let him be who he will that demands me to wife, 
I take it kindly of him ; for I had rather be lawful 
wife to a lacquey, than a cast mistress, and tricked 
by á gentleman^ though he, who abused me, is not

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one. . In «hort» all these accidents and events ended 
in To^ilos' confínement, till it should appear what 
his transformation wouid come to. The victory 
was adjudged to Don Quixote by a general accla- 
mation : but the greater part of the spectators were 
out of humour to find; that the so much expected 
combatants had not hacked one another to jñeces; 
just as hojs are sorry, when the criminal they ex- 
pected to see hanged, is pajpdoned, either by the 
prosecutor, or the court. 

The crowd dispersed: the duke and Don Quixote 
retumed to the castle : Tosilos was confined : and 
Donno Rodriguez and her daughter were extremely 
weli pleased to see^ that, one waj or other, this 
business was like to end in matrimony, and Tosiios 
hoped no less» 



CHAP. V. 



Which relates kow Don Quixote took his leave qf 
the duhe^ and qfwhat befel him with the wittif 
and wanton AUisidora^ one of tke duchess's 
waiting'Women. 

DON QUIXOTE now thought it high time to 
quit so idle a life as that he.had led in the castle» 
thinking he committed a great fault in sufii^g 
his person to be thus confined, and in living lazüy 
amidst the infinite pleasures and ente]rtaiimient& 
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.tiíe duke and ducfaess províded firr him as a knígfaf- 
emmt ; and fae was of ofiimon he must give a stridt 
account to God for this inactivity . And therefore 
fae one daj asked leave of tfaose princesy that fae 
núgfat depart, wfaicfa ihey granted faim, witfa tokens 
of being mi^tily tróubled that he would leave 
th^m. . Tfae duchess gave Sancfao Panza his wife's 
letters, wfaich fae wcpt over, and said: Wfao coüld 
Jiaye tfaougfat, tfaat faopes so great, as tfaose coii-- 
ceived in tfae breast of my wife Teresa Panza, at 
the news of my. govemment, sfaouM end in my 
returmng to the toilsome adventures of my master 
pon Qjuixote de la Mancfaa ? Nevertfaeless I am 
pleased to find, tfaat my Teresa faas befaaved like 
faerself, in sending tfae acoms to tfae ducfaess ; for, 
faad sfae not sent tfaem, I faad been sorry, and she 
had shewed faerself ungrateful. But my comfort 
is, tfaat tfais present cannot be called a bribe ; for I 
w'as already in possession of the govemment, wfaen 
sfae sent tfaem : and , it is very fítting that those, 
who receive a benefit, sfaould sfaew tfaemselves 
grateful, thougfa it be witfa a trifle. In fine, naked 
I went into tfae govemment, and naked am I come 
out of it, and 90 I can say witfa a safe conscience 
(wfaicfa is no small matter) naked I was bora, naked 
I am ; I neither win nor lose. This Saricho spoke 
in solUoquy o» the day of their départure ; ánd 
Don Qttixote, sallying forth oiie moraing, having 
taken leave of the duke and duchess the night be- 
fore, presentod himself completely armed in the 
YOL.

abo cmae ou^ iQ dee bim. Sancho was upon his 
Dapple» his wallets well fiirniihed, and hfatiíelf 
higUy ¡deaqed; for the duke's stewárd, who had 
played the paxt of tiie TrifEddi^ had giveti him a 
Kttle purse with two hundred crowns in gold» to 
supply the occadiixis of the joumey ; and this Dor 
jQnixote, as jet» knew nothing o£ Whilst aJll the 
Iblks were thus gazing at l^him, as has been said» 
fmoBg the other duennas and damseb of the 
^uchess, who were beholding him, on a sUdden the 
witty and wanton Altisidora raised her voice, vsiA 
in a piteoús toBíe, said :*r^

Fór 
4he obhgations bf returning benefits and favónrs re- 
ceived are ties that bbstnict the free dgency of thé 
mind. Happj the niañ, to whom heaven has given 
a morsel of bread, withoüt laying him under the 
oblígation of thanking any otherforitthan beaven 
itself. Notwithstanding all your worship has said, 
quoth Sancho, it is üt there should be some smáUi 
acknowledgment on our part for the two hundred 
crowns in gold, which the duke's steward g^ve.tn^ 
in a little purse ; which, as a cordial, and comfor- 
tative, I carry next my heart, against whatever 
may happen ; for we shall not always find castles; 
wbere we shall be' madé much of : now ahd then 
we must expect to meet with inns, where we ma^ 
fbe soníidly threshéd. - 

In thése, and othér discourses, bur erránts, knight 
tíúá squire, went jojgging on, whén, havingtraveHed 
a Uttle above a leagué, they espied a dozen men, 
clad liké peasants, sitting at dinner upon the gras^ 
and their cloaks spreadunder ttem; in a little green 
jneadow. Close by them were certain white 
'sheets, as it seemed, ünder which sometfaing. láy 
cóncéaled. They were raised above the groiind, 
ahd stretched out, at some little distance írom eadi 
other. ' Don Quixote approached the eaters, and, 
first courteously salüting them, asked them what 
ihey had under those sbeéts? One of them an^ 
swered: Sir, under that Hnen are certáin wooden 
images, designed to be pladed upon an altar^we ar^ 
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«recting ín our village. We carry them covered, 

that they may not b« suHied, and upon Our shoul- 

ders, that they may not be broken. If you please, 

answered Don Quixote, I should be glad to see 

them ; for images, that are carried with so much 

precaution, must doubtless be good ones. Ay, ánd 

vety good ones too, quoth another, as their price 

will testify ; for, in truth, there is not one of them 

but stands us in above fifty ducats. And, to con- 

vínce your worship of tbis truth, stay but a Uttle 

whilé, and you shall see it with your own eyea. 

Aiid risitig up irom eating, he went and took off 

tlíe covering from the first figure, whích appeared 

tobea St. George ón hoiseback, with aserpent 

coüed up at hís íeet, and his lance run through its 

mouth, with all thé fiérceness it is üsually painted 

with. The whole imáge seemed to be, as we say, 

one blaro of gold. Don Quixote seeing it, said: 

This knight was one of the best errants the divine 

warfáre everhad. He was called D(m St. George^ 

and w-ás besides a defender of damsels ; let us see 

this other. The man uhcovered it, and it appeared 

to be that of St. JVÍartin on horseback, dividiíig his 

doak vrith the poor man. And scarcely had Don 

Quixote séen it, when he said : This knight also 

was one of the cbristian adventurers ; and I take it 

he was more liberál than valiant, asyou may per- 

céive, Sanoho, by his dividing his cloak with the 

beggar, and giving him half of it : and doubtkss it 

flaust have been then wiuter; otherwiseb^ would, 
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Jtave given it hii^ aS, so gre^t was hiis cfamt^. 
That was not the réas6&, quoth Stfieho : but he 
had a mad to keep to the proverb, which says ; 
What tó ^ve, a&d what to keep, requires m un- 
derstanding deep. Don Quixote smiled^ and de- 
«ired another shéet mightbe taken off^ underaeath 
wiách was discovered the ímage of the patron of 
Spainr pn horsebaek, his sw<»'d allbloodj/tlniiq^ing 
pn Moors, and treading upon heads. And, at 8%ht 
of it, Don Quixote Sttd : Ay» maitjr, ihisis a kiHght 
tfideed, one of Christ's awi^ squadron; He is esftüed 
'Don St. Diego the Moor-killw» dne of fhe tnodt 
vaüattt saints wd knights the worid Judfoimexly^ 
w heavw hfts ncrw* Then tbey xeikiovea msúnet 
afaeet» wfaich.oQvered St, Pául fadling fiotn his hcirse^ 
with all the drcauiÉBtanoes tfaat are uÉiállj dlrawm 
jia the pictufe of his convenion. When Don <^á»h 
óie-saw it r^xresented in so iiveljr a ¿kanner, tiia^ 
ome woiddafanost my ChriM was ^peaka^io Mta» 
fOki St Püid aní^fing, he said : Tfais was ifae 
greatest enemy thé churdidFGod aút liéydfaaáin 
his time> and tfae grefMtest defimdér it wffi eHr 
have; a knight-ernmt m his life^ ttíá n -itedfast 
saint in his d^th ; an unwearied hd)0uMb id tik 
Lcard's vineyard ; a téach^ <tf the genl^i wh^ 
school was heaven, andwhosé plr((tfessd^tadnafller 
Jesus Chñst himself, T]^^ W^ nó mofie imagM^ 
and so Don QuiXote bid them 'db ver thán^ %tp i^JBBi^ 
and said : I td(e it' for a godd cfEúoi;» bretbmf^ to 
báve seen what I have scen : fót thesé -saUtsand 
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kQ%kts i^ofessed what I profesff, wfakh is, the 
exercise of lanns : the onlj differenee bet ween théftf 
and me is, that thej werc salnts, and fooght after 
a heayenly mannert and I am a sinner, and fight 
aftqr an eartWy manner, They coñquéred heaven 
by foroe of arms (for faéayen suffers yiolence *) and 
I hitherto can^ot tdl what I conqüer by force of 
mj safferings. But, coidd my Dulcinea del Toboso 
get Gut t>f hej^, my cxmditíóñ being bettéred, and 
my understwding directed aright, I miglit perhaps 
take a better oourae thaai I do. 6od hear hin^ 
quetb Sancho straigbt» ahd let sin be déaf. The men 
iprond6re4 &9 weU lik tfié %ure, as at the words of 
DoB QuixDte/witbottt imderstandinghalf whaf he 
meant by them, They flnisbed theír repast, 
pacls^ed up their imáges, and, iaking their teaye of 
J>oa Q^ftixote» pMrsued ^bseSt jouroey. 

Sancho remab^.ais im»;h in admiration at his 
m^€i?'s knowledge, as if he had nerer k^owh him 
befavej thinking tbere waa not 'm bfetory, rior 
eyqnt^ jn the worldLwbtch fae faad not at his fingers 
^dSi imd fiustenedi down to fais memoiy, añd faé 
said: Tx'uly» maater of mine^ if this tibát ha^ hap^ 
fiemd to us to^ifty may be caDed «n adténture, it 
hm been one of the softest and swéetest tiiát hás 
be&Beii us in ihe wfaole coúrse of bur percgri- 
nlitioiis : we are got dear of it \Hthout blows, ór 
9Xiy heart-beating : we haye neither laid our hands

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to oqr swttrds, nor beaten the earth with otir bodies^ 
nor are we starved with hunger. Blessed be God foF 
letting meslée thiswith my own eyes! You say wdl, 
Sanchó, quoth Don Quixote; but you must ^on-^ 
KÍder, that all times are not aUke, nor do they take 
the same couüse : and what the vulgar commonly 
caU Qmens, though not fóunded upon any naturat 
i^ason, a discceet man wiU yet look upon as hicky 
eiu^unters. Oiie of these 'SuperBtitious rises and 
goes abroad :^arly in the moming, and meetii^ 
^th a friar of ithe larder of the faiessed St l^rancis, 
tiirns bis bads:, a^ if he had met a griffin» and goea 
bome again. Another, a Méndoza*, spiSs the sak 
upofn the table, and piesently melanchoty o^er* 
spreads his heart» as if nature was bound to shew 
"signs of ^nening naischances, by such trívial acci4 
dents as the afore^mentioned. The wise man and 
good christian ought not to jHy too curionsly 
intp the cotmseb of heaven. Sdpio, arríving in 
A^qa, stumbled at ¡MOñping ashore : his soldiera 
took it for an ill omen; but he, embradng the 
gQoun4 ^AÍd ; Africa, thou canst not escape mé^'for 
I have thee £^st between my arms. So thát, Sm^ 
cho, the meeting with these images has been» a most 
happy encounter tó me. I verily believe it^anlswered 
Sancho, and I should be glad your worship would 
inform me, why. the Spaniards, when they j(»n

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liattle, invoke that saint Diego the Moor<-ki]ler, ánd 
cry^ Saint Jago, and close, Spain. Is Spain/per- 
adventuíre, so open, as to want dosing? or what 
ceremonj is this? You are a very child, Sancho, 
answered Don Quixote ; for» take notice, God gáve 
this great knight of the red cro^» to Spain for its 
patron and protector, espedally in those rigorous 
conílicts the Spaniards have had wíth the Moors; 
and therefore they pray to, and invoke him as thdr 
defender, in all the battles they fight; and they 
have frequently seen him, visibly overthrowing^ 
trampling down/destroying/ and slaughtering the 
Hagarene squadrons * ; and of this I could pro- 
duce many examples recorded in the true Spanish 
histories. 

Sanchó changed the discourse, and said to h^ 
master: I am amazed^.Sir, at the assurance of 
Altisidora» the duchess's waiting-woman. He they 
qall Love must surely have wounded her sorely, 
and pierced her through and through. They say, 
he i$ a boy, who^ thougb blear-eyed, ot, to say 
better, without sight, if he takes aim at any heart, 
how small soever, he hits and pierces it through 
añd through with his arrows. I have also heard say, 
that the darts of Love are Wuated and rendered 
poiíitl^s by the modesty and reserve of maidens ; 
but, in this same Altisidora, methinks, they are ra-

quoth Don Qüixóte, iLote regards no reÉpeet», nor 

óbserves anj rules of reason in his proceedings, and 

is of the same nature with death^ which assaults the 

iltatety palaces of kings, as well as the lowly cot- 

tages of shepherds ; and^ when he takes entire pos-» 

session of a souli the íirst thing he does^ is, to divest 

it of fear and shame ; and thus Altíiñdora» being 

without both, máde an open declaration of her de« 

dres, which produced rather coníitsion, than com-* 

passíon, in my breast. Notorious crocity ! quoth 

Sancho ; unheard-of ingratitude ! I dare say fat 

myself, that the least amorous hint of hers would 

havé subdued me, and made me her vassal. O 

Whoreson ! what a heart of marble, what bowds oí 

brass, and what a soul of plaster of Paris ! Biá I 

cannot cohceive what it is this damsel saw in your 

w(»*ship, that subdued and captivated her io ihát 

d^ree. What finery, what gallantry> what gaieiy, 

What face; which of these jointly, or sev&tsSLj, 

made her fall ín love with you ? for, ín truth^ 

I have often surveyed ypur worship, from tbe 

tip of your toe to the tóp of your head» and I see id 

you more things to cause afiright than lore. Ándr' 

having also heard say, tliat beauty is the first áfiáí 

principal thing that enamours, your worsfaip having: 

none at all, I wonder what the poor thing wa&'&l^ 

love with. Look you, Sancho^ answered Don 

Quixote, there are two sorts of beauty, thé one of 

the mind, the other of the body. That of the muid» 
2 
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shines tind discorers itself in the understanding, in 
modesty, good behaviour, liberality, and good- 
breeding : and all these quálities may subsist dnd 
be found in an iU-favoured man ; and when the aim 
is at this beautj, and not at that of the body, it 
produces love with impetuosity and advantage. I 
know very well, Sancho, that I am not handsome ; 
but I know also that I am not deformed ; and an 
honest man, who is not a monster, may be beloved» 
provided fae has the qualities of the mind I have 
mentioned. 

Amidst these discourses they entered into a 
wood, not iar out of the road; and on a sudden 
Don Quixote found himself entangled in some net$ 
of green thread, which hung from one tree to ano- 
ther ; and, not being able to im^ne what it might 
be, fae said to Sancho : The business of these nets, 
Sancho, must, I think, be one of the newest adven- 
tures imagínable: let me die, if the enchanters, 
who persecute me, have not a mind to entangle me 
in them, and stop my joumey, by way of revenge for 
the rigorous treatment Altisidora received from me. 
But I wouid faave them to fcnow,'that, though these 
néts, as they are made of thread, were made of the 
hardest diamonds, or stronger than that, in which 
the jealous god of blacfcsmiths entangkd Venus and 
Mars, I would break them as easily as if they were 
made of bukun^e» or yam. And, as he was going 
to pass forward, and break through all, unexpect* 
)edly,frora among some trees, two níost beautiful 
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shepherdesses presented themsélTes before him : ai 
least they weie clad like shepherdesses, exceptmg 
that their waistcoats and petticoats were of fine 
brocade. Their habits were of lich gdd tabbj; 
their hair, which for bríghtness might come in 
competition with the rays of the sun» hanglng loose 
about their shoulders» and their heads crowned 
with garlands of green laurel and red flower-gentles 
interwoven. Their age seemed to be, not under 
ñfíjeen, nor above eighteen. This was a. sight» 
which amazed Sancho, surprised Don Quixote, 
made the sun stop in his career to behold them, 
and held them all in marvellous silence. At length 
.one of the shepherdesses spoke, and said to Do& 
Quixote : Stop, signor cavalier, and break not the 
nets, placed here, not for your hurt, but our diver- 
sion : and because I know you will ask us, why they 
are spread, and who we are, I will tell you in afew 
words. In a town abput two leagues off, where 
there are several people of quality, and a great 
many gentlemen, and those rich, it wasagreQdl 
among several friends and relatíons, that^ ti^eir soqív 
wives, and daughters, neighbours, in^ads, aod rebu» 
tions,. sbould all come to mak^ merrj m ttás.pl^oe^ 
whicb is QEe of the. pleasantest m t^^es^; par^^ 
formijpg ampng purs^ves a new pa^tqrs^ Aftriuüfi 
and dressing purs^^v^s^ t]^ mai^ens jUk^ ishepl&esf 
dessef, ^d thq young men üke vsheplf^d^. íí^W«^ , ' 
haye gpt^ by ^^ two ^guii^s, pne. qf tíi? fan^PW 
poet Gnrcjiífts^^ ^d tihe>ptl>|^.of the mest ^^^BQ^Ik^: 
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Camoeñs, in his own Partugütese tongue, which we 
have not yet acted. Yesterday was the first day 
of our coming hither: we have some field-teats 
pitched among the trees, ón the margin óf a 
copious stream, which spreads fertility over all 
these meadows. Last night we hung our nets 
upon these trees, to deceive the simple little birds, 
which should come at the noise we make, and be 
catched in them. If, Sir, you please to bé our 
guest, you shall be entertained generously and 
courteously ; for into this ¡dace neither soirow «or 
melanchdy enter. 

She held her peace, and said no more. To which 
Don Quixote allswered : Assuredly, fairest lady, 
Actaeon was not in greater surprise and ama^ement, 
when unawares he saw Dianá bathing herself in 
the water, than I have been in at beholding your 
beauty. I applaud the scheme of your diversions, 
and thank you for your kind offers ; and, if I can 
do you any service, you may lay your commands 
upon me, in ñiU assurance of being obeyed ; for 
my profi»slDn is no other than to shew myself 
grateful^ and a faenefactor to all sorts of people, es- 
peciálly to tfaose of the rank your presence denotes 
you to be of : and shoidd these nets, which proba- 
bly take up but a small space, occupy the whole 
globe of the earth, I would seek out new worlds, to 
pass through, rather than hazardthe breaking them. 
And, that you may afford some credit to this ex- 
a^ration c^, mine^ It^ehold, he, who makes you

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this promise, is no less ^han Don Quixote de la 
Mancha, if perchance this name has ever reached 
yoúr ears. Ah ; friend of my soul ! quoth then 
thcrOther young shepherdess, what good fortune is 
this that bas befallen us ? See you this gentleman 
here before. us ? I assure you, he is the most valiant, 
the most enamoured, the most complaisant knigbt 
in the world, unless a history, which goes about of 
him in print, and which I have read, lies, and de- 
ceives us. I wiU lay a wager, this honest man, 
who comes Avith him, is that very Sancho Panza, 
his squire, whose pleasantries none can equal. 
That is true, quoth Sancho ; I am that same jo- 
c\ilar person, and that squire you say ; and this 
gentlemsui is my master, the very Don Quixote de 
la Mancha aforesaid and historified. Ah ! quotb 
the other, my dear, let us entreat him to stay ; for 
our fathers and brothers will be infiuitely pleased 
to have him here; for I have heard the same 
things of his valour and wit that you tell me: and 
partieulariy they say, he is thé most constant and 
most faithful lover in the world ; and that his nris" 
tress ÍB one Dujcinea del Toboso, who beiirs aw^y 
the palm <rom dl the beauties jn Speáxu Ab4 
^íth good reason, quoih Don Quíxote, uQles& youy 
matchlees heauty bringsitintoquestíoo* Btttwe^ry 
not yourselves, ladies, in endeavouying to detain 
pie; &r th^ predse oWigations of my proféisíof 
wiU'Suffier meto r«8t m where. . > .^ 

f^f this tíme there came up to wfeei^ <be f(Qpr 
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itood aíirother of oné of the yoimg shepherdesses : 
lie was also in a shepherd's drefss, ansWerable in 
Tichness and gallantry to theírs. They told him, 
that the person he saw was the valorous Don Quix- 
ote de la Mancha, and the other, Sancho his squire, 
of whom he hád some knowledge by having íéad 
rtheir history. The gallant sJiepherd sahited him, 
and desired him to come with him to the tents. 
Don Quixote could not refuse, and therefore wént 
with him *. Then the nets were drawn, and Med 
with variety of little birds, who, deceived by the 
t»lour of the nets, fell into the very danger they 
endeavoured to fly from. Above thirty persotis, 
•genteely dressed in pastoral habits, were assembled 
together in that place, and presently were made 
acquainted who Don Quixote and his squire were : 
which was no small satisfaction to them, beiiig al- 
ready no strangers to his history. They hastened 
to the tents, where they found the table spread, 
lich, plentifid, and neat. They hoaioured Don 
Quixote with jílacing biln at the üpper end. They 
^ gazfed at him, and admired at the sigfat. Fi- 
hally, the clotíi beittg tafeen áway, Don Quixote, 
%ith gfeát grávíty, rttised his voice, and said : 

'Of áB íhe girlevóus siris men commitj «hougfa 
Bt/iiíé stíy, plide, I áay, ing^^tude is the woíst,

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adhering to the common opinion, thatheU ís fiill of 
the ungrateful. This sin I have endeavoured ta 
avoid, as much as possibly I could, ever sincé I 
came to the use of reason ; and, if I cannot repay 
the good offices done mevídth the like, I place in 
their steád the desire of doing them : and, when 
this is not enough, I publish them ; for he, who 
tells and publishes the good deeds dóne him, would 
retum them in kind if he coidd : for generally the 
receivers are inferior to the givers, and God is 
therefore above all, because he is bountiful above 
all. But though the gifts of men are infinitély 
disproportionate to those of God, gratitude in sóme 
measure supplies their narrowness and defects. { 
then, being grateful for the civility offisred me here, 
but restrained by the nairow limits of my ability 
from making a suitable retum, offer what I cán, 
and what is in my power ; and therefore, I say, I 
will maiutain, for two whole days, in the middle of 
this the king's higbway, which leads to Saragossa, 
that these lady shepherdesses in disguise are the 
most beavtiful ^nd most courteous damsels in the 
world*, excepting only the peerless Duldnea del 
Toboso, the sole mistress of my thoughts ; withoüt 
offence to any that hear me be it spoken. Sancho, 
who had been listening to him with great attenti^>

against 9I) comers^ for some days. 
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hearing this^ said, with a loud voice:, Is it possible 
ihere should be anypersons in the world, who pre- 
sume to say, and swear» that this master of mineis 
a madman ? Speak^ gentlemen shepherds ; is thejce 
a country vicar, though ever so discreet, or ever so 
good a scholar, who can say all that my master has 
said? Is there a knight-errant, though ever so 
renowned for valour, who can offer what my master 
has now offered ? Don Quixote tumed to SaiK^ho, 
and, with a wrathful countenance, said : Is it pos- 
sible, O Sancho, there is any body upon the globe^ 
who wül say you are not an ideot, lined with the 
same, and edged with I know not what of mis- 
chievous and knavish ? Who gave you authority 
to meddle with what belongs to me, and to call in 
question my foUy or discretion ? Hold your peace^ 
and make no reply ; but go and saddle Rosinante, 
if he be unsaddled, and let us go and put my offer 
in execntion ; for, considering how much I am in 
the rígbt, you may conclude all «those, who shall 
contradict me, akeady conquered. Then, with 
great ñiiy, and tokens of indignatíon, he rose from 
his seat, leavíng the company in admiration, and ia 
doubt, whether they should reckon him a itiadman 
or a man of sense. In short, they would have per- 
Suaded him not to put himself upon such a trial, 
since they w'ere satisfied of his grateñil nature, and 
wanted no other proofs of his valour, than those 
related ii\ the history of his exploits. But for all 
that Don Quixote persísted in his design, and, beíng 
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mpuQted üpon Rosinante, bracing Ms shield, ancE 
taking his lance^ he planted ^^himsetf in the niiddk' 
of the híghway, which was not far from the vérdan^ 
meadow. Sancho fbllowed upon his Dapple, with 
all the pastoral company, being desirou^ to see 
what would be the event of this arrógánf and 
unheard-of challenge. ' * 

Don Quixote, being posted, as I have said, in the 

middle of the road, wounded thé air with such?' 

words as these : O ye passengers, travellers, knights, 

squíres, people on foot and on horseback, who now 

pass this way, or are to pass in these two days fol* 

lowing, know, that Don Quixote dé la Mancha^ 

knight-errant, is posted here, ready to maintain, - 

that the nymphs, who inhabit these meadows and 

groves, exceed afl the world in beauty and courtesy,: 

excepting only the mistress of my soul, Dulcinea 

del Toboso : and let him, who i» of a contrary opi^ 

nion, come ; for here I stand, ready to receive him. 

Twice he repeatéd the same words, and twice they 

were not heard by any adventurer. But fbrtune,' 

which was disposing his affairs from good tobetter» 

so ordered it, that soon after they discovered a^ 

great many men on horseback, and séverdl of theBH 

with lances in their hands, all trooping in a dustet^ 

and in great haste. Scarcely had- they^ who were 

with Don Qidxote, seen them, when they tumed 

their backs, and got far enough out of the way,. 

fearing, ifthey staid, they might be exposed to 

some danger, Don Quixote alone, with an intie^ 
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píd heárt, stood firm» and Sancho Panza screened 
himselfwith Rosinante's buttocks. The troop of 
lance-men cameup^ and one of thfe foremost began 
tb cry aloud to Don Quixote : Get out of the ^ay, 
devil of a man, lest thesebulls trample you to píeces. 
Rascals» replied Don Quixote, I value not your buUs» 
though they wére the fiercest that Xarama* ever 
bred upon its banks : confess, ye scoundiüels, unsigbi 
unseen» that what I have here procbimed is true 5 
if not, I challenge ye to battle. The herds-men 
had no time to answer, nor Don Quixote to get out 
of the Way, if he would : and so the whole herd of 
fierce bulls and tame kinef , with the multitude of 
herds-mén, and others, who were driving thera to 
a cértaiifi town, where they were to be baited in a 
day or two, ran over Don Quixote, and over S&n- 
cho, Rosinante, and Dapple,- leaving them all 
sprawling and rolling on the ground. Sancho re- 
mained bruised, Don Qüixote astonished, Dapple 
battered, añd Rosinante not perfectly sound. But 
rft Íenth they all got up, ánd Don Quixote, in á 
gréat hurry, stumbling here and fáUing there, began 
tb run añer the herd, crying aloud ; Hold, stop, 
ye scoundrels ; for a single knight defies you aB, 
who is not of the disposition or opínion of those, 
who say, M^e a bridge of álver for a flying ene-

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my. But the hasty runners stopped not the more 
for this, and made no more acconnt of his menaces 
than of last year's clouds. Weariness stopped Don 
Quixote/and, more enraged than revenged, he sat 
down in the road, expecting the coming up of San- 
cdb, Rosinante, and Dapple. They came up; 
majster and man mounted again, and, without tum- 
ing back to take their leaves of the feigned qb 
counterfeit Arcadia, and with more shame tfato 
satisfaction, pursued their joumey. 



CHAP. VII.

Wherein is réUited an extraardinartf acddent, 
wkich hefel Dm Qumae, and which may pass. 
for an adventure. 

X HE dust and wearíness, Don Quixote and San- 
cho underwent through the rude encounter of the 
bulls, were relieved by a clear and limpid fountain 
they met with in a cool grove ; on the brink where- 
of, leaving Dapple and Rosinante íree, without 
halter or bridle, the way-beaten couple, master and 
man, sat them down. Sancho had recourse to the 
cupboard of his wallet, and drew out what he was 
wont to call his sauce. He rinsed his mouth,. and 
Don Quixote washed his face : wíth which refresh?' 
ment they recovered their fainting spídts. Don 
Qui^ote would eat nothing out of pure chagcín» 
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nor durst Sancho touch the victuals out of pure 
good-manners, expecting his master should íirst be 
his taster. But seeing him so carríed awaj bj his 
imaginations, as to forget to put a bit in his mouth^ 
he said nothing, but breaking throogh all kind of 
ceremoñy, began to stuflF his hungry maw with the 
bread and cheese before him. Eat, friend Sancho, 
said Don Quixote ; and support life, which is of 
more importance to you than to me, and leave me 
to die by the hands of my reflections, and by the 
force of my misfortunes. I, Sancho, was bomto 
live dying, and you to die eating : and» toshew you 
that I speak the truth, consider me printed in his 
tories^ renowned iü arms, courteous in my actions» 
respected by i»inces, courted by damsels ; and, after 
all, when I expected palms, triumphs, and crowns, 
eamed and merited bymyvalorous exploits, this 
morning have I seen myself trod upon, kicked, and 
bruised under the feet of filthy and impure^beasts. 
This reflection sets my teeth on edge, stupifies my 
gtinders, benumbs my hands, and quite takes away 
my appetite ; so that I íntend to sufier nayself to 
die with hunger, the cmeUest of all deaths. At 
this rate, quoth Sancho (chewing all the while 
ápace) your worship will not approve of the pro- 
verb, wljich says : Let Martha die, but die with 
her belly fuU: At least, I do not intend to kill 
ñiyself, but rather to imitate the shoemaker, who 
puHs the leather with his teeth, till he stretches it 
to what he would have it, I wiU stretch my life 
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íff éátíng, till it reaches the end heaven hds allottedí 
it ; and let me tell you, Sir, there is no greater 
madiíess, than to despair as jou do : bdievé nie^ 
and) aftér you have eaten, try to sleep a little upon 
the green mattress ot this grass, and you will see» 
when you awake, you will ftad yoursetf much 
eased. Don Quixote complied, thinking Soncho 
reasoned more Kke a philosopher than a fool ; and 
he said : If, O Sancho, you would now do for me, 
what I am going to tell you, my comforts would 
be more certain, and my sorrows not so great: 
and it is this, that while I, in pursuance of your 
advice, am sleeping, you will step a little aside 
firom hence, and with the reins of Rosinante's 
bridle, tuming up your flesh to ,the sky, gíve 
yourself three or four hundred lashes, in párt 
of the three thousand and odd, you are bound 
to give yourself for the disenchantment of Duld- 
nea ; for it is a great pity the poor lady should 
continue under enchantment through your care- ^ 
lessness and neglect. There is a great deiEiI to \)e 
said as to that, quoth Sancho : for the present, let 
us both sleep, and afterwards God kúows what tóay 
liappen. Pray, consider, Sír, that this sanie whip^ 
piiig one's self in cóld blood is a cruel thing, and 
more so, whén the lashes light upon a body íll sus- 
tained and worse fed. Let my lady Dulcinea have 
patience; for, when shé least thínks of it, she shatt 
see me piiiked like a sieve by dint of stíipes ; and» 
UntU death dL is life: I mMH, I am still alive» 
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togethet tvith the dedre of ñilfiHiiig my proEKUge»^ 
Ddh Quixote thanked him, eaJt a Kttle, and SanchiE> 
much ; and both of them addressed themselres to 
sleep, leaving Rosinaate and Dapple^ those inse^ 
parable companions and friends, at their own dis- 
cretióny and withbut any control, to feed upon 
the plenty of grass, with which thai meadow 
abounded. 

They awoke somewhat of the latest; they 

tnounted again, and pursued their joumey, hasten-- 

ing to reach an inn, which. seemed to be aboul & 

feague oíF: I say ah inn, because Don Qmxotit 

called it so, contrary tohis custom of caUing all imi» 

castles. 'They arrived at it, and demanded of the 

host if he had ahy lodging ? He answered, he had^ 

with alt the conveniencies and entertainment thál 

was to be found even in Sarasgossa. They aüghted^ 

and Sancho secured his travelling cupboard ih a 

thamber, óf which tíie lancUord gavé him theiey* 

He took the beasts to the stable, gave them theír 

áUowance, and went fo see what commands D(m 

Quixote, who was sat down upon a stone beiich, 

had for him, giving particular thanks to heaven^ 

that this inn had not been taken by his master fot 

ft castle. Supper-time came : they betook thetó ta 

their chamber. Sancho ásked the host, whát he had 

to give them for supper; The hóst answered, his 

mouth should be measured, and he might cáll for 

i6v£hatever he ¡deased ; fbt the'irin ^ás^ provided^ as 

&r as birds^ of th? air, fowls of the earth> and fishe* 
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of the sea could go» There is no need of quíte sa 
mucfa, answered Sancbo : roast us but a couple of 
chickens» and we sball have enough ; for my mas- 
ter is of a nice stomach» and I am no glutton. 
The host replied, he had no chickens, for the kites 
had devoured them. Then order a puUet» signor 
host, quoth Sancho, to be roasted; but see that it 
he tender. A puUet? my father; answered the 
host : truly, truly, I sent above fifty yesterday to 
the city to be sold ; but, excepting puUets, ask for 
whatever you wiU, If it be so, quoth Sancho, veal 
or kid cannot be wanting» There is none in the 
house at present, answered the host ; for it is all 
made an end of : but next week there wiU be 
enough, and to spare. We are muefa the nearer for 
that, answered Sancho : I wiU lay a wager, aU these 
deficiendes wiU be made up with a super-abundance 
of bacon and eggs. Before God, answered the 
hofit, my guest has an admirable guess with him : 
I tótá him I had neither puUets nor hens, and he 
would have me have e^ : talk g£ other deUcacies, 
but asfc no more for hens. Body of me, let us come 
to something, quoth Sancho : teU me, in sAiort, what 
you have, and lay aside yotír flourishings, master 
host. Then, quoth the innkeeper, what I reaUy 
and truly have» is, a pair of cow-heeb, that took 
like calveishfeet^ or a pair of calves-feet, tíiat look 
•Uke cow^-heel : they are stewed with peas, onions». 
and bacon, and at this y^ry minute are crying^ 
Come ea* me¿ ciome eat me. 1 mark them for my 
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own^ fi*om this moment, quoth Sancho, and let no- 
hoéy touch them ; for I w^l pay more fqr them 
than ancther shall, because I could wish for nothing 
that I like better ; and I care not a fig what heds 
they are, so they are not hoofs. Nobody shaU 
touch them, quoth the host ; for some other guests 
in the house, out of pure gentílity, bring their own 
cook, their caterer, and their provisions with then}. 
If gentility be the business, quoth Sancho, nobody 
jis more a gentleman than my master : but the cal- 
ling hc is of allows of no catering nor bütlering : 
alas ! we clap us down in the midst of a green fíeld» 
and fíll our bellies with acoms, or medlars. This 
disaouTse Sancho held witl^ the innkeeper, Sancho 
not cfuíng to answer faim any farther ; for he had 
abeady asked him of what calling or empbyment 
his master was. 

Supper-time being come, Don Quixote withdrew 
to his chamber : the host brought the flesh-pot just 
as it was, and fairly sat himself down to supper^ 
It seems in the next room to that where Don 
Quixote was, and divided only by a partition, of 
lath, Don Quixote heard somebody say : By your 
üfe^ signor Don Jeronimo, while supper is getting 
ready, let üs read another chapter of the second 
fjEBet of Don Quixote de la Mancha** Scarce had 
Don Quixote heard himself named, when up he 
stood,: andf with an attentive ear, listened to their

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discourse, and heard the aforesaid Don J^oüimo 
answer : AVhj, sigaoor Don John, trould you have m 
read such «bsurdities ? for he, who has read the first 
part of the history of Don Quixote de la Mancha, 
cannot posiáUy be pleased with reading thé second. 
Sut for all that, said Don John, it wiU not be amiss 
to read it ; for theie is no book so bad, but it has 
isomething good in it. What dii^leases me most in. 
it, is, that the author descríbes Don Quixote as no 
lónger in love with Dulcinea del Toboso. Which 
Don Quixote overhearing, full of wrath and indig* 
nation, he raísed his voice, and said ; Whoever shall 
wy^ that Don Quixote de la Máncha has forgotten> 
ot can forget, Dulcinea del Toboso, I will make 
him know, wíth equal arms, that he is very wide of 
ihé trüth : for the peerless Dulcinea can neither be 
forgotten, nor is Don Quixote capabte of forgetting : 
his motto is Constancy, and his profession is to pre» 
serve it With sweetness, and without doing himsetf 
any Víblenoe. Who is it tbat answers us ? rej^ed 
one iñ the other room. Who should k be, quoth 
Sancho, but Don Quixote de la Mancha himsel^ 
who will niake good all he says, and all he shall 
say ? /oí, A good paymaster is in pain for nó pawn. 
Sfcarcdy had Sánchó said this, wheñ into the rooiw 
camé two gentlemen ; for such they seemed to be : 
and oxie of them, throwing his arms about Don 
Quixote*s héck^ Sáid : Your jAresénce eaií neithdr 
belie your name, nor your name do otherwise than 
credit j^our pf eseQce. Doubtless, signoir, you V€

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the true Don Quixote de la Mancha, the north and 
niomíng-star of knight-errantry, maugre and in de- 
spite of him, who has endeavoured to usurp your 
name, and annihüate your exploits, as the auth(»r 
of this book I here give you has done. And, put- 
ting a book, tliat his companion brought, into Don 
Quixote's hands, he took it, and, without answer^ 
ing a word, began to tum over the leaves, and pre-í 
sently after retumed it, saying: In the little I 
have seen I have found three things in this áuthor^ 
that deserve reprehension. The first is, some warés 
I have read in the preface : the next, that the lan^ 
guageis Arragonian ; for he sometimes writes with- 
out articles : and the third, which chiefly convicts 
him of ignorance, is, that he errs, and deviat^ 
from the trath, in a piincipal point of the history; 
For here he says, that the wife of my squire Sancho 
Panza is caHed Mary Gutierrez, whereas that is 
not her name, but Teresa Panza; and he, who 
errs in so principal a point, may very weH be súp- 
posed to be mistaken in the rest of the bistory *. 
Hare Sancho said: Prettily done indeed, óf this

her modesty andgood decorum^ thé amorous indi- 
natións of signor Don Quixote. To which 5tir 
knight replted t Dulcinea is stül.a maiden» andmy 
incUnatíons more constant than ever ; our corres- 
pondence upon the old foot, and ha* béaüty tráns^ 
formed into.the visage of a coai^ countrj'-wench. 
Tben he recounted every particular of the enchant^ 
meüt of the ladjr Dultínea» and what had beñdlen 
him Ín Montesános's cave» with the direction the 
sage Merlib had given him for her disenchant-^ 
ment, nsnielf , by Sancho's lashes. Great was the 
satísfacfioti the two genüemen received to hear Don 
Qukote reAate thé dtrange adventures of his his-i* 
tory, admiritig equaUj at his extravagaücies^ and 
at his elegant manner of telling them« One while 
thej held han for a Wise man, then for a fool ; nor 
^ottld tín&y determihe what degree to assign hinl 
between discretion and foUy. 

Sancho made m end of supp^, and» leaving the 
innkeeper fiiddled, went to the chamber where his 
master'was, aiid, at entering, he said: May I die, 
gentlemen, if the author of this book you Íiavc got

ttiíiid Don Quixote shoiüd read mofe of the bociic, 
to see what it treated of, he couid not be preváifed 
upoTi, saying, he deemed it as réad, aafid pronoraeed 
It as fodish : besides, he was uñwiUing its aüthor 
should have the pleasüre of thitiking 'he had read it, 
if peradventure he might come to héar he had had it 
iti his bandá; forthe thoughts, and nnich ttiore thé 
eyes, ought to^^ be turned from every thing ñkhf 
and obscene. They^ aisked him, which waf he itií- 
tentied to berid his coiirse? He answercid, to Sara-

And me toó» qaiAh Sancha ; perhaps I may be good 
fyr síomethhig. Havmg tkus taken leave ^ one 
another» Don Quikote atid Sancho retired to theit 
chatribery kavBi^ Don John and Don Jerommo in 
admirátion át the mixturie he had discoTered of 
tvit and madrtess ; and they verilj^ b^ved these 
were the true Don Quixote fmd Sancho^ and not 
thode déscribed bj the Am^oüese author. Don 
Qúixote gbt up verf earlj, and, tapping at tbe 
partition of the other rooÉn, he again bid his new 
friends adieu: Sancho paid the iMkéi^ier most 
inagttiflcently, and advised him to farag less of the 
provision of his ínn, or ié {^ovfde k bét^» * 



CHAP/Vni. 

Qfwhai bf}/el Don^uixate in his way to Bar^ 
cehnaí, 

X HE morning wa^ cod, and theday protíiiaed ta 
' be 80 too, when Don Quixote Irft the inn> first 
informing himself whicfa was the dírectett road to 
Barcelona^ withouttouchmgat San^ssa; sd great 
wa^his áeáte to gíve the fiis to thát new historian, 
who^ it was said, had abused hHa so^ much. Ñow 
it laMf^ned^ that, in above six da)«, noúung fett 
out worth settíng down in writmg: at the end 
of wfaich, going out of the road, night ovartocdc 
tbemamong some shadf oaks^or c^4recs ; <ior, 
in this^ C%d Hamete does not obsem tiiat pmc^ 
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tüBÍ&tj he is wont to áo m otjb^ matters. M*^ 
and man alighted from their beests, md, seatmg 
themselves at the foot oí the tiiees^ Saacho, who 
had had hifi afternoon's oc^atícMEi that dayj^tered 
abnqitlj the gates of sleep« Bnt Don Quixote, 
whdise imagínations» much more than hunger,kept 
him waking, cóuld not dose his ^s : on the con- 
trary, he was burried in thought to andfrom a 
tfaousand plaees : now he fanded himself in Mon- 
tesinos's cave ; now^ that he saw Dulcinea, trans- 
formed into a. coiuitry-wend], mount upon her ass 
at a s^ring ; the next mcnncait, that he was heatíng 
the words of the sage MarMn, dedaring to him the 
conditions to be observed, and the dispatch neces- 
^iary foi* the disenchantment of Duldnea. He was 
ready to run mad, to see .^e earelessness and little 
charíty of his squire Sancho^ who^ as he bdieyed» 
had given himself fire lashes oiily ; a mñnber, poor, 
and disproportionate to the infinite stiU behindz 
wd bence he conceived so much cha^ixi Bfid in- 
dignation, that he spoke tfaus to tímself : If Alex- 
aader tfae £rreat cut the Gordian knot, saying^ to 
cut is the ^une as.to untie, and becan^ nevertheless 
umveisal' lofd of all Asia, the same, neitíier more 
norless» may happen now, in the disenchantment 
of Duldjnea, if l ^ould whip Sancho whether he 
wiB or 1104 for, if the condition of this remedy 
eimsists.in. Sancho's receiving up^y^ards of three 
thousaBd laabes, whát is it to pie whetber h^ gíves 
Arai himself» or somebGdy else fpr him^ ^ínce the 
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«sseitíJé lies iü his recéivirig thefn, come they ífom 
Víat haád the^ wiü? 

' Wíth this cóttceit, he apprbached Sanofao^ having 
£rst taken Rositíanté's reins, and adjusted tfaem isó^ 
thatte msght lash him with thera, añd h£g;an to 
unthiss his poiñts ; though it is generally thought 
that fae had none but that béfore, wfaich kept up his 
breéchés. But nb sooner had he begtm, when Ssn- 
ché kn^e, añd saM : What is the matter í who 
16 it that tduehes and unthisses me? It is I^ an-' 
swered Don Qiuixote, who üome to sup{4|r your 
défectí;, and tó teniedy my ov^n troubles : I come to 
whip yot, Sancho, and tó discharge, at least in 
part, the debt you sftand engaged £úr. Dulciúea is 
períshing ; yóu üVe unconcemed ; I am dying wíth 
flesíife ; and theréfore tíntruss of your own accord, 
Ibr I toiéan to gívé you, in this soUtude, at least two 
tfaou^d ladies. Not s6, quotti Sancho ; pray, be 
quiét, br, by tfae ^TÍng God, the deáf fifaáQ faeal* uSt 
The ladies I stand engaged for must be vohiiitary, 
Md not üpovi compidgion : and, át present, I faave 
no iñcttnatfon 'to wfaip ihysdf : let it suffitíe, that I 
gtvie ymt wcmidp my word to ñeg and iSiBiy myseU» 
when I have a dfcpieition to it, There is ne teav- 
ing 'tof it to your courtesy, Sancfao> said Don 
Quixóte ; íbr yM are hard-hearted, aod^ thioü^ a 
peattmt, rif very teíQder flesh. Tfaen he stm^led 
witii Sánehó, and endeavoured tó usínife» Um. 
Whicfa SahciK) Panza percétving, fae ^ 19011 bis 
Íegs, and, dosing with fais master, he flunq^ {ucr*aitb$ 
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about hia], and, tríjqNng up his beel$, be laid him 
flat on his back, and» setting his ^right knee upqn 
his hreast, with his hands he held both his i^ast^'s 
so £ist, that he could neither stír nor breathe. Pon 
Quixote said to him : How, traitor ! do you lebel 
against your master and natural lord ? do you lift 
up hand agamst him who feeds you? I neilher 
m^e, nor unm^e kings, answered Sancho : I only 
assist myself» who am mj own lonL If your wor- 
ship will promise me to be quiet» and not meddle 
witíi whipping me for the present» I will let you go 
free» and at your liberty : if not, heve thou diest, 
tndtor, enemy Ao Domia Sancha* Don Quixote 
promised him he would, and swore, by the hfe of 
his thoughts» he would not touch a hair of his 
ganaieiit, and would lefive the whíppíng himself 
entirely to faís own choice and free wiU» whQnever 
^ he was so di^sed. 

SMcho gol; up, and went aside some litüe dis^ 
t^nce fiom thence ; ^d, leaning against a tree, he 
íékt something touch his bead, and, lifting up his 
bandj^ he felt a couple of feet dan^ng, with hose 
jftud shoes. He fcU a trenibling with fear ; he went 
to áAotiier tree, and the iike befel him i^ain : h^ 
{CáÜe4 out to Don Quixote for hdp. Don Quixote» 
going íta him, asked him, what the matter was, and 
^hathewasjQrightedat. Sancho answered, that all 
.tik«ie;taQf9 were fuOl of men's legs and &et. Don 
"Qjúafiottí felt tiiem, aad immediati^. guessed what 
ii.wiii|»«nd^d tQ Sandio ; Ysosi oeed not be aíraid ; 
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fo^ wJba^ ym feel, without seeing> are^ doübtlQssk 
ikf feet and li^gs of some robbers and baBditti^ who 
ax^ faai^d uppn these trees : for here the offiicars 
of justice hang them^ wheai they can catch them» 
by twenties and thirtíes at a tlme» in clusters ; 
whence I guess I amnQt fai* from Barcelona. Aüdj 
in triith» it waa as he imagtned 

And now, the day breaking, tfaej liflted up their 
e^es^and perceived, that the dusters himg^g on 
those trees were so many bodies of banditti: and, 
if the dead had sca^ theiKW ao less were they ter^ 
lified bjr ébm^ forty living banditti, who surrounded 
them ünawares» bidding then^ in the CataJ^ 
tongue» be quiet, and stand stíJU^ till tíieir eafytain 
came- Don Quixote was o» Sooii his. horse un-

to croi^ hisjiand^ and hang bis head» Maei*ving 
himssdf fbr a lietter opportumty and coi»juiictwe. 
Ther róbbers fell to rifling Dapple» and stetpping 
hiniL of ^ery thiug he carried in thetwallet or the 
piUion ; and it feU out hickily for Sancho^ that he 
hful s^ured the crowns given hh» b}^ the dube» 
and thpse he.farou^t from hcone, iuva .Jbet)l'«aibout 
faismiddle* But» for all that, these good fdUis tmdd 
)iaFe se^^rphed aQdexaminedfaim^eventoiid^MttKky 
hid;bet.ween tbe dun and the flesfa, haétiptíftieir 
C9¡fí^ anived jiWi m the nick. He ¡seemed^to be 
abput tjtórtjyhftw yeaw of agfti robttst, «fcáienthc 
middlei«i«i ofí^graTC aspect» aad « fapewn ^Msit- 
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^eíáóAv He wad mounted upón a püissant itéed(; 
clad in a coat of mail, and armed ^rtlti iwú cásé óí ' 
piátob^ or firelocks. Hé sair, that his 'sqnírés {íÓt^ 
sú they caffl men of that vócatíem) were goiñg'to ' 
plunder Sanchó Fanza : he commanded them to 
forbear, and was histantljr obeyed, and so'thfe girdle 
escaped. He wondered to see a lance standíng 
against a tree, a target on the grónnd, and Don 
Quixote iíi armour and pensive, with thé most sad 
and melanch^rfy countenence, that sadness itself 
could frame. He went up to him, and skld : Be not 
so dejected, good Sir ; fbr you áre not ñillen into tÜe 
himdB of a cmA Osiris, but into those of Roqué 
Gninart, whb isi more cótiípassionate thán ctueL 
My dejectioti, aiisweréd Don Quixote, is tiot lipon 
account of my haVing fkllen into jrouír 'haiids,' O 
valorous Roque, whose renowií no boüiíds on éártU 
<^n li»iit> but for being so careless, that your sol- 
diers surprised me, my horse unbriiffled ; whéreas I 
am boufid, by the order of knight-errántry, wKich 
'I profess, 'to be continually upon the wátch, ánd a£ 
all hours, ihy own centitfel : for, let me teff you, 
ffiiMtrious Roque, had they found me oti hoiisébadt, 
witliiri)r*iance and my target, ít had notbeéti vcry 
«asy forthem tb have made me surrender; Ibr I áiti 
DonQubc^te d^ laMancha, hé, of Whose exjpMts thie 
whblé glofce is «iB. Roque Guinart preáfefetly jief- 
icéivéd^ that Dón Quixote's infirmity hiaía ih it more 
of ^madnesS) tbsrn valout* ; and, thou^fi he had somé- 
limes heard him spoken of, he never to(^ what was 
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published of him for trutli, nor could he persuade 
himself, that such a humour should reign in tfae 
heartofman: sotbathe was extrjsmdy glad he had 
met witli Hm, to be convinced near at hand of the 
truth of what he had heard at a distance; apd 
therefore he said to him : Be not conoemed, valo- 
rou6 kn^ht, nor look upoH this accidenl; as 9 piece 
of ffinister fortune ; for it may chance, among these 
tumings and windings, that your crooked lot may 
lie set to rí^ts ; fiir heaven, by strange» unheard*4>^ 
and hy men unimagined, ways» raiaes tbose that are 
^allen, and eniiches those that ar e poor. 

Don- Quixote wfis just going to r^tum him 
thanks, when they heard behind them a noise like 
that of a troop of herses ; but it was occasioi^d by 
^e only, upon which came, riding fuU speed, a 
yooth^ seemingiy about twenty years of ag^, clad 
in green damask with a gdd lace trimjnii^, trow- 
sers, and a lomt coat; his hat cocked in the wal- 
loon fhshion, with strait waxed bootSi oná his spurs, 
dagger, and sword gilt; a small carabine in hÍ3 
hand, and a brace of pistols by his side. IbM|ue 
tumed about his head at the sKHse, and saw 4his 
handsome figure, wMch, at coming up to bim, said: 
In quest of you I come^ O valorous Roqpie^ btífiíig 
to fínd in you, if not a remedy^ at least mmse 4^- 
viation of my misfortune ; and, not to. faeep |fQU in 
suspense, because I perceive yon do Bot k^ow me, 
I will teH yau' who l am. I am Qaudia Jeirraima» 
daughter af Simon Eorte, yomr aingular friend» «nd 
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yartÍGidar enemy to Cbiiuquel Tor^as, i^ho is ^Uo 
youFS, being of tlie ctnitrary faction: and yoaknpw» 
that this Torellas has a son, called Do» Vinceote 
de Torellas, or at least was called so not two hoars 
ago. He then (to shorten tbe story of my nüdfor- 
tuae, I wiH tell you in a few words what he has 
hnmght upon me) he, I «ay, saw me, a»d courted 
me : I heaarkened to him, and feU in lora with him, 
uakaown to my father : for there is no woman, be 
she «ever so retíred, or never »o reserved, but has 
time enough to effect and put in executíon her 
unruly desires. In sliort, he promised to be my 
spmise, and I gaye him my word to be his, wíthout 
proceeding wy farther. Yesterday I was üifcarm- 
ed, that, forgetting his oU^ations to me,, he had 
contracted himself to another, andt iMs morníng^ 
wfts going to be. married. This news conf0uudc4 
me^ and I lost ali patíence ; and, my fiitbcar happen- 
iag to be out of town, I had 411 oppcotunity of {mt- 
tíi^ my self into this garb you see me in, and, ^jmr- 
iñs^ tlos horaé, I overtook Don Viilcente about a 
leag^from heiice, and^ without uiiging reproacbes, 
or.faeark^ excuses, I .discharged this carabíüe, sfe^d 
tfiis pair of pistols into the bai^g»¿n» and, as I b^- 
hére^ krigedimore than a bcace q£4»9ÍÍ0 in his body, 
úpQSÍmg m door^ through whii& my honour, di^- 
toÍQued « Ins Uood, mighit ás^ out. I left hm 
$mmf¡tíB aervantis» wh^ duj:!St not» or c^uld i?fít> 
iaierpisei» Jbás defeace. I w» oorm t^ seek y<HU 
^tkfA ty fsm méam I jmy^mf^ to Francci, where 
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I have relatidns, and to entsreafc you likewise to pra** 
tect my father, that the numerous relatíons of Don 
Vincente may not dare to take a cruel revetage 
upon him* 

Boque, surprised at the gaUantry, bravery^ fine 
shape, and accident of the beautüul Claudia, said : 
Come, madam, and let us see, whether your enemy 
be dead» and affcerwards we will consider what Í3 
most proper to be done for you. Don Quixote^ 
who had listened attentively to what Claudia had 
said, and what Roque Guinart answeredp said : 
Let no one trouble himsdf about defending ihis 
lady ; for J take it upon myself : give me my horse 
and my arms, and stay here for me, while I go in 
quest of this( knight, and, dead or alivcj make him 
ñdfil his promise made to so much beauty. No- 
body doubts that, quoth Sancho : mj master )ia8 a 
special hand at match-makin^ ; fori not many days 
ago, he obliged another person to marry»,who also 
had denied the promise he hád gíven to anpther 
Hiaiden; and, had not the enchanteni, who persjs* 
cute him, changed his true shape into that pf a 
lacquey, «t this very hour that same.nwden Woul4 
not have been one. 

Roque, who was more intentt upo^.Clai(dia!$ bu- 
siness, than the i^asoningof masterapd.iñailf un- 
derstood them not; and, commandinghi^ ^quires 
to restore to Sandio all they had takeafrom Dapptet 
ordering them Hkewise tp retire to tbe place^where 
they had hdg^ tbe iiigl)tt:before, he presently went 
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óít with Claudia,in all haste, in quest of the wounded 
or dead Don Vincente. They came tp the place 
where Claudia had come up with them, and found 
nothing there but blood newly spilt ; then, looking 
round about them, as far as they could extend their 
slght, they discorered some people upon the side 
of a hill, and guessed (as indeed it proved) that it 
must be Don Vincente, whom his servasts were 
carrying off, alive or dead, in order either to his 
cure, or his burial. They made all the haste they 
could to overtake them ; which they easily did, the 
others going but softly. They found Ddn Vin- 
cente in the arms of his servants, and, with a low 
and fbeble voice, desiring them to let him die there, 
for the anguish of his wounds would not permit 
him to go any ñirther, Claudia and Rbque, fliñg- 
ing themselves from their horses, drew near. The 
servants were starüed at the sight of Roque, and 
Claudia was disturbed at that of Don Vincente : 
and so, divided betwixt tendemess and midty, shé 
approached him, and, taking hold of his hand, Éíé 
said : If you had given me this, accorduig to our 
contract, you had not been reduced to this eíxtre- 
mity.. The wounded cavaüer opened his ahnost 
closéd éyes ; and, knowing Claudia, he said : I 
percdve, fkfa* and mistaken lady, that to your hand 
I owe my ddith r a punishment neither merited by 
me, lioí due to my wishfes i for neither my dé^es, 
nor my adlotís, couU, ói' would, oflTeiíd yóUw Is it 
not Irue then, said Claud&ái thftt, this very moni-

ing, you were *going to be marríedí to LeonoM^ 
daughter of tlie rich Balvastro ? No, ih truth, an- 
swered Don Vincente : my evil fortune must have 
carried you that news, to excite your jeálousy to 
bereave me of Kfe, which since I leave in your 
hands, and between your aíms, I esteem myself 
happy ; and, to assure you of this trúth, take my 
hand, and receive me for your husband, if yoü 
are willing ; for I can give you no greater satís^ 
faction for the injury you imagine you have re- 
ceived. 

Claudiá pressed his hand, and so wrung her own 
heart; that she fell into a swoon upon the bloody 
bosom of Don Vincente, and he into a mortal pa- 
roxysm. Roque was confbunded, and knew not 
what to do. The servants ran for water to ffing 
in theii* fáces, and bringing it sprinkled them with 
it. Cláudia retümed from her swóon, but nót Don 
Vincente from his paroxysm ; for it put án end tó 
his lífe. Which Claudia seeing, and being assured 
tnat her sweet husband was no lónger aliVe, sfeé 
bróke the air with her sighs, wounded the heávenft 
with her complaints, tore her hair, and gáve it te 
the Mdnds, disfigured her face with hér own haóÉds, 
with all the signs of gríef and aíHictioii thát cán be 
imagined to proceed from a isorrowfül heái^. O 
cruél and inconsiderate womati ! said she : wfek 
what facility wert thou moved to pút sa évflí a 
thóught in execution? O ragíngforceof jealousyi 
to what a despérlate end dost thou leaá tboee whó 
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harbour thoe in theír breasts! O my husbancl! 
whoser unhappy lot, fpr being mine^ hath sent thee, 
jfor thy bridal bed to the grave ! Such and and so 
great were the lamentations of Claudia^ that they 
extorted tears from the eyes of Roque, not accu&- 
tomed to shed them upon any occasion. The ser- 
vants wept ; Claudía fainted away at every step^ 
and all around seemed to be a field of sorrow, and 
seat of misfortune. Finally, Roque Guinart or- 
dered Don Vincente's servants to carry his body tó 
the place, where his father dwelt, which was not 
far ojBT, there to give it burial. Claudia told Roque, 
she would retire to a nunner}% of which an aunt of 
hers was abbess ; where she designed to end her 
Bfe, ÍQ the company of a better and an etemal 
sponse^ Roque apphtuded her góod intention, and 
offered U> bear her <^ompany whithersoever she 
pleased, and to defend her father against Don Vin- 
cente's relations, and aU who should desire ta 
hiu't him. Claudia would by no means accept of 
his company, ^d, thanking him for his offer m 
tlie best manner she could, took her leave of him 
weeping. Don Vincente's servants carríed off his 
body» and Roque retumed to his companions. 
Thusended tl^ lov^ of Claudia Jeronima : and 
tio wonder, since the web of har doleful history 
was woven by the cruel and^irresistiWe hand of 
jéalousy, 

Roque Guinart íbund his squires in theplace he 
h^d ^ppointed them, jxná X>QÚ Qidxote among them, 
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mounted i^n Rosinante, and making a speechf 
wherein he was persuading them to kave that kind 
of life» so dangerous both to soul and body. But^ 
most of them being Gascons, a rude and disoider-* 
ly sort of people, Don Quixote's harangue made 
little or no impression upon them. Roque, being 
arrived» demanded of Sancho Panza, whether they 
had retumed aüd restored him aU the meyeaUes 
and jewels his folks had taken from Dapple. San- 
cho answerad, they had, all but three night^aps^ 
which were worth three cities. What does the 
fellow saj? c|aoth one of the by-standers : I have 
them, and thej are not worth three reals. That 
is true» quoth Doi^Quixote; but my squire values 
them at what he has said, for the sake of the person 
who gave them. Roque Guinart ordered them to 
be restored that moment, and» commanding his 
men to draw up in a line, he caused all the clothes, 
jewels, and mónej, and in short, all they had plqn* 
dered since the last distribution, to be brought be* 
&re them ; and, making a short appraisement, and 
reducing the undivideables into money, he shared it 
lUBong his company, with so much equity and pru^ 
dence, that he neither went beyond, nor fell the least 
^hort of distributive justice. This done^ with which 
a}l were paid, contented, and satisfied, Roque said 
to Don Quixote: If this punctuality wei:e mi 
strictly observed, there would be no living amonjg; 
these fellows. To which Sancho said ; By whai 
I have seen, justiee ís so good a thing, that it is 
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imtiket^ind. faad 'doQbtiftBa 4Sfat\:.^cWs'h^ 
thdrafwilihyiwd ni^ Ro^>Guin«it'dalled<ni€ tíhMti 
t^ Imn Uk¿^Qrbmrt ^Saneho nna^ frig)ite«eá^ aiid ce- 
aol«e|d m^tii opoafais lip» jvirlulehe ooiKáitiiediitiÉoii^

dotvn this good incUnation in me^ that I pelrserere 
in this state, in spite of knowing better: and, as 
óné mischief draws after it another*, and one sin 
is foUowed by á second^ my revenges have been so 
Unlcied together, that I nbt 011I7 take upon me my 
«>wii, but those oi other people. But it {¿eases 
€k)d, that, though I see myself iti the midst of tfals 
kbjrinth of coníusions, Í do not k)se the hopeof 
gettíng out of it, ánd arriving at lást in a safe 
harbour. 

Bon Qtdxote was in admiratíon tó hear Rfxfoit 
talk such good and sound dense; for he tfaoi^t, 
tivit, amongst those of his tráde of roM[>ing, murder- 
iiig, ánd Way^aying, th$re could be none capable 
43ff seridus refíection, and he answered: S%iior 
Roque, the I>egínning of heaith consists in the 
knowlédgé of the distemper, ánd in the pátient's 
being wiUing to take the medicines prescribed him 
by the physician. Yóu aré sick ; you know your 
dísease ; and heaven, or rath^ God, who is our 
physidan, wiU applj medidnes to faeal yoü, sucli 
ás usuaUf héal graduaUy» by Uttle and Uttle> and 
íiot suddenly, and by mirackj Besidés, siñners of 
good understanding are nearer to amendmént than

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^xiliflb onés ; aiid since, by your discourse, joii 
ha^ sdiewn your prudtnce^ it lemains only that 
you be of good dieer, and hope for a bettering of 
jour conscience ; and, i^you would shorten the way,- 
ond phu;e yourself with ease in that of your salva- 
tíon, come with me, asid I will teoeh you to be a 
knight^errant; in which profession there are so 
many troubles and disasters, that, being placed to 
the account of penancie, they will carry you to 
heaven in two twiñklings of an eye. Roque smiled 
iKí Don Quixote's oounsel, to whom, changing the 
discourse, he related the tragical adventui^ of Clau- 
dta Jeronima$ which extremely grieted Sáncho» 
who did not disUke the beailty» fipeedom^ and 
iptíghtUoess dTthe young Íady. 

By tUs iime the si{iáFe& retumed with thetr 
prize, bríliging with them two gentlemeii on horse^ 
back, two pílgrims on íbot, and a coach fiill of 
wómen, with about Wi servants» some on foot Itnd 
iome OQ horsiíbáck, accompanyitlg them, and two 
tnuleteersbekngingtothegentlemen^ Thesquires 
enclosed them round, the vailquidiers and ran- 
^mshed keeping a profi>Und silence, Ivaiting tiU the 
gvtat Roque should speak ; who asked the gentle'" 
men, who they were, wMther they wére gcñng, and 
Wlwt money they had. One óf th«n answered : 
SÜr^ we an iwo captains pf Spanish foot ; our contu 
ptinie& are at Naples, and We we goíng to embark 
in four galleys, whkh are said tabe at Barcelona, 
With orders to pa^s over to Sicilyí We have about 
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two or three bundred crowns, wíthíwhich we ttónk^ 
ourseltes rich and happy, aince the usual pehury of 
£K>ldiers allows iio greáter treasures, Roqueput the 
same question to the pflgrim^, who Feplied, they 
were going to embark for Rdme» and that, betw^n 
them bothi thej might háve abrat sixty reals. He 
demanded also, who those Wére in the edach, where 
they wére going,- asnd what lüoney they carried ; 
and one of those bn horseback ánswared: Thé 
persons in the coach are, my lády Donna Guiomaf 
de Quinones, wifeof the regent of the vicarship of 
Naples, a little daughter, a waiting maid, and a 
duenna. Six servaüts of us accdmpany them ; and 
the money tbey carry is six hundred crowffs. So 
tbat, qtioth Roque Guiniart^ we have here lime 
hundred crowns, and sixty reals : n^ soldiers are 
sáxty : see how mucb itcom^ to a^pieCe; fórl am 
but an indifferent aecomptant. 

The robbers hearing him sáy tbis, lifitéd up their 
voices» sáying, Long live Roque Guinail;, in spite 
of all the wretches, who seek his destruction^ The 
captains shewed si^s of afflictioui the lady r^nt 
was dejectedj and tbe pilgrims were nót at all. 
pleásed, at seeing the confíscatioti of theit effects. . 
Roqyé held them thus for some time in suspensei; 
bttt wi)uld not let their sorrow, which might be seen 
a musket-shot off, last any longer ; and, tumÍBg to 
the captains, he said : Be pleased, getitlemen, to do ^ 
me the favour to lend me. sixty crowns, and you, 
kdy regent, fourscore, to satisfy this squadron of 
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mj foUowers ; for, The abbot must eat that sings 
for his meat : and then you may depart free and 
unmolestedy with a pass I will give you, that if you 
meet with any more of my squadrons, which I keep^ 
in several divisions up and down in these parts, 
they may not hurt you ; for it is not my intention 
to wrong soldiers, nor any woman, especially if she 
be of quaüty. Infinite and well expressed were the 
thanks the captains retumed Roque for his courtesy 
and liberality ; for such they esteemed his leaving 
them part of their own money. Donna Guiomar 
de Quinones was reády to throw herself out of her 
coach, to kiss the feet and hands of the great 
Roque ; but he would in no wise consent to it, but 
rather begged pardon for the injury he was forced 
to do them, in compliance with the precise duty of 
his wicked office. The lady regent ordered one of 
ber servants immediately to give the eighty crowns; 
her share of the assessment, and the captains had 
abeady disbursed their sixty. The pilgrims were 
going to ofier their little AU : but Roque bid them 
stay a little, and, turnihg about to his men, he said : 
Of these crowns, two fall to each man's share, and 
twenty remain : let ten be given to these pilgrims^ 
and the other ten to this hónest squire, that he may 
have it in his power to speak well of tkis adven- 
ture: and, calling for pen, ink, and paper, with 
which he always was provided, Roque gave them a 
pass, directed to the chief» of hÍ3 band, ^nd, taking 
leave of thém, he let them go free^ in admiration 
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at his generosity, bis graceful dejMH'tHieiiti and 
strange prooedure, smá lookÍBg upon bim r«Uier as 
an Alexander the Gredt, than a notorious robber. 

One of the squires said, in his Gascon and Ca-p 
takm language : This asiptain of ours i$ fitt^ for a^ 
Iriar than a felon : for the future, if he haa a nsind 
to shew hiniself liberal, let it be pf his own goods» 
and not of ours. The wretch spoke 'not so low, but 
Roque overheard him, and» drawing his swotd, ho 
ahnost deft his head in two, saying : Thus I chas* 
tise the iUrtongued and saucy. AU the rest were 
£ríghted> and no one durst utter a word ; such wbb 
the awe and obedience they were held in. Roque 
went a little aside, and wrote a letter to a friend of 
his at Barcelana, acquainting him that the famous 
Don Quixote de la Mancha, that knight^errant, pf 
whom so many things were reported, was in hjs 
company ; giving him to understand, tjiat he was 
the pleasantest and most ingenious person in the 
world ; and that» ípur days after, on the feast of 
Saint John Baptist, he would appear on the strand 
of the city, armed at all points, mounted on his 
horse Rosinante, and his squire Sancho upon an ass ; 
desiring him to give notice thereof to his ñiends 
the Niarri, that they might make themselves merry 
with him : and expressing his wishes, that his en^ 
mies the Cadelli might not partake cff the diversion ; 
though that was impossible, because the wild ex- 
travagancies and distraction of Don Quixote, toge* 
ther with the witty sayings of his ^uire Sancho 
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Faau» could not fail to give general {deitture to aÜ 
the world. He dbpatched this epbtle by one of 
bis squires, who» changing the hafait of an out« 
law for that of a peasant, entened iúto Barcelona, 
and delivered it iaU> the hands of the persón it was 
directed to. 



CHAP. IX. 



Qf what hefel Dm Quixote at his entrance ¡ínto 
Barcelonuy with other evente^ more true &an 
ingenious. 

XhREE days and three nights Don Quixote 
stajed with Roque ; and» had he stayed three hun- 
dred years» he would not have wanted subject 
matter for observation and admiration in his wáy 
of life. Here they lodge, there they dine: on^ 
while they fly, not knowing from whom ; anothert 
they he in wait they know not for whom. They 
slept standing, with intemipted slumbers, ^.nd shiftr 
ii^ from one jdace to another: they were perpe- 
tually sendii^ out spies, posting centineb, Uowing 
the matches of their muskets ; though they had but 
few, most of them making use of fíre-k)cks. Roque 
passed the nights apart from his foUowers» in píaces 
to them unkliown : for the many prodamations, the 
▼ioemy of Barcetona had published agiunst him» 
kept Inm in fear and disquíet» not darmg to trust 
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ány body, and apprehensive lest his own men should 
dther kill, or deli^er him up to justice, for the 
púce set upon his head : . a life truly miserable and 
iricsome. In short, Roque, Don Qmxote, and , 
Sancho, attended by six squires^ set out for Barce-' 
lona, through unfrequented ways, short cuts, rad 
coyered paths. They arrived upon the strand on 
the eve of Saint John, in the night time ; and Roque^ 
embracing Don QuixQte and Sancho, to whom he 
gave the ten crowns, promised, but not yet given 
him, left them, with a thousand offers of service 
made ©n both sides. , 

Roque retumed back, and Don Quixote staid 
expecting the day on horsebaqk, just as he was ; 
aiid it was not h>ng, before the face of the beautiAil 
Aurora began to discover itself through the halco- 
nies of the east, rejoicing the grass and flowers, 
instead of rejoicing the ears ; though, at the same 
instant, tlie ears also were rejoiced by the sound of 
abundance of waits and kettle-drums, the jingling 
of morrice-bells, with the trampling of horsemen, 
seemingly eoming out of the city, Aurora gave 
pkcé to the sun,which was rising by degrees from 
below the horizon, with a face bigger than a target. 
Don Quixote ánd Sancho, casting their eyes arouiid 
on every side, saw the sea, which tíll then théy had 
never seen. It appeared to them very large imd 
spacious, somewhat bigger than the lakes of Ruy- 
der*, which they had seen in La Mancha. They 
saw the gallies lying close to the shore, which. 
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tnking in their awnings, appeared f uli óf streamers, 
and pennants tr^mbling in the wind, and kissing 
and brushing the water.- From within them soundr 
ed clarions, trumpets, and waits, filling the air all 
around with sweet and martial music. Presently 
the gallies began to tnove^ and to skirmish, as it 
were» on the still waters : and, at the same time, 
corresponding with them, as it were, on the land, 
an infinite number of cavaliers mounted on beau* 
tiful horses, and attended with gay liveries, issued 
fcHrth from the city. The 'soldiers on board the 
gaiy^es discharged several rounds of cannón» which 
were answered by those on the walls and forts of 
the city. The heavy artillery, with dreadiul noise» 
rent the wind^ which was echoed back by the can- 
non on the forecaistles of the gallies. The sea waiB 
cheerful, the land jocund, and the air bright, only 
now and then obscured a little by the smoke of the 
artillery. AU which together seemed to infuse and 
engender a sudden pleasure in all the people.- 
Sáncho could not imagine how those bulks, which 
moved backw^ds and forwards in the sea, came to 
have so many legs. 

By this time those with the liveries came up on 
a fuU* gallop^ with leliUes and shouts ailer the 
Moorish fashion, to the place where Don Quixote 
was standing, wrapped in wonder and surprise ; and 
one of them (the person to whom Roque had sent 
the letter) said in a loud voice to Don Quixoter 
Welcome to our city, the mirror, the bcacon, and 
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polar star of lciii^tHenriaitry in its greatert cxtait : 
welcome, I say, the valorous Don Quixi^ de la 
Mancha; not the spnrious, the fictittous, the apo- 
cryphal, lately exhibited axñoag us in lying hbtoriest 
but tbe true, the legitímate, the genuine, described 
to us by Cid Hamete Ben Engeli, the flower of 
historian$. Don Quixote answei^d not a word» 
nor did the cavaliers wait íbr any answor: but^ 
wheeling about and about with all their fottowers» 
they b^n to career, and curvet it round Don 
Quixote, who, tuming to Sancho» said : These peo- 
ple seem to know us well : I wiU lay a wagier they 
have read our history, and even that of the Arra» 
gonese lately printed. The gentleman, who q[x>ke 
to Don Quixote, said again to him : Be pkased» 
signorDonQuixote, tocome alongwith us; &rwe 
are all very humble servants, and great friends of 
Roque Guinart. To whicb Don Quixote replied : 
If courtesies beget courtesáes, yours, good Sir, is 
daugh^r or very near kinswoman to those of the 
great Roque : conduct me whither you please ; for 
I have no other wiU but yours, espedally if you 
please to employ it in your service. The genüeman 
answered in expressions no less civil ; and, endosúig 
him in the midst of them, they all marched with 
him, to the sound cí waits and drums, toward the 
city, at the entrance whereof, the wicked one, who 
is the author pf all mischief, so ordered it, tiu^, 
among the boys, who are more wicked than tbe 
wicked one himself, two bold and unlucky rogues 
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crowded through tiie press» ^pd oM of thm liftii^ 
np Diq^ple's tail, má the other that of RosÍDaiite, 
they 'thrus^ under each a handñil of briars. The 
poor beasta felt the new spurs» «nd by dapping 
Iheír tails the closer« augmaited their sniart, in 
such scoi;, th^rt, after several plunges, they flung 
tbeír ríders to the ground. Don Quixote, out pf 
countenance, apd affiontedt hastened to fiee hia 
liorse's tail írom this new plumage» and Sancho di4 
the hke by Da{^. Those» who conducted Don 
Quixote, would faave chastised the insolence o£ the 
jbojs ; but it was impossible ; for they were soon lost 
among above a thousand more that foUowed them. 
Don Quixote and Sancho mounted again, and, with 
t|ie siune acclamations and music» arrived at their 
conductofs house, which was laige and fair, such, 
in shorts as became a gentleman of fortune : where 
we wfll leawe them for the present; £pr so Cid 
Jtlamete Ben Engeli wiU have it 



CHAP. X-

DON QUIXOTE's host was caUed Don An- 
tonio Moreno, a rích and discreet gentleman, and 
a lover oi mirth in a decent and civil way. And 
so, havisg Don Quixote in his hou^et he began to 
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contrive methods, how, without ppejufice to hÍ9 
gliest, he m^ht take advantage of Don Quixote't 
madness ; for, jests that hurt are no jests, nor are 
those pastimes good for any thing, which tum to 
the detriment of a third person. The first thing, 
therefore, he did, was, to cause Don Quixote to be 
unamifed, and exposed to view in his straii sha- 
mois doublet (as we have abeady described ond 
painted it), in a balcony, which looked into one of 
the chief streets of the dty, in sight of the popu- 
lace and of the boys, who stood gazing at him as 
if he had been a monkey. The caraliers with the 
liyeries began to career it airesh befoie him, as if 
for him alone, and not in honour of that day's fes* 
tival, they had provided them. Sancho was so 
highly delighted, thinking he had found> witJiout 
knowinghow or which way, another Camacho's 
wedding, anotherhouse llke Don Diego de Miran- 
da's, and another castle like the duke's. 

Several of Don Antonio's friends dined with him 
tfaat day, all honouring and treating Don Quixote 
as a'knight-eíTant ; at which he was so puffed up 
with vain-glory, that he could scarce conceal the 
pléasure it gave him. Sancho's witty conceits ware 
such, and so many, that all the servants of the house 
hung as it were upon his lips, and so did all tbat 
heard him. While they were at table, Don AntOi- 
nio said to Sancho : We are told here, honest San- 
cho, that you are so great a lover of capons and 
sausages, that, when you have filled your beHy, 
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yott- sittff your pockets: with the rémaiti¿ter for next 
day. No, Sir, it- is not so, answered Sandho : 
your worship ís misinformed ; for I am mdre clean* 
ly, than gluttonous ; and my master Don Quixote, 
here present, knows very well, how he and I often 
live eight days upon a handful of acoms -or hazel- 
nuts : it ís true, indeed, if it so falls out, that they 
give me^ a heifer, I make haáte with a halter ; I 
mean» that I eat whateveris offered me, and tak^ 
the times as I find them : and whoever hds said, 
that I am given to eat mUch, and am not cleanly, 
take it from me» he is very much out ; and I would 
say this in añother manner, wpre it not out of re- 
spect to the honourable beards here at table. In 
truth, quoth Don Quixote, Sancho's parsimony and 
cleanliness in eating deserve to be written and eii^ 
graved on phites <^ brass, to remain an etemal 
m^oTÍal for ages to come¿ I must conibss, when 
he'is hungry, he séems to be somewhat of a ^utton ; 
for hfe eats fast, and chews on both sides at once: 
but> as for cleanliness» he always strictly observes 
it ; and, when he was a govemor, he leamed to eat 
SD nicdy, that he took up grapes, and even the 
grains of a pom^anaté, with the point of a fork¿ 
How ! quoth Don Antonio, has Sancho then been 
a govémor? Yes, answered Sancho, and of an 
island called Barataria. Ten days I govemed it, 
at my own will and pleasure, in which time 1 losi 
my rest, and leamed to despise all the govemments 
in the world: I fled áway from it, and fell into a 
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j^t, wheie I Íooked upon mysélf m éí déad aum, 
ánd oiit of which I escaped aMve by a mirack^ 
Don Quixote related minutely att the dramwtaDoeg 
of Sfitiícho*s govemment; whicti gare great plea- 
sure to the heorers. 

The cloth being taken awáj^Don Antonio, takíng 
Don Quixote by the hand» led him into a dísttfit 
apartment, in which there was no other famitxjní^ 
biit a table seemii^lj of jasper, standii^ upon á 
foot ú£ the same ; upM which there was plaeed^ 
áfter thé mánner of the Bustoes of the Rotnan 
emperors, a heád, wiách séemed to be of bvaaij 
Don Antonio Walked with Don Quixote úp and 
down ihe room, taking several tums about the 
table ; áfler w hich he said : SigiKMr Don Quixoteir 
ñow ihát I am ássured nobodj is witiiín hearíngir 
ánd that the door is íast, I wiU tett joü one of the 
rarest adventures, or rath^ otie of the greatcst 
novelties that cfan be imagined^ upim conidition^ 
that whát I shall tell jrou be deposited in the is^ 
most recesses 6f secresy. I swear it shall, answer- 
ed Don Quixóte, and I will clap a grave^stoníe over 
it, for the greáter securitjr ; for I would have your 
^orship know, signor Dori Antoñio (for by this 
time he had teamed hís naíne) that you áre iálldng 
io óne, whó, though he has ears to hear, has no 
tongue to speak : so that you inay sttfely transfer 
whatever is in your breast into mine, and make ao^ 
count you have thrown it into the abyss óf sifeRce^ 
Ixí cónñdence of this promise, imswered Don Anr 
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foaio^ I wili tme jom ádmiration hy What you 
BhalÍ see and hear, and procure myself sóme reUef 
,¿!om the pain I sufier by not having somebody to 
communicáté my secrets to^ which are hot to bé 
trusted with every body. Don Quixóté was in 
iruspense» expecting what so many precautions 
wdnld end in. Don Antonio ihen, taking hold of 
ÍiSs haiid^ made him pass it ovei' the brázen head^ 
the table, and the jasper pedestal it stood upon, 
ánd then said : This head, signor Don Quixote, 
was nfrrought and contrived by one of the greatest 
ench^nters and wizards the world evér had, Hé 
waS) I think, by birth a Polander, and disciple of 
the ffmous Escotíllo *, of Whom so many wonders 
ítfe relatecl. He was here in my house, and, fbr 
the rfward of a thousand crowns, made me thi^ 
head| which has the virtue alf&^^mperty of answer- 
ii^ t^ évery question ásked at its ear. After draw- 
ing %üres, erecting schemes, and observing the 
stars, he brought it at length to the perfection wef, 
shall see to-üiiorrow ; for it is mute on Fridays, and^ 
this bappcning to be Friday, we müst wait till to- 
morrow. In the mean while you may bethinfc 
yourself what quéstions you will ask ; for I know

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by expérience, it tells the truth in all its axÁwefah, 
Don Quixote wondered at the property and vírtae 
of the head, and was readj to disbelieve Don An- 
tonio : but, considering how short a time was set 
for making the experiment, he Would say no more'^ 
but only thanked him for hi^ing discovered to him 
>so great a secret¿ They went out of the chamben 
pOR'A^tonio locked the door after him ; and they 
üamé to the hall, where the rest of the gentlemen 
were, and in this túne Sancho had recounted tp 
them many of the adventures and accidents tbat ^ 
had befallen his master. ^ 

That eveníng they carried Don Quixote abroad^ 
io take the air, not armed^ but dressed like a ci\heen 
ín a iong loose garment of tawny coloüred dothi 
which would have made frost itself sweat at thai 
i^eáson. They ordered their servants to e^nteftaiií 
and amuse Sancho, so as not to let him go out of 
doors. Don Quixote rode, not upon Rosinante, bu£ 
upon a large easy-paced. mule, handsomely accou- 
tered. In dressing him, unperceived by him, they. 
pinnéd at hís back a parchment, whereon wa» 
Ivríttcn in capital letters ; " This is DüN Quixote 
i)E LA Mancha." They no sooner began their 
march, but the scroll drew the eyes of all that passed 
by, and they read aloud, This is Don Quixote de la 
Mancha. Don Quixote wondéred that every bódy 
who saw him, named, and knew him ; and, turning 
to Don Antonio, who was riding by his side, he. 
said : Great is the prerogative inherent in knight* 
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mantry, sínGe it makes all its professors known 
dnd renowned throüghout the limits of the earth : 
ftir, pray observe, signcn* Don AñftMiio, how. thé 
very' hoys c^'this city know me, withont having 
ever seen me. It is true, signor Don Quixote, an- 
swered Don Antomo ; for, as fire cannot be hiddeü 
nc»' cc^fined, só virtue ' wül be known: andtltat, 
whidh is obtained by the profession of mstí^ Alnet 
with a biightñess timd lustre superior to that óSslII 
oéhers. 

Now ít happened, that, as Don Quixoté was^ 
riding dong wlth the á|)plause aforesaid, a Casti* 
Uam, who had read the lab^ on his shoulders, lifted 
tiplás roice, saying : The devil take thee for DofT 
Qtiixóie de la Mancha ! what ! áre you got hitíiei;, 
witibdüt being killed by the infinite number of bangs 
you have had upon your back ? You aire mad, Imd, 
wei^ you so . akme, aind within the doors of your 
owñ foUy, the mischirf were the less : but you have 
tbe piopaiy of eonverting iñto fbds and madmen 
alt that converse, or have any comimunitationwith. 
you ; witness 4iiese gentiemen, wfaoaccompany you., 
Qet youhome, ftol, and look after your estale» your 
wife and cfaiklraD, and. leave off these vanities, 
wfcíicfa worm^t your biain, and $kim offrthe cream> 
of your underatandii^* Bcatfaer,. quoth Don An-- 
tomo^ keep on.yé»^ way, and do not be giving 
oouiuK^ to tfaoáe who do not ask it.. Signor Don. 
Quixote de > la Mandia is wise^ and we wfao bear 
liiiii ¿ompany are not . fools. Vktue cha|Lenges

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ótily'liis bódy, but his very áaul. It wats k perfect 
sigftt ta béfícácl the fíguTe of Don Quixote, loílg; 
láTik, leáii, aud yéilow, sttaiteiied iií his dofhes; 
aukward, and especially iroft at aA niihtíé. Tfaé 
ladies couiled hiín, as it weré, by' stéálth, atid he 
dísdameá them by stéaíth too. Btít, ññdíng Iriinseff 
li^ préssed by theír éourtshfps, he éxalted íiik 
voice, and said : Fugíte, partés ádversde ; ledVfe íné 
tó my reposé, ye unwelcome thoughts: avatttit; 
Ia(|t^, with yotít desites ; ftít she, who Is qüeen of 
miríe» the peerle^s Dulciitea del Toboso, Wííl riot 
eotmerit, that any othei's but hérs should subject 
ándf fuBdüeme. And, sasaying, he sat dowri in thé 
mid4le of the háfl upon the floor, quite fetígüed 
anrf ^sjoiritéd by tbís^ (íancing exercise. Don kr^ 
toitKl Ofde^ tbe servants to take him up, and 
tmj Yassi ta be4 ; ánd tbé first, Wftci lent an help^ 
ítíg hsthl, Wás Sáúcho, Whcr said: Wfaat, in Ood'á 
nattfe, mástér of mine, pilt you üpon dáncíng^ 
Thidk ytm tbat aft Who atei^pBáiit must be caperen^, 
üt idf &:n%fMi-6itant dándng^mastersf Íí yoú 
tl^dfik p, 1 my foa áre mistaken : I know tJiose;

Tfae next daj, Don Antonio thougfat fit to make 
mperíment o£ tfae encfaanted faead ; and so» witfa 
Den Quixote, Saneho> and twa otfaer friends, wiíb 
tfae two ladies, wfao faad wonied Don Quixote in 
dancing (for tfaey stayed tfaat.nigfat witfa Don An- 
tonio's wife) fae locked faimself up in- the room 
where tfae faead stood. He UAá tfaent the. {H'opertjr 
it hád, cfaarged them all witfa tfae secretir and told 
them, this was the fírst day of his trying the virtue 
of that enchanted head. Nobody butDpn AnUh 
nio's twd ftíends, knew the trick of the enchantr 
ment ; aqd> if Don Antonio had not>first,díscóvered 
itto them, t^ey also would have been.asnmcfa 
surprised as; the.rest, it being^ impossible not to be 
so, so cunning^y and qoriously. was ii contrí^yed. 
The first, who appraj^ed tfae ear of the headir ^^ 
Don Antonio himseB?^wfaq said in a low vioicc,. yet 
not so low but he wa^ overheard by them sSl:, tTelI 
me, head, by tbe virtue inherent in.theei whatp.am 
I now thinking of ? The faead? answeredf without 
moving its lips^ in a clea]* and distiñet voice,' salas 
to be heard by eyery body : I um.no jui%e oí£ 
thoughts. At. faearing: oS wfakfa tbey jrere aipi ástOf 
nisfaed, espeeíally sin<%, neitfaer in tbe room» nor 
any yáikre about the table, was tbere bjoj humaH 
creature that could &amea:^, Hqw mapy of us áre 
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Ímtc ? dehmnded Don Añtonio again. Answer was 
made himin the same key : Yóu and your wife, 
with two fiiends of yoyrs, and two of hérs, apd b 
ñtmóus. knigbt, called Don Quixote de la Mancha, 
with acertáin sqpiire of his, Sancho Panza by name. 
Here wM.wondering indeed ; here was every body's 
bair staiiding on end out of pure affríght. Don. 
Antonio, going aside at some distance from the 
head, said : This is enough to asstire me, I was nct* 
deceived by him, who sold you to me, sage head, 
^peaking bead, answering head, and admirable 
head! Let somebody else go, and ask it what they. 
please. Now, as women arc commonly in baste^. 
and inquisitive, the first, wbo went up to itr was 
one of the two fiiends of Don Antonio's wifi^ and 
her question was: TéH me, head, what shall I do 
to be very handsome ? It was answered : Be-very 
modest i ask you no more, said the querist. 
Thén her cidmpamm^rame up, and said: I would 
know, head, whether ihy husjband loves me, or no ? 
The answer was: You may eás3y know ihát by 
his usage of you. The married woman, going aeáde» 
said: The questicHi miglit very well háve been 
splu*ed; íbr, in reality, a man's aetions are the best 
interpréters 4)f his aíSeétíonSb Then one of Don 
Antonio's two friends wenit flnd asked him: Wbo« 
aml ? The apaswer was : You know. I do not üsk 
yüu ihat, answ^red the gentleman, butonly, vrhe*- 
thar you know^ue ? I do» replied the head, yoú. are 
.DoD Pedro-Noriz» ..Idesire to hear no more, ssáá 
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he, sÍBce this U ^n&cieat, O head, to co»vince me, 
tjiat you know everj'^ thing. Then the other feíeQd 
9t^pp^ up, and demanded : Tdl me, head, whmt 
desfres has my eldest son ? It was ans^ered : Have 
I net told you already, tbat I do not judge of 
t^QUgbts? But» for all that, I cán tell yiou, that 
your son's desire Í3 to bury you. It is so, quotíi the 
gentlfffiian ; I see it with my eyes, and touch it with 
Qiy fiQ^er; and I ask no more questions. Tben 
cm»!^ Don Autouio's wife, and said : I know not, 
faead, what to ásk you : only I would knów of 
ym, whether I shall eigoy my dear hu^nd many 
y^ii^? The answer was : You shall ; for his good 
c<Hi9titution» and his temperate way of living» pro- 
tíúm many years of life, which several are wont to 
shorten hy intemperañce. Next came Pon Quix- 
ote» and saíd : TeU me» answ«%r, was it truth» 
or a dream, whát I related as having befaUoi mie 
in MontesÍBos's cave ? WiU ibe whq^pisgof SmcM 
my squire» be certainly ñdfiUed? WiU tíie ^hsü^ 
chantment o£ Dulcinea take efi^ ? As to the bu* 
^eas Qf the cave, it was answered» tbeie is mudii 
to bé said: k hap sometbing of botb : Sancho'a 
whíppíng mU go on bút slowly : the diaéniQhaiytmeüt 
of Dukinea wiU bé bBaught about iu due tkmft • l 
djssire tp know no moBe, quoth Don Qiifau)té; ÜX, 
so^I may but see Dukinea disenehanted» I thatt 
make aecount, tbat aU thegoodfiHrtwe I cm áeé» 
ctmm upon »0 at a qlap, The Jast fumit vaft 
pi^hoy aad i^ qifeatíira was this : Héad» AsSk I». 
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; jwtadTenture, get another govemment ? Siian I quit 
tbe penuríous life of a sqoire ?

You shall govem in jour own houde, and, if you 
ietum to ft, you shall see your 'wife and your chil-

^quire. Verj good, in faith, quoth Sancho Pauea ; 
I could hare Id14 niyself as much, and the jttophet 
Ferogndlo could have told me no more. Béastt 
quoth Don Quixote, what answerwouldyouhave? 
Is it not enough, that the answers this head re- 
tums, correspond to the questions put to it ? Yes, 
it Í8 enough, answered Sancho: but I wish it had 
«xplained itself, and told me a Kttle more. 

Thus ended the questions and answers, but not 
the amazement of the whole company, exceptii^ 
Don Antonio's two friends, who knew the secret : 
which Cid Hamete Ben Engeli would immediately 
discover, not to keep ihe world iñ suspense, be- 
fieving there was some witchcraft, or extraordinary 
jnystery, concealed in that head: and therefore ht 
'iíays, that Don Antonio Moreno procured it to be 
iínade, in imitatíon of another faead he faad seen at 
Madrid, made bj a statuary foi* fais own diversio;i, 
aild to surprise the ignorant: and the machine was 
cotitrived in this manner. The table was of ^ood, 
pakted, and vamished over like jásper; má the 
íbót it stbod upon was of the same» with four efiglé- 
tSkwfif, to make ít stanil the fimer, end be«r tfae 
iké¿ht tiie better. The liéach, resemjUing tfaat of 
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a Romaa emperor, and coloured like copper^ was 
hoUow, and so wps the tabl^ itsejf» in which the 
lyiisto was sp exaetfy fixe^, that no sign of a joínt 
appeared. The foot abo was hoUow, and answer- 
ed to the neck and breast of the head ; and all this 
porre^^nding with another chamber just under 
that where the head stood, Through all thjs hd- 
}o w of the foot, table, neck, and breast of the figure 
aforesaid, went a pipe pf tin^ which could not be 
seen. The answerer -was placed in the ch^mbe? 
undemeath» with his mouth close to the pip^ so 
th^t the voice descended and ascended in dear and 
articulate sounds, as through a speaking-trumpet; 
and thus it was impossíble to discover the. jug^le. 
A nephew of Pon Antonio'Sj a student acute and 
discreet, was the responilent ; who, being infonpted 
bi^orehand bj his unclej who ^ere to be-with him 
that day in the chamber of the head, could easily 
answer, readily and exactij, to the first question : 
to the rest he answared bj conjectures, and, as a 
xliscreet person, disci^eetly. Cid Hamete says ñur- 
ther^ that this wonderñü machine lasted abput eight 
or ten days : but, it being divulged up and down 
the dty, that Dpn Antonio kep|; in his house loi 
eíichanted head, whic|^ ansipirere^ tq all questipps, 
he, feariog lest it should come io the ears of the 
watehful 9entine}s of our faith^ acquainted the gen^ 
tlemen of the inquisition with thp secret ; wJio or- 
dered him to break it in pieces, lest the ignorant 
vulgar should be scandalijsed at it: butstiU» in tbg 
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opinion of Don Quixote and of SandK) Panza, the 
. head contíniied to be enchantod, and an answerer 
of questions, more indeed to tbe ^tisíaútion ótjkia 
Quixote, than of Sancho. 

The gentlemen of the town, in complaisance to 
Don Antonio, and for the better entertainment of 
Don Quixote^ as well as to give him an opportu» 
nityof discovering his follies^ appointed a running 
^t the ring six daj» after, which was disappdnted 
bj an accident that will be told hereafter« Don 
Quixote had a mind to walk about the town, with- 
out ceremony, and on foot, apprehending that, if 
he went on horseback, he should be persecuted by 
the boys : and.so he and Sancho^ with two servants 
assignedim^ by Don Antonio, walked out^to mak^ 
the tour. Now it fell out, that,.as they passed 
through a certain street, Don Quixote, Uíling up his 
eyes, saw written over a door in very large letters? 
" Here books are printed," At which he was 
much pleased : for, tiU then, he had never seen any 
printing^ and was desirous to know how it was 
performed. In he went, with all his retinue, and 
saw drawii^ off the sheets in one place, correcting 
in another, composing in this, revising in that, iji 
short, aU the machinery to be seen in great print- 
ing houses. Don Quixote went to one of the 
boxes, and asked, what they had in hand there. 
The workman told him : he wondered, and went 
bn. He came to another box, and asked one, what 
}xe was doing^ The workman answered : Sir^ thaf 
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genüeman yoodcr ^pmntíng to a man rf a goad 
person and appear^nce» and of áome grantjr) has 
^trandated an ItaUan hook into our Castílian lan- 
guage, and I am composing it here for tfae prees^ 
What title has the book ? demanded Don Quixote. 
To wMich the author ánswered : Sir, the boók in 
Itaiian is caHed, Le Bagatelie. And what anstrers 
to Bagateüe in our Castilian ? quoth Don Quixote, 
Le BagateHe, said the anthor, is, as if we should 
say Trifles. But, though its títle be mean, it cón- 
tains many very good and substantial things. Quoth 
Don Quixote ; I know a little of the Tuscan lan- 
guage, and ralue myself uponsinging some stanzas 
of Aríosto. But, good Sir, pray, tell me (and I do 
'not say this with design to examine your skill, but 
out of curiosity, and nothing else), in the coufse of 
your writing, have you ever met with the word 
íignata? Yes, ofken, replied the authof. And 
how do you translate it in Castilian ? quoth Don 
Quixote. How should I translate it, repfied the 
author, but by thé word Olla ? Body of ine, said 
Don Quxxóte, what a progress has your worádp 
made in the Tuscan language ! I would venture 
a good wager, that, where the Tuscan says Píace, 
you say, in CastiKan, Plaze ; and where it says 
Hú, you say Mas ; and Su, you trandate Arribs^ 
and Giü by Abaxo*. Ido so, most certaíifily,'

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seller ? I prínt it on my own accóuntyanswered 
the author, and I «xpect to get a tbousand ducáts 
by.tfais íirst impression, of whicl^there will bé twó 
thousandcopies, and they wSl gp off, at six reals a 
sét, in a trice. M%hty well, Sir, ánswered Don 
QuÍKote : it is plain you know but little of the tunfs 
^d'dpl^es of the booksellers, and the combination 
tbere is among them. I promise you, when you 
find the weight of two thousand volumes upon 
your back, it will so depress you, that you will be 
ftíghted, espedally if the book be any thmg duil, 
OT not over sprightly. What ! Sir, quoth the 
iauthor, would yóu have me make over my right to 
the booksefter, -whoi perhaps, will give me tharee 
Iramvedis for it, and even think he does me a kind- 
VíesÉ in^ giving me so much ? I i»ÍBt nomore bosAs 
topurchase ñune in the world; for I am alr^y 
«i^ciently* known by my -works. Profit I séefc, 
without which fatue is not worth a farthing. God 
isend you good success, answered Don Quixote; 
an*d, going on to another box, hesaw they wene 
DOrrecting a sheetof another book, entltled, *' Hie 
light of the soul." And seeing it, he said : These 
kiod of bdoks, though there are a great mai]^ of 
them abroad, are those that ought to be prkited: 
for there^are abundance of sinners up and doim, 
fffid 4S0 many ben^hted persons stand in 'needof 
^ infimte number .of lights. He went &pir9rd, 
and «aw they were correctinganother book; aad 
asking its titíe, he was answered, thatit was ealled 
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^The second part of tfae iugenious gentkman Don 
Quixote de la Mancha," written by such a one, an 
inhabitant of TordesiUas. I know something of 
that book, quoth Don Quixote ; and, in truth and 
on mjr conscience, I thought it had been bumt be- 
fbre now, and rediioed to ashes, for its impertr* 
nence : but its Martinmas wiU come, as it does to 
every h(^* : for aU fatmlóus histories are sq fajt 
good and entertaining» as they come néar the truth^ 
Qt.tía^ resetnblance of it ; and true lustone^ . them- 
selves are so much the better, by how much.i^ 
tníar. And» so saying^ he went out of the prínt- 
ing-house with some shew of dbsgMst: and.tha^ 
samíe day Don Antonio purposed to cany him ta 
see th^ galUe3> which lay in the roa4; whereAt 
Sftncho rejoiced mudi^ having never in.his life seen^ 
aóy. Don Antonio gave notice tD4;he commodore 
of the four . gaUies, tbat he would bring his guest». 
the renowned Don Quixote de la Mancha^.thajt 
^iftecnoón^ to see them, of whom the commodor/^» 
an4 áll the inhabitant& of the eity» had sofne know:- 
ledge ; and what befel. him there^.shall be. tddin 
the fóllowing chapter.

SendK» wasfleetíKl ncflrthe staenv on tfae w^ 
bHnc^ oiefle tv tbe bkidiBest iwrcr, wbo^ bcMg kk 
structed what he was to do» laid hold on Sancfao, 
and bfted binD nfK íb bia anas. llien tiie whole 
<;rew of slaves, standing up» and b^pinning from tbe 
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fi^ ááCf passed him frooiíbaak.tó bank, aá¡¿LSámt 
hs^áto hand, so swiftfy, thai poor^SQiicbo lost tbe 
yarf sigbtof his eyesy and renly thoughttfaeiáevils 
tbemsdves were carryiflg him ftwaj ; and.th^lHtd 
not done with him» tiU tbey brougliA bim roQnd.b^ 
the Jeft side, añd replaced him at the stem. The 
popr wretch remained bruised» out of breatb^ aud iii 
a cold sweat, without beb^ able to imagHle what 
had befallra bim. Don Quixote, who bdíield Sanr 
cho's flightwithout wings, asked the .génend, if 
that was a. ceremony cmnmonly used at people's 
first comkig aboard the gallies : for, if so, he,; whot 
had w> intentíon of making profession* > in tbem» 
had no ÍBclinatíont to performthe like exerase^and 
yosred to Ood, that if any one presumed tó lay holdL 
of , him to toss him». he would . kick tfaeir soub out¿ 
And, sayiñg this, he.stood up, and laidJiis handm 
his sword. At that instant they rtruck.theiawn^ 
ing,.aiid,.with a great noise» let &11 the maiu*yáidr 
from the top of the mast to the bQttani. Smcto 
thoqght.the sky was fidhng off.its hÍBges^ and 
tuJDabling upon his head» and» flihrinlHtig it dmm^ 
he dapped it for fear between^.hU'legs.. Dw 
QuÍ3;ote knew not what to tbiak of it».emLibd too 
quaked» shmgged his shouklersi, aodidmDgffdbcSDUn-' 
tenámq^.U Th? slw^ea.hoírtcd tfaeiinmn-fryar^ 
ttié sa^e sml(lD^,and illqíae. tfaey.'h«áL<iÍrii»k í^^ 
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and all this, without speaking a word, ás if they had 
neitiier voice nor breath. The boatswain made a 
signal for weighing anchor, and, jumping into the 
middle of the forecastle, with his bullVpizzle, he 
began to fiy-flap the shoulders of the slaves at the 
oar, and bj little and Httle, to put off to sea. San^ 
cho^ seeing so many red feet (for such he took the 
oars to be) move all together, said to himself : Ay, 
these are eñchanted things indeed» and not those mj 
master talks of. What have these unhappy wretches 
done to be whipped at this rate ? and how has this 
one man> who goes whistling up and dowti, the 
botdness to whip so many? I maintain it, this is 
he% or puigatoryat least. DonQuixote^ seeing with 
wha^ attention Sancho observed all that passe^ 
. said: Ah, íiiend Sancho, how quicklj and how 
/jieafdy might you» if you would, rtrip to the waist, 
and, placing yourself among these gentlemen, put 
an end to the enchantment of Duldnea ! for, having 
so many companions in patn» you would feel but 
little of your o wn : besides, perhaps, the sage Mer- 
lin would take every lash of tfaeirs^ coming fmm so 
good a handy upon account for ten of those you 
must, one day or other» give yourself. ^ 

The general would have asked what lashes he 
spoke of, and what he meant by the disenchúit- 
ment of Dulcinea ; when a mariner said : The fott 
of Montjuy makes a signal, that there is a vessel 
with oars on the coast, on the westem side. The 
general, hearing this, leaped upon the middle gang-

f ficape. Thé crew phed tfae 'Oars, impdfing the^ 
gaUies with such vioience, that.they seemédtó fly« 
Tbose that stood out to sea, áhout two miles ofl^ 
'dtscovered a sail^ wl^ch they judged to. carry about 
fputteen or fifteea bánks of oars ; ánd sait pró^éd 
isío be. The vessel, discovenng the galip^ put her» 
íelf in chace, with design and in hope to get away 
by her swiftness. fiut, unlÍENrtunately t^ her, thc 
iCaptain-galley hapqaened to be ime of the s^nftesl 
te^sdb upou the sea» and therefore gfl^ned upqa the 
bcigantine so fast^ that the corsahrs saw they coutd 
not escape ; and so thé master of h^ ord^rad hii 
sXk^Di to drop. their oars, and yield themsiilm pñ* 
•oners, that they mi^ht ryat éxasperate the oaptaia 
bf our gallies. But fortune, that would liave j| 
ütherwise, so ordered, that^ just as the cá^bain* 
gdlley canie so near» that the corsaÍBS couhl hemr a 
<^oice from her, caUing to them to sterender, two 
Toraquis, that is td say, two Turks that wei» 
drunk/ who came in the brigantíne wítb twdve 
others, discharged two muskets,' wíf h iJ^fhich tiiey 
killed two of our.soldiers upon the,prow¿ Which 
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Ihe geiíeral seeing, he swore not to leave a man 
'rfiVe^'hé shoiiíd take in thé vessel, and coming up 
with ^ ftiiy io board hét, she sKpped áway under 
thé'oárs of the gatíej. The galley ran a-heád á 
gt)od Way í thej^ in thie vessei, pef ceíving they wei'd 
got clear,*ínadé all the way they couid while the 
gsSky was' conjitíg áboüt, aívd again put themselteá 
in chace' with oars Und saite& But their diligence 
did ihem not so mudh good, as their presümptíóit 
did' them harm; for the captain-ganey^ overtakin^ 
them in littk toore tfcan half á mite, ciapped Íitt 
ters bft the véssely and took them all'afive. 

By this time the two oth^sr g^es ^re éotne 
np, «nd all £^ retiirtieá with tibeiv pAze to the 
stsanil^ whére a. vitet eotK^rse ol péople stoodF 
expecting théibr desirous to seé whát tíiey had 
take^. 'Fhe geneo'al cast aochop nesi^ thé land, and, 
knowing that the vicerQlj? was upon this* shone, Íie 
ijitétíBei out tbe i)oátto bring: lúm on boaird, and 
eon^maíndod tho main^yard to l»e let down^ immé^ 
diately to líang thereon^ the nsaeter of the vessel, 
and tiie rest of the Tuvks he had ^en in her, 
heing iediout six and thirty persons, lA'brisk fel- 
Í(lw% and most of them Túrkish musquetéérs. Hte 
geiieral^ inqiüived» iTkicb was the master o{ thé 
farigantliie, and one of the captives, whó afterwasdflr 
s^ipearedto be a Spanish ^renegado, a»i6Wer^-him 
in: Castílian : This youih; Sk, jon see h€re> is óu^ 
maater ^ pointing to one of the most beaBtifuI and 
tnost gra<5eftil young inen that human imagination 
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could paint. His age, in appearance, didnot^peaoli 
twenty years. The general said to him : Tell nie^ 
iU-advised d<^, what moved you to kill my aoldi«rsr 
when you saw it was iropossible to escape ? Is this 
the respect paid to captain-gallies ? Know you 
not, Ihat temeñty is not valour, and that doubtfiil 
hop^ shonld make mefi daring, but not rash ? The 
^outh would have replied; but the general could 
not hear him then, by reason he was going to re- 
ceive the viceroy, who was just then entering the 
galley ; with whom th^ came severai of hÍB ser^ 
vants» and some people of the town. You have 
had a fine chaee of itr signor general, said the vijce- 
voiy. So^ fiaey aüswered the genera^. that your 
excellency shall presently see it himged up at the 
yard-arm. How so, replied the viceroy. Becanse, 
i^ephed the general^ against aU law, against alt 
reason, and the custom of wár, they have tíSká.

Tielther a Turk, íior a'Moor, nor a renegado. Whát 
are you then ? rejflied the viceroy. A Chriátia» 
woman, answered the youth. A Ghristian womán, 
ínsuch a*garb, and in such circumstances, said the 
viceroy, is a thing rather to be wondered at than 
bdieved. GentlemeB, said the yotfth, suspend the 
exeGation of my death': it Will be no great loss, <o 
defer yo»r revengeí while I recount tíie story of my 
life. What heart could be so fcard, as not to relent 
at these expressions, at least so far as to hear 
what the sad and aíBicted youth had to say ? The 
general bid him say what he pleased, but not to' 
expect pardon for his notorious offence. With iMs 
iicence the youth b^an his story in the foUowing 
manner': — 

I was bom of Moorish parents, of that nation 
tnore unhappy than wise, so "latdy overwhehned 
under asea of misfortunes» In the current of théh' 
tndamity, I was carried away by two of my uncles 
into Barbary, it availing me nothing to say I was 
a christian, as indeed I am, and not of the feigned 
or pretended, but of the true and caOicAic ones. 
The discovery of'this truth had no influence on 
those, -who were charged with our unhappy banish- 
meBt ; nor weuld my undes bdieve it, but rather 
took it for a Ue, -and an invention of mine, in order 
to remain in the eountry where I was bom ; and so, 
by force rather than by my good-will, they carriéd 
me with them. My mother was a christian, and my 
^ather a discreet mw, and a chrífttian too^ I suofced 
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in the catholic faith with my milk. I was vhrtu^ 
ously brought up, and» neÜher in úiy languüge boy 
loehavioui*, did I,.as I thought» give any indicalioR 
of being a Morisca. My beauty, if I have ajay, gx^w 
up, and kept equal pace v/ith these yirtues ; for 
suoh I believe them to be : and, though my Inodesty 
^nd reserve were great, I could not avoid beÍBg 
seen by a young gentleman» cailed Don Gaspaar 
Gregorio, eldest son of a person of distinction, 
whose estate joins to our town: How he saw nréi 
ho\v we conversed t(^ether, how he was undon^ 
fór me, and how I was little less for him, would be 
tedious to relate, espedally at.a time when I am 
under apprehension, that the cruel coid, which 
threatens me, may interpose between my tongu^ 
and my throat ; and therefore I will only say, that 
Don Gregorio resdlved to tear me company in on^ 
banishment. And so, miugling with the Moori^, 
who came from other towns (for he spoke the lanr 
guage well)" in the journey he contracted an inti; . 
macy with my two uncles, who had the chaorge cjf 
me : for my father, being a prudent and provident 
person, as soon as he saw the ftrst edict for ojir ba- 
náshment, left the town, and went to seek somp 
place of refuge for us in foreign kángdoms. He 
left a great number x>f pearls, and precious stonas 
of great value, hid and buried in a certain plac^, 
known to me only, with some money in crusadoes 
and pistoles of gold, commanding me in no wise to 
touch the treasure he left, if peradventurc w e should 
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\m bániÉhed before he retuméd. I obejed, and 
passed dvei* into Barbary with my uncles, and other 
rdations and acquaintance, as I have already saíd ; 
and the place we settled in was Algiers» or rather- 
héH itself. The king heard of my beauty, and 
feme toM him of my riches, whích partly proved 
ray good fortune. He sent for me, and asked me, 
of what paít of Spain I was, and what money and 
jewels I had brought with me. I told him the 
town, and that the jewels and money were buried 
in it ; but that they might casily be brought oñ, ^'f 
I myself went to fetch them. All this I told him, 
iri hopes that his own covetousness, more than my 
beauty, would blind him. 

^ While he was thus discoursing with me, infor- 
mation was given him, that one of the genteelest 
aud handsomest youths imagináble^ came in my 
cdmpany. I presently understood, that they meant 
Dwi Gaspar Gregorio, whose beauty is beyond all 
possibility of exaggeration, I was greatly dis-' 
turbéd, when I considered the danger Don Grego- 
rio was in : for, ^mong those barbárous Turks, a 
beautiful boy ór youth is more valued and esteemed, 
than a woman, be she never so beautifid. The 
king commanded him to be immediately brought 
before him, that he lAight see him, and asked mej 
if it was true, whát he was told of that youth. I, 
as if inspired by heaven, answered : Yes, it was ; 
but thát; I must inform him, hé was not a man, but 
a womariy as I was : and I requfestcd, that he would 
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l^ me gp a»d dress her in iuar proper garb, that sbe 
il^ight shÍRe in fuU beauty, and appear in his pre- 
senp^. with the less concem. He said, I might go 
in a^od hour, and that next, day he wouid talk 
with me of the manner how I might conveniéntly 
retum to Spain, to get thé hidden treamure. I 
consulted with Don Gaspar : I told him the dan- 
ger h^ ran in appearing as a man : and I dressed 
him like a M orisca> and that very aftemoon intro- 
duced him as a woman to tfie king, who was in 
admiration at the aight of her, and proposed to re- 
serve ber for a present to the grand sígnór ; and, 
to prevent the risk she n^ight ran in the sen^lio 
among his own wives, and distrasting himself, hé 
ordered her tp be Igdged in the house of a Moorish 
lady of qualitj, there to be kepjt and waited upon : 
whith^r she was instantLj conveyed. What we both 
felt (ft)r I cannot deny that I love him) I leave^o 
the Gonsid^eration of those, wbo mutually loveeach 
othfsr, and aré &rced to part. The king presently 
gave order for my returning to Spain, in this bri- 
^antine, accompanied by two Turks, being those, 
who kiUed your soldiers. There came with nie 
also this Spanisb renegadp (pointing to him, who 
spoke fírst) whom I certainly know to be a diristian 
in his heart, and that he comes with a greater desire 
to stay in Spain, than to return to Barbary. The 
rest of the ship's crew are Moors and T^ttks, whq 
serve for nothing but to rów at the par» The two 
drunken ^nd insotent Tnrks, disobeying theorders 
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tgiyeñ them to set me and the reaegádo m fibore, ki 
the.first place of Spain we shoidd toueh upon^ id 
the habit of christians (with which we came pro^ 
vided) would neéds &rst scour the coast, and make 
soine prize, i£ they could, fearing, if they should 
land us first,. we might be induced by ^ome accident 
or other to discover, that such a vessel was at sea, 
and, if perchanee there were any gállies abroad 
upon this coast, she mi^ht be taken. Last n^ht 
we made this shoré, and, not knowiiig any thing of 
these four galUés, were discoreied ourselves, asid 
what you have Éeen has befallen us. In short, Don 
Grégorio remains aniong the women, in wom^n's 
attire, and in manifest danger of being undone ; and 
I find myself, with my hands tied, expecting,, or 
rather fearing, to lose that life, of which I am «l^ 
r^dy weary. This, Sir, is thé condusion of m^ 
lamentable story, as true as unfortunate. What t 
beg of you, is, that you will sufi*er me to dk like a 
Christian, since, as I have told yqa, I am no wise 
chargeable with the blame, into which those of my 
nation have fallen. Here she held her peace, her 
eyes pregnant with tender tears, which were accom- 
panied by many of those of the standers by. 

The vicaroy, being of a tender and compassionate 
disposition, without speaking a word, went to.her» 
and with his own hands unbound the cord, that tied 
the beautiful ones of the fair Morisca. While the 
Moriscan Chrístian was.relating her straage story» 
án old pügrím, who <:ame aboard the g^lley wüh 
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^vUsercff, fáirtened hÍET eyes on her, and, scafceltir^ 

hád Bhe ihade án end, when, thrbwing hiitaself at 

hef feety and embracing them^ with word&anter-^ 

rupted hy a thousand sobst and sighs, he soid: O 

Aniía Felix ! my unhappy daughter ! I am thy fa- 

ther^ Ricote, who am retumed to seek thee, not 

bdng able to Kve wdthout thee,- who art my 

very soul. At which words, Sancha opened his 

eyes, and lifted up his head, which he was holding 

down ruminating upon his laté disgrace ; and look* 

ing at the pilgrim) he knew him to be the very 

Ricote, he met with upon the day he left his 

govemment, and was persuaded this must be his 

daughter : who, being now unbound, embraced her 

father, mingüng her tears with his. Ricote said to 

th^ general and the viceroy: This, Sirs, is my 

daughter, happy in her name alone : Anna Felix 

she is called, with the suraame of Ricote, as famousí 

for her own beauty, as for her fether's riches. I left 

my nativé country, to seek, in foreign kingdoms, 

some shelter and safe retreat, and, having found 

óne in Gertóany, I retumed, in this pilgrim's weedy 

in the company of some Germans, in que^t of my 

daughter, and to take up a great deal of weálth I 

had left buried. My daughter I found not; but 

Ihe treaSure I did, atld have it in my possession : 

aM now, by the stránge túfn of foftuñe you have 

i^en, I hate foünd the treasure, which most enricbei? 

me — my beloved daughter. If oür innoceüce, and 

her tears ami mine, through the típrightness of yotir 
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faf it, wfao neveü^ had a thoogbt of^offéiiding yoo, 
nbr ín any ways conspiped with the ^s%ns of úút 
people» who hare been jiittlf banished. Then said 
Sandbo:.! know Ricote very weH, and am sure 
what he sajrs bí Anüa Felix's being his daughter is 
tnie : . büt as for the other íctte stories of his going 
and conting, ahd of his having a good or bad inten^ 
tion, I meddle not with them. 

All that Wem present admired at the strangt^esis 
of the case; and the general said: Each tear of 
yours fainders me £rom fuifilling my oath : live, íkir 
Amla Felix, all the years heaven has állotted you, 
IDid lét tfae daring and the insolent undergo thé 
pumidmient tbeir criqfie deserveSr Immediately he 
ordered, that the two Turks, who had kiQ^ his 
soldiers, should be hanged at the yard-arm. But^ 
the viceroy eamestly entreated him not to hang 
them, their fault being rather the effect of madness 
than of valour. The general- yieMed to the vice- 
roy's request ; for it is not easy to execute revengie 
in cold blood. Then they consulted how to deliver 
Don Gaspar Gregorio from the danger. he was left 
in. Ricote offered above two thousand ducats, 
which Iie had ín péarls and jewels, towards it. Se- 
vend expedients were pnoposed, but none so likely 
lo suoceed as that of the Spanish renegado afore- 
meQticñied, wbo offered to retum to Algiers íñ á 
sBiail baA of about eight banks, arined with chrís- 
tian rowers ; for he knew where, how, and wheñ 
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he rtá^t land ; nor was he ignorant is£ the iioitse» 
in .whidb Don Gaspar was kept. The general and 
ihe vicero^ weie xn <íoubt whether th^ should nij 
pn. the. renegado, or tnist Jiim with ^e dirístia&s^ 
whe wereto row at tíie oar. Anna Fdix answered 
£ov him» and her father Bicste said, he would he 
ftaswesable for the ransom of ihose chiistíans, if 
they shoidd be faetrayed. Matters beii^ thus seU 
tled, the viceroy went ashore, and Doñ Antonk» 
Moreño took the Morisca and her &ther along 
wítb him, ithe vioeroy dbaiging him to r^ale and 
-welcome them, bs mucfa as possibte, oflGering, on his 
/DWB pait, whatever fais house iafibrded for their 
tetter entertainment ; so great was the^ Idndness 
4ipd charity that the beauty of Anna Felix infiised 
jinto his l^reast

. JL HE history relates, that the wife of Don An* 
tonio Moreno took a great deal of pleasuiie in seeiiig 
. Anna Felix in her house. SShe gave her a kind 
wdcomi^ anamoured as well of her beauty as af 
fapr discr^tíon ; fpr the Morisca excelled m Jboih : 
xdA all tl^ people of the city ílocked to see her^ as 
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ifüíey haá been brought together by riopmg th^ 
great bett. Don Quixote said to Don Antonioy 
fliat the method; tfa^ had leselTed upoH^ for th^ 
redemption of Don Gregorío^ was quite a immg 
oue^tbere being more ^nger, than probafailitf of 
saccess, ÍB it; and thát thej wonld do beMeirta 
land hkn, witb his hüsse and arms, in Bartmrjr ; 
fi>r he woidd fetch him off in sfñte of the whde 
Moorish race, as Don Gayferos had dcne hy hia 
spouse Melisendrá. Take notice, Sir, quoth San* 
cha, faeariii^ this, that signor Don Gayferos reseued 
his spouse on firm landy and cttxied her over land 
into France : but here,. if,. peradventure^ we rMcue 
Don Gr^porio^ we haye na way to brbag him int0 
Spain^ since the sea is between. For att thii^ 
thare is a r^iiedy» excepting fw death^ lej^Ued Doh 
Quixote ; for, let but a vessel come to the sea-side^ 
and we can embark in it, though the whole world 
should endeavour to oiq>ose it. Your worship, 
quoth Sancho, contrives and makes thematter.very 
edsy : but, Between the saying and (he íactis a 
very hige tract : and I stick to the renegado» who 
seems tp me a very honest and goodrpadued man* 
Don Antonio said> if the renegado should miscarry 
in the business, it would be time enoii^h ta put ia 
practíce tfae expedient ef tfae great De» Qnúcote'a 
pasfiing over «into Barbary. Two days^after, the 
ren^ado sét -sail in a small bark of éx oavs dn a 
ad^ manned wíth a gtout crew, and, two days 
aaer tbat« the gallies d^wrted í^ the LevMit^

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thegeiií^ hftviDg éngpsiged the Ticem]f to gívebífli 
advicé^ ail that sboutd bappen in lespcct to thet

Qne momipg^ Don Quixote btÍDg std&cd f<»lfe 
io> táké tbe air on the sttand, áimsd :aít all. pointa

fifiepj, and Í^is recreatio» fighting, and so he waá 
áeldom withoüt them), he pmeived adTanting to* 
ward him a knight, armed likewise at aU pránts;; 
On his shiekl was pakkted a téspknéest nio<m: 
atid» whien he was come near enongb to be heaid^ 
he raised h0i voice, and, <firecting it to Dml Qiriü^ 
ote^ h6 sáii^c Qhistcioiidi knight^ and nenev enongh 
f^wned Don Qi^oté áe ta Manch% S am tbA 
knight éf thé white moen, whose laÉbeajrd^f ex^ 
ffloits^ perhaps» may bring him ta your xémem^ 
braiAce. I cotífie to enter into cottibat wiA you^ 
aiNl to trjr the strength of your arm, in offder 
to mdké' y^ know and confess, that my mistressy 
be shé whO'fihe will« is^ wühou* comparíson, more 
beeiatí$¡ul than your Dulmea del TobDso: wbíeh 
trath if yoti do imviediately aiid fejrly eon&ss^ yeut

• Doa Qtiixirté was suirpiiaed and amazed, a» weli 
at the arrogance of the knigiit of the wfaite mooíu 
as at tfae reasoa of his beicg chaUenged by hini : 
énd so^ with gmyity compoaed, ao4 cou»tanai{ce 
severe, he answ^ed : Knjgfat of the wkite mom^ 
whose áchiévements hávfe not as yet read^ed my 
^ass, I dare awear, you never saw the iüUstrioiii 
Dbldiiea; for, had yoü seeh her^ I am: oonfidénit^ 
jrouwouid have takea care hQÍ to engage i» tUé 
trial, since the si^ of her must have uadeceiiw^di 
añd oonvÍBc^ you» th^t tíieie never was> nor ever 
ean Iie, a faeaii|:y <:omp^áble to hers : and therefof!e» 
vikhout giving yoi| the ly^^ and, on]y saying you 
eie mist^ken, I Bco&pt your challenge, witíb tfac^ 
a&rementioned conditíons ; and that upon the spot» 
tikat the day aliotted for tfais business may not first 
BlsfMse r andoui of the conditioiis I only except ih^ 
^aran^r of youi* expkats, becáuse I do nojtknowi 
what they áre, nof that they are : I am contented 
:«gith my owUi sHch as they ^re. Take, then, wfaát 
part of tile field you pleasip, and I will do the likej 
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aad» tú whom God shaU give her *, saint Peter gíre 
his blessmg. 

The kni^t of the white moon was ^scavettd 
fiom the dt j, and the vicerqj was^ informed, that 
he was in conference mth Don Quixote de la 
Mancha. The viceroj, believing it was some'new 
adventure, contrived hy Don Antonio Moreno, or 
hy some other gentleman of the town, inñnediateiy 
rode out to the strand, aocompanied bj Don Anto^ 
nio, and a great many other gentlraien ; and ar- 
rived jnst as Don Quixote had wheeied Rosmanté 
abóut, to take the necessarj ground for his caieen 
The viceroy, percdving they were both ready to 
tttrn finr the encounter^ iñterposed, asking, what 
induced them tp so sudden a fight. The kn%;fat'of 
the white moon answered, It was the precedracy 
of beauty; and told him, in a few words^ what he 
faad sáid to Don Quixote, and that the conditkms 
of the combat weie agreed to on both sides. The 
viceroy asked Don Antonio, in his ear, whether he 
knew who the knight of ithe white moooí was, and 
whether it was some jest designed to be put upon 
Don Quixote. Don Antonio answered, that he 
neither knew who he was, nor whether this diál» 
lenge was in jest ór eamest. This answer perplexéd

he went aside, saying : If there is no other remedy,« 
knights» but to confess or die, and if $ignor Don 
Quixote p^3ists in denying, and your worship of 
the white mocHi in aíBrming, at it» iní God's namé* 
He of the white , moon thanked the viceroy in 
courüy and discreet terms for the teave he gave 
them; and Don Quixote did the same: who, .re-^ 
commendÍDg hiniself to heaven with all his heart, 
and to hi$- Diüciiiea (as was his.custom «t.the 
b^inning of the combat^ that offered), wheded 
about lEigain, tcr f^h a. larger compass^ bec^m^e he 
. saw his adversaiy did the Uke ; andy without sound 
of trumpet or other warlike instrument^ to give the 
signal for the onset, they both turned their horses 
about at the saane instant : and^he of the white 
moon, being the nimblest» met DonQuúipteat two- 
' thirdsof the career, ^nd there encountered hii» with 
such impetuous force (not touching him with his 
lance» which he seemed to raise on (wpos^) that he 
gave Rosinañte. apd Dop Quixote a p^rilou^ iaU 
to the ground. :Pre$ently he was upo^ him, ap^^, 
clapping. his lance to his viaor, he sai4 ; E.nig}fty 
you are.vanquished, and a dead man, if you do 
not con&^ th(^ condifipris of our challenge. Doii 
Q|iixoji^r,Jbruíaed ani stunned, withqut lifting up 
fais visor, a^^h^ was speaking frona wi%pxa ^ tomb, 
in a feeble and low voice, said : Dulcrnea del To- 
boso is the Djost beautiful woman in the WQrld, and 
I the most unfortunate knight on earth, and it is

not fit that my weakness should discredit this üntü: 
knight, push on your lance, and take awáy my UBk^ 
since you have spoiled me of my honour. By no 
means, quoth he of the white moon : live, live the 
fame of the beauty of the lady Duldnea del Toboso, 
ín its fuU lustre : all the satifaction I demand, is^ 
that the great Don Quixote retire home to his own 
town for a yiear, or till such time as I shall com- 
mand, according to our agréement before we began 
this battle. AU this was heard by the viceroy, Don 
Antonio, and many other persons there present ; 
who also heard Don Quixote re^ly, that since he 
requh^d nothing of him to the prejudice of Dul-' 
cinea, he would perform aU the rest Uke a punctual 
and true knight. 

Thís confession béing made, he of the white 
moon tumed about his horse, and, making a bow 
with his head to the viceroy, at a half gaUop entered 
into the city. The viceroy ordered Don Antonio 
to foUow him, alíásby aU means to leam who he 
was. They raised Don Quixote from the ground, 
and, uncovering his face, found him pale, and in a 
cold sweat. Rosinante, out of pure ül pUght, coüld 
not stir for the present. Sancho, quite sorrowful, 
and cást down, knew not what to do, or say.l He 
fancied aU that had happened to be a dream, and 
that aU this business was matter of enchantment :

pated 88 smoke bj the wind : he was afraid Rosí- 
nante's bones wore quite broken» and his master's 
dísgointed» and wished it might prove no worse. 
Finally, Don Quixote was carried back to the city 
in achair the viceroy had commanded to be I»t)ught; 
and tfae yiceroy also retumed thither» impatietit to 
leRm wha the knight of the white moon was, who 
had left Don Quix:ote in such evil plight 



CHAP. XIII. 



Jn which an acemnt is given^ who the knight qf 
the white mcon toas ; with the líberty <^ Dm 
Ch'egario, and other accidents. 

DON ANTONIO MORENO foUowed the 

-knight of the white moon. A great number bf 

.boys ako pursued and persecuted him, till they had 

,lod£^ him in an inn within the city, Don Antonip 

went in after him, bein^desirous to know who he 

was. His squire came out to receive and unarm 

.him. He shut himself up in a lower room> and 

with hvn Don Antonio» whof^ cake was doi^h, tiU 

he knew who he was. He of the white moon, per- 

ceiving» that this gentlemaa would not leave him^ 

said: I vary weU know, S&r» the design of your 

coming, which is,^to leam who I am ; and, because 

there is no pccasion üx concealing it, wliile my ser- 
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vánt is unarmíng me, I will infonn you, wiihoiít 
deviating a tittle from the truth. Know, Sir, that 
I am caSed the bachélor Sampson Carrasco: I am 
of the same town with Don Quixóte de la Mancha» 
whose madness and folly move all that know him 
to compasbion. Of those, who had mpst pity for 
thimi was I, and, believing his recovery to depend 
'Upon his beíng quiet, and staying at hoiüe in his 
own house, I contrived how tb make him contíiiue 
there. And so, about three months ago, I saBied 
forth to the highway like a kn^ht^errant, styling 
myself knight of the looking-glasses, designing to 
íight with him, and vanquish him, without doing 
him baitoi^ .the condition of our omibat being, that 
the vanquished should remain at the discretion of 
the vanquisher : and what I, concluding him already 
vanquished, intended to enjoin him, was, that be 
sfaould retuiln to his village, and not stir out of it 
in a wh€fe year ; in which time he might be cured. 
But fortutie ordained it otherwise; for he van- 
quished me,'and tumUed me from my horse, and so 
my design did not take effect. He pursued his jour- 
ney, and I retumed home, vanquished, ashamed, 
and bruised with the fáll, which was a very dañge» 
rous one. Nevertheless, I lost not the desire of 
finding him, and vanquishíng him, as you have seen 
tMs day. And, as he ís so exact and pimctual iti 
observing the laws of knight-errantry; he- wfiB, 
doubtless, keep tfaat I have laid upon him, and wiU 
bé as^ good as his word. Thís, Sír, is the business'; 
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and I have nothing to add> but only tp entreat you 
not to disQover me, nor to let Don Quixote. kno^ ; 
who I am, that my good intentions may take eífiect, 
and his understanding be restored to a TfíBXX, whp 
has a very good one, if íhe folji^es of chi víijry do but , 
leave him. Oh ! Sir, quoth Don ^i^tonio, God for- 
give you the injury you have done the whole world^ 
in endeavouring to restore to his senses the most 
diverting madman in it. Do you i^ot ^ee, Sir» that. 
the benefít of his recovery -wiU not counterbalance 
the pleasure his extravagancies afford? But, I 
fancy, that all signor bachelor's industry vill not be 
sufficient to recover a man so consummately mad ; 
and, were it not against the rule of charity, I would 
say, May Don Quixote never be recov^^jií for, 
by hU eure, we not only lose his pleasan^es, but 
those of his squire Sancho Panza too; lany oue 
of which is euough to make melancbojy herself 
merry. Nevertheless, I will hold my pepce, and 
tell him nothing, to try, if I am right in suspecting, 
0iat all signor Carrasco's diligence is likely to be 
fruitless. Carrasco answered, that, all things con- 
sidered, the business was in a pronúsing way, and 
he hppied jQor good success. Don Antonio, having 
offered hís ^ervice in whatever else he pleased to 
command him, took his leave. The same day, the 
bachelar^ haying caused his armour to be tied upon 
the back of a mule, rode out of the dty upon the 
sanie horse, on whieh he eutered the fight, and 
retnmed to his native place> nothing befaUing hini 
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by the way worthy to be recorded in this faithñd 
history. Don Antonio recounted to the viteroj all 
that Carrasco had told him : at which the vice- 
roy was not much pleased, considering, that Don 
Quixote's confinement would put an end to afl that 
diversion, which his foUies administered to those 
that knew him. 

Six days Don Quixote lay in bed, ehagrined» 
melancholy, thoughtful, and peevish, his imagi- 
nation stiU dwelling upon the unhappy business of 
his defeat* Sancho étrove to comfort him, and, 
among other things, said : Dear' Sir, hold up yout 
head) and be cheerful if you can, and give heaven 
thanks, that, though you got a swinging fall» ydt 
did not come off with a rib broken ; and since ^ou 
know, that, They that will give, must take, and 
that, There are not always bacon-flitches where 
there are pins ; cry, a fig for the phyi^cian, smcer 
you have no need of his help in this distemper. 
Let us retum home, and leave thid rambling, in 
quest of adventures, through countries and placea 
unknown : and, if it be well considered, I am the 
greatér loser, though your worshíp be the greáter 
sufferer. I, who, with the govemment, quitted the 
desire of ever goveming more,did not quit the desire 
of being an earl, which will never come to pass» if 
your worship refuses being a king, by quitting the 
exercise of chivalry ; and so my hopes vanish into 
smoke. Peace, Sancho, quoth Don Quixote, since 
you ^ my confinement and retSrement U not to 
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I^t above a year, and then I will resume my 
honow^ble profession, and shall not want a king- 
4om to win for mjself, nor an earldom to bestow 
on you. God hear it, quoth Sancho, and let sin be 
deaf; for I have always been told, that a good 
expectation is better than a bad possession, 

They were thus discoursing, when Don Antonio 
entered with signs of great joy, sajdng : My re- 
ward, signor Don Quixote, for the good news I 
bring : Don Gregorio, and the renegadó, who went 
to bring him, are in the ha;rbour : ín the harbour, 
do I say ? by this time they must be come to the 
viceroy's palace, and wiU be here presently. Don 
Quixpte was a little revived, and said : In truth, 
I was goíng to say, I should be glad, if it had 
fallen out quite otherwise, that I might have been 
pbliged to go over to Bárbary, where, by the force 
of my arm, I should Have given liberty, not only to 
Doii Gregorio, but to all the christian captives that 
are in Barbary, But, what do I say ? wretch that 
I am ! Am I not he, who is vanquished ? Am I 
i)ot he, who is averthrown ? Am I nót he, who 
has it not in his power to take arms in a twelve* 
month ? Why then do I promise ? Why do I vaunt, 
if I am fitter to handle a distaff than a sword? 
No more, Sir, quoth Sancho: let the hen live, 
though she have the pip : To-day for you, and to- 
morrow for me: and, as for these matters of 
encounters and bangs, never trouble your head 
afeout them ; for, He that falls to-day, may rise to- 
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morrow, unless he has a mind to lie a-bed ; I mean, 
J)y giving way to despondency, and not endeavour- 
ing to recover fresh spirits for fresh encounters^ 
And, pray, Sir, rise, and welcome Don Gregorio; 
for there seems to be a great bustle in the house, 
and by this time he is come. 

He said the truth ; for, Don Gregorio and the 
renegado having giyen the viceroy an account of 
tbe expedition, Don Gregorio, impatient to see 
Anna Felix, wa^ come with the renegado to Don 
Antonio's house : and, though Don Gregorio, when 
he made his escape frpm Algiers, was in a woman's 
dress, he had exchanged it in the bark for that of 
a captive, who escaped with hím. But, in what- 
ever dress he had come, he would have had the 
appearance of a person worthy to bp loved, served, 
and esteemed ; for he was above measure beautíful^ 
and seemed to be about seventeen or eighteen 
years of age, Ricote and his daughter went out 
to meet him, the father with tears, and the daugh- 
tcr with modesty. The young couple füd not 
cmbrace each other ; for, wh^re there is much love, 
'there are usuaUy but few freedoms. The joint 
beauties of Don Gregorio and Anna Felix surprised 
all the beholders. Silence spoke for the two lovers, 
and their eyes were the tongues that proclaimed 
their joyful and modest sentiments. Tbe renegado 
acquainted the company with the artifices and means 
he had employed to bring oíT Don Gregorio. Don 
pregprÍQ recounted the dangers and straits be wi^ 
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reduced to among the women he remained with, 
not ih a tedious discourse, but in few words, 
whereby he shewed, that his discretion outstripped 
his years. In short, Ricote generously paid and 
satisfied, as well the renegado, as those that rowed . 
at the oar. The renegado was recondled, and 
restored to the bosom of the church, and, of a rot- 
ten member, bécame clean and sound through 
penance and repentance. 

Two days after, the viceroy and Don Antonio 
consulted together about the means how Anna 
Felix and her father might remain in.Spain, think- 
ing it no manner of inconvenience, that a daughter 
so much a christian, and a father, to appearance, 
so well inclined, should continue m the kingdom. 
Don Antonio offered to solicit the affair himself at 
Gourt, being obliged to go thither about other busi- 
ness ; intimating^ that, by means of favour and 
bribery, many dií&cult*matters are there brought 
about. No, quoth Ricote, who was present at this 
discourse, there is nothing to be expeeted from 
favour or bribes : for with the great Bemardino de 
Velasco, count of Salazar, to whom his majesty has 
given the charge of our expulsion, no entreaties, no 
promises, no bribes, no pity are of any avail : for, 
though, it is true, he temperí; justice with mercy, 
yet, because he sees the whole body of our nation 
tainted and putrified, he rather makes use of bum- 
ing caustics, than moUifying ointments : so that, 
by prudence, by ^ogacíty, by diligence, by terrors. 
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he has supported on his able shoulders the wei^€ 
of this great machine, and brought it to due execu- 
tion and perfection : our artífices, stratagems, düi- 
gence, and polides, not being abie to blind his 
Argus* eyes, continually open to see that none of 
us stay, or lurk behind, that, like a conqealed root, 
may hereafter spring up, and spread venomous iruit 
through Spain, ah^ady cleared, akeady freed from 
the fears our vast numbers kept the kingdom in. 
A most heroic resolution of the great Philip the 
Third, and unheard-of wisdom in committing this 
charge to the said Don Bemardino de Yelasco ! 
However, when I am at court, said Don Antonib^ 
I will use all the diligence and means possible, and 
leave the success to héaveu, Don Gregorio shall 
go with me, to comfort his parents under the afllic- 
tion they must be in for his absence : Anna Felix 
shall stay at my house with my wife, or in a mo- 
nastery ; and I am sure the viceroy wül be glad, 
that honest Bicote remain in his house, tíll he sees 
the success of my negotiatíon. The viceroy con-* 
sented to all that was proposed. But Don Grego- 
rio, knowing what piassed, expressed great unwil- 
lingness to leave Anna .Felix : but, resolving to 
visit his parents, and to concert the means of re- 
tuming for her, he came at length into the proposal. 
Anna FeKx remained with Don Ant<wo's lady, 
and Ricote in the viceroy^s house. 

The day of Don Antoñio's departure camé, ánd 
that Q^ Don Quixote's and Sancho's two days after. 
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his fafl not pemitting^ him to traviel sooner. At 
Don Gregorio's parting from Anna Felix^ all was 
tears, sighs^ swoonings, and sobbings. Bicote 
offered Don Gregorio a thousand crowns^ if he ife- 
sired them : but he would accept pnly of ñre, that 
Don Antonio lent him, to be repaid when thej met 
at court. With Chis they botii departed ; and Don 
Quixote and Sancho afterwards, as has been said; 
Don Quixote unarmed, and in a travelling dress, 
and Sancho on foot, because Dappfe was loaded 
with the armour. 



CHAP. XIV- 

Treating qfmatters, whichhe, whoreads^ wiüsee, 
and he, who hears them read^ wiü hear. 

AIl going out of Barcelona, Don Quixote turaed 
about to see the spot, where he was overthrown, 
and said : Here stood Troy ; here my misfortuneSi 
not my cowardice, despoiled me of my acquired 
glory : here lexperienced the fickleness of fortune; 
here the lustre of my exploits was obscured ; and 
lastly, here feU my happiness, never to rise again. 
^Vhich Sancho hearing, he said: It is as much the 
part of valiant minds, dear Sir, to be patient under 
misfortunes, as to rejoice in prosperity : aod th& I 
judge by myself : for, as, when a govatior, I was 
merr}% now that I am a squire oñ íooU I am not 
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sad : for Ihave heard say, that she, they commonly 
caBed Fortune, is a drunken, capricious dame, and 
abbve all, very blind; so that she does not see what 
she is about, nor knows whom she casts down, or 
whom she exalts. You are much a philosopher, 
Sanchó, answered Don Quixote, and talk very dis- 
creetly ; I know not whence you had it. What I 
can tell you is, that there is no such thing in tiie 
world as Fortune, nor do the tMngs, which happen 
in it, be they good or bad, fall out by chance, but 
by the particular appointment of heaven ; and 
hence comes the saying, that every man is the 
makerof his own fortune. I have been so of mine, 
but not with all the prudence necessary ; and my 
presumption has succeeded accordingly : for I Oiight 
to have considered, that the feebleness of Rosinante 
was not a match for the ponderous bulk of the 
knight of the white moon's steed. In short, I 
advéntured it ; I did my best ; I was overthrown ; 
and, thoTigh I lost my honoun I lost not, nor could 
I lóSé, the virtue of performing my promíse. When 
I was a knight-errant, daring and valiant, by my 
works I gained credit to my (éxploits ; and, now 
that I am but a walking squire, I will gain repu^ 
tation to my words, by performing my promise. 
March on then, íriend Sancho, and let us pass at 
home the year of our noviciate ; by which retreat 
we shall acquire fresh vigóur, to retum to the never- 
by-mé-fiwgotten exardse of arms. Sir, an^ered 
Sancho, trudging on foot is no such pleasánt thüig» 
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as to encoun^ or indte me to travel great day's 
. joumies ; let us leave this armoui' hanging upon 
some tree, instead of a hanged man ; and when I 
am mounted upon Dapple, my feet from the ground, 
wie will travel as your worship shall like and lead 
the way ; fbr to think» that I am to foot it, and 
make large stages, is to expect what cannot be. 
You have said well, Saiicho, answered Don Quix- 
ote : hang up my ármour for a trophy ; and under 
them, or round about them, we wiU carve on the 
ttee that which was written on the trophy of Or- 
lando'sarms: — 

" Let none presume these arms to move, 
Who Roldan's fuiy dares not provc/* 

AU this seems to me extremely light, answered 
Sancho» and, were it not for the want, we should 
have óf Rosinante upon the road, it would not be 
amiss to leave him hanging too. Neitber him^ 
nor the armóur, replied Don Quixote, wiU I suffar 
to be hanged, that it may not be said; For good 
service» bad recompence. Your worship says wdl^ 
answered Sancho ; for, according to the opinion of 
.the wise, The ass's fault should not be laid upoi^the 
pack-saddle : and ^ce your worship is in faldt &r 
this business, punish yourself, and let not your íury 
spend itself upon the already shattered and bloody 
armour, 0or vpon the gentleness of Rosinante, nor 
iipon the tendemess of my feet, making them travel 
more than they can bcar. 
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In these reasonings and discouirses ihey passed 
BÜ: that day, and even four more, without encoun- 
teríng any thing to put them out of their way. 
And, on the fifth, at entering into a viUi^, they 
saw, at the door c£ an inn, a great number of 
people, who, it being a holiday, were there soladng 
themselrei. When Don Quixote came up to them, 
á peasant said aloud : One of these two gentlemén, 
who are coming this waj» and who know not the 
parties, shall dedde our wager. That I will, 
answered Don Quixote, most impartiaUy» when I 
am made acquainted with it. The business, good 
Sir, quoth the peasant, is, that an inhabitant of tbis 
town, who is so corpulent, that he weighs about 
twenty-three stone^, has challenged a neighbour, 
who weigfas ñot above ten and a half, to run with 
Jiim a hundred yards, upon condition of carrying 
éqiul weight ; and the challenger, beíng asked how 
the weight should be made equal» said, that the 
challenged, who weighed but ten and a half, should 
cany thirteen stone of iron about him, and so both 
the lean and the fat would carry equal wei^ht. 
Not so, qüoth Sancho immediatdy, befinre Don 
QiKÍxote could answer; and to me, who have so 
lately left beíng a govemor and a judge, as all the 
world knows, it beloi^ to resolve these doubts,

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aiid ghre my opinion in every controversy. Answer 
in a good hour, fiiend Saiicho, cfióth Don Quixote; 
fat I am not fít to feed a cat *, my bridn is so dis- 
turbed ánd tumed topsy-turvy, With this licence, 
quoth Sancho to the country-fellows, who crowded 
about him, gaping, and andexpectihg hisdecision ; 
Brothers! The fat man's proportion is unreason^ 
able, nor is there the least shadow of justice in it : 
for, if it be true, what is commonly said» that the 
challenged may choose his weapons, it is not rea- 
sonable the other should choose for him sudi as 
will hinder and obstruct his coming off c<mqueror : 
and therefore my sentence is, that the fat fellow, 
the chaUenger» pare away, dice off, or cut out, 
thirteen stotíe of his flesh, some where or other, as 
he shall think best and properest ; and so, being 
reduced to ten and a half stone we^ht, he wiU be 
equal to, and matcfaed ^actly with his adversary ; 
and so they may run upon even terms. I vow» 
qubth one of the peasants, who listehed to Sancho's 
decision, this gentleman has spoke like a saint, 
and given sentence like a canon: but I warrant the 
fat fellow wiU have no mind to part with an ounce 
of his flesh, much less thirteen stone. The best 
way, an^wered another, wiU be, not to run at aU»

in wine, and let us take these gentlemen to the 
tavem that has the best, and, Give me the cloak 
when it raiñs. I thank ye, gentlemen, answeied 
Doin Qttixote, but cannot stay a moment : for me- 
láncholj thoughts, and disastrous circumstances, 
oblige me to appear uncivil, and to travel faster 
than ordinary. And so» clapping spurs to Rosi- 
nante» he went on, leaving them in admiration» 
both at tiie'strangeness of his fígure % md the dú- 
cretion of his man (for such théy took Sandio ta 
be); and another of the peasants said: If the 
man be so discreet, what must the n^ster be? 
I wiU lay a wager, if they go to study at Sala- 
manca, in a trice they wiU come to be judges at 
court; forthereisnothingeasier; itis but studyii^ 
hard, and having favour and good luck, and when 
a man least thinks of it, he finds himself with 
a white wand in his hand, or a mitre on his head. 
That night master and man passed in the mid- 
, dle of the ñelds, exposed to the smooth and clear 
sky; and, the next day, going on their way, they 
saw coming towards them a' man on foot, with ^ 
wallet about his neck» and a javelin or half-pike in 
hís hand, the proper eqyoipment of afoot-post; who»

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when he wás come pretty near iq Dón QuÍKote^

Qh! signor Don Quixote de la Mancha^ with 
wh»t pleasure will my lord duke's heart be touched, 
when he undér^tandá that your worship is retum- 
ing to his castle^ where he stül is with my lády 
duchess! I know you notj friend^ answered Doñ 
Quixote, nor can I guess who you are^ unless yoü 
tell me. I, signor Don Quixote, answered ihe 
foot-post, am Tosilos the duke's lacquey, who 
would not fight with your worship about the mar- 
riage of Donna Rodriguez's daughter. God be 
iny aid! qüofeh Don Quixote, are you he, whóm 
the enchanters^ my enemies, transfbraned into the 
lacquey, to defraud me of the glory of that com- 
bat ? Peace, good Sií, replied the foot-post ; ém- 
Ihere was not any enchantment, nor change of 
face : I was ás much the lacquey Tosilos, when I 
cntered thé list^j as Tosilos the lacquey wheh I 
came out. I thought to have married without 
fighting, becaüse I likéd the girl: but my design 
succeeded quite othei*wise : for, as sóon as your 
worship was departed from pur castle, my lórd 
duke ordered a hundred bastinadóes to be given 
me, for having contravened the directions he gave 
me befbfe the battle : and the business ended in 
thé girl's tui*ning nun, and Donna Rodriguez's re- 
turíiing to Castile : and I am now going^ to Bar-

Stay yoa 

with him, and saite yourself ; for I wiü go on &ir 

and softly before, and wait your coming. The 

íacqúey laughed, unsheatfaed his calaba«fa, and un^ 

walleted his cheese ; and taking out a littie loaf, he 

and Sancho sat down upon the greeti grass, and; m 

péace aud good feUowsfaip, quiddty di^tcfaed, and 

got to the bottom o£ the provi^ions in the waHet» 

with só good an appetite, that tfaey licked the very 

packet of letters, becanse it smelt of cheese. Said 

Tosiios tó Sancho : Doubtless, friend Sancho, ilak 

master of yours ought to be reckohed a madman. 

Why Oughtf ? replied Sancho; he owes nothii^ 

« ''Caro," thedeáirest. 

t A double éntcndre upori the word " deTC/* wbich is 
put for.must^ the signof a mocd, ói* fbr owihg á debt. 
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tp linjr body; for he pajs for every thing, espe- 
aaSly vrhete madness is current. I see it fíül well, 
atiil fuU weU I tdl him of it : but what boots it, 
ecpecially now that there is an end of him ? for he 
is vanquished by the knight of the whité moon; 
Tosilos desired him to tell him what had befaUen 
him: but Sancho said, it was unmannerly to let 
his master wait for him^ and that some other timfe» 
if they met» he should have leisure to do it. And 
tísing up, after he had shaken his loose upper-coat, 
aud the crumbs from his beard, he drove Dapple 
before him, ánd, bidding Tosilos adieu, he left him, 
ánd overtook his master, who was staying for him 
under the shade of a tree. 



CHAP. XV. 



OfAe resoluiiim Don Quixote took to tum shep^ 
herd^ and lead a rural Ufe, tiü the year of his 
promiee should hé expired; wSth other acddenté 
truly jpleasaní and good. 

JLf vaiious cogkations péiplexed Don Quixoté 
before his defeat, many more tormented him aftier 
his overthrow. He staid, as has been said, under 
the «hade of a tk*ee, where reílections, like flies 
íbgát hofiéy, assaulted and stuiig him ; some 
dwellíng upon the disencfaantment of Dulcinef^ 
and otibers upon the lifi^ he was to lead ín his forced 
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reiirement Sáncho cáme up, and conímended Ho* 
him the generosity of the lacquey Tosilos. Is it 
possible, Sancho, said Dofi Quixote, that you pérsiát 
in thinfcing that he is a real lacquey ? Yóu 'seem 
to have quite forgot, that you sáw Dulcinea con- 
verted and traiísformed into a country-wehch, and 
thé kñight df the lookiiíg glasses into the bachelor 
Sampson Carrasco ; aü the work of enchanters, 
who persecute me. But tell me, did you inquire 
of this Tosilos, what God has done with Altisidora ; . 
wTiether she stillbéwails my absence, or hasalready 
left in the hands of oblivion thé aniorous thoughts 
thát tormehted her whikt I was presént ? Míne, 
anSwéred Sánchoí were not óf á kind to aíTord me 
leisure to inquiré after fooleries : body of me^ Sir, 
is your worship now ín á cohdition íó be ínquiring 
áfter other folks' thoughts, especially amorous 
ones ? Look you, Sancho, quoth Don Quixote, there 
is a great déal of diíFefence betweeh what is done 
dut of love, and what out of gratitude : it is very 
possible, a geintleman may not be in lóve ; Tnit it is 
impossible, strictly speaking, he should be uñgráte- 
ful. Altisidora, to all appearance, loved me : she 
gavé me three ñight-caps you'kriow of : she* wept 
at my dep'arture: she cursed me, vilifiéd íne, and, 
in spité óf shame, complialned publícly of me ; all 
signs that she'adored me ; for the anger of lovers 
u^ally; ends in maledictions; I had neither hopes 
te give her, nor treasures to offer ber ; for miñé are 
all eng^ged to Dulcinea, and the treasures of 
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knights-errant» like those bí fairies, are delusions, 
nptrealities» and I can only give her these remem- 
brances I have of her, without prejudice, however, 
tú those I have of Dulcinea, whom you wrong 
through your remissness in whipping yourself, and 
in disciplining that flesh pf yours (may I see it de- 
voured by wolves !) which had rather preserve itself 
for the worms, than for the relief of that poor lady. 
Sir, answered Sancho^ if I must speak the truth, I 
cannot persuade myself, that the lashing of my pos- 
teriprs can have any thing to do with jdisenchanting 
of the enchanted ; for it is as if one should say, If 
ypur head aches, anoint your knee-pans- At least 
l.í^axe swear, that in aU t^ie histories your worship 
hi43 read, tfeating of knight-errantry, you never met 
with any body disenchanted by whipping. But, be 
that as it will, I will lay it on, when the humour 
iakes me, and time gives me conveniency of chastis- 
ing myself. God grant it, answered Don QuiiCote, 
and heaven give you grace to see the duty and ob- 
ügation you are under to aid my lady, who is your§ 
tpo, since you are mine. 

With these discourses they weijt pn their way^ 
when they arrived at the very place and spot, where 
they had been trampled upon by the bulLs. Don 
Quixote knew it again, and said to Sancho : This 
is the naeadow where we lighted on the gay shep; 
herdesses and gaUant shepherds, who intended to 
revive in it, and imitate, the pastoral Arcadia ; a 
thought, as new as ingenious ; in imitation of which, 
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if jm approye it, I could wish, O Sancho, we migfat 

tum shepherds, at least for the time I miist Üvé 

retired. I will hnj sheep, and all othér materíab 

necessarj for the pastoral employment; and I cát- 

Kng mTself the shepherd Quixotíz, and you tftc 

shepherd Panzíno, we wiU range the moantams, the 

woods, and meádows, sii^ing here, and cómpIaÍBÍ^ 

ihere, drinking the liqnid ciystld of thé fbuñtáifts^ 

pf tíie limpid bróoks, or of thé migfaty rivcrs. TÍé 

oaks with a plentiñd hand shall give their sweetest 

fruit; the trunks of thé hardest coik-trees sStaá 

^afford us seats ; tfae wiUows shall ñirmsh shade, an4 

the roses scent ; the spadous meadow shaD jield ns 

carpets of a thousand colours ; the áir, clear and 

pure, shaU supply breath ; the mocm and stars afiord 

light^ maugre the darkness of the night : sínging 

shall fumish pleasure^ and complaining yíeld de« 

light ; ApoUo sháll provide yerses, and love ccmcdts ; 

with which we shali make oursehres famous" «nd 

immortal, not only in the present, but in futuré 

ages. Before God, quoth Sancho, tlds'kind of Üfé- 

squares and comers with me exactfy*. Besides, 

no sooner wiU thebachelor Sampson Carrasco, and 

master Nicholas the barber, have wdl seen it, but 

they wiU have a mind to follow, tod tum shqpherds 

with us, and God grant that the priest have not an 

inclination to make one in the fold, he is of so gay

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|i témper, and such a lover of mirth. You have said 
very well, quoth Don Quixote ; and the bacheloir 
Sampson Carrasco, if he enters himself into the 
pastoral seciety, as doubtless he will, may call him- 
sdf the shepherd.Samsonino, or Carrascon. Ni- 
choks the barber may be called Niculosb, as old 
Boeeaü cafled himself Nemoroso*. As for the 
priest, I know not what name to bestow upon him, 
unless it be some derivative írom his profession, 
caffing him tke shepha*d CuriansdboD'fl A$ for the 
sbepherdesses, whose lovers we are to be, we may 
pidc and choose their* names, as we do pears ; and

God be my aid ! quoth Don Quixote, what a 
life shaU we lead, friend Sancho ! what a world of ' 
bag-pipe^ shall we hear ! what pipes of Zamora ! 
what tambourets ; what tabors ! and what rebedcs ! 
And, if to all. these different musics be added the 
albogues, we shall haye almost all the pastoral in- 
struménts. What are your albogues r demanded 
Sancho ; for Imsvet heard them named^ nor eva? 
saw one of them in ail my life. Albogues, answered 
Don Quixote, are certain plates of brass like cañ- 
dieiticks, which, being hoUow, and struck against 
each other, give a sound, if not very agreeablé, os 
harmonious» yet not offensive» and agreeing weU 
enough with the rusticity of the tabor and pipé. 
And this name Albogues is Moorish, as are all those 
in Spanish that begín al: as Almoa^a, Almor^ar» 
Alhombra, Alguazil, Alucema, Almacen, Alcandá, 
and the like, with very few more : and our laur 
guage has only three Moorish words ending in i, 
namely, Bor^egui, Zaqui^ami, and Maravedi : Al- 
heli and Alfaqui, as weU for the beginning with o/, 
as ending in i, are known to be Arabic. This I 
have told you by the bye, the oocasion of naming 
albogues having brought it into my mind. One 
main help, probably, we shall have toward perfect- 
ing this profession, is, that I, as you know, am 
" somewhat of a poet, and the bachelor Sampson

Cairasco an extreme good one« Of the priest I 
saynothing: but I will venture a wager, he has 
the points.iBi^d collar of a poet * ; and that masteF 
Nicholas the barber has them too, I make no doubt ; 
for most or all of that. feeulty are players on the 
guijbor and soxig^makers. I will complain of ab- 
sence : yOu shall extol yourself for ^ constani; lover : 
jthe ^hepherd Cdrpascon shall lament his being dis- 
dained ; and the priest Curiambro may say or sing 
whatever will do him most scryice : and so the 
jbusioe^s wiU go on as well as heart can wish. 

To which Sancho answered : I am so unlucky, 
Sir, that I am afraid I shall never see the day, 
wherein I shall be engaged inr this employment* O 
what neat wooden ^poons shalll make, when I am 
a shepherd ! what crumbs ! what cream ! whi^t gar- 
lands ! what pastoral gimcracks ! which, though they 
do not procure m^the reputation of being wise, will 
not, fail to iwocure me that of being ingenious. My 
daughter Sanchica shall bring us our dinner to the 
she(ep-f(dd : but have a care of that ; she is a very 
sightly wench, and shepherds there are, who are 
more of the knave than the fool ; and I would not 
haYe my girl come for wool, and retum back shom 2 
and your Ipves, and wanton desires, are as frequent 
)n íields, a$ in the cities^ and to be found in

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^pherds' cottages, as well as íh kÍBgis' pakiM : 
and, Take away the oceasion, and jm take away 
the sin : and, What the eye views iiét,^ihe hettit 
rues not ; A leap from behind a bush ha& more force 
than the prayer of a good man^. No mcxre pro- 
yerbs, good Sancho, quoth Don Qiúxote ; for any 
one of those you have mentioned is sufficient to tet 
us know your meaning. I have often advised you 
not to be so prodigal of your proverbs, ánd to keep 
a strict hand over them : but^ it seems, it is preach- 
ing in the desert» and, The more my mother whips 
ine, the more I rend andtear. Methinks, answered 
Sancho, your worship makes good the saying, The 
kettle called the p6t black-ax^f . You are reprov- 
ing me for speaking proverbs, and you string them 
yourself by couples. Look you, Sancho, answered 
Don Qurxote, I use mine to the purpose, and, 
^^hen I speak them, they are as fit as a ring to 
the finger : but you drag them in by head and 
shoulders. If I remember right, I have ah^ady 
told you, that proverbs are short sentences, drawn 
from experience, and the speculations of our andent 
sages ; and the proverb, that is not to the purpose, 
is rather an absurdity than a sentence. But enough 
dP this ; and, since night approaches, let us retíre 
.a little way out of the high-road, where we will

/tbie riemainder of that sleeping;, aud his master 
waking.

X HjB night was somewhat dark, though thc 
móon was in the heavens, but not in a part where 
she could be seen; for sometimes signora Diana 
takes a trip to the antipodes, and leaves the moun- 
tairn bkck, and the vaHeys in the dark. Don Quix- 
Ote gave way to nature, takíng his lirst sleep, with- 
out giving place to a second; quite the reverse of 
Sancho, who never had a second, one sleep lasting 
him from night to moming ; an evident sign of

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Iii3 good coiistítution, and few cares. Those of 
Don Quixote kept him so awake, that he awidkcened 
Sancho, and said : I am amazed, Sancho, at the 
insensibility of your temper ; you seem to me to be 
made of marble, or brass, not susceptible of any 
emotion or sentiment : I wake, while you sleep; I 
weep, when you are singing ; I am feinting with 
hunger, wben you are lazy ^nd unwieldy with pure 
cramming : it is the part of good seFvsiits tp share 
in their master's pains, and to be touched, with what 
affects them, were it but for the sake of decency. 
Behpld the serenity of the night, and the solitude 
we are in, inviting us, as it were, to intermingle 
«ome watching with our sleep. Get up, by your 
Ufe, and go a little apart from hence, and, with a 
wiüing mind and á good courage, give yourself 
three or four hundred lashes, upon account, for the 
disenchantment of Dulcinea : and this I ask as a 
favour ; for I will not come to wrestling with you 
again, as I did before, because I know the weight of 
your arms. After you have laid them on, we will 
pass the remainder of tjie night in singing, I my 
absence, and you yojxx constancy, beginning from 
this moment our pastoral employment, which we 
axe to foUow in our village. Sir, answered Sancho, 
I am of no religious order, to rise out of the midst 
of my sleep, and discipline myself ; neither do I 
think, one can pass from the pain of whipping to 
music. Suffer mé'to sleep, and urge not this whip- 
ping myself, lest you force me to swear never to 
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touch a hair of my coat, much less qf my flfesh. O 
hardened soül ! cried Don Quixote ; O remorseless 
squire ! O bread ill employed/ánd favoufs ilj éon- 
sidered, those I Kave dh-eady bestbwed upoti you, 
and those I still intend to bestow upon you ! Td mé 
you owe, that you have been a governor ; and to me 
you b we, that yoü are in a feir way of being an earl, 
or óf having some title equivalent 5 and the accom-i 
plishment of these things will be delayed no 
longer than the expiration of this year; for **Post 
tenebras spero lucem." I know not what that 
meáns, repHed Sancho: I only knów, that while I 
am asléep, I have heither fear, nor hojpe, ñeither 
trouble, nbr glory \ aad blessings on him who in- 
vented sleep, the mantle that cbvers afl human 
thoughts, ^the food that appeáses hunger, the drínk 
that quenches^thirst, the fire that warms cold, the 
cold that moderates heat, and, lastly, the general 
coin thát purchasés all things, the balance and 
weight that equáls the shepherd with the king, and 
the simple with the wise. One bnly evil, as I have 
heard, sleep has in it, namely, that it résembles 
death ; for, between a man 'asleep and a man dead, 
thére is but little difference. I never heard you, 
Saiibho, qüoth Don Quixote, tálk so el^ntly as 
now *, whence I come to know the truth bf thc 
proverbj you ofteri apply, Not with whom tiiouí^art 
bred, but with whom thou art fed. Dear master 
of mine, replied Sancho, it is not I that am string^ 
ing of provcrbs now ; fór they fall from your Vror- 
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ftbip'6 mouth «Iso, by couples, laster Üum fi-<xn me r 
only between your? Md mineÍlieKeis tlus diffiwence^ 
that joiir wonliip'^ ome at thé proper Beaaon, 
and miue out (Xsemon : tmt, in ahoart, tliey are aU 
proyerbs. 

They w^ne ttais employed» wben they heard á 
kind of deaf noise, and hansh sound» spreading itaelf 
througfa all those TalÍejB. Don Quixote started up^ 
and laid his hand to his sword ; asid Sandio squat* 
ted down under Dapple, and claiq>ed the bundle of 
armour on one áde of him, and the ass's pannel on 
the other, trembling no less vátíí fi^, Üian Don 
Quixote with suiprise. The noise increased bgr de» 
grees, and came nearer to thé two tremblers, one at 
least SQ, Ibr tfae other's oourage is idreadj suffidentijr 
known. Now the bu^ess was, that certain fellowi^ 
were diíiring abore six hundred faogs to seli at á 
fair» and were upon the road with theiíí at that 
hour; and so great was the -din they nttuie witfa 
gnmtUng and blowing» tfaat tfaey deafened the ears 
of DonQuixote and Sáncho» wfao could not presently 
guess the occasion of it. Tiie far-spréading and 
gruntling faerd came ccowding oo, and, witíiout any 
respect to the authority of Don Quixote, or to tfaat 
of Sancfao» trampied over tfaem botfa, demi^shing 
Sandio's entrenchment, and ovetthrowing, not only 
Don Quixote, but Rosinante to boot Tl|e cDOwd- 
ing, tfae gruntling, tfae hunying on óf those undean 
ammals put iSQto confiisiím, aHd ovaturoed, the 
pack'-saddle, the armour, Dappley'Rosinante, San«

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cho, .and Dob Quixote. Sancho got up as woll as 

he oottld» and désired his master to lend him his 

iirord, saying» hé woold kill hálf a dosEm of those 

unmacmcilj gentlemen swine, for such by ihÍB time 

he imew them tó be. Seid Don Quixote to him : 

Lei them alone, fiiend ; for this affront is a pnimsh- 

ment for mj sin; and it is a just judgment of 

hearen, that wild dogs should devour, wasps sting, 

and hogs trample upon^ a v anquished knight-errant 

It is also, I suppose, a judgment of heaven, añ* 

swered Sancho, that the squires of vanquished 

knights-errant should be stung by fiies, eaten up 

by lice, and besi^d by hunger. If we squires were 

the sons of the knights we serve, or very neár of 

kin to them, it would be no wonder, if thé punish- 

ment of their faults should overtake us to the 

fourth generation : but what have the Pan¿a9 to 

do with the Quixotes ? Well, let us compose our- 

selves again, and sleep out the litUe remainder of 

the night, snd God wiH srad us a new day, and we 

«hjl Imve better iuck. Sleep you, Sancho, ans wered 

J>on Quixote ; £or you were bom to sleep, whilst 

I, who was bom to watch, in the space bet^iheen 

tbis a&d day, give tbe reins to my thoughts, and 

coól their heatin a little madrigal, which, unknown 

to yoo, I composed to-mght in my mind. Methinks, 

quoth Saacfao, tíie thoughts, whichgive way to the 

makiñg of couplets, cannot be many. Couplet it 

^ miich as your wtNnBhíp pleases, and I wiU ^sleep 

as much as I qan. Tfa^ takíng ^ mudh ground ai 
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he wanted, he bundled himself üp» and íell into ^ 
sound sleep, neither suretyship^ nor del^ nor any 
troubles disturbing him. Don Quixote, léamng 
against a beech or cork-tree (for Cid Hamete Ben 
Erigelí does not distinguish what tree it was) td^ 
the music óf his own sighs, sung as foUóws : — * 

O Love, when, sick af heartfek grief,. 
I sighi and drag thy crúel ch'4Ín> 
^ To Death I fly, the sure reíjef 

Of tfaose who groan in lingVing pair>. 

But coming to the fatal gates,, 

The port in this my sea of wo, 
Thejoy I feel new life creates, 

Áuá bids my spirits brisker flow. 

Thus dying every hour I hvc, 

And living, I resign my breáth : 
Strange power of lore, th^át thus can giré . 

A dying life and Kving death 1 

He accómpanied eách stáriza with a multitude oí 
sighs, and not a few tears, like one whose heart 'was 
píérced through by the grief of being vanquished^ 
and by the abserice of Dukinea. Now the day 
appeared, and the sun began to dart his beams in 
Sancho's eyes. He awaked, roused, and shook 
himself, and slxetched his lazy limbs» and beheld 
what havoc the hogs had made in his cUpboa^d ; 
and cursed the drove, and somefoody else beñdes. 

Finally, they both set forward on their jouraey ; 
aiid^ toward the decline of the aíternooñ^ they discQ^ 
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vered ábout half a score men on horseback, andfour 
or five bn foot, adTancing toward them. Don 
Qnixote's heart leaped with surprise and Sancho's 
with'fear;. for the men, that were comíng up, 
carried spears and targets, and advanced in very 
warüke array. Don Quixote turned to Sancho, 
and said : Sancho, if I could but make use of my 
arms, and my prontíse had not tied up my hands/ 
this machine, that is coming toward us, I wouíd 
máke no more of than I would of so many tarts 
and cbeesecakes. But it may be something else 
than what wie fear. By this time the horsemen 
were come up ; and liíting up their lances, without 
speaking a word, they surroundéd Don Quixote, 
and clapped their spears to his back and breast, 
threatening to kilí him. One of those on foírt, 
putting his finger to his mouth, to signify that he 
should be silent, laid hold on Rodnante's bridle, 
and drew him out of the road ; and the othérs on 
£DOt, dri'ving Sancho and Dapple befpre them, all 
keeping a marvellous dlence, foUowing the stqfs of 
him, who led Don Qúixote, who had á mind three 
or four times to ask, whither they were cárrymg 
Mm, or what they would have. But scarce did he 
begin to move his Ups, whai they were ready to 
close the» virith the points of their spears. And 
the Uke befel Sancho ; for no soonar did he shew 
an ÍBclination to telk, than one of those on &ot 
pricked him with a góad, and did as müch to

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Dapple, as if he had a mínd to talk toa It gmw 
n^ght; they mended their pace; tbe fear of'the,' 
two prisoners increased, espedally , when they heard 
the fdlows ever and anon say to them: On, on* yé- 
Troglodytes ; peace, ye barbarous slaves ; pay, y^ 
Anthropophagi ; omiplain not, ye Scythians; open 
not your eyes, ye murdering Polyphemuses, ye 
butcherly Uons ; and other the like names, with 
.whkh they tormented the ears of the miserable^ 
pair, master and man. Sancho went along, saying 
ta himself : We Ortolan^ ? we Barber's slaves ? wb; 
Andi^w popinjays ? we Citadels ? we Pofly Éar 
nHKiises? I do not Uke these nam^ at aU ; tUis i» 
ühñá' wind for winnowing oor 6om ; 4he whole. 
misKM^f eomes upon us tc^ther, Uke kicks to a 
cur ; £HBLd woukl to God this disventorous advcp^ 
titfe, ihat threatens us, may ^nd in no worse ! Don 
Quixote mfljrclied siong; qxátHd confounded^ and 
UQt being aMie to-conjecture, by aU the conchisions 
he^ coidd mf^e, why théy caUed ^m hy tfaose 
IfeproaiMul names ; &om whi^ he oould oi4y 
g^Bi^r, ihat no goód .was to be éxp^teii^ m^ 
jxmch harm to bs feared. Jn tím ¿oQjditio»^' 
sfaoui an hour after night-£aU, thiéy aimed at-a 
cdstie, which Don Qoíxote /pñséiitly knew to-bé 
th^'düke's, wbáre he had so íatdy beén* Cíodvbe 
my aiá ! said he, as soon as Ue kneW the j^iaot) 
wbat wiU this end m? la ^his bouse dl is cpustéqpr 
t^á ávil usagé : Imt to tfae vatiqpiisfaeil ¿aokif^s 
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converted into bad, and bad into worse. They 
eñtéred intó the príncipal court of the eastle, and 
saw it déccflpated and set out in such a mañner, that 
their adm£ration incréased, and their fear doubled, 
BB wítt be seen in thé foHówíng chaptér. 



CHAR XVIL 



Ofthe newest and strángest adventnre ofáXtthat 
hefel Don Quixote in the whole course úf this 
grand history. 

X H£ horsemen alighted, and» tc^ether with thosé 
on foot^ taking Sancho and Don Quixote forcibly 
in thidír arms, carried them into the court-yard, 
round which neair a hundred torches were placed 
in^ sockets^ and above five hundred lights about- 
the galleries of tbe court ; insomuch that, in 
spiteof the night, which w^s soméwhat darkish, 
there seemed to be no want of the day. In the 
míddle of the cóurt was erected a tomb, about two 
yárds from the ground, and* over it á lárge canopy 
of bladc vclvet; rouñd'whidh, upon its steps, were- 
buming above a hundredr wax tapers in silver 
candlestícks. On liie tomb was seen tíie corpse of 
a-^ánisd so beaulüii}, that her beauty made death 
itsdf appear bekutiñüi Her tead lay upoñ a* 
coaMon of gdd brocade, crowned with a garland 
intérwóven with* odorifcróus flowers of divers 
kinds ; her hands Jyipg cross-wise upon her breast, • 
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and between them a bi^nch of tiever-fading vic- 
toríous pialm. On one side of the court was placed 
a theatre, and in two chairs were seated two per- 
sonages» whose crowns on their heads, and scep- 
tres in their hands, denoted them to be kings, 
either real, or feigned. On the side of the theatre, 
to which the ascent was by steps, stood two other 
chairs ; upon which they, who brought in the pri- 
soners, seated Don Quixote and Sancho, all this in 
profound silence, and by signs giving them both to 
understand they must be silent too : but, without 
bidding, they held their peace ; for the astonish- 
ment théy were in at what they beheld tied up 
their tongues, And now two great persons as- 
cended the theatre with a numerous attendancp, 
whom Don Quixote presently knew to be the duke 
and duohess, whose guest he had been. They 
seated themselves in two very rich chairs, closp by 
those, who seemed to be kings. Who would not 
h^ve admired at all this, especially considaíng 
that Don Quixote had now perceived, that the 
corpse upon the tonib was that of the fair Altisi- 
dor^? At the duke and duchess's ascendiñg the 
theatre, Don Quixote and Sancho rose up, and 
made them a profound reverence, and their graur 
d^urs returned it by bowing their heads a Iktle.. 
Ait this juncture, an (^cer crossed the plaoe, and, 
coming to Sancho, tbrew over him a robe of black. 
buckram, all painted over with iSames, and, taking 
pff his cap, put on his hjpad a pasteboard mitr^ 
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threé foot high, like those used by the penitents of 
the Inquisition ; bidding him in his ear not to un- 
sew his lips ; if he did, they would clap a gag in 
his mouth, or kill him. Sancho viewed himself 
from top to toe, and saw himself all over iri flames ; 
but, finding they did* not bum him, he cared not 
two farthings, He took oíf his mitre, alid saw it 
all painted over with devils : he put it on again, 
«aying within himself ; Well enough yet, these do 
not burn me, nor those carry me away. Don 
Quíxote also surveyed him, and, though fear sus- 
pended his senses, he could not but smüe to behold 
Sancho's figure. 

And now, from under the tómb, proceeded a low 
and pleasing sound of flutes ; which not being in- 
terrupted by any human voice (for Süence herself 
kept silence there) the music soundedboth softand 
amorous. , Then on a sudden, by the cushion of 
the seemingly dead body, appeared a beautiíul 
youth in a Roman habit, who, in a sweet and clear 
voice, to the sound of a harp, which he played on 
faimself, sung the two foMowing stanzas : 

Till heaven^ in pity to the weeping ivorld, 
Shall give Altisidora back to day, 
By Quixote's scora to realms of Pluto hurrd^ 
Her cvery chárm to cí ucl death a prey ; 
Whüc matrons throw their goi^ous robes away,> 
To moiim a nymph by cold disdain bd^ray^d; . / 
To the complaining lyre'a eochantíog lay,, 
I 'U sing the praises of thís hapless maidi 
In swcetcr notes tban Thracian Orphcus évcr play'd. 
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Nor sball my numbers vith my life expíre, 
Or tbis world's Hgbt confíne the boundless^ong : 
To tbee, brigbt maid ! in deafb I '11 -touch tbe I jre, 
And to my soul the themc sball stiU belong. 
When freed from ctay, tbe flitting gbcfsts amongy . 
Mj spirit glides the Stygian sbores arpund, 
Though the cold hand of Diath bas seal'd my tongue, 
Thy praise th' infernal caverns shall rebound, 
And Letbe's sluggisb waves move sloweir to tbe sound. 

Enough, said otie of the supposed kíiigs, eno\|ghf 
^vinechanter; for there would be no end of de- 
-scríbing to us the death and graees of the peerless 
Altisidora, not dead» as the ignorant werld sup- 
poses, but alive in the mouth of Fame, and in the 
penance Sancbo Panza here present' must pass 
through, to rest(»*e her to the lost light ; and thew- 
&re, O Rhadamanthus, who with me judgest in the 
dark Gaveras of Pluto, since thau knowest all th«t 
is decreéd hy the inscrutable destinies, about brisg- 
ing this damsel tp herself, speak and declare it 
instantly, that the happiness we expect fix)m her 
revival may not be delayed. Scarce had Míbús, 
judge, and companion' of Rhadamantbus, said this^ 
when Rhadamajnthus, rising up, said : H9, ye offi- 
cers of this household, high ánd low» gi^t and 
small, run one aflter another, and seai fiancho's 
íace with four and twentj twitches, and his arms 
and sides with twelve p^ches and six.pricks 
,g£ a pin ; for in the perfprmance of this ceremony 
consists the x^tOFatioAr of .AJUisidora^ Which San- 
cho Panza hearing, he bn^e silence> and said : I 
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vów to God, I wffl xió moré let my face be sealed, 
tior my flesh he ^handled, than I will tum Turk: 
Body of me ? what h'as handling my countenance 
to do with the resurrection of this damsel ? , The 
old womati has had a taste, ánd now her mouth 
waters. Dulcinea "fts enchanted, and I must be 
whipped to disenchant her; and now Altisidora 
dies, of some distemper it pleases God to send her, 
and she must be brought to life again by giving me 
four and twenty twitches, and making a sieve of 
' my body by pinking it with pins, and pinching my 
arms black and blüe. Put these jests upon a 
"brother-in-law : I ám an old dog, and tus, tús, wiU 
not do with me. Thou shalt die, then, quoth Rha- 
damanthns, in a loud voieeí relent^ thou tiger; 
humble thyself, thou proud Nimrod; suíFer, and 
bé silent, since no impossibilities are required of 
thee ; and set not thyself tó examine the difficulties 
bf this business : twitched thou shalt be, pricked 
thou shalt see thyself, and pinched shalt thou 
groan. Ho, I say, ófficers, execute my commánd ; 
if not, upon the faith of an honest man, you shall 
see What you were bom to. 

Now there appeared, coming in procession along 
the court, six duennás, foúr of them with spéctacles, 
and all pf them ^h 'their right hands lifled np, 
and four fingers ' breadth of their wrists naked, to 
make their haíids seem the longer, ás is now the 
faishion. Scarcely hiad Sancho laid hís éyes on them, 
when> bellowing Uke h bull, ^c said : I might. 
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perhaps, let all the word beside Jbandle me ; but ta 
con^ent th^t dueanas touch me^ bj no m^ans ; let 
thí^ cat-claw my face, as my niaster was sefved ín 
this very castle ; let them pierce my body through 
aqd through with the points of the sharpest daggers ; 
let them tear off my flesh withiTed-hot pincers ; and 
I will endure it patiently, to s^rve these noble per- 
sons : buty to let duennas touch me, I will never 
consent, though the devil should carry me away. 
Don Quixote also broke silence, saying to Sancho, 
Be patient, son; oblige these noble persons, and 
give many thanks to heaven, for having infused 
such virtue into your person, that, by its martyr- 
dom, you disenchant the enchanted, and raise the 
dead. By this time the duennas were got about 
Sancho; and he, being moUified and persuaded) 
and seating himself well in his chair, faeld out his 
face and beard to the first, who gave him a twitdi 
well sealed, a,nd then made him a pVoíbund reve- 
rence. Less complaisance, less daubing, mistress 
ducnna, quoth Sancho ; for, before God, your fin- 
gers smeU of vinegar. In short, all the duennas 
sealed him, and several others of thehpuse pinched 
him : but what he could not bear, was, the prlcking 
of the píns ; and so up he started from hís seat, 
quite out of all patience, and, catching hold of a 
lighted torch that was near him, he laid about 
him with it, putting the duennas, and all his 
executioners, to flight, and saying: Avaunt, ye 
infemal ministers ; for I am not made of bra^s, to 
'be insensible of such extraordinary torments* 
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Upon this, Altisidora; who could not but be 
tired \\ith lying so long upon her back, turned her- 
self on one side : which the by-standers percdviiig, 
.almost all of Ihem with one voice, cried : Altisidora 
is alive» Altisidora lives. Then Rhadamanthus. bid 
Saneho lay aside his wrath, since they had aheady 
attained the desired end. Don Quixote no sooner 
Báw Altisidora stir, but he went and kneeled down 
before Sancho, and said : Now is the time, dear 
son of my bowels, rather than my squire» to give 
yourself some of those lashes, you stand engaged 
for^ in order to the disenchantment of Dulcínea. 
This, I say, is the time, now that your virtue is 
see^oned, and of efficacy to operate the good ex- 
pected from 'you. To which Sancho answered : 
This seems to me to be, Reel upon reel, and not 
honey upoii fritters * : a good jest indeed, that 
twitches, pinches, and pin-prickings, must be fol- 
lowed by lashes : but take a great stone, once for 
all, and tie it about my neck, and toss me into a 
well : it will not grieve me much, if, for the cure 
of other folks ailments, I must still be the wedding- 
heiferf : let them not meddle with me; else, by 
the HvÍQg Gk»d, all shall out. 

And now Altisídora had seated herself upright 
pn the tomb, and at the same instant the waits 
struck up, accompanied by flutes, and the voices of

have been in the other world, to my thinking, above 
a^faousand years :. and thée I thank,'0'most com^ 
passionate squire of «U the globe contains, for tihe 
^elet^oj. From this day, Mend Sancha, síx of 
my 9mo(^s are at your service, to be made into so 
many shirts for yourself ; and^-if they are not all 
whole, «t least ihey «re aU clesm. Sancho, wíth 
Im mitre in his hand, ané his knee t)n*the ground, 
kissed her hand. The:di^ in^dered it to be taken 
'&omliim, and his o^p to be returaed him, and hís 
dwn garment instead of the ilaming Tobe. Saneho 
beggedthe duke to let him keep the mitré mA 
freck^ having a mind 4o cssnj tiiem to his oHvn 
country, ín token and memory df this unheard-of 
adventure. The duchess re^^ he shoiild have 
tíiQnH íoT he 'knew how íSBmch she was lua finend* 
13ien the duke <Mcdered the court to bedeared, aiid 
every body to retire to their own apartmeht, and 
that. Don Quixote and Sancho should be cofnducted 
to their old lodgings; 
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CHAP. XVIIL 

W^hieiJbBúms Ae sevenieenth^ md treqU (^vmt' 
lersindispen^My ,neeessary to the pereficHÍty 
qfthis hietory.

^ANCHO slept tfaat niglil; oq a truckle-be4» ili 
the SEime cfaamber with Don Quixote; a thii^ he 
^idd have excused, i£ fae could ; for Jhe weU knew^ 
hi8 master would disturb his fileep with questíons 
and answers, and he was notimtch dÍG|x»ed to talk ; 
the «mart dT his past sufierings being stítt jnreseiit 
to hnn^ and an obstniction to the firee use of.his 
tongue: and he would haTe liked beitec .to have 
hñn in a hovel abne, ifaali ín that xich apartpifnt 
m ccmpany. His fear ptroved.so well foAmdei^ and 
his suspicion so just, thaJfc» scaroely was hia ^qoafiter 
* 'got into bedy when he said : Wh^ think yoUi San^' 
cho^ of this night's adTenture ? Great and migfaty 
is the íbroe of rejected love, as your own otcs can 
testífyv whidv saw Altisidwa dead, by no otíier 
darts, noiOthér sword, nor any other warUke instru- 
ttent, nor by deadly poíson, but merely by the con- 
aideration of the rigour and disdain» with wfaicfa I 
tdways. treated her. She might have (Ued in a 
good hour, as much ^ she pleased, and how she 
pleased, answered Sancho ; ánd she might have kft 
pie in my own house> sínce I neither made her in 
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lore, nor evér disdained her in my Kffe. I kno\r 
not, nor can I imagine how it can be, that the 
recovery of Altisidora^ a damsel more whimácal 
than dfscreet, should have any thing to do (as 
Í hávé already said) with the torturing of Sañcho 
Panza: Now indeed I plainly and distincüy per- 
ceive, there are enchanters and enchañtments in 
the world, from which good Lord deliver me, sincé 
I know not hów to déliver myself. But, fór the 
presént, Ibeseech your worship to let me sleep, and 
ásk me no more questions, unless you have a mind 
I should throw myself óut of the window. Sleep, 
friend Sancho, answered Don Quixote, if the pin- 
pdckings, pinchings, and twitchin^, you have re- 
ceived, wül give you leave. No smart, replied 
Sancho, came up to the affront of the twitches, and 
for no other reason, but because they weíe given by 
duennas, confound them ! and once more I beseech 
your worship to let me sleep ; far sleep is the relirf 
of those, who are uneasy awake. Bé it so, quoth 
Don Quixote, and God be with you. 

They both fell asleep, and, in this interval, Cid 
Hamete, authór of this grand history, had a miñd to 
write, and give an account, of what moved the duke 
and duchess to raise the edifice of the aforementíoned 
contrivance, and says, that the bachelor Sampsón 
Carrasco, not forgetting how, when knigfat of the 
looking-gla^es, he was vanquished and overthrown 
by Dott Qubcoté, which defeat and overtta'aw 
baffled aínd put ^ stop to aU his designs, had a mind

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to try hi^ hand again, hoping for better successi tbfiLXi. 
the past. And so, informing himself by the pag^^ . 
who brought the letter and presents to Teresa. 
Panza» Sancho's wife, where Don Quixote. was, he. 
procured fresh armour, and a horse, and painted a 
white moon on his shield» carrying the whole nv^* 
gazine upon a he-njule, and conducted by a pea- 
sant, not Thomas Cecial, his former squire; lest 
Sancho Panxa or Don Qui&ote should knpw him.. 
He arrived at the dukje's castle» who informed him 
what way and route Don Quis^ote had takep^ to ^- 
present at the toumaraents of Saragossa./ He ajl^ 
related to him the jests that h^d been put vpon 
him^ with the contrivance for the disenqh^ntment 
of Dulcinea, at the expense of Sancho's posteriorau 
In short, he gpve him an account;, how Sancho h^^ 
imposed upon his master, making him belíeve ^hat 
Dulcinea was enchanted and transformed ü^tQ a. 
eountry-wench ; and how the duchess his.sppujse 
had persuaded. Sancho, that he himself w^ de-^ 
ceired, and that Dulcinea was really enchanted : 
at which the bachelor laughed, and wondered not 
a little, considering as well the acuteness and sim« 
pUcity of Sancho, as the extreme madness of Don 
Quixote. The duke desired, if he found him^ and 
overcame him, or not, to retum that way^ and 
acquakit him with the event. The bachelor pro- 
mised^he would : he departed in search pf.him; 
anid, mt finding him at Saragoss^ he , wenjb ibr- 
y^Vf^ efad thefip be&l him what you have; ^ead^ 
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heard. He came back tó the duke's casüé, and 
recou&ted the whole to hnn, whh the conditkins . 
of the cdmhat, and that Dón Qwtote was now 
actuáDj retuttmig to perform his word^ líke a tn£e 
kn^htt-errant, and retiré home to his vfflage for a 
twdvemonth, ín which' time perhaf» (quoth the 
bachelor) he may be cured of his madness. This, 
he said, was the motive of these his disguises^ it 
being a great pitj, that a genttemsGD of so good aá 
understanding as Don Quixote» shoidd be mad. 
Then he took leavé of the duke, and returned 
Home, expécting there Don Quixote, who wa& 
coming after Mm. 

Kence the duke took occasion to plaj him this 
triek;so great was the pleasure he took in every 
thing relating to Don Quixote and Sancho : and^ 
sen£ng a great many of hís servants, on horsebaek 
añd on foot, to beset all the roads about the castle, 
evapy way by which Don Quixote m^t possibly 
retum, he ordered them» if they met witii him^ to 
brílig him, wlth or without Ms good-will; tb tii# 
castle. Tliéy met with him, and gave ndtice óf if fo 
theddke, who, having aliieady given oniers for what 
was to be done, as soon ás he héard of his amval, 
connnandedlSie tOTChei^^ atid other illumiñálions^ 
to belíghted up in the court-yard» and Altiridora 
to be pláced upon the tomb, with ali the pvepa^ 
ratións before related ; the whole represénted so to 
the life, that there was but fittle differience betweeii 
that and truth. . And^Cid Haihete says ItedM 
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thaty to bis tlunkiiig» the mockers were as mad f» 
tfae syockéd ; Bná'tíx&t the duke $nd duchesa wete 
mtiún two fingers breadth of appearing to be mad 
themtselves, si]i(!e they to took so muclji pains to 
make a jest of two foDls t one of whom was sleep- 
ing at full swing, and the otha* waking with his- 
disjointed thougbts';.in which state tfae dajfound 
them, and the desire to get up; for Don Quáxote, 
whetíier conquered, ot conqueror, nevet took plcfti- 
snre in the downy bed of sloíth. 

Altisfdora (in Don Quixote^sopinionjustietum- 
ed ffom de^th to life) carrying on the humeur of the 
dtike and duchesS) ctt^wned with the same garlaiidl 
sbe wore on the tomb, andrclad in a robe of whiüe 
taffeta, flowerefd with gotd, aíid her hair dteheveUed^ 
and leaning on a black staff of poli&faed ebcmy^ 
entered the chamber df Don Quixote; who was so 
amazed andconfoüiíded at the sight of hi^^ that 
he üfammk down; and: cbv^md'^faimsdf álntost over 
head ahd ears with the sfaeetB amd quüts» his tongU)e 
mute, and wifli ííO' inehnation iso fbew faeí any 
Mlnd of dvility. Altisidora sat ddwniir 4t chaip by 
his'bed^s faead, and, ficftér'fetcfaing aprtrfbund sdgfai 
witfa a tender and enfeeUéd^ voice, she said i^ 
When women of distitirdion, ^tid rtíierved maiiSGfns, 
t^ábplé upon honour, and give a^loose to ths 
tongue, breaking through every inconveniencjr, and 
giving public notice of the secrets of their heart, 
they must sure be reducod to a great sAi^t. I^ 
signor Don Qmxote de laMancfaa/amoneofthese 
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distres$ed, vanquished^ and enamouréd» but, for all 
that» patíent, long-suffering, and modest, to such a 
degive^ that iny soul burst through my silence, and' 
I lost my life. It/ is now two daj^s, since, by re- 
flection on your rigour, O flinty knight, and harder 
than any marble to my complaints, I have been 
dead, or at least judged to be so by those that saiv 
me ; and were it not that love, taking pity on me, 
placed my recovery in the sufferings of this good 
squire, there had I remained in the other world. 
Love, quoth Sancho, might as well have placed it 
in those of my ass, and I should have taken it as 
kindly. But, pray tell me, signora, so may heaven 
provide you with a more tender-hearted lover than 
my master, what is it you saw in the other world? 
what j^ there in hell ? for whoever dies in despair 
must perforce take up his rest in that place. In 
truth, quoth Altisidora, I did not die quite, ánce I 
went not to hell : for, had I once set foot in it, I 
could not have got out again, though I had never 
so great. a desire. The truth is, I came to the 
gate, where about a dozen devils were playing at 
tennis, iu their waiatcoats and drawers, their shirt 
collars omamented with Flanders lace^ and ruffles 
oí tbe same, with foyr inches of their wrists bare, 
to make theír.hands seem the longer*, in which 
they held racket? of fire. But what I wondered

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ittost at, was, that, ínstead óf ténnis-balls, they 
iQade use of books, seemín^y stuffed with wind 
and flocks ; a thing marvellous and new ; but this 
I did not so much wonder at, as to see, that, where- 
as it is natural for winning gamesters to rejoice, 
and losers to be sorry, among the gamesters of that 
place, all grumbled, all were upon the fret, and all 
cursed pne another. That is not at all strangé, 
answered Sancho : for devils, play or not play, win 
or not win, can never be cpntented. That is true, 
quoth Altisidora : but there is another thing I 
wonder at (I mean, I wondered at it then) which 
was, that, at the fírst toss, the ball was demolished, 
and could not serve a second time ; and só they 
whipped them away, new and old, that it was 
marvellous to behold : and to one of them^ flaming < 
new, and neatly bound, they gave such a smart 
stroke, that they made its guts fly out, and scat- 
tered its leaves aU about; and one devil said te 
another: See what book that is; and the other 
devil answered : It is, The seoond part of tlie his- 
tory of Don Quixote de la Mancha, not composed 
by Cid Hamete, its first authór, büt by an. Arra- 
gonese, who calls himself a native of Tordesülas. 
Away with it, quoth the other devil, and down 
with it to the bottom of the infemal abyss, that my 
eyes may never see it more. Is it so bad ? an- 
swered the other* So bad, replied tfae íh:st, tfaat, 
had I myself undertaken to make it worsé, it had 
heea past my skill. They wcnt on with their

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plaj» tossing other boóks up and down ; and I^ i^ 
having heard Don Quixote named» 'whom Iso 
passionately love, endeavoured to retain tfais visioB 
in my memory. A vision, doubtless, it mu«t be» 
quoth Don Quixote ; for there is no other I in the 
world^ and this history is tossed about from hand 
to hand, but stays in none; for every body has a 
kick at it. It gives me no concem to hear that I 
wander» like a phantom» about the shades of the 
abyss, or about the light of this earth, because I 
am not the person this history treets of. If it be 
good, faíthful, and true, it will survive for ages ; 
butf if it be bad, from its birth to its grave the pas* 
sage will be but sfaort» 

Altisidora was going on witfa faer ccmiplainings 
of Don Quixote, wfaen Don Quixote said to faer : 
I faave often told you, madam, tfaat I am very sony 
you bave placed your affections on me, since from 
mine you must expect no otfaer retum but tfaanks. 
I was bom to be Dulcinea del Toboso's, and to her 
the fates, if tfaere be any, faave devoted me ; and 
to tfaink tfaat any otfaer beauty sfaáU occupy the 
place she possesses in my soul, is to think what ÍB 
impossible. This may sufiice to disabuse y<m, sná 
iwevail with you to retreat witfain tfae bounds of 
your own modesty, since no creature is tfed to the 
performance of impossibilities. Wfaícfa Altisido» 
hearing, she assumed an air of anger and ñjtj^ aod. 
said: God's my life i Dcm pow-jack*, soul «f a 
« " Bacadlao ^"^ tbe físbso called. 
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mortai', stone of a date, and more obdurate and 
ob^inate than a courted clown, if I come at you, I 
will tear your very eyes out. Thinfc you, Don vaií- 
quished, and Don cudgeüed, that I died for you ? 
AU that you have seen this night has been but a 
fietion ; jfor I am iiot a woman to kt the black of 
my nail ache for such camels, much less die for 
them. That I veriiy believe, quoth Sancho \ for 
the business of dying for love is a jest : folks nxay 
talk ofit ; but, for doing it, believe it Judas. 

While they were eñgaged in this discoürse, there 
entered the musidan, singer, and poet, who had 
sung the two forementioned stanzas : who> making 
a profound reverence to Don Quixote, said : Bé 
pleased, Sír knight, to reckon and look upon me 
♦ in the ntftñber of your most humble servants ; for 
I háve been most affectionately so this great while, 
as weü on account of your fame, as of your ex- 
jAoits. Don Quixote answered: Pray, Sir, tell 
me who you are, that my civflity may correspond 
with your merits. The young man answered, that 
lie was the musician and panegyrist •of thé forego- 
ing ni^t. Indeed, replied Don Quixote, you have 
an excellent voice: but what you sung did not 
séem to me much to tbe purpose ; for what have 
the stanzas of G^rcilasso to do with the death of 
this gentlewoman ? Wonder not at that, Sir, an- 
sweredthe musician; for, amongthe upstart poets 
bf oür age, it is the iashion for every one to write 
as he pleases, and to steal from whom he pleases, 
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be it to ttie purpose or not ; and, in these timesf^ 
there is no silly thing sung or written, but is a&- 
ctibed to poetical licence. 

Don Quixote would have replied : but the düke 
and duchess, coming to visit hun, prevented him: 
and between them there passed a long and delicious 
'conversation, in whicb Sancho said so many plea- 
sant and waggish things, that theh* grandeurs ad- 
mired airesh, as well at his simplicity, as his 
acuteness. Don Quixote beseecbed them to grant 
him leave to depart that very day, for it was more 
becoming such vanquished knights as he to dweU 
ina hog-stye,. than a royal palace» They readily 
granted his request, and the duchess asked him, 
whether Altisidora zemained ín fais good graces. 
He answered: Your ladyship must know, deaí* 
madam, that- the whole of this damseVs distemper 
proceeds írom idleness, the remedy whereof cour 
sists in some honest and constant employment. 
And she has told me here, that lace is much worn 
in hell, and, since she must needs know how to 
make it, lct her stick to that; for, while her íingers 
are employed in managíng the 'bobbins, the image 
or images of what she lovcs will not be roving so 
much in her imagination, This is the truth, this 
is my opinion, and this my advice. And mine too, 
added Sancho ; for I never in my life saw a maker 
bf lace that died for love ; for your damsels that 
are busied have their thoughts more intent upon 
performing tbeir tasks, than upon their loves- I 
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kmw it by myself ; for, while I am di^ng, I 
never think of my dearee; I mean my Tereisa 
Panza, whom I love better than my very eye-lids. 
You say very wéll, Sancho, quoth the duchess, 
and I will take care, that my Altisidora sball 
henceforward.be employed in needle-work, at which 
she ís very expert. There is no need, madam, 
answered Altisidora, of this remedy, since the con- 
íáderation of the cruel treatment, I have received 
from this ruffian and monster, will blot him out of 
my memory, without any other expedient ; and, 
with your grandeur's leave, I wiU withdraw, that 
I may not have before my eyes, I will not say, his 
sorrowful figure, but his abominable and hideous 
aspect. I wisb, quoth the duke, this may not 
prove like the saying, A lover raHing is not &r 
firom forgiving. Altisidora, making shewof wiping 
the tears from her eyes with a handkerchief, and 
then making a low curtsey to her lord 3Sod lady, 
went out of the room. Poor •damsd ! <]Uoth San* 
dio, I forebode thee iH luck, since thou hast to do 
with a heart of matweed, and a soul of oak ; &r, 
in Mth, if thou hadst had to do with me, another 
guise cocfc would have crowed. Tl*e conversation 
was at an end: Don Quixote dressed himsell^ 
£ned with the duke and duchess, and departed- 
^bat aftemoon. /i'F^^ 
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CHAP. xrx.

J. HE vanquished and forli»rn Don Quixote tra^ 
velled along, exceedingly pensÍTe on the one hand» 
and very jojM on the other. His defeat cansed 
his sadness, and his joy was occasioned by con^. 
sidering, that the disenchantment of Dulcinea was 
likeiy to be effected.by the virtue inherent in San- 
cho, of which he had just given a manifest proof in 
the resurrection of Altisidora ; thou^ he could not 
readily bring himsdf to believe, that the enamoured 
damsel was really dead. Sancho went on, not at 
all {deased to íind, that Altisidora had not been as 
good as har word, in giving him the smocks : and, 
revolving it in his mind» he sajd to his master : lu 
truth, Sir, I am the most unfortunate physid^ny 
that is to be met with in the world, in which there 
are doctors, who kiU the patient they have und^ 
cure, and yet are paid for theír paias, which is no^ 
more than signing a Itttle scroU of certain mediqines«r 
which the apothecary, not the doctor, makes up: 
while poor I, though another's cure costs me ck^ 
of blood, twitches, pinchings, pín-prickings, and 
lashes, get not a doit But I vow to God, if cver 
any sick body falls into my hands again^ they sihal}

grease them weli before I perform the cure ; for, 
The abbot must eat, that sings for his meat ; ánd 
I cannot believe heaven has endued me with the 
virtue I have, that I should cómmunicate it to 
others íbr nothing, You are in the right, friend 
Sancho, answered Don Quixote, and Altisidora 
has done very ill by you, not to give you the pro- 
mised smocks; though the virtue you have was 
given you gratis, and without any studying on your 
part, more than studying how to receivé a little 
pain in your person. For myself, I can say, if you 
had a mind to be paid for disenchanting Dulcinea, 
I would have made it good to you ere now : but I 
do not know whether payment wiU agree with the 
conditions of the cure, and I would by no means 
have the reward hinder the operation of the medi- 
cine. But, for all thal, I think» there can be no risk 
in making a small trial. Consider, Sancho, what 
you would demand, and set about the whipping 
straight, and pay yourself in ready money, since 
you have cash of mine in your hands. 

At these oflBers Sancho op^ed his eyes and ears 
a span wider, and in his heart consented to whip 
hunself heartily, and he said to his master : Well 
then, Sir^ J will now dispose myself to give your 
worship satisfaetion, since I shall get something by 
it; for, I confess, the love I have for my wife and 
children makes me seem a little self-interested. 
Teli me, Sir, how much wiU your worship give for 
each lash ? Were I to pay you, Sancho, answered 
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Dóh •Qüixote, in píoportion to the ^reatness and 
^iiaUty of the cure, the treasure of Venice, and the 
mities of Potosi, would be too small a recompence. 
Dttt see hów much cash you hdve of mine, and set 
your own price upon each lash. The lashes, an- 
swered Sancho, are three thousand, tliree hundred, 
and odd : of these I have already given myself five ; 
the rest remain ; let the ñve pass for the odd ones, 
and let us come to the three tfaousand, three huu- 
dred ; which, at a quarter of a real a piece* (for I 
will not take less, though all the world should 
conmiand me to do it) amount to three thousand, 
three hundred quarter-reals ; which make one 
one thousand, six hundred and fifty half-reak; 
which make eight hundred and twenty-five reals. 
l^hese I wiU deduct from what I have of your 
worship's in my hands, and shall retiim to my 
house rich and contented, though well whipped: 
for, They do not take troutsf — I say no more.^ O 
Messed Saucho ! O amiable Sancho I replied Don 
Quixote ; how much shali Dulcinea and I be bound 
to serve you all the days of life heaven shall be 
pleased to grant us ! If she recovers her lost state, 
as it is impossible but she must, her mishap will 
prove her good fortune, and my defeat a most 
happy triumph : and, when, Sancho, do you pro-

. At kngth came the night, expected-'hy Don 
Quixote with the greatest anxiety in the world, the 
wheels of ApoUo's chariot seqming to him to be 
broken, and tbe day to be prorogued heyond its 
usual length ; evéu as it happens to lover», who» in 
the account of their impatience^ think the hour of 
the ¡accompli^hmept of their desires wiU never 
aome*. 

Finally, they got among some pleq«aití¡ trÉe»« 
Uttle way gut of the high-road, where, leaving the 
saddle and pannel of Rosinante.and Dapple vacmt» 
they laid themsejves along on the green gras$« and 
supped out of Sancho's cuphoaid : who, making a 
ponderous and flexible whip oS Dai^le's headrstatt 
and halter, withdxew about twenty paces iropi. his 
master among some beech treesu Don Quixote^ 
seeing him go with such resolution and spirit» said 
to him : Take care, friend« you do not la^.your- 
self to pieces : take time ; let one stroke stay titt 
another's pver; hurry not yoursdf so as to lose 
your breath in .the midst of your career; J ;nean, 
you must not lay it on so unmercdiuUy, as to Iosíí^ 
your Ufe before you attain to the- desired number^

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Ándtiiat you may not lose tke game bya caxdtoo 
much or too little, I will staiui aloof» and kecp 
reckoníng upon mj beads the lashes jou shall gíve 
yonraelf; andheaven faTour you as your worthy 
intention deserves. The good paymaster is in pain 
fi)r no pawUy answered Sancho : I design to lay it 
mi in such a nutnner, that it may smart without 
küling me ; for in this the substance of the miracle 
must needs consist. He then stri^ped himself 
naked from the waist upward : and then, snatch- 
ing and crácking the whip, he began to lay himself 
on, aad Don Quixote to cóunt the strokes. San- 
cho had given himself about six or eight, when he 
theugfat the jest a little too heavy, and the price 
much too eásy ; and» stopping his hand a while, he 
saidto his mastér, that he appealed on being de- 
CKved, every lash of those being richly worth hálf 
a ceal» instead of a quarter. Proceed, friend San- 
cho^ and be not £únt4iearted, quoth Don Quixote ; 
for I double the pay. If so, quoth Sancho, away 
with it in God's name, and kt it rain lashes. But 
the sly knave, instead of laying them on his back, 
leod than on the trees, fetching ever and anón súch 
groans, that one would have thought, each would 
have tóm up hí¿ very soul by the roóts. Don 
Quixote, naturally tender-hearted, and fearing he 
would pat an éñd to his life, and so he should tot 
attain his desire throügh Sancho's imprudence,. 
said to him: I conjure you, by your life, friend, 
let the business rest here ; for this medicine seems 
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to me very harsh ; and it wiU not be amiss to gíve 
time to time ; for Zamora was not taken in one 
hour. You have ah'eadj given yourself, if I reckon 
right, above a thousand lashes, enough for the pre- 
sent ; for the ass (to speak in homely phrase) wiU 
carry the load, but not a double load. No, no, 
• answered Sancho, it shaU never be said for me, 
The money paid, the work delayed : pray, Sir, get 
a little farther off, and let me give myself another 
thousand lashes at least ; for a couple more of such 
bouts wiU finish the job, and stuff to spare. Since 
you find yourself in so good a disposition, quoth 
Don Quixote, heaven assist you : and stick to it, 
for I am gone. Sancho retumed to his task with 
so much fervour, and such was the rigour, with 
which he gave the lashes, that he had aheady dis- 
barked many a tree : and once, lifiing up his voice, 
and giving an unmeasureable stroke to a beech, he 
cried : Down with thee, Sampson, and aU that are 
with thee. Don Quixote presently ran to the sound 
of the piteous voice, and the stroke of the severe 
whip, and, laying hold of the twisted halter, which. 
served SaQcho instead of a buUVpizzle, he said : 
Heaven forbid, friend Sancho, that, for my pka- 
sure, you should lose that Ufe, upon which depends 
the maintenance of your wife and chüdren^: let 
Dukinea wait a better opportunity : for I wiU con^ 
tain myself within the bounds of the nearest hope^ 

« A phraae horroTred from the potentia proxima of the 
schook, wbich immediately precedes the act. 
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and stay tiU you recover fresh strength, that thís 
businesB may be concluded to the satisfactíon of all 
parties. Since your worship, dear Sir, will hare it 
só, answered Sancho, so be it, in God's name, and 
pray, fling your cloak over my shoulders : for I am 
all in a sweat» and am loth to catch cc^d, as new 
discif^ants are apt to do. Don Quixote did so * 
and, leavíng himself in his doublet, he covered up 
Sancho» who slept till the sun waked him, and then 
they prosecuted their joumey, till they stopped at a 
place about three leagues ofil 

They alighted at an inn ; for Don Quixote took 
it for such, and not for a castle,' moated round, with 
its turrcts, portcuUices, and draw-bridge : for, since 
bis defeat, he discoursed with more judgment on 
all occasions, as will presently appear. ^e was 
lodged in a ground room, hung with painted seige, 
instead of tapestry, as is the fashion in country 
towns* In one of the pieces was painted, by a 
wretched hand, the rape of Helen, whén the daring 
guest carried her off from Menelaus. In another, 
was the history of Dido and Mness ; she upon a 
high tower, as making signals with half a bed sheet 
to her fugitive guest, who was out at sea, fljring 
away from her, in a frigate or brigantine. He ob- 
servéd in the two history-pieces, that Helen went 
away with no very ill wiU ; for she was slSly laugh- 
ing to herself : but the beauteous Dido seemed to 
let fall from her eyes tears as big as walnuts. 
Which Don Quixote seeing, he said : These two 
ladies were most unfortunate in not being bom in 
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this Qg^9 SLXíá I above aU men unhappy, that I was 
not bom in theirs: for had I encountered those 
gallants, neither had Troy heen bumt, nor Car- 
thage destroyed ; since, by my kiUing Paris only, 
all these mischiefs had been prevented, I hold a 
wagér, quoth Sancho> that, ere it be long,' there 
wUl not be either victualling-house, tavera, inn, or 
barber's shop, in which the history of our eKpioits 
wíll not be painted, but' I could wish, they, may be 
done by the hand pf a better painter, than he. that 
did these. You are in the right, Sancho^ quoth 
Don Quixote ; for this painter is like Orbaneja of 
Ubeda, who, when he was asked what he was 
drawing, answered; As it shaU happen: and if 
it chaneed to be a cock, he wrote under it, This 
is a cock, lest people shoidd take it for* a fox« 
Just such an one, methinks, Sancho, the painter^ 
or writer (for it is aU one) must be, who wrote 
the history of this new Don Quixote, lately 
pubUshed: he painted, or wrote, whatever came 
uppermost. Or, he is Uké a poet, some years about 
the court, caUed Mauleon, who answered aU ques- 
tions extempore; and, a person asking him the 
meaning of Deum de Deo, he answered, De donde 
diére*, But, setting aU this aside, teU me, Sancho, 
do you think of giving yourseU' the other brush to- 
night ? and have you a mind it should be under a 
roof, orinthe<q)en aír? BeforeGod, Sir, answere^ 

« ^ Wherever ít hits." Na affinity, but af sound, and 
that bttt small. 
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Saiicho, for what I inteTid to give myself, it is all 
the same to me, whether it be in a house, or in a 
, field : though I had rather it were among trees ; 
for, methinks, they accompany me, as it were, and 
help me to bear my toil marvellously well. How- 
ever, it shall not be now, frlend Sancho, answered 
Don Quixote : but, that you may recover strength, 
it shall be reserved for our village ; and we shall 
get thither by the day after to-morrow at farthest. 
Sancho replied, he might order that as he pleased ; 
but, for his part, he was desirous to make an end 
of the business out of hand, and in hot blood, and 
while the mill was grinding : for usually the dan- 
ger lies in the delay ; and, Pray to God devoutly, 
and hammer out stoutly ; and, One take is wcnrth 
two ril give thee's ; and, A bird ín haud is better 
than a vultuíe on the wing. No more proverbs, 
Sancho, for God*s sake, quoth Don Quixote ; for, 
methinks, you are going back to Sicut erat. Speak 
plainly, and without flourishes, as I have often told 
you, and you will find it a loaf per cent. ín your 
way. I know not how I came to be so unlucky, 
answered Sancho, that I cannot give a reason with- 
out a proverb, nor a proverb, which does not seem 
to me to be a reason ; but I will mend if I can : 
and thus ended the conversation for that time. 
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CHAP. XX. 



How Don Quixote and Sancho arrived aé their 
viüage. 

DoN QUIXOTE and Saneho staid áU the 
day in that village, at the íqb, waitmg foi* night; 
ihe one to finisk his tadc of whij^ing in the fieldfl, 
and the other to see the suceess oS it, in wlách 
consisted the accomplishment of his wishes. At 
Ihis juncture came a traveDer on horseback to the 
inn^ with three or four servants, one.of whom said 
to him, who seemed to be the master of them : 
Here, signor Don Alvaro Tarfe, your worsh^ may 
pass the heat of the day : the lodging ^ems to be 
cool and cleanly. Don Quixote, hearing thia» said 
to Sancho: I am mistaken, Sancho, if when I 
tumed over the secondpart of my history, I hdd 
not a glimpse of this Don Alvaro Tarfe. It may 
be so, answercd Sancho : let him first aüght, and 
then we wiB quesrtion him. The gentleman 
alighted» and ihe landlady shewed him into a 
ground aroom, opposite to . that of Don QCiixote's^ 
hung l&ewise with painted serge. This new*ar- 
rived cavalier undressed and equipped himself for 
coolness, and stepping out to the porch, which was^ 
airy and spacious, where Don Quixote was walk- 

ing backwards and forwards, he asked him : Pray^

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Sir, which way is your worship travelling? And 
Don Quixote answered : To a village not far ofi^ 
where I was bom : And, pray, Sir, which way may 
yoü be travellii^? I, Sir, answered the gentle- 
man, am going to Granada, which is my native 
country. And a good country it is, replied Don 
Quixote. But, Sir, oblige me so far as to téH me 
your name ; for I conceive it imports me to know 
it more than I can well express. My name is 
Don Alvaro Tarfe, answered the new guest. To 
which. Don Quixote repKed : Then, I presume, 
your wor^hip is that Don Alvaro Tarfe, mentioned 
in:the second part of the history of Don Qüixote 
de la Mancha, lately printed, and published by a 
cettain modem author. The very same, answered 
the gentleman, and that Don Quixote, the hero of 
the said history, was a very great fiiend of miae ; 
and I was the person, who drew him from his na- 
tive place : at least I prevailed upon him to be pre- 
sent át certain justs and toumaments held at 
Saragossa» whither I was going myself : and, in 
trutb, I did him a great many kindnesses, and 
saved his back írom being well stroked by the 
hangman for being too bold. Pray, tell me, signor 
Don Alvaro, quoth Don Quixote, am I any thing 
like that Don Quixote you speak of ? No, in trqth^ 
answered the guest, not in the ledst. And this 
Don Quixote, said ours, had he a squire with him 
called Sancho Panza? Yes, he had, answ«red 
Don Alva^o ; and though he had the reputation of 
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' bang very pleaaaiit» I never .heard him sa^ any we 
tfaing tha;fe had any pleasaotcy in it. l verily he- 
líeve it> quotfa Sancfao straigfat; for it is not every 
body's talent to say pleasánt tfaing^ ; and tfais San* 
dio, yottT vroifship speáks of, sigaor g^uüeim^ 
mtist be some very great rascal» ideot» and laiave 
into tfae bargain : for tfae true Sancho Panza ain I, 
wfao faave more witty conceits thantfaere are^dfops 
in a sfaower*. Try but tfae experiment» Sir, and 
foUow me büt one year, and you wiU'find, that they 
drop fiom me at every step, and are ^so many» an4 
iso pleasant, that^ for tfae most paii;, witfaout know^» 
ing'wfaat I say, I make every bódy laugh that h^ar 
me : and the true Don Quixote de Ía M^cfaa» the 
renówned, tfae vaUant, tfae disci^eet» the enamour^^ 
tfaé uiidoer of iiyuries, the defender of pupils apd 
drphans, the protector of widows» the murderpr pf 
damseis, he who has the peerless Duldniea 4?} 
Toboso for fais soLe nüstress, is this gentlemaii her^ 
present, iny master: any other Don Quixpte

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whateyer, and any other Sancho Pañza, Is áU 
mockerj, and a mere dream. Before God, I be- 
lieve it, answered Don Alvaro : for you have said 
more pleasant things, ñiend, in four words you 
have spoken, than that other Sáncho Panza in att 
I ever heard him say, though that was a great 
deal : for he was more gluttonous than well-spoken, 
and more stupid than pleasant : and I take it for 
granted, that the enchanters, who persecute the 
good Don Qiu3(ote, have had a mind to persecute 
me too with the bad one : but I know not what to 
say ; for I durst have swom I had left him under 
cure in the Nundo of Tdedo's house, and now 
here starts up another Don Quixote, veiy diffa^t 
frem mine. I know not, quoth Dou Quixote^ 
whether I am the good one ; but I can say I am 
ñot the bad one ; and as a proof of what I say, you 
must kiiiQiw, de^r ágnor Alvarp Tarfe, that I neyer 
was in Saragossa in all the dáys of my Ufé : on tfae 
contrary, having been told, that this imaginac/ 
Don QuLxote was at the tournaments of that city^ 
I resolved. not to go thither, that I might make him 
% liar m the face of all the world : and so I went 
directly to Barcelona, that register of coürtesy, asy- 
lum of strangers, hospital of the poor, native cóun-< 
try pf the valiant, avenger of the injured, agreeable 
leat of firm friendship, and, for situation and beauty, 
aingular, And, though what befel me tlrere be not 
very much to my satisfaction, but, on the <»iitrary, 
much to my sorrow, the having ^en thftt city en- 
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ábies me tiie better to bear it¿ In a word» signor 
Don Alvaro Tarfe, I am Don Quixote de lá Man- 
cha, the same that fame speaks of, and not that 
ünhappy wretch> who would usairp my name, and 
arrogate to himsélf the honour of my exploits. And 
iha:irfore I conjure you, Sir, as you are a gentie-' 
man, to maké a declaration béfore the magistrate of 
this town, that you never sáw me before ih your 
life, and that I am not the Don Quixote printed in 
the secoiid part, nor this Sancho Panza my squire 
him you knew. That I will, with ali my heart, 
answered Don Alvaro ; though it surprises me to 
see two Don Quixotes, and two Sandips, at the 
same tíme, as different iii their actions^ ás sdike in 
tbeir names. And, I say again, I am now assured, 
Íliat I have not seen what I have seen, nor, in re- 
spect to me, bas that happened which has happened. 
Withottt doubt, quoth Símcho, yóur worship must 
be rachanted, like my lady Dulcinea del Toboso : 
imd would to heaven your disenchantment depend- 
éd upon my giving mys^lf another three thousand 
and odd lashes, ás I do for her ; for I would lay 
them on, withdüt interest or reward*. I understand 
not this business of lashes; quoth Dón Alvaro. 
Sancho ánswered, it was too lóng to tell at present, 
Wt he would glve him an áccount, if they hap- 
pened to travel the sanie road. 

Dinner time was now come : Don Quixote and 
Dbn Alvaro dined together. By chance the ma- 
g^trate of the town came into the ínii, with a 
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tK>taiy; and Don Quixote desired of him, tlifit 
Don Alvaro Tarfe, the gentleman there preserit, 
might depose before his worship, that h^%-did not 
know Don Quixote de la Mancha, there present 
alsó, and that he was not the man handed about 
in a printed history, entitled^ " The second part of 
Don Quixote de la Mancha, written by such a one 
de Avellaneda, a native of Tordesillas." In short, 
the magistrate proceeded according to form : the 
deposition was worded as strong as could be in 
such cases: at which Don Quixote and Sancho 
were ovéijoyed^ as if this attestation had been of 
the greátest importance to them, and as if the dif- 
ference between the two Don Quixotes, and the 
two Sanchos, were not evident eñough from their 
words and actions. Maiiy compliments and offers 
of service passéd between Doh Alvaro and Don 
Quixote, in which the great Manchegan shewed 
his discretion in süch manner, that he convinced 
Don Alvaro Tarfe of the error he was in ; who 
was persuaded he must needs be enchanted, since 
he had touched with his hand two such contrarj 
Don Qiíixotés. 

The evening came : they departed from that 
place, and, át the distance of about half a league, 
the road parted into two : one led to Don Quixote's 
village, and the other to where Doli Alvaro was 
going. In this little way Don Quixote related to 
him the misfortune of his defeat, and the erichant- : 
ment and cure of Duldnea ; which was new cause 
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j of admiration to Don Alvaro,who, embracing Don 
Quixote and Sancho, went on his way, and Don 
Quixote his. 

That night he passed among some other trees, 
to give Sancbo an opportunity of finishing his dis- 
cipline, which he did after the same manner as he 
had done the night before, more at the expense pf 
. the bark of the beeches, than of his back, of which 
he was so careful, that the lashes he gave it would 
not have brushed off a íly that had been upon it. 
The deceived Don Quixpte was very punctual in 
telling the strokes, and found, that, including those 
of the foregopg nijght, they amounted to three 
thousand and twentyTnine. On^ would have 
thought the sun himself had risen earlier than 
usual to behold the sacriñce : by whose Jight they 
resumed their joumey, discoursing together of 
Don Alvaro's mistake, and how prudently they 
had contrived to procure his deposition before a 
magistrate, and in so authentic a form. 

That day, and thaf night, they travelled without 
any occurrence worth relating, unless it be, that 
Sancho finished his task that night : at which Don 
Quixote was above measure pleased, and waited 
ibr the day, to see if he could light on his lady, 
the disenchanted Dulcinea, in his way : and con- 
tinuing his joumey, he looked narrowly at every 
woman he met, to see if she were Dulcinea del 
Toboso, holding it for infallible, that Merlin*s pro- 
mises could not lye. With these thoughts an(i 
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desires» tfaey ascended alittle hiU, from wfaencetfaey 
discoyered their village ; whidi, as soon as Sancfab 
faeheld, he kneeled down, and said : Open thine eyes, 

desired pountry, andbeholdthj son SanchoPanr 
za, retuming to thee again, if not very rich, yet very 
well whipped : open thine arms, and receive fiké- 
wise thy son Don Quixote, who, if fae comes con- 
quered by anotfaer's faand, yet fae comes a con-p 
queror of himself, wfaicfa, as I faave faeard faim say, 
ís tfae greatest victory tfaat can be desired. Monqr 

1 faave; for, if I faave been weH wfaipped, I am come 
off like a gentíeman, Leave tfaose fooleries, Ssmr 
efao, quoth DoQ Quixote» and let us go directly 
home to our village, where we will gíve fufl scope 
to our imaginations, and settle the plán, we intend 
to goveni ourselves by, in our pastoral lile. Thís 
5aid, they descended tfae híll, and weiit directly 
to the village, 



CHAR XXL 

Of the omens Don Quixote niet with at the en^ 
trance into his viUage^ with other accidents, 
which adorn and íUustrate this great history. 

vA.T the eñtrance into tfae viUage, as Cid Hamete 
reports, Don Quixote saw a couple of boys quar^ 
reUing in a thresfa^ig-floor, and one said to the 
othe;- : Troubte not ;^ouirseIf, Penquillo ; for you 
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$hall iicvcr $ee it more while jrou lire. Don Quix^ 
ote/héañng him, said to Sancho : Do you not take 
notíce, fiüad» what this boy has said, You shall 
never see it moré while you live ? Weli, answered 
Sancho, what signifies it if the boy did say so ? 
What^ replied Don Quixote, do you not perceive, 
that» apjdying these words to my purpbse, the 
méaning is, I shall never see Duldnea more ? 
Sancho would have answered, but was prevented 
by seeing a hare come running across the field, 
pUrsued by abundance of dogs and sportsméh ; 
which, frighted, came for shélter, and squatted 
between Dapple's feet. Sancho took her up alive, 
and presented her to Dón Quixote, who cried, 
Malum signum, malUm signum *: A hare flies ; 
dogs pursue her ; Dulcinea appears not. Your 
wórship is a strange man, quoth Sancho ; let us 
suppose now, that this hare is Duldnea del Toboso, 
and these dogs, that pursue her, thtíse wicked 
enchanters, who transformed her into a country- 
wench : she flies, I catch her, and put her intoyour 
worship's hands, who have her in your arms, and 
máke much of her : wbat bad sign is this, út what 
ill omen can yoü draw from hence P The two con- 
ten(íing boys cáme up to look at the hare, and 
Sanchó asked oné of them, 'what tbey wei^ quár- 
relling about ? And* answer was made hhn by him, 
who had sáid, You shaH never sée it more while

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you live ; that he had taken a cage full of crickets 
from the other boy, which he never intended to 
restore to him vtrhile he lived. Sancho drew four 
quarter-maravedis * out of his pocket, and gave it 
the boy for his cage, which he put into Don Quix- 
ote's hands, and said : Behold, Sir, all your pmens 
broken, and come to nothing ; and they have no 
more to do wíth our adventures, in my judgment, 
a dunce as I am, than last year's clouds ; and, if I 
remember right, I have heard the príest of our 
village say, that good christians, and wise people, 
ought not to regard these fooleries : and your wor- 
ship's own self told me as much a few days ago, 
givii^ me to understand, that all such christians, 
as mittded présages, were fools ; so there is no need 
of troubiing ourselves any further about them, but 
let us go ón, and get home to our village. 

The hunters.came up, and demanded their hare, 
and Don Quixote gave it them. They went on 
their way, and, at the entrance of the viUage, in a 
Uttle meadow, tbey found the príest, and the ba- 
chelor Sampson Carrasco, repeating their breviaiy. 
Now, you must know, that Sancho Panza had 
thrpwn the buckram robe, painted with flames of 
fíre (which he had wom at the duke's castle, the 
night he brought Altisidora to life again) instead 
of a sumpterrdoth, over the bundle of armour, upon 
his ass. He had likewise clapped the mitre on 

* Twopencc. 
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Dapple's head; insomuch that never was ass so 
metamorphosed and adorned. The priest and the 
bachelor presently knew them both, and came 
runhing to them with open arms. Don Quixote 
alighted, and embraced them closely ; and the boys 
who are sharp-sighted as lynxes, espying the ass's 
mitre, flocked to view him, and said one to another: 
Come, boys, and you shall see Sancho Panza's ass 
finer than Mingo *, and Don Quixote's beast leaner 
than ever. Finally, surrounded with boys, and 
accompanied by the príest and the bachelor, they 
entered the village, and took the way to Don 
Quixote's house, where they found at the door the 
housekeeper and the niece, who had ah*eady heard 
the news o( his arrival. It had likewise reached 
the ears of Teresa Panza, Sancho's wife, who, half 
saked, witfa her hair about her ears, and dragging 
Sanclñca aíter her, ran to see her husband : and 
seeing him not so weli equipped as she imagined a 
govemor ought to be, she said : What makes you 
come thus, dear husband ? methínks, you come 
afoot and foundered, and look more like a misgo- 
vemed person, than a governor. Peace, Teresa, 
answered Sancho ; for, There is not always bacon 
where there are pins to hang it on ; and let us go 
to our house, wh«!e you shali hear wonders. Money 
I bring with me (whicb i^ the mdin business) got

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hy mj own industrj, and without damage to anj^ 
body. Bring but money, my good husband, quoth 
Teresa, and let it be got this way or that way : for 
get it how you wiU, you wili have brought up no 
new custom in the world. Sanchica embraced her 
fathér, and asked» if he had brought her any thing ; 
for she had been wishing for him, as people do for 
rain in May : aud, she taking hold of his belt on 
one úáe, and his wife taking him by the hand oñ 
the other, Sanchica pulling Dapple after her, they 
went home to their house, leaving Don Quixote in 
Hs, in the power of his diece and the housekeepert 
and in the company of the priest and the bachélor. 
Don Quixote, without standing upon times or 
aeasonSi in that very instant went apart, with the 
bachelor and the priest, and related to them» in few 
^ords, how he was vanquished, and the obligatioii 
he lay under not to stir from his yUlage in a yeai:; 
which he intended punctually to observe» without 
iransgressing a tittle, as became a true knight- 
errant, obUged by the strict precepts of chivahry. 
He also told them, how^ he had resdved to tum 
shepherd for that year, and to pass his time in tfae 
aoUtude of the fields, where he might give the reins 
to his amorous thoughts, exerdsing himself in that 
pastoral and virtuous employment; beseeching 
them, if they had leisure, and were not engiigéd ih 
business of greater consequence, to bear him com- 
pany ;. telling them, he would purchase sheep, and 
stock sufficient to give them the name of shcphcrds/, 
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acquaistÍDg them ali^o, that the principal part of the 
Jiusdness was already done, he having chosen for 
€hein names as $t, as if they had been .cast in a 
mould. The priest desired hii^ to repeat them. 
Don Quixote answered, that he himself was to be 
called the s^epherd Quixotiz; the bachelor the 
sfaepherd Carrascon ; the priest» the shejdierd Cur 
liambro, and Sancho Pan^^, the shei^rd Panzino. 
They were astonished at this new madness of Don 
Quixote: but» to prevent his rambUng once moire 
from his vill^, and riBSiiming his chiyalries, aná 
in hopes he might be cured in that year, they feü 
in with his new project, and applauded his folly as 
a higlbi i»ece of discretion, offering to be his com- 
psnionB in that exercise. Besides, said Sampson 
Carrasco, I» as every body knows, am an excellent 
poet, and shall be composing, at every tum» pasto^ 
rál or courtly verses, or such as shali be most for mf 
purpojse, to amuse and divert us as we range the 
fields. But^ gentlemen^ the first and chief thing 
necessary, is, that each of us choose the name of the 
«hephérdess he intends to celebrate in his verses» 
^nd we will not leave a tree, be it never so hard, 
in wfaose bark we will not insciibe and grave her 
uatne, as is the fashion and custom of enamoured 
;shepherds. That is very rigfat, answered Dou 
Quixote; tfaougfalueed not trouble mysdf to look 
for a feigned name, faaving the peerless Dulcinea 
iiel Toboso, tfae glory of tfaese banks, tfae omament 
4)f tfaese meads, the support of beauty, the cream of 
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good humoui^ and, lastij, the worthj subject of aU 
praise, be it never so hyperbolical. That is true, 
saíd the priest ; but, b^ for us, we must look out for 
shepherdesses of an inferior stamp, who, if they do 
not square, may comer with us* To which Samp- 
son Carraaco added : And, when we are at a loss, 
we will give them the names we find in print, of 
wbich the world is full, as, Phillises, Amaríllises» 
Dianas, Floridas» Galateas, and Belisardas: for, 
since they are sold in the market, we may lawfuUy 
buy, and make use of them as our own. If my 
mistress, or, to speak more properly, my shep- 
herdess is called Anna, I will celebrate her undor 
the name of Anárda, and, if Frances, I wiU call ber 
Francesina, and, if Lucy, Ludnda ; and so of the 
rest. And Sancho Panza, if he is to be one of this 
brotherhood, may celebrate his wife Teresa Panza 
by the name of Teresaina. Don Quixote smil^ 
at tbe application of the names, and the pri^ 
highly applauded his virtuous and bonouraUe 
resolution, and again offered to bear him company 
all the time he could spare from attending the du* 
ties of his function» With this tbey took their leave 
pf him, desiring and entreating him to take care 
of his health, and make much of himself with good 
heartening things. 
Now &rtune wduld have it, that Ws niece and

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housekeeper overheard their conversatioi ; and, 
as soon as the two were gone, they both came in to 
Don Qüixpte ; and the niece said : What is the 
meáning of this, uncle ? Now that we thought your 
worship was retumed with a resolution to stay at 
home, and live a quiet and decent life, you have a 
mind to involve yourself in new labyrinths, by tum- 
ing shepherd*. Iñ truth, The sttaw is too hard to 
make pipes of. To which the housekeeper added : 
And can yoüi* worship bear, in the fíelds, the sum- 
mer*s sultry heat, the winter's pinching cold, and 
the howling of the wolves ? No, certainly ; for this 
is the business of robust fellows» tanned and bred 
to such employment, as. it were, from their cradles 
and swaddliiig-clothes. And, of the two evils, it is 
better to be a knight-errant than a shepherd. Look 
you, Sir, take my advice, which is not given by one 
fuU of bread and wine, but fasting, and with fifty 
years over my head : stay at home, look after your 
estate, go often to confession, and relieve the poor ; 
and if any ill comes of it, let it lie at my doon 
Péace, daughters, ánswered Don Quixote; for I 
know perfectly what I háve to do. Lead me 
to bed: for, methinks, I am not very weU; áiid 
assure yourselves, that, whether I am a knight-^ 
érrant, or a wandering shepherd, I wiU nót fail to 
provide for you, as you shaU fínd by experience.

CHAP. XXI I. 

Jffúw Dan Quixotefett sickf made his iviUi and 
áied. 

íIlS all humán things, espedálly the lives of men, 
Él^ transitory, incesSantly decliiiing from their be- 
ginning, tiU théy arriye at their final périod ; and 
ás that of Don Qui^óte had no peculiaf privilege 
from heaven, to exempt it from the common £kteí 
his end and dissolutioti came, when he léast thought 
Of it, For, whether it proceeded from the melan- 
choly occasioned by finding himself vanquished, or 
from the disposition of heaveii so decreeing it, hé 
Mras seázed with a fever, which confined him sdbc 
days to his bed, in whích time he was fiequeirtly 
^isitcfd by the priest, the bachelor, and thebarber^ 
his friends ; his trusty squire Sancho Paiíza never' 
stirring from his bed-side. They, suppdsing thai 
his grief at being vanqidshed, and the dis^point^ 
ment of his wishes as to the restoration, £md disen-^ 
chantment of Dulcineá, had reduced him to this 
fetate, cndeavoured by all imaginaMe ways to revire 
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ikis dpirits. The bachelor bid him be of good cou- 
ráge, apd riée from bed, to enter upon his pastoral 
exercisé ; he havlng already composed an eclogue 
to that purpose, not inferior to any written hf 
Sannazarius; telling him besides, that he had 
abeady tíought with his own money of an herds* 
man of Quiritanar, two excéllent dogs, to guard the 
ílock, the one called Barcino, and the other Butron, 
But, for all this, Don Quixote's melancholy con. 
tinüed. His friends sent for á physidan, who felt 
his pulse, and did not much liké it, and said, Come 
What would, it would not be amiss for him to look 
to his soul's health, that of his body being in dan« 
ger. Don Quixote heard it with composui^ of 
mind: bút not so did his housekeeper, his niece, 
düd his squire, who all began to weep mdist bit« 
tetly, as if he were already dead, and laid out 
béfore their faces. It was the doctor's opinion, 
that melancholy and disappointment had brought 
him io fais end. Don Quixote ¿esired they would 
l(Mive him, fbr he wás^nclíned to sleep a little, 

They did so, and he slept at a stretch (as the say*- 
ing is) abóve six hours, insomuch that the house« 
keeper and the niece thought he would never awake 
more. But awake he did at the end of that time, 
and, with a loud voice, said : Biessed be Almighty 
God, who has vouchsafed me so great a good : in 
ihort, his..mercies have no bounds, and the sins of 
men cán neither lesáen nor obstruct them. The 
níece Uttened attentively to her undie's wojrds? Wld 
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s^e thought there was more sense in theiri, tháil 
üsual, at least since his siqknesSy and^^ said to 
him : What is it you say, Slr? had any thiag ex- 
traordinarj happened? what merdes, and what 
sins do jou speak of? Niece, answered Doii 
Quixote, the mercies I mean are those, God has 
been pleased, notwithstanding my sins, to vouchsafe 
me at this instant. My judgíneñt is now undis-^ 
turbed, and free fi*om those dark clouds of igno* 
rance, with which my eager and continual reading 
of tfaose detestable books of chiválry had obscured 
it. Now I perceive the absurdity and delusion of 
them, and am only sorry I am undeceived so láte» 
that I have no time lefl to make some amend^, hf 
reading others that might help to enlighten my 
soul. I feel myself, niece» at the point of death^. 
and I wduld fain so order ii» as not to leave the iíiK 
putation of madñess npon my memory ; for^ tfaough 
I must confess I faave been a madmán, I would not 
confirm tfae trutfa of it at my death* Deár childy 
call faitfaer my good friends, the príest, tfae bacfaelor 
Sampson Carrasco, and master Nicholas the bar- 
ber ; for 1 would make my confelssion and my will^ 
But tfais trouble was saved tfaé niece by tfae comii^ 
of all three. 

Scarce had í)on Quixote sét his eyes oii then^ 
wfaen fae cried óut : Give me joy, good gentleníen» 
tfaat I am now no longér Don Quixote de laMan* 
cfaa» but Alonzo Quixano, for fais virtues sttrnamed 
tfae Good. I am now an utter enemy to Amadi»

áé (jaul, and the innumetable rabble of his descen- 
dants : now all the histories of knight-errantry are 
to me odious atid profane : I am now sensible of 
my foUy, and of the danger I was led into by read- 
ing them; and now, throügh' the mercyofCiod, 
ánd ftiy own dear-^boüght experience, I detest and 
abhor them. When his three fríends heard him 
speak thus, they believed for certain, that somé 
new phrenzy had pos^ssed him ) and Sampson said 
to him : What ! signor Don Quixote, now that we 
have news of the lady Dulcinea's being disenchanted, 
do you talk at this rate ; and, now that we are just 
upon the point of becoming shepherds, to iead our 
fives singing, and Uke any príntes, would you tum 
hermit ? Peace, I conjure you> repKed Don Quix- 
6te, recollect yourself) and leave idle storíes: those, 
which have hitherto done me so much real hurt, 
my repentance, by tíie assistance of heaven, shall 
coBvert to my good. I fed, gentlemen, the quick 
approach of death : let us be seríous^ and bríng me 
a confessor, and a notary to draw my will ; for, in 
such circumstances bs these, a man must not trifle 
wif h his soul: and, therefore, I beseech you, while 
my iríend the príest is taking my confession, let the 
tiotary be fetched. They stared "at one another, 
wonderíng^ at Don Quixote's expressions, and, 
though stiU in some doubt, they f esolved to believe 
him; and one of the signs, by which they conjec- 
tured he wás dying, was, his passing, by so easy 
lind sudden a'transition, from mad to sober. To

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the words he had abeady spoken he added other^^ 
so proper, so rational, and so christian, that their 
doubt was qnite removed, and they verily believed 
hím in his perfect senses. The priest made every 
body léave the room, and-staid with him alone^ 
and confessed him. The bachelor went for the 
noMry, and presently retumed withhim, and with 
Sancho Panza, who having learned from the bache- 
lor in what condition his master was, besides find- 
ing the housekeeper and the niece in tears, hegsm 
tó pucker up his face, and to fall a blubberif^« 
The confession ended, the priest came out of the 
room, saying : Good Alonzo Quixano is just ex-> 
fttring, and certainly in his right mind : let us all 
go in, that he may make his wUl. This news 
opened the sluices of the swoUen eyes of the house- 
keeper, the niece, and Sancho Panza his trusty 
- squire, in such wise that it forced a torrent of teara 
from their eyes, and a thousand groans from their 
toeasts : for, in truth, as has been said before» both 
while he was plain Alon«o Qiüxano, and whüe he 
was Don Quixote de la Mancha, he was cver of an 
amiable dispoaition áhd aíFable behaviour, and waa 
therefore beloted, not only by those of lús ow» 
family, but by all that knew him. 

The notary now entered the room with the 
others, and the preamble of the will. beii^ madé» 
and Don Quixoté having disposed of hx^ sMd, witli 
all the christian circumstanees i^equired, cdming to 
the legacies, ke siád : Item, it ÍB my will, tiMít^ stk 
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reépect to certaín monies, which Sancho Panza 
(whom, in my madness, I made my squire) has in 
his hands, there being between him and me some 
reckonings, receipts, and disburseihents, he shall 
not be charged with them> nor called to any ac- 
éount for them ; but, if after he has paid himself, 
there be any overplus, which will be but veíy little, 
it shali 'be his own, and much good may it do him ; 
imd if, as, during my madness, I wás the occasion 
of ppocuring for hin^ the government of an island, 
I could, now that I ana in my senses, procure him 
that of a kingdom, I would readily do it ; foí the 
sincerity of his heart, and the fidelity of bis deal- 
ings, deserve it : and, turning to Sancho, he said 2 
Forgivt^ me, friend, for making you a madman, by 
persuadíng you to believe, as I did myself, that 
there have been formerly, and are nowj knights- 
efjTant in the world. Alas ! answered Sancho, sob- 
bing, dear Sir, do not die; but take my counsel, 
and Hve many years; for the greatest madness a 
man can commit in this life, is to sufFer bimself to 
die^without any body's JkiBing him, or being brought 
to his end by any other hand than thát of melan- 
vhiAj. Be not lazy, Sir, but get out of bed, and let 
us be goii^ to the fleld, dressed líke shepherds, as 
we agreed to do ; and who knows, but behind some 
hmh or other we may find the lady Dulcinea disen- 
chanted as ftne as heart can wish ? If you die for 
grief of being vanquished, lay the blatne upon me, 
mtá say jrou were unhorsed by my not beving girted 
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Rosinante's saddle as it ought to have been : besides^ 
your worship must have read in your books of chi- 
vahies» that ít is a common thing for one knight to 
unhorse another, and him, who is vanquished to- 
day, to become conqueror to-morrow. It is so^ 
quoth Sampsoü, and honest Sancho is very much 
in the right. Gentlemen, quóth Don Quixote, let 
us proceed fairly and softly: Look not for this 
year's birds in last year's nesta. I was mad ; I am 
now sober : I was Don Quixote de la Mancha ; l 
am úow, as I have said, the good Alonzo Quixano : 
and may my unfeigned repentance, and my since- 
rity, restore me to the esteem you once had for me : 
and let tbe notary proceed. 

Item, I bequeath to Antonia Quixano, my niece 
here present, aU my estate real and personal, after 
the payment of all my debts and legacies : and the 
first to be discharged shall be, the wages due to my 
housekeeper» for the time she has been in my ser- 
vice, and twenty ducats besides for mouming. I 
appoint for my executors signor the príest, and 
signor bachelor Sampson Carrasco, here present. 
Item, it is my wiU, that, if Antonia Quixano my 
niece is inclined to marry, it shaU be with a man» 
who, upon the strictest inquiry, shall be found to 
know nothing of books of chivalry ; and, in case it 
shall appear, he is acquainted with them» and my 
niece notwithstanding will and does tnarry hinij, 
she shaU forfeit all I have bequeathed her, which 
my executors may dispose of in pious uses, as they 
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think proper. Item, I beseech the said gentlemen 
my executors, that, if good fortune should bring 
them acquainted with the author, who is said ta 
have written a history handed about, and entitied, 
The second part of the exploits of Don Quixote de 
la Mancha, they.will, in my name, most eamestly 
entreat him to pardon the occasion I have unwit* 
tingly given him of writing so many and so great 
absurdities, as he there has done : for I depait this 
life with a burden upon my conscience for having 
íurnished him with a motive for so doing. With 
this the will was closed, and, a fainting fit seizing 
him, he stretched himself out at full length in the 
bed. They were all alarmed, and ran to his assist- 
ance; and, in three days, that he survived the 
making his wiU^ he fainted away very often. The 
house was all in coníusion : however, the niece eat^ 
the housekeeper drank, and Sancho Panza madé 
much of himself: for this business of legacies 
effaces, or moderates, the grief that is naturáUy due 
to the decipased. 

In short, after receiving all the sacraments, aad 
expressing his abhorrence, in strong and pathetic 
expressions, of all the books of chivahy, Don Quix- 
ote's last hour cáme. The notary wa$í present, and 
protested he had never read in any book of chivahry, 
that ever any knight-errant had died in his bed 
in so composed and christian a manner, as Don 
Quixote ; who, amidst the plaints and tears of the 
by-standers, resigned his breath, — I mean, died. 
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WMch tbe prfert 'sfeeiñg, he desired the notary to 
áfMr up a éertificáte, that Alonzoí Quixano, cobi- 
mbiúf eálled Doit Quixóte de la Mancha, i^as de- 
ported tfais iife, and iSed a nktural death : atid he 
inéi9t«d uponthis testimoniál, lést any other author, 
besides Cid Hámete Ben Eñgeli', should raise Inm 
ftom the dead, and write eñdless stories of his 
expIoits¿ 

This was the end of the ingenious gentleman of 
La Mancha, the place of whoae biíth Cid Hamete 
would nót exptessly name, that all the towns and 
viHi^es éi La Manchá might eont^ndumotig them- 
sc^es, and eaeh adopt him fbr théir own, as the 
seven bities of Greece contended for Homer *. We 
oimt the lamentations of Sancho, the niece, and the 
faousekeeper, with the new epitaphs upon his tomb, 
excepting this by Sampson CarrastK) : — 

Here lies the valiant cavalier, 
Wfaó nevcr had' a 'señse of fear : 
Sd hig|h liis tnatcbless courage rose, 
He reckon'd Death among his vanquish'd^foefc 

Wif<mgÍ8 tb l^drci^s, h'is éwótá he drew, 
Ahd many a caitjiffgiaut úem x 
Hia dayf of Ufe though «ladiiesR 8tain'd« 
In death his sober senses he regain'd. , , 

, ' And tíke sagociaiift Cid Hamete, adAiecÉsing Idm* 
self to his pen, said: Here, O ntj slenda" quiU» 

♦ At the beginning of this histor j, the author says, bc 
ptífposély ornits namiA^ the' town where Don Quixote wa| 
héétí^; má here he most- ingeniously atíiigns tfae reason* 
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whether well or ill cut I know tiot, here, si0pended 
by thís bra3s wíte^ shelt thoii hang upaii tld$ fifíí^ 
rack, md live many long ages^ if prcisümptuous or 
wicked historíaiis do not take thee down^ to profaiíe 
thee. But, before they offer to touch th^e, give 
them this waming in the best ínanijKn* thou Cawt i 
Beware, beware, ye plagiaries; let none of Jroil 
touch me; íca this undertaking (God bless theking) 
was reserved for me alone^. For me alóne waia 
* Don Quixote born, and I for hiili : he knew how. 
to act^jand I how to write: we were destined foF 
ead^ otber, maugre and in despite^of tfaat scribblÍBg 
impostor of TordesiUas, who has dared, or shall 
dare, with his gross and iU-out ostrich quiU, to 
describe the explóits of my vaioróus knight ; a 
burden too weighty for his shoulders, and an ün- 
dertaking above his cold and frozen genius. And 
warn him, if perchance he faUs in thy way, to suffer 
the wearied and now mouldering bones of Don 
Quíxote to repose in the grave : nor endeavour, in 
contradiction to aU tíie andent usages and customs 
of death, to carry him into Old CastUe, making him 
rise out of the vault, in which he reaUy and truly 
Ues at fuU length, totaUy unable to attempt a third 
expedition, or a new saUy : for the two he has 
akeady made, with such success, and so much to 
the general satisfaction, as weU of the people of

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these kiiigdoms of Spain, as of foreig^n countríe^» 
are suffident to ridiciüe all that have been made 
hj otber knights-errant. And thus shalt thou com-' 
plj with the duty of thy christian profession*^ 
giving good advice to those who wish thee iU ; .and 
I shall rest satisfíed, and proud to have been the 
first who enjoyed entire the frutts of his writings : 
for my ovlj desire was to bring into public abhor- 
Fence the fabulous and absurd histories of knight^ 
errantrj, which, by means of that of my true and 
genuine Don Quixote, bcgin ah^ady to totter» and 
will doubtless fall, never to rise again. Faiewell.
